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RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  CIVIL 
SERVICE  OF  THE  CITY  OF  BATAVIA 


In  compliance  with  section  11  of  the  Civil  Service  Law  of 
the  State  of  New  York,  the  following  are  prescribed  and  adopted 
as  the  rules  for  the  classification  of  the  offices,  places  and 
employment  in  the  classified  service  of  the  city  of  Batavia,  N.  Y., 
and  for  appointments  and  promotions  therein  and  examination 
therefor,  and  for  the  registration  and  selection  of  laborers  for 
employment  therein,  and  for  due  classification  of  all  officers  and 
positions  in  the  City  Service  included  in  the  Unclassified  Service, 
Classified  Service  and  Labor  Class,  and  the  same  shall  he  valid 
and  take  effect  upon  the  approval  of  the  mayor  of  the  city  of 
Batavia,  N.  Y.,  and  of  the  State  Civil  Service  Commission 
of  the  State  of  New  York : 


Rule  I.  Application  of  Rules 

These  rules  shall  apply  to  all  positions  in  the  public  service  in 
the  city  of  Batavia,  with  the  exception  of  those  hereinafter 
enumerated  in  the  unclassified  service. 


Rule  II.  Appointment  of  Commissioners 

For  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  merit  and  fitness  of  per¬ 
sons  seeking  or  named  for  positions  in  the  department  and  offices 
of  the  Municipal  government  to  which  these  rules  apply,  there 
shall  be  a  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission,  which  shall  be 
composed  of  three  citizens  of  the  City  of  Batavia,  designated  and 
appointed  by  the  Mayor,  each  of  whom  shall  he  known  as  a 
Municipal  Civil  Service  Commissioner  of  the  City  of  Batavia, 
and  not  more  than  two  of  whom  shall  belong  to  the  same  political 
party.  The  Mayor  may,  at  any  time,  by  filing  with  the  City 
Clerk  a  written  notification  of  the  change,  appoint  another  citizen 
in  the  place  of  any  one  so  designated.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such 
Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  to  conduct  all  examinations 
called  for  under  these  rules,  and  to  certify  the  same  in  such  man¬ 
ner  and  form  as  may  be  prescribed.  They  shall  also  make  and  file 
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with,  the  State  Civil  Service  Commission  such  annual  and  other 
reports  and  roster  of  the  classified  civil  service  of  said  city  as 
required  by  chapter  15  of  the  Laws  of  1009.  The  secretary  of 
the  board  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings  and  all  neces¬ 
sary  records  of  all  persons  to  which  these  rules  apply,  and  of  all 
appointments,  promotions,  transfers,  dismissals,  resignations  and 
changes  of  any  sort  therein. 

Rule  III.  Classification  of  Positions 

The  civil  service  of  the  City  of  Batavia  is  divided  into  the 
unclassified  service  and  the  classified  service. 


Rule  IV.  The  Unclassified  Service 

The  unclassified  service  includes: 

F irst  — All  officers  elected  by  the  people. 

Second  — All  election  officers. 

Third — The  head  or  heads  of  any  department  or  office  of  the 
city  government  appointed  by  the  Mayor. 

Fourth  —  The  heads  of  departments  appointed  by  the  council. 

Rule  V.  The  Classified  Service 

The  Classified  Service  includes  all  positions  not  in  the  Unclassi¬ 
fied  Service.  The  positions  in  the  Classified  Service  are  hereby 
classified  in  four  classes  to  be  known  as  Class  A  or  Exempt  Class, 
Class  B  or  the  Competitive  Class,  Class  C  or  the  Non-competitive 
Class,  Class  1)  or  the  Labor  Class,  as  enumerated  in  respective 
schedules  hereunto  attached  and  hereby  made  a  part  of  these  rules. 


Rule  VI.  The  Exempt  Class 


The  Exempt  Class  shall  include: 

First  —  The  deputies  of  principal  executive  officers  duly 
authorized  by  law  to  act  generally  for  and  in  place  of  their 


principals. 

Second  —  One  secretarv  of  each  officer,  board  and  commission 

*/ 

authorized  by  law  to  appoint  a  secretary. 

Third  —  Other  subordinate  offices  for  the  filling  of  which  com¬ 
petitive  or  non-competitive  examination  may  l>e  found  to  be  not 
practicable.  But  no  office  or  position  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  the 
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Exempt  Class  unless  it  is  specifically  named  in  such  class  in  sched¬ 
ule  of  Exempt  Class  hereto  annexed.  Not  more  than  one  appoint¬ 
ment  shall  he  made  to  or  under  the  title  of  any  such  office  or 
position,  unless  a  different  number  is  specifically  mentioned  in 
such  schedule. 

Fourth  —  In  case  of  an  epidemic,  riot,  flood  or  other  exceeding 
and  necessary  emergency,  the  appointing  officers  may  hire  and 
employ,  temporarily,  such  and  so  many  persons  as  such  emergency 
renders  necessary,  forthwith  reporting  to  the  Municipal  Civil 
Service  Commission  the  facts  in  the  case  and  the  names  of  the  per¬ 
sons  so  employed ;  but  no  persons  so  employed  shall  continue  in 
the  service  for  a  longer  period  than  ten  days,  unless  upon  written 
request  of  the  appointing  power  setting  forth  the  reasons  why  an 
extension  of  the  time  is  necessary,  the  Municipal  Civil  Service 
Commission  shall  extend  the  temporary  period  for  an  additional 
ten  days. 

In  case  any  such  extension  is  authorized  the  reason  therefor 
€/ 

shall  be  set  forth  in  the  minutes  of  the  Municipal  Civil  Service 
Commission. 

Fifth  —  There  shall  also  be  included  in  the  Exempt  Class  in 
the  event  of  an  epidemic  or  other  similar  emergency  in  which  the 
public  health  is  seriously  endangered  such  experts  and  special 
inspectors  as  the  Board  of  Health  may,  with  the  written  approval 
of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  of  the  City  of  Batavia,  appoint. 
Such  appointments  shall,  however,  continue  only  during  the  exist¬ 
ence  of  such  epidemic  or  similar  emergency. 

Sixth  —  The  appointment  to  positions  comprised  in  the  Exempt 
Class  may  be  made  without  examination  under  these  rules,  but 
such  examination  may  be  held  upon  the  request  of  the  appointing 
officer.  Appointing  officers  must  notify  the  Municipal  Civil  Serv¬ 
ice  Commission  in  writing  of  all  appointments  to  such  positions 
within  five  days  after  the  same  are  made,  setting  forth  the  full 
name  of  such  appointee,  length  of  residence  in  the  City  of 
Batavia,  date  of  beginning  of  service,  and  term  for  which 
appointed,  salary,  and  the  name  of  the  person  to  whose  place 
appointed;  all  of  which  shall  be  duly  certified  bv  the  appointing 
officer.  In  these  rules  the  term  “Appointing  Officer  ”  shall  bo 
construed  to  include  any  persons,  board  or  commission  having  the 
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power  to  appoint  to  any  position  in  the  Civil  Service  of  the  City 
of  Batavia. 

Rule  VII.  The  Competitive  Class 

The  Competitive  Class  includes  all  persons  employed  or  ap¬ 
pointed  in  the  public  service  whose  position  is  not  specifically 
included  in  the  Exempt,  Eon-Competitive  or  Labor  Class,  but 
no  examination  shall.be  held  for  a  position  until  it  has  been 
specifically  stated  in  the  list  for  the  Competitive  Class  hereunto 
annexed. 


Rule  VIII.  Application  for  Examination  Competitive  Class 

Xo  person  shall  be  appointed  to  nor  employed  in  any  position 
in  the  Competitive  Class  until  he  shall  have  passed  the  examina¬ 
tion  provided  therefor. 

Application  of  competitors  for  positions  included  in  the  Com¬ 
petitive  Class  must  be  addressed  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Municipal 
Civil  Service  Commission,  Batavia,  X.  Y.,  at  the  office  of  the 
Commission  in  said  City.  The  application  must  be  verified  and 
in  the  handwriting  of  the  applicant.  It  must  state: 

First  —  Iiis  full  name  and  residence,  giving  street  and  number. 
-His  term  of  residence  in  the  City  of  Batavia. 


Second 
Th  ird  - 
F  ourth 
Fifth  - 


-  His  citizenship. 

—  His  age,  giving  date  of  birth. 

His  place  of  birth. 

Sixth  —  His  previous  employment  in  the  public  service,  if  any, 
and  whether  he  has  ever  been  discharged  therefrom,  and  if  so,  the 
reason  therefor. 

Seventh  —  His  business  or  employment  and  residence  for  the 
last  preceding  five  years. 

Eighth  —  The  extent,  place  and  nature  of  his  education. 

Ninth  —  If  in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States 
in  the  Civil  War,  the  name  of  organization,  or  vessel  to  which 
attached,  date  of  enlistment  or  commission,  position  or  rank,  date 
and  cause  of  discharge  from  the  service  and  any  physical  disabil¬ 
ity  incurred  in  such  service. 

c/ 

Tenth  —  Such  other  information  must  be  furnished  as  the  Com¬ 
mission  may  reasonably  require  touching  the  applicant's  merit 
and  fitness  for  the  public  service.  The  application  must  be  accom- 
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panied  by  a  certificate  of  a  practicing  physician  of  good  repute 
that  he  has  examined  the  applicant  and  found  him  free  from  any 
physical  defect  or  disease  that  would  be  likely  to  interfere  with 
the  proper  discharge  of  his  duties  in  the  position  in  the  Civil  Serv¬ 
ice  sought  by  such  applicant,  and  by  the  certificate  of  not  less  than 
three  or  more  than  five  reputable  citizens  of  the  city  that  they  have 
been  personally  acquainted  with  the  applicant  for  at  least  one 
year,  and  believe  him  to  be  of  good  moral  character,  of  temperate 
and  industrious  habits,  and  in  all  respects  fit  for  the  service  which 
he  wishes  to  enter,  and  that  they  are  willing  that  such  certificate 
shall  be  published  for  public  information,  and  will,  upon  applica¬ 
tion,  give  such  further  testimonials  in  regard  to  such  applicant 
as  may  be  required. 

Eleventh  —  The  applicant  must  also  state  in  his  application  the 
position  he  seeks. 

Twelfth  —  All  applicants  for  appointments  to  positions  in  the 
Police  Department  of  the  City  of  Batavia,  A.  Y.,  shall  in  addition 
to  the  qualifications  elsewhere  herein  prescribed,  be  subject  to  the 
following:  Each  such  applicant  must  be  not  less  than  twenty-one 
years  of  age,  or  more  than  thirty-five  years  of  age ;  must  be  a  citi¬ 
zen  of  the  United  States  and  a  resident  of  the  City  of  Batavia, 
X.  Y.,  at  least  one  year  prior  to  the  date  of  his  application ;  must 
be  not  less  than  five  feet  eight  inches  in  height ;  must  have  good 
hearing  and  eyesight ;  must  be  free  from  any  physical  defect, 
deformity  or  disease,  and  must,  before  being  admitted  to  mental 
examination,  be  certified  by  an  Examining  Physician  appointed 
by  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission,  to  be  physically 
qualified  for  the  service ;  his  weight,  chest  measurement,  muscular 
development  and  general  physical  condition  must  be  approximately 
normal  in  comparison  with  his  age  and  height  as  recognized  by 
medical  standards. 

Rule  IX.  Defective  Applications  — Age  Qualifications 

Defective  applications  may  be  suspended  by  the  Municipal 
Civil  Service  Commission  and  applicants  notified  to  amend  the 
same,  but  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  shall  not  be 
compelled  to  give  such  notice  or  grant  such  opportunity  a  second 
time.  All  candidates  for  the  positions  of  clerk,  stenographer, 
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library  clerk,  and  bookkeeper  shall  be  at  least  eighteen  (18) 
years  of  age  and  not  more  than  sixty  (60)  years  of  age  on  the 
date  of  examination,  except  as  hereinafter  provided  in  Rule 
XXXVI,  or  otherwise  particularly  specified  in  these  rules.  When¬ 
ever  the  application  does  not  show  that  the  applicant  is  within  the 
prescribed  limits  of  age,  and  is  otherwise  qualified  under  the  rules, 
the  application  will  he  rejected. 

Rule  X.  Notification  of  Examination 

Whenever  the  demands  of  the  service  may  require  the  Municipal 
Civil  Service  Commission  will  notify  in  writing  the  different 
applicants  to  apjiear  for  examination,  giving  at  least  three  days 
previous  notice  of  the  place,  date  and  hour  of  said  examination. 
The  place,  date  and  hour  of  each  examination  shall  he  conspicu¬ 
ously  posted  on  the  Bulletin  Board  at  office  of  City  Clerk  at  least 
ten  days  previous  to  the  date  when  the  said  examination  is  to  he 
held,  and  when  deemed  expedient,  advertisement  of  examination 
shall  be  made  in  the  official  newspaper  of  the  City  of  Batavia, 
X.  Y.,  for  such  length  of  time  as  the  Municipal  Commission  deems 
advisable ;  hut  the  notice  posted  on  the  Bulletin  Board  at  the  City 
Clerk's  office  shall  he  the  only  public  notice  of  such  examination 
required.  All  announcements  of  competitive  examinations  shall 
state  title  of  position  and  department,  salary,  age  limits,  subjects 
of  examination  and  relative  weight  of  each,  and  any  special  quali¬ 
fications  or  experience  desired. 

Rule  XI.  Examinations 

In  all  examinations  for  appointment  and  promotion  in  the  Civil 
Service  of  the  City  of  Batavia,  X.  Y.,  merit  and  fitness  shall  be 
determined  by  and  upon  competitive  examinations  for  all  posi¬ 
tions  in  the  Competitive  Class  as  herein  provided.  The  merit 
and  fitness  of  all  applicants  shall  be  determined  by  examination 
conducted  by  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission.  I  jxm  all 
such  examinations  no  rating  higher  than  one  hundred  per  centum 
shall  he  given  to  any  person.  Lists  containing  the  names  and  rat¬ 
ings  of  all  applicants  found  on  such  examination  to  he  eligible 
for  appointment  and  promotion  for  merit  and  fitness,  shall  be 
made  up  for  certification  to  the  person  or  persons  holding  the  power 
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of  appointment  or  promotion,  in  the  manner  provided  in  these 
rules  and  regulations.  Xo  person,  whose  standing  on  any  obliga¬ 
tory  subject  is  less  than  fifty,  or  ascertained  average  standing  on 
all  the  obligatory  subjects  is  less  than  seventy  per  centum,  will  be 
entered  upon  the  eligible  list. 

Rule  XII.  Conduct  of  Examination 

The  actual  conduct  of  every  examination  for  merit  and  fitness 
shall  be  under  the  responsible  direction  of  the  Municipal  Civil 
Service  Commission  or  its  designated  members,  free  from  the  inter¬ 
ference,  participation  or  influence  of  the  appointing  officer  or 
officers,  or  of  any  person  other  than  the  assistant  examiners  or 
experts  directly  employed  by  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Com¬ 
mission.  Xo  person  employed  in  a  department  for  whose  benefit 
an  eligible  list  is  to  be  prepared  shall  be  employed  as  an  expert 
upon  the  examination  for  such  eligible  list.  The  Municipal  Civil 
Service  Commission  may  in  the  examination  give  such  relative 
importance  to  the  different  subjects  or  matters  of  examination, 
whether  mental  or  physical,  or  to  experience,  occupation  or  train¬ 
ing  as  to  it  may  seem  fit.  At  or  before  the  commencement  of  every 
examination,  the  weight  to  be  given  every  subject  included  in  the 
examination,  and  the  general  average  minimum  and  the  minimum, 
if  any  allowable,  upon  each  subject  shall  be  announced  to  the 
applicant.  The  appointing  officer  shall  state  to  the  Municipal 
Civil  Service  Commission,  upon  its  request  and  so  far  as  is  con¬ 
sistent  with  these  rules,  the  general  qualifications  or  attainments, 
physical  or  mental,  or  both,  and  the  experience  he  deems  neces¬ 
sary  and  proper  to  be  possessed  by  persons  filling  the  position  for 
which  an  eligible  list  is  to  be  prepared. 

Rule  XIII.  Character  of  Examination 

All  examinations  shall  be  public  and  practical  in  their  char¬ 
acter,  and  shall  relate  to  those  matters  which  shall  fairly  test  the 
intelligence,  competency,  suitability  and  character  of  the  appli¬ 
cants  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  service  for  which  they  seek 
to  be  appointed.  The  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission,  with 
the  approval  of  the  State  Civil  Service  Commission,  shall  deter¬ 
mine  when  examinations  are  not  practicable  in  cases  relating  to 
the  Civil  Service  in  the  City  of  Batavia,  X.  Y. 
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Rule  XIV.  Physical  Examination 


Whenever  physical  qualifications  are  of  prime  importance  to 
the  proper  discharge  of  the  duties  of  any  position,  applicants  must 
pass  an  additional  examination  as  to  their  physical  condition  and 
capacity,  and  be  duly  certified  as  qualified  in  such  respects  before 
they  shall  be  accorded  a  mental  examination.  Such  physical 
examination  shall  be  made  by  the  Examining  Physician  appointed 
by  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission.' 

Rule  XV.  Political  Opinions  of  Candidates 

Xo  recommendation  or  question  under  the  authority  of  these 
rules  shall  relate  to  the  political  opinions  or  affiliations  of  any  per¬ 
son  whatever.  Xor  shall  political  opinions  be  discussed  or  con¬ 
sidered  by  the  Municipal  Commissioners  in  their  examinations. 
The  Municipal  Commission  shall  not  receive  or  consider  any  com¬ 
munication  as  to  the  qualifications  or  merits  of  any  candidate  for 
a  position  except  such  as  are  permitted  by  these  rules,  and  except 
such  communications  as  they  mav  seek  bv  way  of  verification  of 
statements  made  by  an  applicant. 

Rule  XVI.  Eligible  List 

Every  competitor,  who  attains  an  average  percentage  of  seventy 
(70)  or  over  on  all  the  obligatory  subjects  in  any  examination, 
and  whose  standing  on  every  such  obligatory  subject  is  fifty  (50) 
or  over,  shall  be  eligible  for  appointment  to  the  position  for  which 
he  was  examined ;  and  the  names  of  all  eligibles  shall  be  entered 

7  O 

in  the  order  of  their  average  percentages  on  the  proper  register  of 
eligibles,  provided  that  the  names  of  competitors  who  have  passed 
as  above  and  whose  claims  for  preference  under  Article  V,  sec¬ 
tion  9,  of  the  Constitution  have  been  allowed  by  the  Municipal 
Commission,  shall  be  placed  in  the  order  of  their  respective  per¬ 
centages  at  the  head  of  the  proper  list  of  eligibles. 

When  two  or  more  eligibles  on  a  register  have  the  same  average 
percentage,  preference  in  certification  shall  be  determined  by  the 
order  in  which  their  applications  were  filed,  but  neither  priority 
in  the  date  of  application  nor  of  examination  will  give  any  other 
advantage  in  position  on  the  register  of  eligibles. 

The  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  shall  prescribe  the 
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character  of  the  distinct  eligible  lists,  designating  the  positions 
which  may  be  filled  by  certification  from  each  of  said  lists. 

The  term  of  an  eligible  list,  except  as  provided  in  Subdivision 
6  of  Rule  XXXII,  is  fixed  at  not  less  than  one  year  or  more  than 
four  years  from  the  date  of  the  establishment  of  said  list.  An 
eligible  list  which  has  been  in  force  for  a  period  of  one  year  shall 
terminate,  provided  that  a  new  examination  has  been  held  and  a 
new  eligible  list  prepared  for  the  same  position.  Persons  whose 
names  appear  upon  any  such  eligible  list  shall  be  notified  by  mail 
when  a  new  examination  is  to  be  held  for  the  same  position  and 
informed  that  their  eligibility  will  cease  upon  the  establishment 
of  a  new  eligible  list  as  a  result  of  the  new  examination. 


Rule  XVII.  Regrading 

When  a  list  has  been  in  force  less  than  one  vear  and  contains 
less  than  three  names  a  new  list  for  the  same  position  may  be  pre¬ 
pared  after  examination.  The  persons  whose  names  appear  upon 
the  former  eligible  list,  who  do  not  take  the  examination,  shall 
have  their  names  placed  upon  the  new  list  m  accordance  with 
their  general  average  percentage  and  shall  be  continued  thereon 
until  the  end  of  their  term  of  eligibility.  Whenever  a  person, 
whose  name  is  on  an  eligible  list  for  any  position,  shall  enter  a  new 
examination  for  the  same  position  within  his  term  of  eligibility, 
his  eligibility  on  account  of  the  former  examination  shall  cease 
from  the  date  of  filing  of  the  report  of  the  new  examination  in 
case  he  is  found  qualified,  and  from  such  date  he  shall  be 
credited  with  the  mark  and  relative  position  obtained  in  the  new 
examination. 


Rule  XVIII 

The  eligible  lists  heretofore  established  for  the  Village  of 
Batavia  by  the  State  Civil  Service  Commission  are  hereby  con- 
tinned  for  certification  and  appointment  in  the  Municipal  Service 
until  new  lists  can  be  established.  The  employees  of  the  Village 
of  Batavia  holding  offices  during  the  year  1914  in  the  competitive 
or  non-competitive  classes  of  said  village  service  may  continue  in 
the  same  or  similar  positions  in  the  city  service,  upon  being  duly 
appointed,  without  examination. 
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Rule  XIX.  Written  or  Oral  Examinations 

In  the  creation  of  new  eligible  lists  the  rating  shall  be  based 
upon  such  written  or  oral  examinations,  or  both,  as  the  Municipal 
Civil  Service  Commission  shall  determine,  and  all  oral  examina¬ 
tions  shall  be  stenograpliically  recorded. 


Rule  XX.  Correction  of  Errors 


The  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  shall  have  power,  in 
its  discretion,  whenever  in  its  judgment  the  interest  of  the  public 
service  require  it,  to  order  a  re-examination  of  applicants  for  any 
position,  and  shall  have  the  power  to  correct  any  error  and  amend 
or  revoke  any  schedule,  list  or  other  paper  or  record  where  it 
appears  that  an  error  or  injustice  has  been  done,  or  where  any  per¬ 
son  whose  name  appears  on  any  eligible  list  has  for  any  reason 
become  incapacitated  for  appointment  in  the  public  service  to 
strike  such  name  from  said  list;  provided,  however,  that  after  an 
eligible  list  is  prepared  and  certified  it  shall  not  be  altered  or 
revoked  except  upon  notice  by  mail  or  otherwise,  as  the  Munici¬ 
pal  Commission  may  direct,  to  all  those  persons  whose  standings 
may  be  unfavorably  affected  bv  the  alteration.  The  reasons  for 
any  such  action  shall  be  recorded  in  full  in  the  minutes  of  the 


Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission. 

A  competitor  receiving  notice  as  to  the  result  of  his  examination 
and  his  relative  position  on  the  eligible  list,  may  in  person,  or  by 
his  duly  authorized  agent,  in  the  presence  of  any  member  of  the 
Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission,  inspect  his  examination 
papers,  and  if  in  his  opinion  injustice  has  been  done,  he  may  within 
ten  days  after  receipt  of  the  notice  appeal  to  the  Municipal  Civil 
Service  Commission  specifying  particularly  and  in  detail  the  cause 
of  his  complaint.  Such  appeal  shall  be  considered  by  the  Munici¬ 
pal  Civil  Service  Commissioners,  and,  if  they  deem  it  necessary, 
they  will  direct  the  revision  of  the  marking  or  grading  of  the 
appellant's  papers  or  otherwise  do  justice  in  the  premises.  . 


Rule  XXI.  Certification  for  Appointment 

1.  Whenever  a  vacancv  shall  occur  within  any  grade  of  the 
Competitive  or  Labor  Class,  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  appoint¬ 
ing  officer,  the  business  of  the  City  requires  to  be  filled,  he  shall 
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forthwith  notify  the  Secretary  of  the  Municipal  Commission  of 
the  vacancy  and  state  whether  the  same  is  to  he  filled  by  appoint¬ 
ment  or  promotion  or  by  reinstatement,  and  the  title  of  the  posi¬ 
tion,  the  duties  to  be  performed,  the  number  of  vacancies  to  he 
filled  and  the  compensation  to  be  paid. 

2.  Appointments  shall  be  made  to  or  employment  shall  be  given 
in  all  positions  in  the  Competitive  and  Labor  Classes  that  are  not 
filled  by  promotion,  reinstatement,  transfer  or  reduction,  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Civil  Service  Law  and  these  rules,  by  appoint¬ 
ment  from  among  those  standing  highest  on  the  eligible  list  pre¬ 
pared  by  the  Municipal  Commission,  except  as  otherwise  pro¬ 
vided  in  the  Civil  Service  Law. 

3.  The  Secretary  of  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission 
shall  thereupon,  as  soon  as  practicable,  certify  to  the  appointing 
officer  for  appointment,  promotion  or  reinstatement  from  the  eligible 
list  most  nearly  appropriate  to  such  position,  as  it  may  then  exist, 
the  names  of  the  three  persons  standing  highest  on  such  eligible 
list,  indicating  such  of  them,  if  any,  as  are  honorably  discharged 
soldiers,  sailors  or  marines  of  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United 
States  in  the  late  Civil  War,  citizens  and  residents  of  this  State. 
The  certificate  of  the  Secretarv  shall  in  all  cases  state  the  relative 
standing  of  each  of  the  persons  certified. 

4.  The  appointing  officer  shall  thereupon  fill  said  vacancy  or 
vacancies  by  the  appointment  of  one  or  more  of  the  persons  so 
certified.  Until  an  appointment  has  been  made  from  said  certifi¬ 
cation,  or  until  said  certification  has  been  cancelled,  no  new  cer¬ 
tification  shall  he  made  to  fill  said  vacant  position  or  positions. 

5.  When  a  requisition  is  made  to  fill  a  position  for  which  no 
eligible  list  exists  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  shall 
make  certification  from  the  eligible  list  most  nearly  appropriate 
for  the  group  in  which  the  position  to  he  filled  is  classified  and 
wherein  the  qualifications  demanded  have  been  determined  by 
examination. 

6.  Xo  person  on  an  eligible  list  shall  be  certified  more  than  three 
times  to  the  same  appointing  officer  for  the  same  bureau  or  insti¬ 
tution,  except  at  the  request  of  the  said  appointing  officer,  unless 
the  person  so  certified  is  a  veteran,  in  which  case  his  name  shall 
continue  to  be  certified  so  long  as  it  remains  on  the  eligible  list 
under  these  rules. 
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If  the  appointing  officer  shall  certify  that  a  person  named  in  a 
certification  has  declined  to  accept  a  position  offered,  the  Secretary 
may  certify  the  name  of  the  person  standing  next  highest  upon 
the  eligible  list  to  those  already  certified. 

If  a  person,  who  is  not  entitled  to  certification,  is  certified  and 
appointed,  his  appointment  shall  be  immediately  revoked  by  the 
appointing  officer  upon  notification  by  the  Municipal  Civil  Service 
Commission. 

7.  Xo  person  whose  name  is  upon  an  eligible  list  may  waive  his 
right  to  certification  or  appointment  except  for  one  of  the  follow¬ 
ing  reasons  stated  in  writing  to  the  appointing  officer  and  to  the 
Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission. 

(a)  Insufficiency  of  salary  attached  to  the  position  offered,  or 

(b)  Temporary  inability,  physical  or  otherwise,  to  accept  the 
position  offered,  the  proof  of  which  shall  be  accepted  by  the  Munici¬ 
pal  Civil  Service  Commission.  The  Commission  shall  enter  upon 
its  minutes  the  reasons  for  its  actions  in  each  case,  and  the  waiver 
shall  not  continue  in  effect  for  a  longer  period  than  thirty  days 
from  the  date  of  certification.  The  name  of  any  eligible  who  shall 
decline  certification  or  appointment  for  any  reason  other  than 
those  above  specified  shall  be  stricken  from  the  list.  Whenever  an 
eligible  certified  for  appointment  shall  fail  to  accept  an  offer  of 
appointment  sent  to  him  by  mail  at  his  post  office  address  within 
the  four  business  da  vs  next  succeeding  the  mailing  of  such  offer 
of  appointment,  he  shall  be  deemed  to  have  declined  such  appoint¬ 
ment.  An  eligible  who  has  declined  an  appointment  on  the  ground 
of  the  insufficiencv  of  the  salarv  offered  shall  not  thereafter  be 

%J 

certified  for  a  position  at  the  same  or  less  salary.  Whenever  one 
or  more  eligibles  shall  have  declined  any  appointment  offered,  and 
an  eligible  whose  relative  standing  is  lower  shall  have  lieen 
appointed  to  the  position,  the  salary  or  compensation  of  such 
appointee  shall  not  be  increased  within  a  period  of  one  year  after 
his  appointment,  beyond  that  offered  to  the  person  so  declining. 

8.  If  the  appointment  shall  be  made  of  any  person,  other  than 
one  of  the  three  standing  highest  on  the  eligible  list,  the  appointing 
officer  shall  forward  to  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission, 
with  the  notice  of  appointment,  copies  of  all  correspondence  to  and 
from  the  persons  declining  such  appointment. 
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Rule  XXII.  Suspension  of  Rules. 

In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  any  position  in  the  Competitive  Class 
where  peculiar  and  exceptional  qualifications,  of  a  scientific,  pro¬ 
fessional  or  educational  character  are  required,  and  upon  satis¬ 
factory  evidence  that  for  specified  reasons  competition  in  such 
special  case  is  impracticable,  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Com¬ 
mission  may,  upon  obtaining  the  approval  of  the  State  Civil  Serv¬ 
ice  Commission,  suspend  the  provisions  of  the  rule  requiring  com¬ 
petition  in  such  case,  but  no  such  suspension  shall  be  general  in 
its  application  to  such  place,  and  all  such  cases  of  suspensions 
shall  be  reported  to  the  State  Civil  Service  Commission  in  the 
annual  report  of  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission,  with 
the  reasons  for  the  same. 

Rule  XXIII.  Qualifications  as  to  Residence  and  Citizenship 

Every  applicant  for  examination  for  appointment  to  any  of  the 
positions  enumerated  in  the  Competitive  or  Yon-Competitive 
Class,  or  for  registration  for  employment  in  any  of  the  positions 
enumerated  in  the  Labor  Class,  must  be  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States  and  an  actual  resident  of  the  City  of  Batavia,  X.  Y.,  at  the 
time  of  his  application ;  provided  that  such  requirements  as  to 
citizenship  and  residence  may  be  specially  suspended  by  the 
Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  as  to  any  position  requiring 
high  professional,  scientific,  technical  or  educational  qualifications, 
but  all  such  cases  with  the  reasons  therefor  shall  be  entered  on  the 
records  of  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  opposite  the 
name  of  the  candidate. 

Rule  XXIV.  Requirements  in  Exceptional  Cases 

In  applications  for  examinations  for  positions  requiring  scien¬ 
tific,  professional,  technical  or  educational  qualifications,  the 
Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  may  require  evidence  of 
special  education  for  or  of  practical  experience  for  a  satisfactory 
term  in  such  profession,  art  or  trade;  and  shall  require  the  pro-, 
duction  of  such  certificates  of  competency  and  license  as  are  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  statutes  of  this  State  as  necessary  to  enable  the 
practice  of  any  profession,  art  or  trade. 
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Rule  XXV.  Candidates  Unfit  for  Appointment 

Blank  forms  for  application  will  be  furnished  by  the  Municipal 
Civil  Service  Commission,  without  charge,  to  all  persons  requesting 
the  same.  The  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  may  require 
in  connection  with  such  application  such  certificates  of  citizens, 
physicians,  public  officers  or  others  having  knowledge  of  the  appli¬ 
cant  as  the  good  of  the  service  may  require.  The  Municipal  Civil 
Service  Commission  may  refuse  to  examine  an  applicant,  or  after 
examination  to  certifv  an  eligible,  who  is  found  to  lack  anv  of  the 
established  preliminary  requirements  for  the  examination  or  posi¬ 
tion  for  which  he  applies ;  or  who  is  physically  so  disabled  as  to 
be  rendered  unfit  for  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  the  position 
to  which  he  seeks  appointment ;  or  who  is  addicted  to  the  habitual 
use  of  intoxicating  beverages  to  excess;  or  who  has  been  guilty  of 
a  crime ;  or  of  infamous  or  notoriously  disgraceful  conduct ;  or  who 
has  been  dismissed  from  the  public  service  for  delinquency  or  mis¬ 
conduct;  or  who  has  intentionally  made  a  false  statement  of  any 
material  fact,  or  practiced  or  attempted  to  practice  any  deception 
or  fraud  in  his  application,  in  his  examination  or  in  securing  his 
eligibility  or  appointment.  Any  of  the  foregoing  disqualifications 
shall  be  good  and  sufficient  cause  for  the  removal  of  an  eligible 
from  the  service  after  his  appointment. 

When  the  position  to  be  filled  involves  fiduciary  responsibility, 
the  appointing  officer,  where  otherwise  permitted  by  law,  may 
require  the  appointee  to  furnish  a  bond  or  other  security,  and  shall 
notify  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  of  the  amount 
and  necessarv  details  thereof.

Rule  XXVI.  Temporary  Appointments 

Whenever  there  are  urgent  reasons  for  filling  a  vacancy  in  any 
position  in  the  Competitive  Class,  and  there  is  no  list  of  persons 
eligible  for  appointment  after  competitive  examination,  the 
appointing  officer  may  nominate  a  person  to  the  Municipal  Civil 
Service  Commission  for  non-competitive  examination,  and  if  such 
nominee  shall  be  duly  certified  by  such  [Municipal  Civil  Service 
Commission  as  qualified  after  such  non-competitive  examination, 
he  may  be  appointed  provisionally  to  fill  such  vacancy  until  a 
selection  and  appointment  can  be  made  after  competitive  examiua- 
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tion ;  but  such  provisional  appointment  shall  not  continue  for  a 
longer  period  than  two  months,  nor  shall  successive  temporary 
appointment  be  made  to  the  same  position  under  this  rule. 

Rule  XXVII.  Methods  of  Examination  —  Non-Competitive 

Class 

Positions  in  the  Non-Competitive  Class  may  he  tilled  by  the 
appointing  officer  in  his  discretion  in  respect  to  the  method  of 
examination.  The  discretion  of  the  officer  in  such  cases  shall  he 
limited  as  follows: 

First  —  He  may  select  from  the  eligible  list  prepared  as  the 
result  of  an  open  competitive  examination  ;  or 

Second  —  He  may  name  to  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Com¬ 
mission  three  or  more  persons  for  competitive  examination,  and 
appoint  the  one  graded  highest  as  the  result  of  an  examination 
for  merit  and  fitness ;  or 

Third  —  He  may  appoint  or  employ  any  person  named  by  him, 
who,  upon  a  non-competitive  examination  by  said  Municipal  Civil 
Service  Commission,  shall  be  duly  certified  as  qualified  to  dis¬ 
charge  the  duties  of  the  position. 

Rule  XXVIII.  Character  of  Qualifications  —  Non-Competi¬ 
tive  Class 

Upon  the  non-competitive  examination  into  the  qualifications 
of  a  person  named  for  a  position  in  this  class,  the  Municipal  Civil 
Service  Commission  will  give  a  certificate  to  such  person  only 
when  satisfied : 

(1)  That  he  is  within  the  limits  of  age  prescribed  for  the 
position  or  employment  to  which  he  has  been  named : 

(2)  That  he  is  properly  certified  as  free  from  any  physical 
defect,  deformity  or  disease  which  is  likely  to  interfere  with  the 
proper  discharge  of  his  duties ; 

(3)  That  his  character  is  such  as  to  qualify  him  for  such  posi¬ 
tion  or  employment ; 

(4)  That  he  possesses  the  requisite  knowledge  and  ability  to 
enter  on  the  discharge  of  his  official  duties. 

An  officer  naming  a  person  for  examination  will  at  the  same 
time  transmit  his  certificate,  that  after  due  inquiry  he  is  satisfied 
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that  the  character  and  habits  of  the  person  named,  fit  him  for  the 
public  service,  and  will  append  to  such  certificate  such  formal 
vouchers  and  credentials  as  he  mav  desire  to  have  considered  and 
placed  on  file. 

In  the  determination  of  the  character  and  habits  of  the  nominee 
the  certificate  thereof  by  the  nominating  officer  will  be  considered 
as  essential. 


Rule  XXIX.  Selection  of  the  Method  of  Examination 

Whenever  a  vacancy  in  the  Xon-Competitive  Class  in  any 
department,  office  or  institution  is  to  be  filled,  the  officer  having 
the  authority  to  fill  the  same  shall  notify  the  Municipal  Civil  Serv¬ 
ice  Commission  which  of  the  three  methods,  in  his  discretion, 
under  Rule  XXVII  he  selects;  and  if  the  choice  be  by  open  com¬ 
petition,  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  will  proceed  as 
for  an  examination  under  the  Competitive  Class ;  but  if  the  choice 
be  by  a  limited  competition,  or  by  the  appointment  of  a  person  to 
be  dulv  certified  bv  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  as 
qualified,  the  officer  aforesaid  shall  name  in  such  notification  the 
person  or  persons  to  be  examined,  and  thereupon  the  Municipal 
Civil  Service  Commission  shall  notify  the  person  or  persons  so 
named  of  the  time,  place  and  all  special  rules  laid  down  for  the 
examination. 


Rule  XXX.  Registration  and  Appointment  —  Labor  Class 

1.  Applicants  for  position  under  the  Labor  Class,  who  produce 
satisfactory  evidence  of  their  capacity  for  labor,  and  their  habits 
as  to  industry  and  sobriety,  shall  be  registered  in  the  order  of 
their  application.  The  register  shall  state  (1)  name,  (2)  age,  (3) 
residence,  (I)  citizenship,  (5)  number  and  relationship  of  all 
persons  depending  for  actual  support  on  the  applicant,  (6)  sendee 
in  the  army  or  navy  in  the  Civil  War,  (7)  previous  occupation, 
(8)  references  and  such  other  information  as  may  be  required. 

2.  When  the  sendees  of  employes  in  the  Labor  Class  are 
required,  the  officer  or  person  having  the  appointment  shall  notify 
the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission,  stating  the  number  of 
men  wanted,  the  kind  of  labor  for  which  they  are  wanted,  and  the 
time  and  place  of  employment;  and  the  Municipal  Civil  Service 
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Commission  shall  thereupon  send  to  the  officer  or  person  making 
the  requisition  the  names  and  residences  of  the  number  of  men 
called  for  (if  the  register  contain  so  many),  giving  preference  to 
those  who  have  served  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States 
during  the  Civil  War  and  have  been  honorably  discharged 


therefrom. 

3.  Such  appointing  officer  shall  forthwith  return  to  the  Munic¬ 
ipal  Civil  Service  Commission  the  names  of  all  persons  employed 
with  the  date  of  employment,  provided  that  if  a  less  number  than 
those  certified  shall  be  so  employed  they  shall  be  those  standing 
highest  on  the  register. 

4.  All  registration  lists  shall  remain  in  force  for  a  period  of 
not  less  than  one  year  or  more  than  four  years,  and  new  registrar 
tion  lists  shall  be  established  when  in  the  opinion  of  the  Municipal 
Civil  Service  Commission  they  seem  necessary. 

V/ 

5.  There  shall  be  separate  applications  for  the  different  kinds 
of  labor  and  employment,  and  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Com¬ 
mission  may  establish  separate  labor  lists  for  the  various  institu¬ 
tions  and  departments.  The  said  Municipal  Civil  Service  Com¬ 
mission  shall  have  the  power  to  limit  the  number  of  lists  upon 
which  an  applicant’s  name  shall  be  registered  at  the  same  time. 
The  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  shall  require  an  appli¬ 
cant  for  registration  for  the  labor  service  to  furnish  such  evi¬ 
dence  as  to  his  fitness,  etc.,  or  pass  such  examination  as  may  be 
deemed  proper  by  them,  not  inconsistent  with  these  rules  or  the 
Civil  Service  Law. 

6.  In  case  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  is  unable 
to  fill  a  requisition  for  laborers  the  fact  shall  be  certified  to  the 
officer  making  the  requisition,  who  shall  then  make  the  selection 
under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  Municipal  Civil  Service 
Commission  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe. 

7.  The  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  may  make  such 
rules  as  may  be  necessary  to  identify  the  registered  applicants, 
and  to  preserve  a  record  . of  their  conduct.  ■ 

•8.  When*, the- public  interest  requires  the  employment  of  one  or 
more  persons  at  common  labor  for  temporary  or  emergency  pur¬ 
poses,  the  head  of  the  department  may  appoint,  subject  to  the 
previous  approval  of  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission,  the 
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persons  most  available  and  best  fitted  for  such  work,  without  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  registration  lists,  provided  that  registered  appli¬ 
cants  seeking  temporary  employment,  who  have  notified  the  Munic¬ 
ipal  Civil  Service  Commission  of  their  readiness  to  serve  shall  be 
preferred. 

Xotice  of  such  appointments,  giving  the  names  of  the  appointees 
rate  of  wages,  and  the  occasion  and  probable  duration  of  their 
employment  shall  be  immediately  filed  with  the  Municipal  Civil 
Service  Commission,  and  all  payrolls  therefor  shall  be  presented 
to  the  Muncipal  Civil  Service  Commission  for  certification  as  in 
other  cases.  Such  employment  shall  not  be  continued  for  a  longer 
period  than  fifteen  days  without  express  authorization  of  such 
extension  by  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission,  and  then 
only  for  a  period  or  periods  of  fifteen  days. 

Record  of  such  authorization  with  the  reasons  therefor  shall  be 
made  a  part  of  the  minutes  of  the  Municipal  Civil  Service 
Commission  and  duly  noted  in  its  annual  report  to  the  State 
Civil  Service  Commission. 

Rule  XXXI.  Probationary  Appointments 

Except  in  the  cases  of  veterans  of  the  Civil  War,  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States, 
every  original  appointment  to  or  employment  in  any  position  in 
the  Competitive  Class  shall  be  for  a  probationary  term  of  three 
months,  and  an  appointing  or  nominating  officer  in  notifying  a 
person  certified  to  him  for  appointment  or  employment  shall 
specify  the  same  as  for  a  probationary  term  only;  and  if  the  con¬ 
duct,  capacity  and  fitness  of  the  probationer  are  satisfactory  to  the 
appointing  officer,  his  retention  in  the  service  after  the  end  of  such 
term  shall  be  equivalent  to  his  permanent  appointment,  but  if  his 
conduct,  capacity  or  fitness  be  not  satisfactory  he  may  be  dis¬ 
charged  at  the  end  of  such  term. 

Whenever  two  or  more  persons  appointed  from  the  same  eligible 
list  are  serving  as  probationers  in  the  same  department  and  there 
is  a  necessity  for  a  reduction  of  the  force  of  such  department  affect¬ 
ing  such  persons  they  shall  be  preferred  for  retention  in  the  order 
of  their  original  standing  upon  such  list. 
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Rule  XXXII.  Promotions 

1.  Whenever  a  vacancy  occurs  in  any  position  in  the  Competi¬ 
tive  Class  above  the  lowest  grade  in  any  group  the  Municipal  Civil 
Service  Commission  shall  forthwith  arrange  to  hold  a  promotion 
examination  limited  to  those  persons  who  have  for  more  than  six 
months  served  with  fidelity  in  the  next  lower  grade  in  such  group, 
in  the  same  office,  department  or  institution,  provided  that  if 
there  be  no  persons  who  have  served  with  fidelity  for  more  than  six 
months  in  the  next  lower  grade,  or  provided  that  all  persons  in  the 
next  lower  grade  fail  in  any  promotion  examination,  then  all  per¬ 
sons  in  the  second  lower  grade  who  have  served  with  fidelity  for 
more  than  six  months  in  the  same  office,  department  or  institution, 
shall  have  the  right  to  compete  in  such  promotion  examination. 

On  the  request  of  the  appointing  officer  the  Municipal  Civil 
Service  Commission  may  permit  persons  occupying  two  or  more 
of  the  next  lower  grades  to  compete  for  the  promotion  all  reasons 
for  such  course  being  set  forth  in  detail. 

Whenever  after  due  trial  it  is  found  not  practicable  to  fill  a 
vacancy  in  any  position  through  promotion  in  the  manner  herein 
prescribed,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  original  appointment 
through  competitive  examination  in  accordance  with  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  Rule  XXI. 

2.  As  provided  by  the  Civil  Service  Law  an  increase  in  the 
salary  or  other  compensation  of  any  person  holding  an  office  or 
position  within  the  scope  of  these  rules  beyond  the  limit  fixed  for 
the  grade  in  which  such  office  or  position  is  classified,  shall  he 
deemed  a  promotion. 

3.  Xo  promotion  can  he  made  from  a  position  in  one  class  to  a 
position  in  another  class,  unless  the  same  be  specially  authorized 
by  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission,  but  a  person  employed 
in  any  position,  shall  not,  because  of  such  appointment,  be  barred 
from  the  open  competitive  examination  provided  for  original 
entrance  to  any  other  position. 

4.  The  appointing  officer  shall  notify  the  Municipal  Civil 
Service  Commission  of  any  vacancy  in  a  position  in  his  office  to  he 
filled  by  promotion,  and  thereupon,  after  consultation  with  the 
appointing  officer  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  shall 
direct  a  competitive  examination  of  those  entitled  to  enter  the  same 
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under  the  provisions  of  this  rule,  and  shall  publish  the  same  by 
notice,  giving  date  and  place,  posted  conspicuously  in  the  office 
where  such  vacancv  exists,  and  sent  by  mail  to  those  eligible,  to 
such  examination. 

5.  After  consultation  with  the  appointing  officer  under  whom 
the  vacancy  exists,  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  may 
appoint  an  Examiner.  The  written  part  of  the  examination  shall 
be  confined  to  the  duties  of  the  office  in  which  the  vacancy  occurs, 
and  particularly  to  the  duties  of  the  position  to  be  filled.  Due 
weight  will  be  given  to  the  candidates’  seniority  and  past  record 
in  the  office,  and  to  any  special  fitness  for  the  duties  of  the  higher 
position. 

(3.  The  conduct  of  such  an  examination  and  the  preparation 
of  the  eligible  list  shall  be  subject  to  the  general  provision  of  Rules 
XIII,  XIV  and  XVI,  except  that  the  term  of  an  eligible  list,  pre¬ 
pared  as  the  result  of  a  promotion  examination,  is  fixed  at  not  less 
than  one  or  more  than  two  vears  from  the  date  of  the  establishment 
thereof. 

7.  Xo  recommendation  of  any  person  for  promotion,  whether 
verbal  or  written,  shall  be  entertained  or  received  unless  made  in 
the  ordinary  course  of  duty  by  his  immediate  officers  and  official 
superiors  and  the  presentation  of  any  recommendation  other  than 
that  of  such  superiors  shall  be  considered  an  unwarrantable  inter¬ 
ference  with  the  public  service,  and  the  persons  so  recommended 
may  be  required  to  show,  before  being  certified  for  promotion,  that 
such  recommendation  was  not  made  by  his  request  or  connivance. 


Rule  XXXIII.  Transfers,  Reinstatements 

1.  Transfers  of  clerks  and  others  included  in  the  Competitive 
Clas§  may  be  made  from  one  office  or  department  to  a  similar  posi¬ 
tion  in  another,  by  the  mutual  consent  of  the  heads  of  such  offices 
or  departments. 

2.  Any  person  who  has  held  a  position  by  appointment  under 
the  Civil  Service  Rules,  and  who  has  been  separated  from  the  serv¬ 
ice  through  no  delinquency  or  misconduct  on  his  part,  may  be 
reinstated  without  re-examination  in  the  same  or  similar  position 
in  the  same  office  or  grade,  within  one  vcar  from  the  date  of  such 
separation,  provided  that  for  original  entrance  to  the  position  pro- 
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posed  to  be  filled  by  reinstatement  there  is  not  required  by  these 
rules  in  the  opinion  of  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission, 
an  examination  involving  essential  tests  or  qualifications  different, 
from  or  higher  than  those  involved  in  the  examination  for  original 
entrance  to  the  position  formerly  held  by  the  person  proposed  to 
be  reinstated. 

3.  Whenever  in  any  department  or  institution  an  office  or 
position  is  abolished,  or  whenever  the  number  of  positions  of  a  cer¬ 
tain  character  is  reduced,  the  person  or  persons  legally  holding  the 
office,  or  filling  the  position  or  positions,  shall  be  entitled  to  reap¬ 
pointment  or  to  reinstatement  in  the  said  office  or  position  if  it  be 
thereafter  within  one  year  re-established  under  the  same  or  any 
other  designation. 

4.  Upon  the  written  request  of  an  appointing  officer  stating 
the  essential  facts  in  regard  to  any  proposed  transfer  or  reinstate¬ 
ment,  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  will,  if  such  trans¬ 
fer  be  in  accordance  with  law,  and  the  provisions  of  these  rules 
issue  its  certificate  of  that  fact  to  such  officer,  but  no  transfer  or 
reinstatement  herein  authorized  shall  be  valid  unless  such  certifi¬ 
cate  is  issued. 

Rule  XXXIV.  Political  Services  or  Contributions  not 

Required 

Xo  person  in  the  public  service  is,  for  that  reason,  under  any 
obligation  to  contribute  to  any  political  fund  or  purpose  to  render 
any  political  service,  and  no  person  shall  be  removed  or  otherwise 
prejudiced  for  refusing  to  do  so. 

Rule  XXXV.  Political  Action  Unaffected 

Xo  person  in  the  public  service  has  the  right  to  use  his  official 
authority  or  influence  to  coerce  the  political  action  of  any  person 
or  bodv. 

t / 

Rule  XXXVI.  Preference  of  Veterans 

Honorably  discharged  soldiers,  sailors  or  marines  from  the 
army  or  navy  of  the  United  States  in  the  late  Civil  War,  who  are 
citizens  and  residents  of  the  City  of  Batavia,  X.  Y.,  shall  be 
entitled  to  preference  in  appointment  and  promotion  without 
regard  to  their  standing  on  any  list  from  which  appointment  or 
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promotion  shall  be  made;  provided  their  qualifications  and  fitness 
shall  have  been  ascertained  as  provided  in  these  rules;  and  the 
person  thus  preferred  shall  not  be  disqualified  from  holding  any 
position  in  the  Civil  Service  on  account  of  his  age,  nor  by  reason 
of  any  physical  disability,  provided  such  age  or  disability  does  not 
render  him  incompetent  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  position 
applied  for. 

Rule  XXXVII.  Power  of  Removal 


1.  Subject  only  to  the  qualifications  required  to  be  ascertained 
in  accordance  with  these  rules,  the  power  of  appointment  and 
the  responsibility  of  selection  are  in  all  cases  in  the  appointing 
officer.  "The  power  to  remove  existing  by  law  on  the  part  of  any 
officer  is  not  impaired  by  anything  contained  in  these  rules,  pro¬ 
vided,  however,  that  if  a  person  holding  a  position  subject  to 
competitive  examination  under  these  rules,  after  having  success¬ 
fully  passed  the  probationary  term,  shall  be  removed  or  reduced, 
the  reason  therefor  shall  be  stated  in  writing  and  filed  with  the 


head  of  the  department  or  other  appointing  officer,  and  the  person 
so  removed  or  reduced  shall  have  an  opportunity  to  make  an 
explanation,  and  in  case  of  an  actual  removal  a  written  statement 
of  the  true  grounds  thereof  shall  be  forthwith  entered  upon  the 
records  of  the  department  or  office  in  which  the  pefson  so  removed 
has  been  employed  and  a  copy  of  the  same  forthwith  filed  with  the 
Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission. 

Whenever  a  position  in  the  Competitive  Class  of  the  Civil  Serv¬ 
ice  of  the  City  is  abolished,  or  made  unnecessary  the  person  hold¬ 
ing  such  a  position  shall  be  deemed  to  be  suspended  without  pay 
and  shall  be  entitled  to  reinstatement  in  the  same  or  any 
corresponding  or  similar  position  if  within  one  year  thereafter 
there  be  need  for  his  services. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  head  of  the  department  or  office  in 
which  the  said  position  has  existed  to  furnish  the  names  of  the 
person  or  persons  so  affected  to  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Com¬ 
mission,  with  a  written  statement  of  the  case  of  each,  the  date  of 
his  original  appointment  in  the  service,  the  nature  of  his  work, 
and  his  compensation. 

It  shall  fie  tlie  duty  of  tfie  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commis¬ 
sion  to  fortfiwith  place  tfie  names  of  the  said  person  or  persons  on 
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a  list  of  suspended  employees  and  for  one  year  thereafter  to  certify 
from  the  said  list  the  names  of  the  person  or  persons  so  placed 
thereon  in  the  order  of  their  original  appointment,  for  reinstate¬ 
ment  or  re-employment  in  the  same  class  or  grade  of  work  at  which 
they  had  previously  been  employed,  before  making  certification 
from  any  other  list. 

The  failure  of  any  person  on  said  list  of  suspended  employees 
to  accept,  after  reasonable  notice,  any  office  or  position  in  the  serv¬ 
ice  of  the  City  of  Batavia,  N.  Y.,  involving  the  same  class  or  grade 
of  work  and  at  the  same  wages  he  received  in  the  position  formerly 
held  by  him,  shall  be  held  to  he  a  relinquishment  of  his  right  to 
reinstatement  and  re-employment  as  herein  set  forth. 

Nothing  in  this  rule  shall  be  construed  to  apply  to  the  position 
of  private  secretary,  cashier  or  deputy  of  any  official  or  department. 

2.  No  person  holding  a  position  by  appointment  or  employ¬ 
ment  who  is  an  honorably  discharged  soldier,  sailor  or  marine, 
having  served  as  such  in  the  Union  Army  or  Navy  during  the  War 
of  the  Rebellion,  or  who  is  an  honorably  discharged  soldier,  sailor 
or  marine  having  served  as  such  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United 
States  during  the  Spanish-American  War  or  the  incidental  insur¬ 
rection  in  the  Philippines  prior  to  July  fourth,  nineteen  hundred 
and  two,  or  who  shall  have  served  a  term  required  by  law  in  the 
volunteer  fire  department  of  any  city,  town  or  village  of  the  State 
of  New  York,  or  who  shall  have  been  a  member  thereof  at  the 
time  of  the  disbandonment  of  such  volunteer  fire  department,  shall 
be  removed  from  such  position,  except  for  incompetency  or  mis¬ 
conduct  shown  after  a  hearing  upon  due  notice  upon  stated  charges, 
and  with  the  right  to  such  employee  or  appointee  to  a  review  of  the 
same  according  to  law  and  the  statute  in  such  cases  made  and 
provided. 

If  the  position  so  held  by  an  honorably  discharged  soldier,  sailor 
or  marine  of  the  War  of  the  Rebellion,  or  of  the  Spanish-American 
War,  or  the  incidental  insurrection  in  the  Philippines  prior  to 
July  fourth,  nineteen  hundred  and  two,  or  by  said  volunteer  fire¬ 
man  shall  become  unnecessary  or  be  abolished  for  reasons  of  econ- 
omv  or  otherwise,  the  said  honorably  discharged  soldier,  sailor 
or  marine,  or  said  volunteer  fireman  holding  said  position  shall 
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not  be  discharged  from  public  service,  but  shall  be  transferred  to 
any  branch  of  the  said  service  for  duty  in  such  position  as  he  may 
be  fitted  to  fill,  receiving  the  same  compensation  therefor;  and  it 
is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  all  persons  clothed  with  the  power  of 
appointment  to  make  such  transfer  effective. 

The  burden  of  proving  incompetency  or  misconduct  shall  be 
upon  the  person  or  persons  alleging  the  same. 

Rule  XXXVIII.  Dismissals 

Xo  one  dismissed  from  the  service  for  misconduct  shall  be 
admitted  to  examination  for  appointment  in  any  capacity,  in  any 
department  of  the  Municipal  Service  within  two  years  from  the 
date  of  such  dismissal. 

Rule  XXXIX.  Report  of  Term  of  Employment 

1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  City  officer,  or  board  of  City 
officers,  appointing  or  employing  an  officer,  clerk  or  other  person 
in  the  service  of  the  City,  forthwith  on  such  appointment  or 
employment  to  report  to  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission 
the  name  of  such  appointee  or  employee,  the  title  or  character  of 
his  office  or  employment  and  the  date  of  the  commencement  of 
service  by  virtue  thereof ;  and  forthwith  on  the  termination  of  such 
service  to  report  to  said  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  the 
fact  and  date  and  cause  of  such  termination. 

2.  The  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  shall  keep  in  its 
office  an  official  roster  of  the  classified  City  Service,  and  shall  enter 
thereon  the  name  of  each  and  every  person  who  has  been  appointed 
to,  employed,  promoted  or  reinstated  in  any  position  in  such  serv¬ 
ice  upon  such  evidence  as  it  may  require  and  deem  satisfactory 
that  such  person  was  appointed  to,  or  employed,  promoted  or 
reinstated  in  the  service  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  law 
and  of  these  rules.  The  official  roster  shall  show  opposite,  or  in 

s 

connection  with  each  name,  the  date  of  appointment,  employment, 
promotion  or  reinstatement,  and  the  office  in  which  and  the  com¬ 
pensation  of  the  position,  date  of  the  commencement  of  service, 
and  the  date  of  transfer  in  or  separation  from  the  service  bv  dis¬ 
missal,  resignation,  cancellation,  appointment  or  death. 
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Rule  XL.  Certification  of  Pay  Rolls 

For  the  purpose  of  the  certification  of  pay  rolls  and  accounts  as 
required  by  section  20  of  the  State  Civil  Service  Law,  appointing 
officers  and  heads  of  departments  shall  furnish  the  Municipal 
Civil  Service  Commission  with  pay  rolls,  accounts  and  certificates 
in  form  and  manner  as  follows : 

1.  Heads  of  departments,  offices  and  institutions  n  the  City 
Service,  whose  employees  are  paid  individually  direct  from  the 
treasury  of  the  City,  shall  furnish  the  Municipal  Service  Com¬ 
mission  before  payment  is  to  he  made,  a  pay  roll  m  duplicate 
showing  the  names  of  the  persons  to  he  paid,  the  title  of  the  position 
held  or  kind  of'  service  performed  by  each  person,  the  rate  and 
amount  of  compensation  to  which  he  is  entitled,  and  the  period 
for  which  he  is  to  be  paid,  and  shall  certify  that  the  persons  named 
therein  are  employed  solely  in  the  proper  duties  of  the  positions 
and  employments  indicated,  and  that  persons  described  as  or  pro¬ 
posed  to  he  paid  as  “  laborers  ”  are  employed  at  ordinary  unskilled 
labor  only.  After  examination  and  certification  by  Municipal 
Civil  Service  Commission  as  hereinafter  prescribed,  such  pay  rolls 
shall  be  transmitted  by  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  to 
the  City  Clerk  or  fiscal  officer  for  further  examination  and  pay¬ 
ment,  as  required  by  law,  and  one  of  said  duplicates  shall  accom¬ 
pany  the  warrant  on  the  City  Treasurer  or  other  disbursing  officer. 

2.  For  payments  for  irregular  or  occasional  service,  the  head 
of  such  department,  office  or  institution  shall  transmit  to  the 
Municipal  Civil_  Service  Commission  the  original  account  or  a 
special  pay  roll  bearing  his  written  approval,  which  approval  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  a  certificate  of  the  facts  required  by  the  preceding 
section  to  be  certified  on  the  regular  pay  rolls.  Upon  examina¬ 
tion  and  certification  by  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission, 
such  accounts  and  pay  rolls  shall  he  forwarded  to  the  City  Clerk 
or  other  Fiscal  officer. 

3.  The  Secretary  of  the  Municipal  Service  Commission  shall 
compare  such  pay  roll  or  account  for  services  with  the  official  roster 
and  shall  attach  thereto  or  place  thereon  a  certificate  in  form  sub¬ 
stantially  as  follows: 

“  I  hereby  certify  that  the  persons  named  in  the  above  pay 
roll,  occupying  positions  in  the  classified  service,  have  been 
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appointed  or  employed  in  pursuance  of  the  Civil  Service  Law 
and  of  the  rules  and  regulations  made  in  accordance  with  such 
law.  (Chap.  15,  Laws  of  1909.)

4.  Upon  satisfactory  evidence  that,  with  intent  to  evade  the 
provisions  of  law  and  of  these  rules,  any  person  appointed  to  or 
employed  in  any  position  m  the  Classified  Service  has  been 
assigned  to  perform  duties  other  than  those  for  which  he  was 
examined  and  certified,  or  under  any  title  not  appropriate  to  the 
duties  to  be  performed,  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission 
will  refuse  certification  of  such  person  for  payment  of  compensa¬ 
tion  and  remove  his  name  from  the  official  roster. 

Rule  XLI.  When  Rules  Take  Effect 

These  rules  shall  take  effect  on  and  after  the  date  of  their 
approval  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission  of  the  State  of  Yew 
York.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  CIVIL  SERV¬ 
ICE  OF  THE  CITY  OF  MECHANIC VILLE 


In  compliance  with  Section  11  of  the  Civil  Service  Law  of  the 
State  of  New  York,  the  following  are  prescribed  and  adopted  as 
the  rules  for  the  classification  of  the  offices,  places  and  employments 
in  the  classified  service  of  the  City  of  Mechanicville,  N.  Y.,  and 
for  appointments  and  promotions  therein  and  examinations  there¬ 
for,  and  for  the  registration  and  selection  of  laborers  for  employ¬ 
ment  therein,  and  for  the  due  classification  of  all  offices  and  posi¬ 
tions  in  the  City  Service  included  in  the  Unclassified  Sendee, 
Classified  Service  and  Labor  Class,  and  the  same  shall  be  valid 
and  take  effect,  and  all  other  rules  are  revoked,  upon  the  approval 
of  the  Mavor  of  the  Citv  of  Mechanicville,  X.  Y.,  and  of  the  State 
Civil  Service  Commission  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

Rule  I.  Application  of  Rules. 

These  rules  shall  apply  to  all  positions  in  the  public  service  in 
the  City  of  Mechanicville,  with  the  exception  of  these  hereinafter 
enumerated  in  the  unclassified  service. 

Rule  II.  Appointment  of  Commissioners 

For  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  merit  and  fitness  of  per¬ 
sons  seeking  or  named  for  the  positions  in  the  departments  and 
offices  of  the  municipal  government  to  which  these  rules  apply, 
there  shall  be  a  Municipal  Service  Commission,  which  shall  be 
composed  of  three  citizens  of  the  City  of  Mechanicville  designated 
and  appointed  by  the  City  of  Mechanicville  Council,  each  of 
whom  shall  be  known  as  a  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commis¬ 
sioner  of  the  City  of  Mechanicville,  and  not  more  that  two  of  whom 
shall  belong  to  the  same  political  party.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
such  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commissioners  to  conduct  all  exam¬ 
inations  called  for  under  these  rules,  and  to  certifv  the  same  in 
such  manner  and  form  as  may  be  prescribed.  They  shall  also 
make  and  file  with  the  State  Civil  Service  Commission  such  annual 
and  other  reports  and  roster  of  the  classified  civil  service  of  said 
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city  as  required  by  chapter  15  of  the  Laws  of  1909.  The  secretary 
of  the  board  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings  and  all 
necessary  records  of  all  persons  to  which  these  rules  apply,  and  of 
all  appointments,  promotions,  transfers,  dismissals,  resignations 
and  changes  of  any  sort  therein. 

Rule  III.  Classification  of  Positions 

The  Civil  Service  of  the  City  of  Mechanicville  is  divided  into 
the  Unclassified  Service  and  the  Classfied  Service. 

Rule  IV.  The  Unclassified  Service 

The  Unclassified  Service  includes  : 

First  — All  officers  elected  by  the  people. 

Second  — All  election  officers. 

Third  —  The  head  or  heads  of  any  department  or  office  of  the 
city  government. 

Fourth  —  Persons  employed  in  or  who  seek  to  enter  the  public 
service  as  Superintendents,  Principals  and  Teachers  in  the  educa¬ 
tional  department  of  the  city. 

Rule  V.  The  Classified  Service 

The  Classified  Service  includes  all  positions  not  in  the  Unclassi¬ 
fied  Service.  The  positions  in  the  Classified  Service  are  hereby 
classified  in  four  classes,  to  be  known  as  the  Exempt  Class,  the 
Competitive  Class,  the  Xon-Competitive  Class,  and  the  Labor 
Class,  as  enumerated  in  respective  schedules  hereunto  attached 
and  hereby  made  a  part  of  these  rules. 

Rule  VI.  The  Exempt  Class 

The  Exempt  Class  shall  include  : 

First  —  The  deputies  of  municipal  executive  officers  duly 
authorized  by  law  to  act  generally  for  and  in  place  of  their  prin¬ 
cipals. 

Second  —  One  secretary  of  each  officer,  board  and  commission, 
authorized  by  law  to  appoint  a  secretary. 

Third  —  Other  subordinate  officers  for  the  filling  of  which  com¬ 
petitive  or  non-competitive  examination  may  be  found  to  be  not 
practicable.  But  no  office  or  position  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in 
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Exempt  Class  unless  it  is  specifically  named  in  such  class  in  sched¬ 
ule  of  Exempt  Class  hereunto  annexed.  Mo  more  than  one 
appointment  shall  be  made  to  or  under  the  title  of  any  such  office 
or  position  unless  a  different  number  is  specifically  mentioned  in 
such  schedule. 

Fourth  —  In  case  of  an  epidemic,  riot,  flood  or  other  exceeding 
and  necessary  emergency,  the  appointing  officer  may  hire  and 
employ  temporarily  such  and  so  many  persons  as  such  emergency 
renders  necessary,  forthwith  reporting  to  the  Municipal  Civil 
Service  Commission  the  facts  in  the  case  and  the  names  of  the 
persons  so  employed ;  but  no  person  so  employed  shall  continue  in 
the  service  for  a  longer  period  than  ten  days,  unless,  upon  the 
written  request  of  the  appointing  power  setting  forth  the  reasons 
why  an  extension  of  time  is  necessary,  the  Municipal  Civil  Service 
Commission  shall  extend  the  temporary  period  for  an  additional 
ten  days. 

In  case  any  such  extensions  is  authorized  the  reasons  therefor 
shall  be  set  forth  in  the  minutes  of  the  Municipal  Civil  Service 
Commission. 

Fifth  —  There  shall  also  be  included  in  the  Exempt  Class  in  the 
event  of  an  epidemic  or  other  similar  emergency  in  which  the  pub¬ 
lic  health  is  seriously  endangered,  such  experts  and  special  inspect¬ 
ors  as  the  Board  of  Health  may,  with  the  written  approval  of  the 
Civil  Service  Commission  of  the  City  of  Mechanicville  appoint. 

Sixth  —  The  appointments  to  positions  comprised  in  the 
Exempt  Class  may  be  made  without  examination  under  these  rules, 
but  such  examination  may  be  held  upon  the  request  of  the  nomi¬ 
nating  or  appointing  officer.  Appointing  officers  must  notify  the 
Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  in  writing  of  all  appoint¬ 
ments  of  such  positions  within  five  (5)  days  after  the  same  are 
made,  setting  forth  the  full  name  of  such  appointee,  length  of 
residence  in  the  City  of  Mechanicville,  date  of  beginning  service, 
and  term  for  which  appointed,  salary,  and  the  name  of  the  person 
in  whose  place  appointed;  all  of  which  shall  be  duly  certified  by 
the  apj>ointing  officer.  In  these  rules  the  term  “  nominating  or 
appointing  officer  "  shall  be  construed  to  include  any  person,  board 
or  commission  having  the  power  to  nominate  or  appoint  to  any 
position  in  the  civil  service  of  the  City  of  Mechanicville. 
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Rule  VII.  The  Competitive  Class 

The  Competitive  Class  includes  all  persons  employed  or 
appointed  in  the  public  service  whose  position  is  not  specifically 
included  in  the  Exempt,  Non-Competitive  or  Labor  Class,  but  no 
examination  shall  he  held  for  a  position  until  it  has  been  specific¬ 
ally  stated  in  the  list  for  the  Competitive  Class  hereunto  annexed. 

Rule  VIII.  Application  for  Examination  —  Competitive  Class 

No  person  shall  be  appointed  to  nor  employed  in  any  position  in 
the  Competitive  Class  until  he  shall  have  passed  the  examination 
provided  therefor. 

Applications  of  competitors  for  position  included  in  the  Com¬ 
petitive  Class  must  be  addressed  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Municipal 
Civil  Service  Commission  of  Mechanicville,  N.  Y.,  at  the  office  of 
the  Commission  in  the  Municipal  Building  in  said  City.  The 
application  must  be  verified  in  the  handwriting  of  the  applicant. 
It  must  state: 

First  —  His  full  name  and  residence,  giving  street  and  number. 

Second  —  His  term  of  residence  in  the  City  of  Mechanicville. 

Third  —  His  citizenship. 

Fourth  —  His  age,  giving  date  of  birth. 

Fifth  —  His  place  of  birth. 

Sixth  —  His  previous  employment  in  the  public  service,  if  any, 
and  whether  he  has  ever  been  discharged  therefrom,  and  if  so,  the 
reason  thereof. 

Seventh —  His  business  or  employment  and  residence  for  the 
last  preceding  five  (5)  years. 

Eighth  —  The  extent,  place  and  nature  of  his  education. 

Ninth  —  If  in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States 
in  the  Civil  War,  the  name  of  organization,  or  vessel  to  which 
attached,  date  of  enlistment  or  commission,  position  or  rank,  date 
and  cause  of  discharge  from  the  service  and  physical  disability 
incurred  in  such  service. 

Tenth  —  Such  other  information  must  be  furnished  as  the  Com¬ 
mission  may  reasonably  require  touching  the  applicant’s  merit  and 
fitness  for  the  public  service.  The  application  must  be  accom¬ 
panied  by  the  certificate  of  not  less  than  three  reputable  citizens 
of  the  city  that  have  been  personally  acquainted  with  the  applicant 
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for  at  least  one  year,  and  believe  him  to  be  of  good  moral  charac¬ 
ter,  of  temperate  and  industrious  habits,  and  in  all  respects  fit  for 
the  service  which  he  wishes  to  enter,  and  that  thev  are  willing  that 
such  certificate  shall  be  published  for  public  information,  and 
will,  upon  application,  give  such  further  testimonials  in  regard  to 
such  applicant  as  may  be  required. 

Eleventh  —  The  applicant  must  also  state  in  his  application  the 
position  he  seeks. 

Twelfth  —  All  applicants  for  appointments  to  positions  in  the 
Police  Department  of  the  City  of  Mechanicville,  X.  Y.,  shall  in 
addition  to  the  qualifications  elsewhere  herein  described,  be  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  following:  Each  such  applicant  must  be  not  less  than 
twenty-one  years  of  age,  nor  more  than  forty-five  years  of  age, 
must  be  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  and  a  resident  of  the  Citv 

c / 

of  Mechanicville,  X.  Y.,  at  least  one  year  prior  to  the  date  of 
his  application ;  must  be  not  less  than  five  feet  six  inches  in 
height;  must  have  good  hearing  and  eyesight;  must  be  free  from 
any  physical  defect,  deformity  or  disease,  and  must,  before  being 
admitted  to  mental  examination  be  certified  by  an  examining 
Physician  appointed  by  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission 
to  be  phyisically  qualified  for  the  service;  his  weight,  chest 
measurement,  muscular  development  and  general  physical  con¬ 
dition  must  be  approximately  normal  in  comparison  with  his 
age  and  height  as  recognized  by  medical  standards. 


Rule  IX.  Defective  Applications  — Age  Qualifications 

» 

Defective  applications  may  be  suspended  by  the  Municipal 
Civil  Service  Commission  and  applicants  notified  to  amend  same, 
but  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  shall  not  be  com¬ 
pelled  to  give  such  notice  or  grant  such  opportunity  a  second 
time.  All  candidates  for  the  position  of  Stenographer  shall  be 
at  least  eighteen  (18)  years  of  age  and  not  more  than  sixty  (00) 
years  of  age  at  the  date  of  their  application,  except  as  herein¬ 
after  provided  in  Rule  35,  or  otherwise  particularly  specified  in 
these  rules.  For  all  other  positions  candidates  shall  be  at  least 
twenty-one  (21)  years  of  age  and  not  more  than  sixty  (00)  years 
of  age  at  the  date  of  their  application,  except  as  hereinafter  pro¬ 
vided  in  Rule  35,  or  otherwise  particularly  specified  in  these 
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rules.  Whenever  the  application  does  not  show  that  the  appli¬ 
cant  is  within  the  prescribed  limits  of  age,  and  is  otherwise 
qualified  under  the  rules,  the  application  will  he  rejected. 

Rule  X.  Notification  of  Examination 

Whenever  the  demands  of  the  service  may  require,  the  Munici¬ 
pal  Civil  Service  Commission  will  notify  in  writing  the  different 
applicants,  or  such  number  thereof  as  can  he  examined  con¬ 
veniently  at  one  time,  to  appear  for  examination  giving  at  least 
three  days  previous  notice  of  the  place,  date  and  hour  of  each 
examination.  The  place,  date  and  hour  of  each  examination  shall 
be  conspiciously  posted  on  the  Bulletin  Board  at  the  office  of  the 
Civil  Service  Commission  at  least  ten  days  previous  to  the  date 
when  the  said  examination  is  to  be  held,  and  when  deemed  expedi¬ 
ent  advertisement  of  examinations  shall  be  made  in  the  news¬ 
papers  of  the  City  of  Mechanicville,  N.  Y.,  for  such  length  of 
time  as  the  Municipal  Commission  deems  advisable ;  hut  the  notice 
posted  on  the  Bulletin  Board  at  the  office  of  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  shall  he  the  only  public  notice  of  such  examination 
required.  All  announcements  of  competitive  examinations  shall 
state  title  of  position  and  department,  salary,  age  limits,  subjects 
of  examination  and  relative  weight  of  each,  and  any  special  quali¬ 
fications  or  experience  desired. 

Rule  XI.  Examinations 

In  all  examinations  for  appointment  and  promotion  in  the  Civil 
Service  of  the  City  of  Mechanicville,  AT.  Y.,  merit  and  fitness 
shall  he  determined  by  and  upon  competitive  examinations  for 
all  positions  in  the  Competitive  Class  as  herein  provided.  The 
merit  and  fitness  of  all  applicants  shall  be  determined  by  examina¬ 
tion  conducted  by  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission. 
1  pon  all  such  examinations  no  rating  higher  than  one  hundred 
per  centum  shall  be  given  to  any  persons.  Lists  containing  the 
names  and  ratings  of  all  applicants  found  on  such  examination 
to  be  eligible  for  appointment  and  promotion  for  merit  and  fitness, 
shall  be  made  up  for  certification  to  the  person  or  persons  holding 
the  power  of  appointment  or  promotion  in  the  manner  provided 
in  these  rules  and  regulations. 
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Xo  person  whose  standing  on  any  obligatory  subject  is  less 
than  fifty,  or  ascertained  average  standing  on  all  the  obligatory 
subjects  is  less  than  seventy-five  per  centum,  will  be  entered 
upon  the  eligible  list. 


Rule  XII.  Conduct  of  Examinations 

The  actual  conduct  of  everv  examination  for  merit  and  fitness 
shall  be  under  the  responsible  direction  of  the  Municipal  Civil 
Service  Commission  or  its  designated  members,  free  from  the 
interference  or  participations  or  influence  of  the  appointing 
officer  or  officers,  or  of  any  person  other  than  the  assistant  exam¬ 
iners  or  experts  directly  employed  by  the  Municipal  Civil  Serv¬ 
ice  Commission.  Xo  person  employed  in  a  department  for  whose 
benefit  an  eligible  list  is  to  be  prepared  shall  be  employed  as  an 
expert  upon  the  examination  for  such  eligible  list.  The  Munici¬ 
pal  Civil  Service  Commission  may  in  the  examination  give  such 
relative  importance  to  the  different  subjects  or  matters  of  exam¬ 
ination,  -whether  mental  or  physical,  or  to  experience,  occupation 
or  training  as  it  may  seem  fit.  At  or  before  the  commencement 
of  every  examination,  the  weight  to  be  given  every  subject 
included  in  the  examination,  and  the  general  or  average  mini¬ 
mum  and  the  minimum  if  any  allowable,  upon  each  subject  shall 
be  announced  to  the  applicant.  The  nominating  or  appointing 
officer  shall  state  to  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission 
upon  its  request  and  so  far  as  is  consistent  with  these  rules  the 
general  qualifications  or  attainments,  physical  or  mental,  or  both, 
to  be  possessed  by  persons  filling  the  position  for  which  an 
eligible  list  is  to  be  prepared. 


Rule  XIII.  Character  of  Examination 

All  examinations  shall  lx?  public  and  practical  in  their  char¬ 
acter,  and  shall  relate  to  those  matters  which  shall  fairly  test 
the  intelligence,  competency,  suitability  and  character  of  the 
applicants  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  service  for  which  they 
seek  to  be  appointed.  The  Municipal  Civil  Sendee  Commission 
with  the  approval  of  the  State  Civil  Service  Commission,  shall 
determine  when  examinations  are  not  practicable  in  cases  relat¬ 
ing  to  the  Civil  Service  in  the  City  of  Meclianicville,  X.  Y. 
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Rule  XIV.  Physical  Examination 

Whenever  physical  qualifications  are  of  prime  importance  to 
the  proper  discharge  of  the  duties  of  any  position,  applicants 
must  pass  an  additional  examination  as  to  their  physical  condi¬ 
tion  and  capacity,  and  be  duly  certified  as  qualified  in  such 
respects  before  they  shall  be  accorded  a  mental  examination. 
Such  physical  examination  shall  be  made  by  the  Examining 
Physician  appointed  by  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission. 

Rule  XV.  Political  Opinion  of  Candidates 

Xo  recommendation  or  question  under  the  authority  of  these 
rules  shall  relate  to  political  opinions’  or  affiliations  of  any  person 
whatever.  Xor  shall  political  opinions  be  discussed  or  considered 
by  the  Municipal  Commissioners  in  their  examinations.  The 
Municipal  Commission  shall  not.  receive  or  consider  any  com¬ 
munication  as  to  the  qualifications  or  merits  of  any  candidate 
for  a  position  except  such  as  are  permitted  by  these  rules,  and 
except  such  communications  as  they  may  seek  by  way  of  verifi¬ 
cation  of  statements  made  by  the  applicant. 


Rule  XVI.  Eligible  List 


Every  competitor  who  attains  an  average  percentage  of  seventy- 
five  (75)  or  over  on  all  the  obligatory  subjects  in  any  examination 
and  whose  standing  on  every  such  obligatory  subject  is  fifty  (50) 
or  over,  shall  be  eligible  for  appointment  to  the  position  for  which 
he  was  examined ;  and  the  names  of  all  eligibles  shall  be  entered 
in  the  order  of  their  average  percentages  on  the  proper  register 
of  eligibles,  provided  that  the  names  of  competitors  who  have 
passed  as  above  and  whose  claims  for  preference  under  Section 
9,  article  5  of  the  Constitution  have  been  allowed  by  the  Munici¬ 
pal  Commission,  shall  be  placed  in  the  order  of  their  respective 
percentages  at  the  head  of  the  proper  list  of  eligibles. 

When  two  or  more  eligibles  on  a  register  have  the  same  average 
percentage,  preference  in  certification  shall  be  determined  by  the 
order  in  which  their  applications  were  filed,  but  neither  priority 
in  the  date  of  application  nor  of  examination  will  give  any  other 
advantage  in  position  on  the  register  of  eligibles. 


The  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  shall  prescribe  the 
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character  of  the  distinct  Eligible  Lists,  designating  the  positions 
which  mav  he  filled  by  certification  from  each  of  said  lists. 

The  terms  of  an  Eligible  List,  except  as  provided  in  Subdivision 
6  of  Rule  XXXI  is  fixed  at  not  less  than  one  vear  nor  more  than 
four  years  from  the  date  of  the  establishment  of  said  list.  An 
Eligible  List  which  has  been  in  force  for  a  period  of  one  year 
shall  terminate  provided  that  a  new  examination  has  been  held 
and  a  new  Eligible  List  prepared  for  the  same  position.  Persons 
whose  names  appear  upon  any  such  Eligible  List  shall  be  notified 
by  mail  when  a  new  examination  is  to  be  held  for  the  same  position 
and  informed  that  their  eligiblity  shall  cease  upon  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  a  new  Eligible  List  as  a  result  of  the  new  examination.- 

Rule  XVII.  Regrading 

When  an  examination  for  any  grade  is  held  before  the  Eligible 
List  for  that  grade  is  exhausted,  provided  such  list  has  been  estab¬ 
lished  for  less  than  one  year  and  contains  less  than  three  names, 
a  new  list  shall  be  prepared  after  such  examination.  The  persons 
upon  the  former  Eligible  List  who  have  not  been  examined  for 
the  new  Eligible  List  shall  be  respectively  placed  upon  the  new 
Eligible  List  in  the  position  to  which  the  percentage  of  their 
aggregate  marking  upon  their  former  examinations  would  entitle 
them  if  such  markings  had  instead  been  given  them  upon  the 
new  examination  and  shall  be  continued  thereon  until  the  end  of 
their  term  of  eligiblitv. 

o  v 

Rule  XVIII.  Written  or  Oral  Examination 

In  the  creation  of  new  Eligible  Lists  the  rating  shall  be  passed 
upon  such  written  or  oral  examinations,  or  both,  as  the  Municipal 
Civil  Sendee  Commission  shall  determine,  and  all  oral  examina¬ 
tions  shall  be  stenographically  recorded. 

Rule  XIX.  Correction  of  Errors 

The  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  shall  have  power,  in 
its  discretion,  whenever  in  its  judgment  the  interests  of  the  pub¬ 
lic  service  require  it,  to  order  a  re-examination  of  applicants 
for  any  position,  and  shall  have  power  to  correct  any  error  and 
amend  or  revoke  any  schedule,  list  or  other  paper  or  record  where 
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it  appears  that  an  error  or  injustice  has  been  done,  or  where  any 
person  whose  name  appears  on  any  eligible  list  has  for  any 
reason  become  incapacitated  for  appointment  in  the  public  service 
to  strike  such  name  from  said  list  provided,  however,  that  after 
an  eligible  list  is  prepared  and  certified  it  shall  not  be  altered 
or  revoked  except  upon  notice  by  mail  or  otherwise,  as  the  Munici¬ 
pal  Civil  Service  Commission  may  decide,  to  all  those  persons 
wrhose  standings  may  be  unfavorably  affected  by  the  alteration. 
But  the  reason  for  such  action  shall  be  recorded  in  full  in  the 
minutes  of  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission. 

A  competitor  receiving  notice  as  to  the  result  of  his  examina¬ 
tion  and  his  relative  position  on  the  eligible  list,  may  in  person, 
or  by  his  duly  authorized  agent  in  the  presence  of  any  member 
of  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission,  inspect  his  examina¬ 
tion  papers,  and  if  in  his  opinion  injustice  has  been  done,  he  may 
within  ten  days  after  the  receipt  of  the  notice  appeal  to  the 
Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  specifying  particularly  and 
in  detail  the  cause  of  his  complaint.  Such  appeal  shall  be  con¬ 
sidered  by  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission,  and  if  they 
deem  it  necessary,  they  will  direct  the  revision  of  the  marking 
or  grading  of  the  applicant's  papers  or  otherwise  do  justice  in 
the  premises. 

Rule  XX.  Certification  for  Appointment 

1.  "Whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  within  any  grade  of  the 
Competitive  or  Labor  Class  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  nominat¬ 
ing  or  appointing  officer,  the  business  of  the  city  requires  to  be 
filled,  he  shall  forthwith  notify  the  Secretary  of  the  Municipal 
Civil  Service  Commission  of  the  vacancy  and  state  whether  the 
same  is  to  be  filled  by  appointment  or  promotion  or  by  reinstate¬ 
ment,  and  the  title  of  the  position,  the  duties  to  be  performed, 
the  number  of  vacancies  to  be  filled  and  the  compensation  to  be 
paid. 

2.  Appointments  shall  be  made  to  or  employment  shall  bo 
given  in  all  positions  in  the  competitive  and  labor  classes,  that 
are  not  filled  by  promotion,  reinstatement,  transfer  or  reduction, 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Civil  Service  Law  and  these  rules, 
by  appointment  from  among  those  standing  highest  on  the  eligible 
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list  prepared  by  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission,  except 
as  otherwise  provided  in  the  Civil  Service  Law. 

3.  The  Secretary  of  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission 
shall  thereupon,  as  soon  as  practicable,  certify  to  the  nominating 
or  appointing  officer  for  appointment  or  promotion  or  for  rein¬ 
statement  from  the  eligible  list  most  nearly  appropriate  to 
such  position,  as  it  may  then  exist,  the  names  of  the  three  persons 
standing  highest  on  such  eligible  lists,  indicating  such  of  them, 
if  any,  as  are  honorably  discharged  soldiers,  sailors  or  marines 
of  the  army  and  navy  of  the  United  States  in  the  late  Civil  War, 
citizens  and  residents  of  this  State.  The  certificate  of  the  Sec¬ 
retary  shall  in  all  cases  state  the  relative  standing  of  each  of  the 
persons  certified. 

4.  The  appointing  officer  shall  thereupon  fill  said  vacancy  or 
vacancies  by  the  appointment  of  one  or  more  of  the  persons  so 
certified.  Until  an  appointment  has  been  made  from  said  certi¬ 
fication  or  until  said  certification  has  been  cancelled,  no  new  certi¬ 
fication  shall  be  made  to  fill  said  vacant  position  or  positions. 

5.  When  a  requisition  is  made  to  fill  a  position  for  which  no 
eligible  list  exists  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission 
shall  make  certification  from  the  eligible  list  most  nearly  appro¬ 
priate  for  the  group  in  which  the  position  to  be  filled  is  classified 
and  wherein  the  qualifications  demanded  have  been  determined 
by  examination. 

6.  Xo  person  on  an  eligible  list  shall  be  certified  more  than 
three  times  to  the  same  appointing  officer  for  the  same  bureau 
or  institution,  except  at  the  request  of  the  said  appointing  officer, 
unless  the  person  so  certified  is  a  veteran,  in  which  case  his  name 
shall  continue  to  be  certified  so  long  as  it  remains  on  the  eligible 
list  under  the  rules. 

If  the  appointing  officer  shall  certify  that  a  person  named  in 
a  certification  has  declined  to  accept  a  position  offered,  the  Sec¬ 
retary  may  certify  the  name  of  the  person  standing  next  highest 
upon  the  eligible  list  to  those  already  certified. 

If  a  person  who  is  not  entitled  to  certification  is  certified  and 
appointed,  his  appointment  shall  be  immediately  revoked  by  the 
appointing  officer  upon  notification  by  the  Municipal  Civil  Serv¬ 
ice  Commission. 
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7.  ATo  person  whose  name  is  upon  an  eligible  list  may  waive 
his  right  to  certification  or  appointment  except  for  one  of  the 
following  reasons  stated  in  writing  to  the  appointing  officer  and 
to  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission. 

(a)  Insufficiency  of  salary  attached  to  position  offered,  or  (b) 
temporary  disability,  physical  or  otherwise,  to  accept  the  position 
offered,  the  proof  of  which  shall  be  accepted  by  the  Municipal  Civil 
Service  Commission.  The  Commission  shall  enter  upon  its  min¬ 
utes  the  reasons  for  its  action  in  each  case,  and  the  waiver  shall 
not  continue  in  effect  for  a  longer  period  than  thirty  days  from 
the  date  of  certification.  The  name  of  any  eligible  who  shall 
decline  certification  or  appointment  for  any  reason  other  than 
those  above  specified  shall  be  stricken  from  the  list.  Whenever 
an  eligible  certified  for  appointment  shall  fail  to  accept  an  offer 
of  appointment  sent  to  him  by  mail  at  his  post  office  address 
within  the  four  business  days  next  succeeding  the  mailing  of 
such  offer  of  appointment,  he  shall  be  deemed  to  have  declined  such 
appointment.  An  eligible  who  has  declined  on  the  ground  of 
the  insufficiency  of  the  salary  offered  shall  therefore  not  there¬ 
after  be  certified  for  a  position  at  the  same  or  a  less  salary. 
Whenever  one  or  more  eligibles  shall  have  declined  any  appoint¬ 
ment  offered,  and  an  eligible  whose  relative  standing  is  lower 
shall  have  been  appointed  to  the  position  the  salary  or  compensa¬ 
tion  of  such  appointee  shall  not  be  increased  within  a  period  of 
one  year  after  his  appointment,  beyond  that  offered  to  the  person 
so  declining. 

8.  If  the  appointment  shall  be  made  of  any  person  other  than 
one  of  the  three  standing  highest  on  the  eligible  list,  the  appoint¬ 
ing  officer  shall  forward  to  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commis¬ 
sion,  with  the  notice  of  appointment,  copies  of  all  correspondence 
to  and  from  the  persons  declining  such  appointment. 

Rule  XXI.  Suspension  of  Rules 

In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  any  position  in  the  competitive  class 
where  peculiar  and  exceptional  qualifications  of  a  scientific,  pro¬ 
fessional  or  educational  character  are  required  and  upon  satis¬ 
factory  evidence  that  for  specified  reasons  competition  in  such 
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special  cases  is  impracticable,  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Com¬ 
mission  may,  upon  obtaining  the  approval  of  the  State  Civil  Serv¬ 
ice  Commission,  suspend  the  provisions  of  the  rule  requiring  com¬ 
petition  in  such  case,  but  no  such  suspension  shall  bo  general  in 
its  application  to  such  case,  and  all  such  cases  of  suspension  shall 
be  reported  to  the  State  Civil  Service  Commission  in  the  annual 
report  of  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  with  the  rea¬ 
sons  for  same. 


Rule  XXII.  Qualifications  as  to  Residence  and  Citizenship 


Every  applicant  for  examination  for  appointment  to  any  of 
the  positions  enumerated  in  the  Competitive  or  X on-Competitive 
Class,  or  for  registration  or  employment  in  any  of  the  positions 
enumerated  in  the  Labor  Class,  must  be  a  citizen  of  the  LMited 
States  and  an  actual  resident  of  the  City  of  Mechanicville,  X.  Y., 
at  the  time  of  his  application;  provided  that  such  requirements 
as  to  citizenship  and  residence  may  be  specially  suspended  by  the 
Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  as  to  any  position  requiring 
high  professional  scientific,  technical  or  educational  qualifications, 
but  all  such  cases  with  the  reasons  therefor  shall  be  entered  on 
the  records  of  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  opposite 
the  name  of  the  candidate.

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Rule  XXIII.  Requirements  in  Exceptional  Cases 

In  applications  for  examinations  for  positions  requiring  scien¬ 
tific,  professional,  technical  or  educational  qualifications,  the 
Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  may  require  evidence  of  spe¬ 
cial  education  for  or  of  practical  experience  for  a  satisfactory 
term  in  such  profession,  art  or  trade,  and  shall  require  the  produc¬ 
tion  of  such  certificates  of  competency  and  license  as  are  provided 
by  the  statutes  of  this  State  as  necessary  to  enable  the  practice  of 
any  profession,  art  or  trade. 


Rule  XXIV.  Candidates  Unfit  for  Appointment 

Blank  forms  for  applications  will  l>o  furnished  by  the  Municipal 
Civil  Service  Commission  without  charge  to  all  persons  requesting 
the  same.  The  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  may  require 
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in  connection  with  such  application  such  certificates  of  citizens, 
physicians,  public  officers  or  others  having  knowledge  of  the  appli¬ 
cant,  as  the  good  of  the  service  may  require.  The  Municipal  Civil 
Service  Commission  may  refuse  to  examine  an  applicant,  or  after 
examination  to  certify  an  eligible,  who  is  found  to  lack  any  of  the 
established  preliminary  requirements  for  the  examination  or 
position  for  which  he  applies ;  or  who  is  physically  so  disabled 
as  to  he  rendered  unfit  for  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  the 
position  to  which  he  seeks  appointment,  or  who  is  addicted  to  the 
habitual  use  of  intoxicating  beverages  to  excess ;  or  who  has  been 
guilty  of  a  crime;  or  of  infamous  or  notoriously  disgraceful  con¬ 
duct  ;  or  who  has  been  dismissed  from  the  public  service  for  delin¬ 
quency  or  misconduct ;  or  who  has  intentionally  made  a  false  state¬ 
ment  of  any  material  fact,  or  practiced  or  attempted  to  practice 
any  deception  or  fraud  in  his  application  in  his  examination  or 
in  securing  his  eligiblity  or  appointment.  Any  of  the  foregoing 
disqualifications  shall  he  good  and  sufficient  cause  for  the  removal 
of  any  eligible  from  the  service  after  his  appointment. 

When  the  position  to  he  filled  involves  responsibility,  the 
appointing  officer,  where  otherwise  permitted  by  law,  may  require 
the  appointee  to  furnish  a  bond  or  other  security  and  shall  notify 
the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  of  the  amount  and  neces¬ 
sary  details  thereof. 

Rule  XXV.  Temporary  Appointments 

Whenever  there  are  urgent  reasons  for  filling  a  vacancy  in  any 
position  in  the  Competitive  Class,  and  there  is  no  list  of  persons 
eligible  for  appointment  after  competitive  examination,  the 
;  appointing  officer  may  nominate  a  person  to  the  Municipal  Civil 
Service  Commission  for  non-competitive  examination,  and  if  such 
nominee  shall  he  duly  certified  by  such  Municipal  Civil  Service 
Commission,  as  qualified  after  such  non-competitive  examination, 
he  may  be  appointed  provisionally  to  fill  such  vacancy  until  a 
selection  and  appointment  can  be  made  after  competitive  examina¬ 
tion  ;  but  such  provisional  appointment  shall  not  continue  for  a 
longer  period  than  four  months,  nor  shall  successive  provisional 
appointments  he  made  to  the  same  position  under  this  rule. 
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Rule  XXVI.  Methods  of  Examination  —  Non-Competitive 

Class 

Positions  in  the  Non-Competitive  Class  may  be  filled  by  the 
appointing  officer  in  his  discretion  in  -  respect  to  the  method  of 
examination.  The  discretion  of  the  officer  in  such  cases  shall  be 
limited  as  follows : 

FIRST:  lie  may  select  from  the  eligible  list  prepared  as  the 
result  of  an  open  competitive  examination,  or 

SECOND  :  He  may  name  to  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Com¬ 
mission  three  or  more  persons  for  competitive  examination  and 
appoint  the  one  graded  highest  as  the  result  of  an  examination 
for  merit  and  fitness,  or 

THIRD:  He  may  appoint  or  employ  any  person  named  by 
him,  who  upon  a  non-competitive  examination  by  said  Municipal 
Civil  Service  Commission,  shall  be  duljr  certified  as  qualified  to 
discharge  the  duties  of  the  position. 

Rule  XXVII.  Character  of  Qualifications  —  Non-Competitive 

Class 

Ppon  the  non-competitive  examination  into  the  qualifications 
of  a  person  named  for  a  position  in  this  class,  the  Municipal  Civil 
Service  Commission  will  give  a  certificate  to  such  person  only 
when  satisfied : 

(1) .  That  he  is  within  the  limits  of  the  age  prescribed  by  the 
position  or  employment  to  which  he  has  been  named ; 

(2) .  That  he  is  properly  certified  as  free  from  any  physical 
defect,  deformity  or  disease  which  is  likely  to  interfere  with  the 
proper  discharge  of  his  duties; 

(3) .  That  his  character  is  such  as  to  qualify  him  for  such 
position  or  employment ; 

(4) .  That  he  possesses  the  requisite  knowledge  and  ability  to 
enter  on  the  discharge  of  his  official  duties. 

An  officer  naming  a  person  for  examination  will  at  the  same 
time  transmit  his  certificate,  that  after  due  inquiry  he  is  satisfied 
that  the  character  and  habits  of  the  person  named  fit  him  for 
the  public  service,  and  will  append  to  such  certificate  such  formal 
vouchers  and  credentials  as  he  may  desire  to  have  considered  and 
placed  on  file. 
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In  the  determination  of  the  character  and  habits  of  the  nominee 
the  certificate  thereof  by  the  nominating  officer  will  he  considered 
as  essential. 

Rule  XXVIII.  Selection  of  the  Method  of  Examination 

Whenever  a  vacancy  in  the  Non-Competitive  Class  in  any 
department,  office  or  institution  is  to  be  filled,  the  officer  having 
the  authority  to  fill  the  same  shall  notify  the  Municipal  Civil 
Service  Commission  which  of  the- three  methods,  in  his  discretion, 
under  Rule  26  he  selects;  and  if  the  choice  be  by  open  competi¬ 
tion,  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  will  proceed  as 
for  an  examination  under  the  Competitive  Class;  hut  if  the 
choice  he  by  a  limited  competition,  or  by  the  appointment  of 
a  person  to  he  duly  certified  by  the  Municipal  Civil  Service 
Commission  as  qualified,  the  officer  aforesaid  shall  name  in  such 
notification  the  person  or  persons  to  he  examined,  and  thereupon 
the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  shall  notify  the  person 
or  persons  so  named  of  the  time,  place  and  all  special  rules  laid 
down  for  the  examination. 

Rule  XXIX.  Registration  and  Appointment  —  Labor  Class 

1.  Applicants  for  positions,  under  the  Labor  Class,  who  pro¬ 
duce  satisfactory  evidence  of  their  capacity  for  labor,  and  their 
habits  as  to  industry  arid  sobriety,  shall  be  registered  in  the  order 
of  their  application.  The  register  shall  state  (1)  name,  (2)  age, 
(3)  residence,  (4)  citizenship,  (5)  number  and  relationship  of 
all  persons  depending  for  actual  support  on  the  applicant,  (7) 
previous  occupation,  (8)  references  and  such  other  information 
as  may  be  required. 

2.  When  the  services  of  employees  in  the  Labor  Class  are 
required,  the  officer  or  person  having  the  appointment  shall  notify 
the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission,  stating  the  number  of 
men  wanted,  the  kind  of  labor  for  which  they  are  wanted,  and  the 
time  and  place  of  employment;  and  the  Municipal  Civil  Service 
Commission  shall  thereupon  send  to  the  officer  or  person  making 
the  requisition  the  names  and  residences  of*  the  number  of  men 
called  for  (if  the  register  contain  so  many)  giving  preference  to 
those  who  have  served  in  the  army  and  navy  of  the  United  States 
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during  the  late  Civil  War  and  have  been  honorably  discharged 
therefrom. 

3.  Such  appointing  officer  shall  forthwith  return  to  the  Munici¬ 
pal  Civil  Service  Commission  the  names  of  all  persons  employed 
with  the  date  of  employment,  provided  that  if  a  less  number  than 
those  certified  shall  be  so  employed  they  shall  be  those  standing 
highest  on  the  register. 

4.  All  registration  lists  shall  remain  in  force  for  a  period  of 
not  less  than  one  year  nor  more  than  four  years,  and  new  registra- 
tion  lists  shall  be  established  when  in  the  opinion  of  the  Municipal 
Civil  Service  Commission  they  seem  necessarv. 

5.  There  shall  be  separate  applications  for  the  different  kinds 
of  labor  and  employment,  and  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Com¬ 
mission  may  establish  separate  labor  lists  for  the  various  institu¬ 
tions  and  departments.’  The  said  Municipal  Civil  Service  Com¬ 
mission  shall  have  the  power  to  limit  the  number  of  lists  upon 
which  an  applicant's  name  shall  be  registered  at  the  same  time. 
The  Municipal  Civil  Sendee  Commission  shall  require  an  appli¬ 
cant  for  registration  for  the  labor  service  to  furnish  such  evi¬ 
dence  as  to  his  fitness,  etc.,  or  pass  such  examination  as  may  be 
deemed  proper  by  them,  not  inconsistent  with  these  rules  or  the 
Civil  Service  Law. 

6.  In  case  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  is  unable 
to  fill  a  requisition  for  laborers  the  fact  shall  be  certified  to  the 
officer  making  the  requisition,  who  shall  then  make  the  selection 
under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  Municipal  Civil  Service 
Commission  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe. 

7.  The  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  may  make  such 
rules  as  may  be  necessary  to  identify  the  registered  applicants, 
and  to  preserve  a  record  of  their  conduct. 

8.  When  the  public  interests  require  the  employment  of  one 
or  more  persons  at  common  labor  for  temporary  or  emergency 
purposes,  the  head  of  the  department  may  appoint,  subject  to  the 
previous  approval  of  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission,  the 
persons  most  available  and  best  fitted  for  such  work,  without 
reference  to  the  registration  lists,  but  provided  that  registered 
applicants  seeking  temporary  employment.,  who  have  notified  the 
Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  of  their  readiness  to  serve 
6hall  be  preferred. 

^  .  .  i  «  >jl 
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Notice  of  sucli  appointment,  giving  tlie  names  of  the  appointees, 
rate  of  wages,  and  the  occasion  and  probable  duration  of  their 
employment  shall  be  immediately  filed  with  the  Municipal  Civil 
Service  Commission,  and  all  pay  rolls  therefor  shall  be  presented 
to  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  for  certification  as  in 
other  cases.  Such  employment  shall  not  be  continued  for  a  longer 
period  than  fifteen  days  without  express  authorization  of  such 
extension  by  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission,  and  then 
only  for  a  period  of  fifteen  days. 

Record  of  such  authorization  with  the  reasons  therefor  shall  be 
made  a  part  of  the  minutes  of  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Com¬ 
mission  and  duly  noted  in  its  annual  report  to  the  State  Civil 
Service  Commission. 

Rule  XXX.  Probationary  Appointments 

Except  in  the  case  of  veterans  of  the  Civil  War  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States, 
every  original  appointment  to  or  employment  in  any  position  in 
the  competitive  class  shall  be  for  a  probationary  term  of  three 
months,  and  an  appointming  or  nominating  officer  in  notifying 
a  person  certified  to  him  for  appointment  or  employment  shall 
specify  the  same  as  for  a  probationary  term  only ;  and  if  the  con¬ 
duct,  capacity  and  fitness  of  the  probationer  are  satisfactory  to 
the  appointing  officer  his  retention  in  the  service  after  the  end 
of  such  term  shall  be  equivalent  to  his  permanent  employment 
but  if  his  conduct,  capacity  or  fitness  be  not  satisfactory  he  may 
be  discharged  at  the  end  of  such  term. 

Whenever  two  or  more  persons  appointed  from  the  same  elig¬ 
ible  list  are  serving  as  probationers  in  the  same  department  and 
there  is  a  necessity  for  a  reduction  of  the  force  of  such  depart¬ 
ment  affecting  such  persons,  they  shall  be  preferred  for  retention 
in  the  order  of  their  original  standing  on  the  list. 

Rule  XXXI.  Promotions 

(1)  Whenever  a  vacancy  occurs  in  any  position  in  the  Com¬ 
petitive  Class  above  the  lowest  grade  in  any  groups  the  Municipal 
Civil  Service  Commission  shall  forthwith  arrange  to  hold  a  pro¬ 
motion  examination  limited  to  those  persons  who  have  for  more 
than  six  months  served  with  fidelity  in  the  next  lower  grade  in 
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sucli  group,  in  the  same  office,  department  or  institution,  pro¬ 
vided  that  if  there  he  no  persons  who  have  served  with  fidelity  for 
more  than  six  months  in  the  next  lower  grade  or  provided  that  all 
persons  in  the  next  lower  grade  fail  in  any  promotion  examination, 
then  all  persons  in  the  second  lower  grade  who  have  served  with 
fidelity  for  more  than  six  months  in  the  same  office,  department 
or  institution,  shall  have  the  right  to  compete  in  such  promotion 
examination. 

On  the  request  of  the  appointing  officer  the  Municipal  Civil 
Service  Commission  may  permit  persons  occupying  two  or  more 
of  the  next  lower  grades  to  compete  for  the  promotion,  all  reasons 
for  such  course  being  set  forth  in  detail. 

Whenever  after  due  trial  it  is  found  not  practicable  to  fill  a 
vacancy  in  any  position  through  promotion  in  the  manner  herein 
prescribed,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  original  appoint¬ 
ment  through  competitive  examination  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Rule  20. 

(2)  As  provided  by  the  Civil  Sendee  Law  an  increase  in  the 
salary  or  other  compensation  of.  any  person  holding  an  office  or 
position  within  the  scope  of  these  rules  beyond  the  limit  fixed  for 
the  grade  in  which  such  office  or  position  is  classified,  shall  be 
deemed  a  promotion. 

(3)  Xo  promotion  can  be  made  from  a  position  in  one  class 
to  a  position  in  another  class,  unless  the  same  be  specially  author¬ 
ized  by  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission,  but  a  person 
employed  in  any  position,  shall  not,  because  of  such  appointment, 
he  barred  from  the  open  competitive  examination  provided  for 
original  entrance  to  any  other  position. 

(4)  The  appointing  officer  shall  notify  the  Municipal  Civil 
Service  Commission  of  any  vacancy  of  a  position  in  his  office  to 
be  filled  by  promotion,  and  thereupon,  after  consultation,  with 
the  appointing  officer  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission 
shall  direct  a  competitive  examination  of  those  entitled  to  enter 
the  same  under  the  provisions  of  this  rule,  and  shall  publish  the 
same  by  notice,  giving  date  and  place,  posted  conspicuously  in  the 
office  where  such  vacancy  exists,  and  sent  by  mail  to  those  eligible 
to  such  examination. 

(5)  After  consultation  with  the  appointing  officer  under  whom 
the  vacancy  exists,  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  may 
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appoint  an  Examiner.  The  written  part  of  the  examination  shall 
be  confined  to  the  duties  of  the  office  in  which  the  vacancy  occurs, 
and  particularly  to  the  duties  of  the  position  to  he  filled.  Due 
weight  will  he  given  to  the  candidate’s  seniority  and  past  record 
in  the  office,  and  to  any  special  fitness  for  the  duties  of  the  higher 
position. 

(6)  The  conduct  of  such  an  examination  and  the  preparation 
of  the  eligible  list  shall  be  subject  to  the  general  provision  of 
Rules  13,  14  and  16,  except  that  the  term  of  an  eligible  list  pre¬ 
pared  as  the  result  of  a  promotion  examination,  is  fixed  at  not 
less  than  one  or  more  than  two  years  from  the  date  of  the 
establishment  thereof. 

(7)  No  recommendation  of  any  person  for  promotion,  whether 
verbal  or  written,  shall  he  entertained  or  received,  unless  made 
in  the  ordinary  course  of  duty  by  his  immediate  officers  and  official 
superior,  and  the  presentation  of  any  recommendation  other  than 
that  of  such  superiors  shall  be  considered  an  unwarrantable  inter¬ 
ference  with  the  public  service,  and  the  person  so  recommended 
may  be  required  to  show,  before  being  certified  for  promotion,  that 
such  recommendation  was  not  made  bv  his  request  or  connivance.

Rule  XXXII.  Transfers,  Reinstatements 

(1)  Transfers  of  clerks  and  others  included  in  the  Competi¬ 
tive  Class  may  be  made  from  one  office  or  department  to  a  simi¬ 
lar  position  in  another,  by  the  mutual  consent  of  the  heads  of  such 
offices  or  departments;  every  such  transfer  must  be  reported  to 
the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  for  record  within  five 
days  from  the  date  thereof.  No  such  transfer  will  he  permitted 
from  a  position  enumerated  in  the  Competitive  Class  to  a  position 
in  the  Non-Competitive  Class  unless  the  person  so  transferred 
passes  the  Non-Competitive  examination  for  such  position,  or 
from  a  position  enumerated  in  the  Non-Competitive  Class  to  a 
position  in  the  Competitive  Class,  unless  the  person  so  trans¬ 
ferred  has  such  a  standing  upon  a  proper  eligible  list  as  would 
entitle  him  to  original  appointment  to  such  position. 

(2)  Any  person  who  has  held  a  position  by  appointment  under 
tho  Civil  Service  Rules,  and  who  has  been  separated  from  the 
service  through  no  delinquency  or  misconduct  on  his  part,  may 
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be  reinstated  without  re-examination  in  the  same  or  a  similar 
position  in  the  same  office  or  grade,  within  one  year  from  the  date 
of  such  separation,  provided  that  for  original  entrance  to  the  posi¬ 
tion  proposed  to  be  filled  by  reinstatement  there  is  not  required  by 
these  rules  in  the  opinion  of  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Com¬ 
mission,  an  examination  involving  essential  tests  or  qualifications 
different  from  or  higher  than  those  involved  in  the  examination 
for  original  entrance  to  the  position  formerly  held  by  the  person 
proposed  to  be  reinstated. 

(3)  Whenever  in  any  department  or  institution  an  office  or 
position  is  abolished,  or  whenever  the  number  of  positions  of  a 
certain  character  is  reduced,  the  person  or  persons  legally  holding 
the  office,  or  filling  the  position  or  positions,  shall  be  entitled  to 
reappointment  to  or  reinstatement  in  the  said  office  or  position  if 
it  is  thereafter  within  one  vear  re-established  under  the  same  or 

i / 

any  other  designation. 

(4)  Upon  the  written  request  of  an  appointing  officer  stating 
the  essential  facts  in  regard  to  any  proposed  transfer  or  reinstate¬ 
ment,  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  will,  if  such  tran- 
fer  be  in  accordance  with  law  and  the  provisions  of  these  rules, 
issue  the  certificate  of  that  fact  to  such  officer,  but  no  transfer  or 
reinstatement  herein  authorized  shall  be  valid  unless  such 
certificate  is  issued. 

Rule  XXXIII.  Political  Service  or  Contributions  Not 

Required 

Xo  person  in  the  public  service  is,  for  that  reason,  under  any 
obligation  to  contribute  to  any  political  fund  or  purpose  to  render 
any  political  sendee,  and  no  person  shall  be  removed  or  otherwise 
prejudiced  for  refusing  to  do  so. 

Rule  XXXIV.  Political  Action  Unaffected 

Xo  person  in  the  public  service  has  the  right  to  use  his  official 
authority  or  influence  to  coerce  the  political  action  of  any  person 
or  bodv.

Rule  XXXV.  Preference  of  Veterans 

Honorably  discharged  soldiers,  sailors  and  marines  from  the 
army  or  navy  of  the  United  States  in  the  late  Civil  War,  who  are 
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citizens  and  residents  of  the  city  of  Mechanicville,  1ST.  Y.,  shall 
be  entitled  to  preference  in  appointment  and  promotion  without 
regard  to  their  standing  on  any  list  from  which  such  appointment 
or  promotion  shall  be  made ;  provided  their  qualifications  and 
fitness  shall  have  been  ascertained  as  provided  in  these  rules ;  and 
the  person  thus  preferred  shall  not  be  disqualified  from  holding 
any  position  in  the  civil  service  on  account  of  his  age,  nor  by 
reason  of  any  physical  disability,  provided  that  age  or  disability 
does  not  render  him  incompetent  to  perform  the  duties  of  the 
position  applied  for. 

Rule  XXXVI.  Power  of  Removal 

(1)  Subject  only  to  the  qualifications  required  to  be  ascer¬ 
tained  in  accordance  with  these  rules,  the  power  of  appointment 
and  the  responsibility  of  selection  are  in  all  cases  in  the  appoint¬ 
ing  officer  or  officers.  The  power  to  remove  existing  by  law  on  the 
part  of  any  officer  is  not  impaired  by  anything  contained  in  these 
rules,  provided,  however,  that  if  a  person  holding  a  position  sub¬ 
ject  to  competitive  examination  under  these  rules,  after  having 
successfully  passed  the  probationary  term,  shall  be  removed  or 
reduced,  the  reasons  therefor  shall  be  stated  in  writing  and  filed 
with  the  head  of  the  department  or  other  appointing  officer,  and 
the  persons  so  removed  or  reduced  shall  have  an  opportunity  to 
make  an  explanation,  and  in  case  of  an  actual  removal  a  written 
statement  of  the  true  grounds  thereof  shall  be  forthwith  entered 
upon  the  records  of  the  department  or  office  in  which  the  person 
so  removed  has  been  employed  and  a  copy  of  the  same  forthwith 
filed  with  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission. 

Whenever  a  position  in  the  Competitive  Class  of  the  Civil 
Service  of  the  city  is  abolished,  or  made  unnecessary,  the  person 
holding  such  position  shall  be  deemed  to  be  suspended  without 
pay  and  shall  be  entitled  to  reinstatement  in  the  same  or  any  cor¬ 
responding  or  similar  position  if  within  one  year  thereafter  there 
be  need  for  his  services. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  head  of  the  department  or  office  in 
which  the  said  position  has  existed  to  furnish  the  names  of  the 
person  or  persons  so  affected  to  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Com¬ 
mission,  with  a  written  statement  in  the  case  of  each  of  the  date 
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of  his  original  appointment  in  the  service,  the  nature  of  his  work, 
and  his  compensation. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission 
to  forthwith  place  the  names  of  the  said  person  or  persons  on  a 
list  of  suspended  employees  and  for  one  year  thereafter  certify 
from  the  said  list  the  names  of  the  person  or  persons  so  placed 
therein  in  the  order  of  their  original  appointment,  for  reinstate¬ 
ment  or  re-employment  in  the  same  class  or  grade  of  work  at 
which  they  had  previously  been  employed,  before  making 
certification  from  any  other  list. 

The  failure  of  any  person  on  said  list  of  suspended  employees 
to  accept  after  reasonable  notice  any  office  or  position  in  the 
service  of  the  City  of  Mechanicville,  X.  Y.,  involving  the  same 
class  or  grade  of  work  and  at  the  same  wages  he  received  in  the 
position  formerly  held  by  him,  shall  be  held  to  be  a  relinquishment 
of  his  right  to  reinstatement  or  re-employment  as  herein  set  forth. 

Nothing  in  this  rule  shall  be  construed  to  apply  to  the  posi¬ 
tion  of  private  secretary,  cashier,  or  deputy  of  any  official  or 
department. 

(2)  Xo  person  holding  a  position  by  appointment  or  employ¬ 
ment  who  is  an  honorably  discharged  soldier,  sailor  or  marine, 
having  served  as  such  in  the  Union  Army  or  Navy  during  the 
war  of  the  rebellion  or  who  is  an  honorably  discharged  soldier, 
sailor  or  marine,  having  served  as  such  in  the  army  or  navy  of 
the  United  States  during  the  Spanish- American  War  or  the  inci¬ 
dental  insurrection  in  the  Philippines  prior  to  July  fourth,  nine¬ 
teen  hundred  and  two,  or  who  shall  have  served  the  term  required 
by  law  in  the  Volunteer  Fire  Department,  of  any  city,  town  or 
village  of  the  State  of  Xew  York,  or  who  shall  have  been  a  mem¬ 
ber  thereof  at  the  time  of  the  disbandment  of  such  Volunteer  Fire 
Department,  shall  be  removed  from  such  position,  except  for 
incompetency  or  misconduct  shown  after  a  hearing  upon  due 
notice  upon  stated  charges  and  with  the  right  to  such  employee 
or  appointee  to  a  review  of  the  same  according  to  law  and  the 
statute  in  such  cases  made  and  provided. 

Jf  the  position  as  held  by  an  honorably  discharged  soldier, 
sailor  or  marine  of  the  war  of  the  Rebellion  or  of  the  Spanish- 
American  War  or  the  incidental  insurrection  in  the  Philippines 
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prior  to  J lily  fourth,  nineteen  hundred,  and  two,  or  by  said  volun¬ 
teer  fireman  shall  become  unnecessary  or  be  abolished  for  reasons 
of  economy  or  otherwise,  the  said  honorably  discharged  soldier, 
sailor  or  marine,  or  said  volunteer  fireman  holding  said  position 
shall  not  he  discharged  from  the  public  serve©,  hut  shall  he  trans¬ 
ferred  to  any  branch  of  the  said  service  for  duty  in  such  position 
as  he  may  be  fitted  to  fill  receiving  the  same  compensation  there¬ 
for  ;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  all  persons  clothed  with  the 
power  of  appointment  to  make  such  transfer  effective. 

The  burden  of  proving  incompetency  or  misconduct  shall  be 
upon  the  person  or  persons  alleging  the  same. 

Rule  XXXVII.  Dismissals 

Xo  one  dismissed  from  the  service  for  misconduct  shall  be 
admitted  to  examination  for  appointment  in  any  capacity,  in  any 
department  of  the  municipal  service  within  two  years,  from  the 
date  of  such  dismissal. 

Rule  XXXVIII.  Report  of  Term  of  Employment 

1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  city  officer  or  hoard  of  city 
officers,  appointing  or  employing  an  officer,  clerk  or  other  person  in 
the  service  of  the  city,  forthwith  on  such  appointment  or  employ¬ 
ment  to  report  to  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  the 
name  of  such  appointee  or  employee,  the  title  or  character  of  his 
office  or  employment,  and  the  date  of  the  commencement  of  service 
by  virtue  thereof ;  and  forthwith  on  the  termination  of  such  serv¬ 
ice  to  report  to  said  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  the  fact 
and  date  and  cause  of  such  determination. 

2.  The  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  shall  keep  in  its 
office  an  official  roster  of  the  classified  city  service,  and  shall  enter 
thereon  the  name  of  each  and  every  person  who  has  been  appointed 
to,  employed,  promoted  or  reinstated  in  any  position  in  such  serv¬ 
ice,  upon  such  evidence  as  it  may  require  and  deem  satisfactory 
that  such  person  was  appointed  to,  or  employed,  promoted  or  rein¬ 
stated  in  the  service  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  law  and 
of  these  rules.  The  official  roster  shall  show  opposite,  or  in  con¬ 
nection  with  each  name,  the  date  of  appointment,  employment, 
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promotion  or  reinstatement  and  tlie  office  in  which  and  the  com¬ 
pensation  of  the  position,  date  of  the  commencement  of  the  service 
and  the  date  of  transfer  in  or  separation  from  the  service  by  dis¬ 
missal,  resignation,  cancellation,  appointment  or  death. 

Rule  XXXIX.  Certification  of  Pay  Rolls 

For  the  purpose  of  the  certification  of  payrolls  and  accounts  as 
required  by  Section  20  of  the  State  Civil  Service  Law,  appointing 
officers  and  heads  of  departments  shall  furnish  the  Municipal  Civil 
Service  Commission  with  pay  rolls,  accounts  and  certification  in 
form,  and  manner  as  follows : 

(1.)  Heads  of  departments,  offices  and  institutions  in  the 
city  service,  whose  employees  are  paid  individually  direct  from  the 
city  treasury  of  the  city,  shall  furnish  the  Municipal  Civil  Service 
Commission  before  payment  is  to  be  made,  a  payroll  in  duplicate 
showing  the  names  of  the  persons  to  be  paid,  the  title  of  the  position 
held  or  kind  of  service  performed  by  each  person,  the  rate  and 
amount  of  compensation  to  which  he  is  entitled,  and  the  period  for 
which  he  is  to  be  paid,  and  shall  certify  that  the  persons  named 
therein  are  employed  solely  in  the  proper  duties  of  the  positions 
and  employments  indicated,  and  that  persons  described  as  or  pro¬ 
posed  to  be  paid  as  “  laborers  ”  are  employed  at  ordinary  unskilled 
labor  only.  After  examination  and  certification  by  the  Municipal 
Civil  Service  Commission  as  hereafter  prescribed,  such  payrolls 
shall  be  transmitted  by  said  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission 
to  the  City  Clerk  or  fiscal  officer  for  further  examination  and  pay- 
ment,  as  required  by  law,  and  one  of  said  duplicates  shall  accom¬ 
pany  the  warrant  on  the  City  Treasurer  or  other  disbursing  officer. 

(2.)  For  payments  for  irregular  or  occasional  service,  the  head 
of  such  department,  office  or  institution  shall  transmit  to  the  Muni¬ 
cipal  Civil  Service  Commission  the  original  account  or  a  special 
payroll  bearing  his  written  approval,  which  approval  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  a  certificate  of  the  facts  required  by  the  preceding 
section  to  be  certified  on  the  regular  payrolls.  Fpon  examination 
and  certification  by  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  such 
accounts  and  payrolls  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  City  Clerk  or  other 
fiscal  officer. 
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3.  The  Secretary  of  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission 
shall  compare  such  payrolls  or  account  for  services  with  the  official 
roster  and  shall  attach  or  place  thereon  a  certificate  in  form  sub¬ 
stantially  as  follows: 

“  I  hereby  certify  that  the  persons  named  in  the  above  payroll, 
occupying  positions  in  the  classified  service,  have  been  appointed 
or  employed  in  pursuance  of  the  Civil  Service  Law  and  the  rules 
and  regulations  made  in  accordance  with  such  law.  (Chapter  15, 
Laws  of  1909.) 


Secretary  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission.” 

The  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  may  designate  a  com¬ 
missioner  for  the  purpose  of  making  and  signing  certificates  in  the 
absence  of  the  secretarv. 

(4.)  LTpon  satisfactory  evidence  that,  with  intent  to  evade  the 
provisions  of  the  law  and  of  these  rules,  any  person  appointed  to 
or  employed  in  any  position  in  the  classified  service  has  been 
assigned  to  perform  duties  other  than  those  for  which  he  was 
examined  and  certified,  or  under  any  title  not  appropriate  to  the 
duties  to  be  performed,  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission 
will  refuse  certification  of  such  person  for  payment  of  compensa¬ 
tion  and  remove  his  name  from  the  official  roster. 

Rule  XL 

Any  person  who,  at  the  time  of  the  incorporation  of  the  City  of 
Mechanicville,  was  holding  a  position  in  the  service  of  the  village 
of  Mechanicville,  Town  of  Halfmoon,  or  County  of  Saratoga,  may, 
in  the  discretion  of  the  appointing  officer  or  board,  be  continued 
in  the  same  or  similar  positions  in  the  Civil  Service  of  the  City 
of  Mechanicville  from  and  after  the  date  of  the  approval  of  these 
rules,  without  examination. 

Rule  XLI.  When  the  Rules  Take  Effect 

These  rules  shall  take  effect  on  and  after  the  date  of  their 
approval  by  the  State  Civil  Service  Commission  of  the  State  of 
New  York.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  CIVIL  SERVICE 

OF  THE  CITY  OF  NORWICH 


In  compliance  with  Section  11  of  the  Civil  Service  Law  of  the 
State  of  New  York,  the  following  are  prescribed  and  adopted  as 
the  rules  for  the  classification  of  offices,  places  and  employment 
in  the  classified  service  of  the  City  of  Norwich,  N.  Y.,  and  for 
appointment  and  promotion  therein  and  examination  therefor  and 
for  the  registration  and  selection  of  laborers  for  employment 
therein,  and  for  the  due  classification  of  all  offices  and  positions  in 
the  Civil  Service  included  in  the  Unclassified  and  Classified  Serv¬ 
ice,  and  the  same  shall  be  valid  and  take  effect,  and  all  other  rules 
are  revoked,  upon  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Nor¬ 
wich,  N.  Y.,  and  the  State  Civil  Service  Commission  of  the  State 
of  New' York. 

Rule  I.  Application  of  Rule 

These  rules  shall  apply  to  all  positions  in  the  public  service  in 
the  City  of  Norwich,  with  the  exception  of  those  hereinafter 
enumerated  in  the  Lhiclassified  Service. 


Rule  II.  Appointment  of  Commissioners 

For  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  merit  and  fitness  of  persons 
seeking  or  named  for  positions  in  the  departments  and  offices  of 
the  municipal  government  to  which  these  rules  apply,  there  shall 
he  a  municipal  Civil  Service  Commission,  which  shall  be  composed 
of  three  citizens  of  the  City  of  Norwich,  N.  Y.,  designated  and 
appointed  by  the  Common  Council,  pursuant  to  the  Charter  of  the 
City  of  Norwich,  N.  Y.,  each  of  whom  shall  be  known  as  a  muni¬ 
cipal  Civil  Service  Commissioner  of  the  City  of  Norwich,  not 
more  than  two  of  whom  shall  belong  to  the  same  political  party. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  municipal  Civil  Service  Commission 
to  conduct  all  examinations  called  for  under  these  rules  and  to 
certify  the  same  in  such  manner  and  form  as  may  be  prescribed. 
They  shall  also  make  and  file  with  the  State  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sion  such  annual  and  other  reports  and  roster  of  the  Classified 
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Civil  Service  of  said  City  as  required  by  Chapter  15  of  the  Laws 
of  1909,  and  any  and  all  acts  amendatory  thereof.  The  Secretary 
of  the  Board  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  its  proceedings  and  all 
necessary  records  of  all  persons  to  which  these  rules  apply,  and 
of  all  appointments,  promotions,  transfers  dismissals,  resignations 
and  changes  of  any  sort  therein. 

Rule  III.  Classification  of  Positions 

The  Civil  Service  of  the  City  of  Norwich,  is  divided  into 
the  LTnclassified  Service  and  the  Classified  Service. 

Rule  IV.  The  Unclassified  Service 

The  Unclassified  Service  includes: 

FIRST :  All  officers  elected  by  the  people. 

SECOND  :  All  election  officers. 

THIRD :  The  head  or  heads  of  any  department  or  office  of  the 
Citv  Government. 

i/ 

(The  employees  of  the  Educational  Department  are  not  in¬ 
cluded  herein  for  the  reason  that  the  Public  School  System 
continues  as  heretofore  and  is  not  connected  with  the  City 
Government. ) 

Rule  V.  The  Classified  Service 

The  Classified  Service  includes  all  positions  not  in  the  Unclassi¬ 
fied  Service.  The  positions  in  the  Classified  Service  are  included 
in  classes  as  follows:  Competitive,  Non-Competitive  and  Labor,  as 
enumerated  in  respective  schedules  hereunto  attached  and  hereby 
made  a  part  of  these  rules. 

Rule  VI.  The  Exempt  Class 

The  exempt  class  shall  include: 

FIRST :  The  deputies  of  principal  executive  officers  duly 
authorized  by  law  to  act  generally  for  and  in  place  of  their 
principals. 

SECOND:  One  Secretarv  or  Clerk  of  each  officer,  board  and 
commission  authorized  by  law  to  appoint  a  secretary  or  clerk. 

THIRD  :  Other  subordinate  offices  for  the  filling  of  which  com¬ 
petitive  or  non-competitive  examinations  may  be  found  to  be  not 
practicable,  but  no  office  or  position  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  the

exempt  class  unless  it  is  specifically  named  in  such  class  in  schedule 
of  exempt  class  hereunto  annexed.  Not  more  than  one  appoint¬ 
ment  shall  be  made  to  or  under  the  title  of  any  such  office  or  posi¬ 
tion,  unless  a  different  number  is  specifically  mentioned  in 
such  schedule. 

FOURTH:  In  case  of  an  epidemic,  riot,  flood,  or  other  exceed¬ 
ing  and  necessary  emergency,  the  appointing  officer  or  board  may 
hire  and  employ,  temporarily,  such  and  so  many  persons  as  such 
emergency  renders  necessary,  forthwith  reporting  to  the  municipal 
civil  service  commission  the  facts  m  the  case  and  the  names  of 
the  persons  so  employed;  but  no  person  so  employed  shall  continue 
in  the  service  for  a  longer  period  than  ten  days,  unless  upon  the 
written  request  of  the  appointing  power,  setting  forth  the  reasons 
why  the  extension  of  time  is  necessary,  the  municipal  civil  service 
commission  shall  extend  the  temporary  period  for  an  additional 
ten  days.  In  case  such  extension  is  authorized  the  reasons  there- 
for  shall  be  set  forth  in  the  minutes  of  the  municipal  civil  service 
commission. 

FIFTH:  There  shall  also  be  included  in  the  exempt  class  in 
the  event  of  an  epidemic  or  other  similar  emergency  in  which  the 
public  health  is  seriously  endangered,  such  experts  and  special 
inspectors  as  the  Board  of  Health  may  with  the  written  approval 
of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  of  the  City  of  Norwich  appoint. 

SIXTH:  The  Appointments  to  Positions  in  the  exempt  class 
may  be  made  without  examination  under  these  rules,  but  such 
examination  may  be  held  upon  the  request  of  the  nominating  or 
appointing  officer,  or  board.  Appointing  officers  or  boards  must 
notify  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  in  writing  of  all 
appointments  to  such  positions  within  five  days  after  the  same  are 
made,  setting  forth  the  full  name  of  such  appointee,  length  of  resi¬ 
dence  in  the  City  of  Norwich,  date  of  beginning  of  service,  and 
term  for  which  appointed,  salary  and  the  name  of  the  person  to 
whose  place  appointed;  all  of  which  shall  be  duly  certified  by  the 
appointing  officer  or  board.  In  these  rules  the  term  “  nominating  " 
or  “  appointing  “  officer  shall  be  construed  to  include  any  persons, 
board  or  commission  having  the  power  to  nominate  or  appoint  to 
any  position  in  the  Civil  Service  of  the  City  of  Norwich. 
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Rule  VII.  The  Competitive  Class 

The  Competitive  Class  includes  all  persons  employed  or 
appointed  in  the  public  service  whose  position  is  not  specifically 
included  in  the  Exempt,  Non-competitive  or  Labor  Class,  but  no 
examination  shall  be  held  for  a  position  until  it  has  been  specific¬ 
ally  stated  in  the  list  for  the  competitive  class  hereunto  annexed. 

Rule  VIII.  Application  for  Examination — Competitive  Class 

No  person  shall  be  appointed  to  or  employed  in  any  position  in 
the  Competitive  Class  until  he  shall  have  passed  the  examination 
provided  therefor.  Applications  of  competitors  for  a  position 
included  in  the  Competitive  Class  must  he  addressed  to  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  of  Norwich,  N. 
Y.,  at  the  office  of  the  Commission  in  said  City.  The  application 
must  be  verified  in  the  handwriting  of  the  applicant.  It  must 
state:  His  full  name,  residence  and  post  office  address,  giving 
street  and  number,  his  term  of  residence  in  the  City  of  Norwich. 

THIRD:  His  citizenship. 

FOURTH  :  His  age,  giving  place  and  date  of  birth. 

FIFTH:  His  previous  employment  in  the  public  service,  if 
any,  and  whether  he  has  ever  been  discharged  therefrom  and  if  so 
for  what  reason. 

SIXTH:  Ilis  business  or  employment  and  residence  for  the 
last  preceding  five  years. 

SEVENTH:  The  extent,  place  and  nature  of  his  education. 

EIGHTH :  His  health  and  physical  capacity  for  the  public 
service. 

NINTH:  If  in  the  Military  or  Naval  Service  of  the  United 
States  in  the  Civil  War,  the  name  of  organization  or  vessel  to  which 
attached,  date  of  enlistment  or  commission,  position  or  rank,  date 
and  cause  of  discharge  from  the  service  and  any  physical  disability 
incurred  m  such  service. 

TENTH :  Such  other  information  must  be  furnished  as  the 
commission  may  reasonably  require  touching  the  applicant’s  merits 
and  fitness  for  the  public  service.  The  application  must  be  accom¬ 
panied  by  the  certificate  of  not  less  than  three  reputable  citizens 
of  the  City  that  they  have  been  personally  acquainted  with  the 
applicant  for  at  least  one  year,  and  believe  him  to  be  of  good  moral 
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character,  of  temperate  and  industrious  habits  and  in  all  respects 
fit  for  die  service  which  he  wishes  to  enter  and  that  they  are  willing 
that  such  certificate  shall  be  published  for  public  information  and 
will,  upon  application,  give  such  further  testimonials  in  regard 
to  such  applicant  as  may  be  required. 

ELEVENTH :  The  applicant  must  also  state  in  his  applica¬ 

tion  the  position  he  seeks. 

TWELFTH:  All  applicants  for  appointments  to  positions  in 
the  Police  Department  in  the  City  of  Norwich,  New  York,  shall 
m  addition  to  the  qualifications  elsewhere  herein  prescribed,  be 
subject  to  die  following:  Each  such  applicant  must  be  not  less 
than  twentv-five  vears  of  ace  and  not  more  than  forty  years  of  age : 
must  be  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  and  a  resident  of  the  Citv 
of  Norwich,  New  York,  at  least  one  year  prior  to  die  date  of  his 
application ;  must  not  be  less  than  five  feet,  six  inches  in  height ; 
must  have  good  hearing  and  eyesight ;  must  be  free  from  physical 
defects,  deformity  or  disease,  and  must,  before  being  admitted  to 
mental  examination  be  certified  by  an  examining  physician 
appointed  by  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission,  to  be 
physically  qualified  for  the  service;  his  weight,  chest  measure¬ 
ment,  muscular  development  and  general  physical  condition  must 
be  approximately  normal  in  comparison  with  his  age  and  height 
as  recognized  by  medical  standards. 

Rule  IX.  Defective  Applications  — Age  Qualifications 

Defective  Applications  may  be  suspended  by  the  Municipal  Civil 
Service  Commission  and  applicants  notified  to  amend  the  same, 
but  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  shall  not  be  compelled 
to  give  such  notice  or  grant  such  opportunity  for  a  second  time. 
All  candidates  for  position  in  the  City  service  shall  be  at  least 
twentv-one  vears  of  age  and  not  more  than  sixtv  vears  of  age  at 
the  date  of  their  application  except  as  provided  in  Rule  8,  Rule 
35,  or  otherwise  particularly  specified  in  these  rules.  Whenever 
the  application  does  not  show  that  the  applicant  is  within  the 
prescribed  limit  of  age,  and  is  otherwise  qualified  under  the  rules, 
the  application  will  be  rejected. 
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Rule  X.  Notification  of  Examination 

Whenever  the  demands  of  the  service  may  require,  the  Muni¬ 
cipal  Civil  Service  Commission  will  notify  in  writing  the  different 
applicants,  to  appear  for  examination,  giving  at  least  three  days' 
previous  notice  of  the  place,  date  and  hour  of  each  examination. 
The  place,  date  and  hour  of  each  examination  shall  he  con- 
spicously  posted  on  the  bulletin  hoard  at  the  City  Hall  at  least  ten 
days  previous  to  the  date  when  the  said  examination  is  to  be 
held  and  when  deemed  expedient,  advertisement  of  examination 
shall  be  made  in  the  newspapers  of  the  City  of  Norwich,  New 
York,  for  such  length  of  time  as  the  Municipal  Commission  deems 
advisable ;  but  the  notice  posted  at  the  City  Hall  shall  be  the  only 
public  notice  of  such  examiiiation  required.  All  announcements 
of  competitive  examinations  shall  state  title  of  position,  and 
department,  salary,  age  limits,  subjects  of  examination  and  rela¬ 
tive  weight  of  each,  and  any  special  qualifications  or  experience 
desired. 


Rule  XI.  Examinations 

In  all  examinations  for  appointment  and  promotion  in  the  Civil 
Service  of  the  Citv  or  Norwich,  New  York,  merit  and  fitness  shall 
be  determined  by  and  upon  competitive  examination  for  all  posi¬ 
tions  in  the  competitive  class  as  herein  provided.  The  merit  and 
fitness  of  all  applicants  shall  he  determined  by  examination  con¬ 
ducted  by  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission.  Upon  all 
such  examinations  no  rating  higher  than  one  hundred  per  centum 
shall  he  given  to  any  person.  Lists  containing  the  names  and 
ratings  of  all  applicants  found  on  such  examination  to  be  eligible 
for  appointment  or  promotion  for  merit  and  fitness,  shall  be  made 
up  for  certification  to  the  person  or  persons  holding  the  power  of 
appointment  or  promotion,  in  the  manner  provided  in  these  rules 
and  regulations. 

No  person  whose  standing  on  any  obligatory  subject  is  less  than 
fifty  or  ascertained  average  standing  on  all  the  obligatory  subjects 
is  less  than  seventy-five  per  centum,  will  be  entered  upon  the 
eligible  list. 
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Rule  XII.  Conduct  of  Examinations 

The  actual  conduct  of  every  examination  for  merit  and  fitness 
shall  be  under  the  responsible  direction  of  the  Municipal  Civil 
Service  Commission  or  its  designated  members,  free  from  the  inter¬ 
ferences  or  participation  or  influence  of  the  appointing  officer  or 
officers,  or  of  any  person  other  than  the  assistant  examiners  or 
experts  directly  employed  by  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Com¬ 
mission.  No  person  employed  in  a  department  for  whose  benefit 
an  eligible  list  is  to  be  prepared  shall  be  employed  as  an  expert 
upon  the  examination  for  such  eligible  list.  The  Municipal  Civil 
Service  Commission  may  in  the  examination  give  such  relative 
importance  to  the  different  subjects  or  matters  of  examination, 
whether  mental  or  physical,  or  to  experience,  occupation  or  train¬ 
ing  as  to  it  may  seem  fit.  At  or  before  the  commencement  of  every 
examination,  the  weight  to  be  given  to  every  subject  included  in 
the  examination,  and  the  general  or  average  minimum  and  the 
minimum  if  any  allowable,  upon  each  subject  shall  be  announced 
to  the  applicant.  The  nominating  or  appointing  officer  shall  state 
to  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  upon  its  request  and 
so  far  as  is  consistent  with  these  rules,  the  general  qualification  or 
attainments,  physical  or  mental,  or  both  and  the  experience  he 
deems  necessary  and  proper  to  be  possessed  by  persons  filling  the 
position  for  which  an  eligible  list  is  to  be  prepared. 


Rule  XIII.  Character  of  Examination 

All  examinations  shall  be  public  and  practical  in  their  character, 
and  shall  relate  to  those  matters  which  shall  fairly  test  the  intelli¬ 
gence,  competency,  suitability  and  character  of  the  applicants  to 
discharge  the  duties  of  the  service  for  which  they  seek  to  be 
appointed.  The  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  with  the 
approval  of  the  State  Civil  Service  Commission,  shall  determine 
when  examinations  are  not  practicable  in  cases  relating  to  the  Civil 
Service  of  the  City  of  Norwich,  N.  Y. 


Rule  XIV.  Physical  Examination 

Whenever  physical  qualifications  are  of  prime  importance  to  the 
proper  discharge  of  the  duties  of  any  position,  applicants  must  pass 
an  additional  examination  as  to  their  physical  condition  and 
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capacity  and  be  duly  certified  as  qualified  in  such  respects  before 
they  shall  be  accorded  a  mental  examination.  Such  physical  exam¬ 
ination  shall  be  made  by  the  examining  physician  appointed  by  the 
Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission. 

Rule  XV.  Political  Opinions  of  Candidates 

No  recommendation  or  question  under  the  authority  of  these 
rules  shall  relate  to  the  political  opinions  or  affiliations  of  any  per¬ 
son  whatever.  Nor  shall  political  opinions  be  discussed  or  con¬ 
sidered  by  the  Municipal  Commissioners  in  their  examination. 
The  Municipal  Commission  shall  not  receive  or  consider  any  com¬ 
munication  as  to  the  qualification  or  merits  of  any  candidate  for  a 
position  except  such  as  are  permitted  by  these  rules,  and  except 
such  communications  as  they  may  seek  by  way  of  verification  of 
statements  made  by  the  applicant. 


Rule  XVI.  Eligible  List 

Every  competitor  who  attains  an  average  percentage  of  seventy- 
five  (75)  or  over  on  all  the  obligatory  subjects  in  any  examination, 
or  whose  standing  on  every  such  obligatory  subjects  is  fifty  (50) 
or  over,  shall  be  eligible  for  appointment  to  the  position  for  which 
he  was  examined ;  and  the  names  of  all  eligibles  shall  be  entered 
in  the  order  of  their  average  percentages  on  the  proper  register  of 
the  eligibles,  provided  that  the  names  of  competitors  who  have 
passed  as  above  and  whose  claims  for  preference  under  Section  9, 
Article  5  of  the  constitution  have  been  allowed  by  the  Municipal 
Commission,  shall  be  placed  in  order  of  their  respective  percent¬ 
ages  at  the  head  of  the  proper  list  of  eligibles.  When  two  or  more 
eligibles  on  a  register  have  the  same  average  percentage,  prefer¬ 
ence  in  certification  shall  be  determined  by  the  order  in  which 
their  applications  were  filed,  but  neither  priority  in  the  date  of 
application  or  of  examination  will  give  any  other  advantage  in 
position  on  the  register  of  eligibles. 

The  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  shall  prescribe  the 
character  of  the  distinct  eligible  list  designating  the  positions  which 
may  be  filled  by  certification  from  each  of  said  lists.  The  term 
of  an  eligible  list,  except  as  provided  in  Subdivision  0  of  Rule 
31,  is  fixed  at  not  less  than  one  year  nor  more  than  four  years  from 
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the  date  of  the  establishment  of  said  list.  An  eligible  list  which 

O 

has  been  in  force  for  a  period  of  one  year  shall  terminate  provided 
that  a  new  examination  has  been  held  and  a  new  eligible  list  pre¬ 
pared  for  the  same  position.  Persons  whose  names  appear  upon 
any  such  eligible  list  shall  be  notified  by  mail  when  a  new  exam- 
ination  is  to  be  held  for  the  same  position,  and  informed  that  their 
eligibility  will  cease  upon  the  establishment  of  a  new  eligible  list 
as  a  result  of  the  new  examination. 


Rule  XVII.  Regrading 

Where  an  examination  for  any  grade  is  held  before  the  eligible 
list  for  that  grade  is  exhausted,  provided  such  list  has  been  estab¬ 
lished  for  less  than  one  year  and  contains  less  than  three  names,  a 
new  list  shall  he  prepared  for  such  examination.  The  persons  upon 
the  former  eligible  list  who  have  not  been  examined  for  the  new 
eligible  list  shall  lie  placed  upon  the  new  eligible  list  in  the  position 
to  which  the  percentage  of  their  aggregate  markings  upon  their 
former  examination  would  entitle  them  if  such  marking  had 
instead  been  given  them  upon  the  new  examination,  and  shall  be 
continued  thereon  until  the  end  of  their  term  of  eligibility. 


Rule  XVIII.  Written  or  Oral  Examinations 

In  the  creation  of  new  eligible  lists  the  rating  shall  he  based 
upon  such  written  or  oral  examinations  or  both,  as  the  Municipal 
Civil  Service  Commission  shall  determine,  and  all  oral  examina¬ 
tions  shall  he  stenograph  ically  recorded. 


Rule  XIX.  Correction  of  Errors 

The  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  shall  have  power  in 
its  discretion  whenever  in  its  judgment  the  interests  of  the  public 
service  require  it,  to  order  a  re-examination  of  applicants  for  any 
position,  and,  shall  have  power  to  correct  any  errors  and  amend 
or  revoke  any  schedule,  list  or  other  paper  or  record  where  it 
appears  that  an  error  or  injustice  has  been  done,  or  where  any  per¬ 
son  whose  name  appears  on  an  eligible  list  has  for  any  reason 
become  incapacited  for  appointment  in  the  public  service  to  strike 
such  name  from  said  list,  provided,  however,  that  after  an  eligible 
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list  is  prepared  and  certified  it  shall  not  be  altered  or  revoked 
except  upon  notice  bv  mail  or  otherwise  as  the  Municipal  Civil 
Service  Commission  may  decide,  to  all  those  persons  whose  stand- 
in°’  may  be  unfavorably  affected  bv  the  alterations.  The  reason 
for  any  such  action  shall  he  recorded  in  full  in  the  minutes  of  the 

e/ 

Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission. 

A  competitor  receiving  notice  as  to  the  result  of  Ins  examina¬ 
tion  and  his  relative  position  on  the  eligible  list  may  in  person, 
or  by  his  duly  authorized  agent,  m  the  presence  of  any  member 
of  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission,  inspect  his  examina¬ 
tion  papers,  and  if  in  his  opinion  injustice  has  been  done,  he  may 
within  ten  days  after  receiving  the  notice  appeal  to  the  Municipal 
Civil  Service  Commission  specifying  specifically  and  in  detail  the 
cause  of  his  complaint.  Such  appeal  shall  be  considered  by  the 
Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission,  and  if  they  deem  it  neces¬ 
sary,  they  will  direct  the  revision  of  the  marking  or  rating  of  the 
applicant’s  papers  or  otherwise  do  justice  in  the  premises. 

Rule  XX.  Certification  for  Appointment 

1.  Whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  within  any  grade  of  the  com¬ 
petitive  or  labor  class,  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  nominating  or 
appointing  officer,  the  business  of  the  city  requires  to  be  filled,  he 
shall  forthwith  notify  the  Secretary  of  the  Municipal  Civil  Service 
Commission  of  the  vacancy  and  state  whether  the  same  is  to  be 

V) 

filled  by  appointment  or  promotion  or  by  reinstatement,  and  the 
title  of  the  position,  the  duties  to  be  performed,  the  number  of 
vacancies  to  be  filled  and  the  compensation  to  be  paid. 

2.  Appointments  shall  he  made  to  or  employment  shall  be  given 
in  all  positions  in  the  Competitive  and  Labor  Classes,  that  are  not 
filled  by  promotion,  reinstatement,  transfer  or  reduction,  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Civil  Service  Law  and  these  rules,  by  appoint¬ 
ment,  from  among  those  standing  highest  on  the  eligible  list  pre¬ 
pared  by  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission,  except  as 
otherwise  provided  m  the  Civil  Service  Law. 

3.  The  Secretary  of  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission 
shall  thereupon,  as  soon  as  practicable,  certify  to  the  nominating 
or  appointing  officer  for  appointment,  or  promotion  or  for  rein- 
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statement  from  the  eligible  list  most  nearly  appropriate  to  such 
position,  as  it  may  then  exist,  the  names  of  the  three  persons 
standing  highest  on  such  eligible  list  indicating  such  of  them,  if 
any,  as  are  honorably  discharged  soldiers,  sailors  or  marines  of  the 
armv  or  navy  of  the  United  States  in  the  late  Civil  War,  citizens 
and  residents  of  this  State.  The  certificate  of  the  Secretarv  shall 

9.' 

in  all  cases  state  the  relative  standing  of  each  of  the  persons 
certified. 

4.  The  appointing  officer  or  Board  shall  thereupon  fill  said 
vacancy  or  vacancies  bv  the  appointment  of  one  or  more  of  the 
persons  so  certified.  Until  an  appointment  has  been  made,  or 
until  such  certification  has  been  cancelled,  no  new  certification 
shall  be  made  to  fill  said  vacant  position  or  positions. 

5.  When  a  requisition  is  made  to  fill  a  position  for  which  no 
eligible  list  exists  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  shall 
make  certification  from  the  eligible  list  most  nearly  appropriate 
for  the  group  m  which  the  position  to  be  filled  is  classified  and 
wherein  the  qualifications  demanded  have  been  determined. 

0.  Xo  person  on  an  eligible  list  shall  be  certified  more  than  three 
times  to  the  some  appointing  officer  for  the  same  bureau  or  institu¬ 
tion,  except  at  the  request  of  the  said  appointing  officer,  unless  the 
persou  so  certified  is  a  “  veteran,"  in  which  case  his  name  shall 
continue  to  be  certified  so  long  as  it  remains  on  the  eligible  list 


under  the  rule. 

If  the  appointing  officer  shall  certify  that  a  person  named  in  a 
certification  has  declined  to  accept  the  position  offered,  the  Secre¬ 
tary  may  certify  the  name  of  the  person  standing  next  highest 
upon  the  eligible  list  to  those  already  certified. 

If  a  person  who  is  not  entitled  to  certification  is  certified  and 
appointed  his  appointment  shall  be  immediately  revoked  by  the 
appointing  officer  upon  notification  by  the  Municipal  Civil  Service 
Commission. 

7.  Xo  person  whose  name  is  upon  an  eligible  list  may  waive  his 
right  to  certification  or  appointment  except  for  one  of  the  follow¬ 
ing  reasons  stated  in  writing  to  the  appointive  officer  or  to  the 
Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission. 
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(a)  Insufficiency  of  salary  attached  to  the  position  offered,  or 

(b)  Temporary  disability,  physical  or  otherwise,  to  accept  the 

position  offered,  the  proof  of  which  shall  be  accepted  by 
Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission. 

The  Commission  shall  enter  upon  its  minutes  the  rea¬ 
son  for  its  action  in  each  such  case,  and  the  waiver  shall 
not  continue  in  effect  for  a  longer  period  than  thirty  days 
from  the  date  of  certification.  The  name  of  an  eligible 
who  shall  decline  certification  or  appointment  for  any 
reason  other  than  those  above  specified  shall  be  stricken 
from  the  list.  Whenever  an  eligible  certified  for  appoint¬ 
ment  shall  fail  to  accept  an  offer  of  appointment  sent 
to  him  by  mail  at  his  postoffice  address  within  four  busi¬ 
ness  days  next  succeeding  the  mailing  of  such  offer  of 
appointment,  he  shall  be  deemed  to  have  declined  such 
appointment.  An  eligible  who  has  declined  an  appoint¬ 
ment  on  the  grounds  of  the  insufficiency  of  the  salary 
offered  shall  not  thereafter  he  certified  for  a  position  at 
the  same  or  a  less  salary.  Whenever  one  or  more  eligibles 
shall  have  declined  any  appointment  offered,  and  an 
eligible  whose  relative  standing  is  lower  shall  have  been 
appointed  to  the  position,  the  salary  or  compensation 
of  such  appointee  shall  not  he  increased  within  a  period 
of  one  year  after  his  appointment,  beyond  that  offered 
to  the  person  so  declining. 

8.  If  the  appointment  shall  he  made  of  any  person  other  than 
one  of  the  three  standing  highest  on  the  eligible  list  the  appoint¬ 
ing  officer  shall  forward  to  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commis¬ 
sion,  with  notice  of  appointment,  copies  of  all  correspondence  to 
and  from  the  persons  declining  such  appointment. 

Rule  XXI.  Suspension  of  Rule 

In  case  of  vacancy  in  any  position  in  the  Competitive  Class 
where  peculiar  and  exceptional  qualifications  of  a  scientific,  pro¬ 
fessional  or  educational  character  are  required,  and  upon  satis¬ 
factory  evidence  that  for  specified  reasons  competition  in  such 
special  cases  is  impracticable,  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Com¬ 
mission  may,  upon  obtaining  the  approval  of  the  State  Civil 
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Service  Commission,  suspend  the  provision  of  the  rule  requiring 
competition  in  such  case,  but  no  such  suspension  shall  be  general 
in  its  application  to  such  place,  and  all  such  cases  of  suspension 
shall  be  reported  to  the  State  Civil  Service  Commission  in  the 
annual  report  of  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  with  the 
reason  for  the  same. 


Rule  XXII.  Qualifications  as  to  Residence  and  Citizenship 

Every  applicant  for  examination  for  appointment  to  any  of  the 
positions  enumerated  in  the  competitive  or  non-competitive  class, 
or  for  registration  or  employment  in  any  of  the  positions  enu¬ 
merated  in  the  Labor  Class,  must  be  a  citizen  of  the  United  States 
and  an  actual  resident  of  the  City  of  Norwich,  N.  Y.,  at  the  time 
of  his  application;  provided  that  such  requirements  as  to  citizen¬ 
ship  and  residence  may  be  specially  suspended  by  the  Municipal 
Civil  Service  Commission  as  to  any  position  requiring  high  pro¬ 
fessional,  scientific,  technical  or  educational  qualifications,  but  all 
such  cases  with  the  reasons  therefor  shall  be  entered  on  the  records 
of  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  opposite  the  name  of 
the  candidate. 


Rule  XXIII.  Requirements  in  Exceptional  Cases 

In  applications  for  examination  for  positions  requiring  scien¬ 
tific,  professional,  technical  or  educational  qualifications,  the 
Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  may  require  evidence  of 
special  education  for  or  of  practical  experience  for  a  satisfactory 
term  in  such  profession,  art  or  trade;  and  shall  require  the  pro¬ 
duction  of  such  certificates  of  competency  and  license  as  are  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  statutes  of  this  State  as  necessary  to  enable  the  prac¬ 
tice  of  any  profession,  art  or  trade. 

Rule  XXIV.  Candidates  Unfit  for  Appointment 

Blank  forms  for  applications  will  be  furnished  by  the  Municipal 
Civil  Service  Commission  without  charge  to  all  persons  requesting 
the  same.  The  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  may  require 
‘in  connection  with  such  application  such  certificates  of  citizens, 
physicians,  public  officers,  or  others  having  knowledge  of  the  appli¬ 
cant,  as  the  good  of  the  service  may  require.  The  Municipal 
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Civil  Service  Commission  may  refuse  to  examine  an  applicant  or 
after  examination  to  certify  an  eligible,  who  is  found  to  lack  any 
of  the  established  preliminary  requirements  for  the  examination 
or  position  for  which  he  applies ;  or  who  is  physically  so  disabled 
as  to  be  rendered  unlit  for  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  the 
position  to  which  he  seeks  appointment,  or  who  is  addicted  to  the 
habitual  use  of  intoxicating  beverages  to  excess  ;  or  who  has  been 
guilty  of  a  crime;  or  of  infamous  or  notoriously  disgraceful  con¬ 
duct  ;  or  who  has  been  dismissed  from  the  public  service  for  delin¬ 
quency  or  misconduct ;  or  who  has  intentionally  made  a  false  state^- 
ment  of  any  material  fact,  or  practiced  or  attempted  to  practice  any 
deception  or  fraud  in  his  application,  in  his  examination,  or  in 
securing  his  eligibility  or  appointment.  Any  of  the  foregoing  dis¬ 
qualifications  shall  be  good  and  sufficient  cause  for  the  removal  of 
an  eligible  from  the  service  after  his  appointment. 

When  the  position  to  be  filled  involves  judiciary  responsibility, 

the  appointing  officer,  where  otherwise  permitted  by  law,  may 

require  the  appointee  to  furnish  a  bond  or  other  security,  and  shall 

notify  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  of  the  amount  and 

necessary  details  thereof.

Rule  XXV.  Temporary  Appointments 

Whenever  there  are  urgent  reasons  for  filling  a  vacancy  in  any 
position  in  the  Competitive  Class,  and  there  is  no  list  of  persons 
eligible  for  appointment  after  competitive  examination,  the 
appointing  officer  may  nominate  a  person  to  the  Municipal  Civil 
Service  Commission  for  non-competitive  examination,  and  if  such 
nominee  shall  be  duly  certified  by  such  Municipal  Civil  Service 
Commission,  as  qualified  after  such  non-competitive  examination, 
he  may  be  appointed  provisionally  to  fill  such  vacancy  until  a 
selection  and  appointment  can  be  made  after  competitive  exam¬ 
ination;  but  such  provisional  appointment  shall  not  continue  for  a 
longer  period  than  two  months,  nor  shall  successive  temporary 
appointments  be  made  to  the  same  position  under  this  rule. 

Rule  XXVI.  Methods  of  Examination — Non-Competitive 

Class 

Positions  in  the  non-competitive  class  may  be  filled  by  the 
appointing  officer  or  board  in  his  or  its  discretion  in  respect  to  the 
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method  of  examination.  The  discretion  of  the  officer  or  board 
in  such  cases  shall  be  limited  as  follows : 

First:  lie  may  select  from  the  eligible  list  prepared  as  a  result 
of  an  open  competitive  examination;  or 

Second:  He  may  name  to  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commis¬ 
sion  three  or  more  persons  for  competitive  examination  and  appoint 
the  one  graded  highest  as  the  result  of  the  examination  for  merit 
and  fitness. 

Third :  lie  may  appoint  or  employ  any  persons  named  by  him 
who  upon  a  non-competitive  examination  bv  said  Municipal  Civil 
Service  Commission,  shall  be  duly  certified  as  qualified  to  decide 
the  duties  of  the  position. 

Rule  XXVII.  Character  of  Qualifications  —  Non-Competitive 

Class 

Upon  the  non-competitive  examination  into  the  qualifications  of 
a  person  named  for  a  position  in  this  class,  the  Municipal  Civil 
Service  Commission  will  give  a  certificate  to  such  person  only 
when  satisfied : 

(1)  That  he  is  within  the  limits  of  the  age  prescribed  for  the 
position,  or  employment  to  which  he  has  been  named. 

(2)  That  he  is  properly  certified  as  free  from  any  physical 
defects,  deformity  or  disease  which  is  likely  to  interfere  with  the 
proper  discharge  of  his  duty. 

(3)  That  his  character  is  such  as  to  qualify  him  for  such  posi¬ 
tion  or  employment. 

(4)  That  he  possesses  the  requisite  knowledge  and  ability  to 
enter  on  the  discharge  of  his  official  duties. 

An  officer  naming  a  person  for  examination  will  at  the  same 
time  transmit  his  certificate  that  after  due  inquiry  he  is  satisfied 
that  the  character  and  habits  of  the  person  named,  fit  him  for  the 
public  service  and  will  append  to  such  certificate  such  formal 
vouchers  and  credentials  as  he  may  desire  to  have  considered  and 
placed  on  file. 

In  the  determination  of  the  character  and  habits  of  the  nominee 
the  certificate  thereof  by  the  nominating  officer  will  be  considered 
as  essential.

Rule  XXVIII.  Selection  of  the  Method  of  Examination 

Whenever  a  vacancy  in  the  non-competitive  class  in  any  depart¬ 
ment,  office  or  institution  is  to  be  filled  the  officer  having  authority 
to  fill  the  same  shall  notify  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commis¬ 
sion  which  of  the  three  methods  in  his  discretion  under  Rule  26 
he  selects ;  and  if  the  choice  be  by  open  competition,  the  Municipal 
Civil  Service  Commission  will  proceed  as  for  an  examination  under 
the  Competitive  Class ;  but  if  the  choice  be  by  a  limited  competi¬ 
tion,  or  by  the  appointment  of  a  person  to  be  duly  certified  by  the 
Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  as  qualified  the  officer  afore¬ 
said  shall  name  in  such  notification  the  person  or  persons  to  be 
examined,  and  thereupon  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission 
shall  notify  the  person  or  persons  so  named  of  the  time,  place  and 
all  special  rules  laid  down  for  the  examination. 

Rule  XXIX.  Registration  and  Appointments  —  Labor  Class 

1.  Applicants  for  positions  under  the  Labor  Class  who  produce 
satisfactory  evidence  of  their  capacity  for  labor,  and  their  habits 
as  to  industry  and  sobriety,  shall  be  registered  in  the  order  of  their 
application.  The  register  shall  state  (1)  name,  (2)  age,  (8)  resi¬ 
dence,  (4)  citizenship,  (5)  number  and  relationship  of  all  persons 
depending  for  actual  support  on  the  applicant,  (6  )  service  in  the 
Army  or  Navy  m  the  Civil  War,  (7)  previous  occupation,  (8) 
references  and  such  other  information  as  may  be  required. 

2.  When  the  services  of  employees  in  the  Labor  Class  are 
required  the  officer  or  person  having  the  appointment  shall  notify 
the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission,  stating  the  number  of 
men  wanted,  the  kind  of  labor  for  which  they  are  wanted,  and  the 
time  and  place  of  employment  and  the  Municipal  Civil  Service 
Commission  shall  thereupon  send  to  the  officer  or  person  making 
the  requisition  the  names  and  residences  of  the  number  of  men 
called  for,  if  the  register  contains  so  many,  giving  preference  to 
those  who  have  served  in  the  Army  or  Navy  of  the  United  States 
during  the  late  Civil  War  and  have  been  honorably  discharged 
therefrom. 

8.  Such  appointing  officer  shall  forthwith  return  to  the  Munic¬ 
ipal  Civil  Service  Commission  the  names  of  all  persons  employed 
with  the  date  of  employment,  provided  that  if  a  less  number  than 
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those  certified  shall  be  so  employed  they  shall  be  those  standing 
highest  on  the  register. 

4.  All  registration  lists  shall  remain  in  force  for  a  period  of  not 
less  than  four  years  and  new  registration  lists  shall  he  established 
when  in  the  opinion  of  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission 
it  deems  necessarv. 

5.  There  shall  he  separate  applications  for  the  different  kinds 
of  labor  and  employment  and  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Com¬ 
mission  may  establish  separate  labor  lists  for  the  various  institu¬ 
tions  and  departments.  The  said  Municipal  Civil  Service  Com¬ 
mission  shall  have  power  to  limit  the  number  of  lists  upon  which 
an  applicant’s  name  shall  be  registered  at  the  same  time.  The 
Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  shall  require  an  applicant  for 
registration  for  the  labor  service  to  furnish  such  evidence  as  to 
his  fitness,  etc.,  or  pass  such  examination  as  shall  be  deemed  proper 

bv  them  not  inconsistent  with  these  rules  or  the  Civil  Service  Law. 
*/ 

6.  In  case  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  is  unable 
to  fill  a  requisition  for  laborers  the  fact  shall  be  certified  to  the 
officer  making  the  requisition,  who  shall  then  make  a  selection 
under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  Municipal  Civil  Service 
Commission  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe. 

7.  The  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  may  make  such 
rules  as  may  he  necessary  to  identify  the  registered  applicants,  and 
to  preserve  their  conduct. 

8.  When  the  public  interests  require  the  employment  of  one  or 
more  persons  at  common  labor  for  temporary  or  emergency  pur¬ 
poses,  the  head  of  the  department  may  appoint,  subject  to  the 
previous  approval  of  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission,  the 
persons  most  available  and  best  fitted  for  such  work,  without  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  registration  lists,  but  provided  that  registered  appli¬ 
cants  seeking  temporary  employment,  who  have  notified  the  Munic¬ 
ipal  Civil  Service  Commission  of  their  readiness  to  serve  shall  he 
preferred. 

Notice  of  such  appointment,  giving  the  name  of  the  appointee, 
rate  of  wages,  and  the  occasion  and  probable  duration  of  their 
employment  shall  he  immediately  filed  with  the  Municipal  Civil 
Service  Commission,  and  all  pay  rolls  therefor  shall  he  presented 
to  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  for  certification  as  in 
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other  cases.  Such  employment  shall  not  be  continued  for  a  longer 
period  than  fifteen  days  without  express  authorization  of  such 
extension  by  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission,  and  then 
only  for  a  period  of  fifteen  days. 

Record  of  such  authorization'  with  the  reasons  therefor  shall  he 
made  a  part  of  the  minutes  of  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Com¬ 
mission  and  duly  noted  in  its  annual  report  to  the  State  Civil 
Service  Commission. 

Rule  XXX.  Probationary  Appointments 

Except  in  the  case  of  veterans  of  the  Civil  War  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States, 
every  original  appointment  to  or  employment  in  any  position  in 
the  competitive  class  shall  he  for  a  probationary  term  of  three 
months,  and  an  appointing  or  nominating  officer  in  notifying  a 
person  certified  to  him  for  appointment  or  employment  shall 
specify  the  same  as  for  a  probationary  term  only ;  and  if  the  con¬ 
duct,  capacity  and  fitness  of  the  probationer  are  satisfactory  to 
the  appointive  officer  or  board  his  retention  in  the  service  after 
the  end  of  such  term  shall  be  equivalent  to  his  permanent  employ¬ 
ment,  but  if  his  conduct,  capacity  or  fitness  be  not  satisfactory  he 
mav  be  discharged  at  the  end  of  such  term. 

Whenever  two  or  more  persons  appointed  from  the  same  eligible 
list  are  serving  as  probationers  and  there  is  a  necessity  for  the 
reduction  of  the  force  of  such  department  affecting  such  persons, 
they  shall  be  preferred  for  retention  in  the  order  of  their  original 
standing  on  the  list. 


Rule  XXXI.  Promotions. 

(1)  Whenever  a  vacancy  occurs  in  any  position  in  the  Compe¬ 
titive  class  above  the  lowest  grade  in  any  group,  the  Municipal 
Civil  Service  Commission  shall  forthwith  arrange  to  hold  a  pro¬ 
motion  examination  limited  to  those  persons  who  have  for  more 
than  six  months  served  with  fidelitv  in  the  next  lower  grade  in  such 
group,  in  the  same  office,  department  or  institution,  provided  that 
if  there  be  no  persons  who  have  served  with  fidelity  for  more  than 
six  months  in  the  next  lower  grade  or  provided  that  all  persons  in 
the  next  lower  grade  fail  in  any  .promotion  examination,  then  all

persons  in  the  second  lower  grade  who  have  served  with  fidelity 
for  more  than  six  months  in  the  same  office,  department  or  institu¬ 
tion,  shall  have  the  right  to  compete  in  such  promotion 
examination. 

Tpon  the  request  of  the  appointing  officer  the  Municipal  Civil 
Service  Commission  may  permit  the  persons  occupying  two  or 
more  of  the  next  lower  grades  to  compete  for  the  promotion  all 
reasons  for  such  course  being  set  forth  in  detail. 

Whenever  after  due  trial  it  is  found  not  practicable  to  fill  a 
vacancy  in  any  position  through  promotion  in  the  manner  herein 
prescribed,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  bv  original  appointment 
through  competitive  examination  in  accordance  with  Rule  XX. 

(2)  As  provided  by  the  Civil  Service  Law  an  increase  of  the 
salary  or  other  compensation  of  any  person  holding  an  office  or 
position  within  the  scope  of  these  rules  beyond  the  limit  fixed  for 
the  grade  m  which  such  office  or  position  is  classified,  shall  be 
deemed  a  promotion. 

(3)  Xo  promotion  can  be  made  from  a  position  in  one  class  to  a 
position  in  another  class  unless  the  same  be  specially  authorized 
by  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission,  but  a  person  employed 
in  any  position  shall  not,  because  of  such  appointment,  be  barred 
from  the  open  Competitive  examination  provided  for  original 
entrance  to  any  other  position. 

(4)  dlie  appointing  officer  shall  notify  the  Municipal  Civil 
Service  Commission  of  any  vacancy  in  a  position  in  his  office  to 
be  filled  by  promotion,  and  thereupon,  after  consultation  with  the 
appointing  officer  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  shall 
direct  a  competitive  examination  of  those  entitled  to  enter  the 
same  under  the  provisions  of  the  rule,  and  shall  publish  the  same 
by  notice,  giving  date  and  place,  posted  conspicuously  in  the  office 
where  such  vacancy  exists,  and  sent  by  mail  to  those  eligible  to 
such  examination. 

(5)  After  consultation  with  the  appointing  officer  under  whom 
the  vacancy  exists,  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  may 
appoint  an  examiner.  The  written  part  of  the  examination  shall 
he  confined  to  the  duties  of  the  office  in  which  the  vacancv  occurs, 
and  particularly  to  the  duties  of  the  position  to  be  filled.  Due 
weight  will  lie  given  to  the  candidates  seniority  and  past  record 
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in  the  office,  and  to  any  special  fitness  for  the  duties  of  the  higher 
position. 

(6)  The  conduct  of  such  an  examination  and  the  preparation 
of  the  eligible  list  shall  be  subject  to  the  general  provisions  of 
Rules  13,  14  and  16,  except  that  the  term  of  an  eligible  list  pre¬ 
pared  as  the  result  of  promotion  examination,  is  fixed  at  not  less 
than  one  nor  more  than  two  years  from  the  date  of  the  establish- 

tJ 

inent  thereof. 

(7)  No  recommendation  of  any  person  for  promotion,  whether 
verbal  or  written,  shall  be  entertained  or  recorded,  unless  made  in 
the  ordinary  course  of  duty  by  his  immediate  officers  and  official 
superiors,  and  the  presentation  of  any  recommendation  other  than 
that  of  such  superiors  shall  be  considered  an  unwarrantable  inter¬ 
ference  with  the  public  service,  and  the  person  so  recommended 
may  be  required  to  show,  before  being  certified  for  promotion,  that 
such  recommendation  was  not  made  by  his  request  or  connivance. 

Rule  XXXII.  Transfers,  Reinstatements 

(1)  Transfers  of  clerks  and  others  included  in  the  Competitive 
Class  may  be  made  from  an  office  or  department  to  a  similar  posi¬ 
tion  in  another,  by  the  mutual  consent  of  the  heads  of  such  offices 
or  departments ;  every  such  transfer  must  be  reported  to  the  Munic¬ 
ipal  Civil  Service  Commission  for  record  within  five  days  from 
the  date  thereof.  No  such  transfer  will  be  permitted  from  a  posi¬ 
tion  enumerated  m  the  Competitive  Class  to  a  position  in  the  Non- 
Competitive  Class  unless  the  person  so  transferred  passes  the  non- 
competitive  examination  for  such  position,  or  from  a  position  enu¬ 
merated  in  the  Non-Competitive  Class  to  a  position  in  the  Compe¬ 
titive  Class,  unless  the  person  so  transferred  has  such  a  standing 
upon  a  proper  eligible  list  as  would  entitle  him  to  original  appoint¬ 
ment  to  such  position. 

(2)  Any  person  who  has  held  a  position  by  appointment  under 
the  Civil  Service  Rules,  and  who  has  been  separated  from  the 
service  through  no  delinquency  or  misconduct  on  his  part,  may  be 
reinstated  without  re-examination  in  the  same  or  a  similar  position 
in  the  same  office  or  grade,  within  one  year  from  the  date  of  such 
separation,  provided  that  for  original  entrance  to  the  position  pro¬ 
posed  to  be  filled  by  reinstatement  there  is  not  required  by  these 
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rules  in  tlie  opinion  of  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission, 
an  examination  involving’  essential  tests  or  qualifications  different 
from  or  higher  than  those  involved  in  the  examination  for  original 
entrance  to  the  position  formerly  held  by  the  person  proposed  to 
be  reinstated. 

(3)  Whenever  in  any  department  or  institution  an  office  or  posi¬ 
tion  is  abolished,  or  whenever  the  number  of  positions  of  a  certain 
character  is  reduced,  the  person  or  persons  legally  holding  the 

office,  or  filling  the  position  or  positions  shall  be  entitled  to  reap- 

% 

pointment  to  or  reinstatement  in  the  said  office  or  position  if  it  is 
thereafter  within  one  year  reinstated  under  the  same  or  any  other 
designation. 

(4)  Upon  the  written  request  of  an  appointing  officer  stating  the 
essential  facts  in  regard  to  any  proposed  transfer  or  reinstatement, 
the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  will,  if  such  transfer  be 
in  accordance  with  law  and  the  provisions  of  these  rules,  issue  the 
certificate  of  that  fact  to  such  officer,  but  no  transfer  or  reinstate¬ 
ment  herein  authorized  shall  be  valid  unless  such  certificate  is 
issued. 


Rule  XXXIII.  Political  Services  or  Contributions  Not 

Required 

No  person  in  the  public  service  is,  for  that  reason,  under  any 
obligation  to  contribute  to  any  political  fund  or  purpose,  or  to 
render  any  political  service,  and  no  person  shall  be  removed  or 
otherwise  prejudiced  for  refusing  to  do  so. 

Rule  XXXIV 

No  person  in  the  public  service  has  the  right  to  use  his  official 
authority  or  influence  to  coerce  the  political  action  of  any  person 
or  bodv. 

Rule  XXXV.  Preference  of  Veterans 

Honorably  discharged  soldiers,  sailors,  or  marines  from  the  army 
or  navy  of  the  United  States  in  the  late  Civil  War,  who  are  citi¬ 
zens  and  residents  of  the  city  of  Norwich,  N.  Y.,  shall  be  entitled 
to  preference  in  appointment  and  promotion  without  regard  to 
their  standing  on  any  list  from  which  such  appointment  or  promo¬ 
tion  shall  be  made;  provided  their  qualifications  and  fitness  shall 
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have  been  ascertained  as  provided  in  these  rules ;  and  the  person 
thus  preferred  shall  not  be  disqualified  from  holding  any  position 
in  the  civil  service  on  account  of  his  age,  nor  by  reason  of  any 
physical  disability,  provided  that  age  or  disability  does  not  render 
him  incompetent  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  position  applied  for. 


Rule  XXXVI.  Power  of  Removal 


(1)  Subject  only  to  the  qualifications  required  to  be  ascertained 
in  accordance  with  these  rules,  the  power  of  appointment  and  the 
responsibility  of  selection  are  in  all  cases  in  the  appointing  officer 
or  officers.  The  power  to  remove  existing  by  law  on  the  part  of 
any  officer  is  not  impaired  by  anything  contained  in  these  rules, 
provided,  however,  that  if  a  person  holds  a  position  subject  to  com¬ 
petitive  examination  under  these  rules,  after  having  successfully 
passed  the  probationary  terms,  shall  be  removed  or  reduced,  the 
reasons  therefor  shall  be  stated  in  writing  and  filed  with  the  head 


of  the  department  or  other  appointing  officer,  and  the  person  so 
removed  or  reduced  shall  have  an  opportunity  to  make  an  explana¬ 
tion,  and  in  case  of  an  actual  removal  a  written  statement  of  the 
true  grounds  thereof  shall  be  forthwith  entered  upon  the  records 
of  the  department  or  office  in  which  the  person  so  removed  has 
been  employed  and  a  copy  of  the  same  forthwith  filed  with  the 
Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission. 

Whenever  a  position  in  the  competitive  class  of  the  civil  service 
of  the  city  is  abolished,  or  made  unnecessary,  the  person  holding 
such  position  shall  be  deemed  to  be  suspended  without  pay  and 
shall  be  entitled  to  reinstatement  in  the  same  or  any  correspond¬ 
ing  or  similar  position  if  within  one  year  thereafter  there  be  need 
for  his  services. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  head  of  the  department  or  office  in 
which  the  said  position  has  existed  to  furnish  the  names  of  the 
person  or  persons  so  affected  to  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Com¬ 
mission,  with  a  written  statement  in  the  case  of  each,  of  the  date 
of  his  original  appointment  in  the  service,  the  nature  of  his  work, 
and  his  compensation. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission 
to  forthwith  place  the  names  of  the  said  person  or  persons  on  a  list 
of  suspended  employees  and  for  one  year  thereafter  certify  from 
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the  said  list  the  names  of  the  person  or  persons  so  placed  thereon  in 
the  order  of  their  original  appointment,  for  reinstatement  or  re-em¬ 
ployment  in  the  same  class  or  grade  of  work  at  which  they  had 
previously  been  employed,  before  making  certification  from  any 
other  list. 

The  failure  of  any  person  on  said  list  of  suspended  employees 
to  accept  after  reasonable  notice  any  office  or  position  in  the  serv¬ 
ice  of  the  city  of  Norwich,  N.  V.,  involving  the  same  class  or 
grade  of  work  and  at  the  same  wages  he  was  receiving  in  the  posi¬ 
tion  formerly  held  by  him,  shall  be  held  to  be  a  relinquishment  of 
this  right  to  reinstatement  and  re-employment  as  herein  set  forth. 

Nothing  in  this  rule  shall  be  construed  to  apply  to  the  position 
of  private  secretary,  cashier,  or  deputy  of  any  official  or 
department. 

(2)  No  person  holding  a  position  by  appointment  or  employ¬ 
ment  who  is  an  honorably  discharged  soldier,  sailor  or  marine,  hav¬ 
ing  served  as  such  in  the  Union  Army  or  Navy  during  the  War  of 
the  Rebellion,  or  who  is  an  honorably  discharged  soldier,  sailor  or 
marine,  having  served  as  such  m  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United 
States  during  the  Spanish-American  War  or  the  incidental  insur¬ 
rection  in  the  Philippines  prior  to  July  fourth  nineteen  hundred 
and  two,  or  who  shall  have  served  the  term  required  by  law  in  the 
Volunteer  Fire  Department  of  any  city,  town  or  village  of  the 
State  of  New  York,  or  who  shall  have  been  a  member  thereof  at 
the  time  of  the  disbandment  of  such  Volunteer  Fire  Department, 
shall  be  removed  from  such  position,  except  for  incompetency  or 
misconduct  shown  after  a  hearing  upon  due  notice  upon  stated 
charges,  and  with  the  right  to  such  employee  or  appointee  to  a 
review  of  the  same  according  to  law  and  the  statute  in  such  cases 
made  and  provided. 

If  the  position  so  held  by  an  honorably  discharged  soldier,  sailor 
or  marine  of  the  war  of  the  Rebellion  or  the  Spanish-American 
war  or  the  incidental  insurrection  in  the  Philippines  prior  to  July 
fourth,  nineteen  hundred  ami  two,  or  by  said  volunteer  fireman 

i' 

shall  become  nnnecessarv  or  be  abolished  for  reasons  of  economv 

*/  t / 

or  otherwise,  the  said  honorably  discharged  soldier,  sailor  or 
marine,  or  said  volunteer  fireman  holding  said  position  shall  not 
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be  discharged  from  the  public  service,  but  shall  be  transferred  to 
any  branch  of  the  said  service  for  duty  in  such  position  as  he  may 
be  fitted  to  fill  receiving  the  same  compensation  therefor ;  and  it  is 
hereby  made  the  duty  of  all  persons  clothed  with  power  of  appoint¬ 
ment  to  make  such  transfer  effective.  The  burden  of  proving 
incompetency  or  misconduct  shall  be  upon  the  person  or  persons 
alleging  the  same. 

Rule  XXXVII.  Dismissals 

No  one  dismissed  from  the  service  for  misconduct  shall  be 
admitted  to  examination  for  appointment  m  any  capacity  in  any 
department  of  the  municipal  service  within  two  years  from  the 
date  of  such  dismissal. 

Rule  XXXVIII.  Report  of  Term  of  Employment 

(1)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  city  officer,  or  board  of  city 
officers,  appointing  or  employing  any  officer,  clerk,  or  other  person 
in  the  service,  of  the  city,  forthwith  on  such  appointment  or 
employment  to  report  to  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission 
the  name  of  such  appointee  or  employee,  the  title  or  character  of 
his  office  or  employment,  and  the  date  of  the  commencement  of 
service  bv  virtue  thereof;  and  forthwith  on  the  termination  of 
such  service  to  report  to  said  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commis¬ 
sion  the  fact  and  date  and  cause  of  such  determination. 

(2)  The  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  shall  keep  in  its 
office  an  official  roster  of  the  classified  citv  service  and  shall  enter 

t 

thereon  the  name  of  each  and  every  person  who  has  been  appointed 
to,  employed,  promoted  or  reinstated  in  such  service  upon  such 
evidence  as  it  may  require  and  deem  satisfactory  that  such  per¬ 
son  was  appointed  to,  or  employed,  promoted  or  reinstated  in  the 
service  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  law  and  these  rules. 
The  official  roster  shall  show  opposite  or  in  connection  with  each 
name,  the  date  of  appointment,  employment,  promotion  or  re¬ 
instatement  and  the  office  in  which  and  the  compensation  of  the 
position,  date  of  the  commencement  of  the  service  and  the  date 
of  transfer  in  or  separation  from  the  service  by  dismissal  resigna¬ 
tion,  cancellation  of  appointment,  or  death. 
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Rule  XXXIX.  Certification  of  Pay  Rolls 

For  the  purpose  of  the  certification  of  pay  rolls  and  accounts  as 
required  by  Section  20  of  the  State  Civil  Service  Law  appointing 
officers,  boards  and  heads  of  departments  shall  furnish  the  Munic¬ 
ipal  Civil  Service  Commission  with  pay  rolls,  accounts,  and  cer¬ 
tifications  in  form  and  manner  as  follows: 

(1)  Heads  of  departments,  offices  and  institutions  in  the  city 
service,  whose  employees  are  paid  individually  direct  from  the 
City  Treasury  of  the  city,  shall  furnish  the  Municipal  Civil  Serv¬ 
ice  Commission  before  payment  is  to  be  made  a  pay  roll  in  dupli¬ 
cate  showing  the  names  of  the  persons  to  be  paid,  the  title  of  the 
position  held  or  kind  of  service  performed  by  each  person,  the 
rate  and  amount  of  compensation,  to  which  he  is  entitled,  and  the 
period  for  which  he  is  to  be  paid,  and  shall  certify  that  the  per¬ 
sons  named  therein  are  employed  solely  in  the  proper  duties  of 
the  position  and  employment  indicated  and  the  persons  described 
as  or  proposed  to  be  paid  as  “  laborers  ”  are  employed  at  ordinary 
unskilled  labor  only.  After  examination  and  certification  bv  the 
Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  as  hereinafter  prescribed, 
such  payrolls  shall  be  transmitted  by  said  Municipal  Civil  Service 
Commission  to  the  City  Clerk,  or  fiscal  officer,  for  further  exam¬ 
ination  and  payment,  as  required  by  law,  and  one  of  said  dupli¬ 
cates  shall  accompany  the  warrant  on  the  city  Treasurer  or  other 
disbursing  officer. 

(2)  For  payments  for  irregular  or  occasional  service  the  head 
of  such  department,  office  or  institution  shall  transmit  to  the 
Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  the  original  account  or  a 
special  payroll  bearing  his  written  approval,  which  approval  shall 
he  deemed  to  be  a  certificate  of  the  facts  required  by  the  preceding 
section  to  he  certified  on  the  regular  pay  roll.  LTpon  examination 
and  certification  by  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission 
such  accounts  and  pay  rolls  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  City  Clerk, 
or  other  fiscal  officer. 

(3)  The  Secretary  of  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission 
shall  compare  such  pay  roll  or  account  for  services  with  the  official 
roster  and  shall  attach  or  place  thereon  a  certificate  in  form 
substantiallv  as  follows: 

c/ 

“  I  hereby  certify  that  the  persons  named  in  the  above  pay  roll, 
occupying  j>ositions  in  the  classified  service  have  been  appointed  or 
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employed  in  pursuance  to  the  Civil  Service  Law  and  the  rules 
and  regulations  made  in  accordance  with  such  law.  (Chapter  15, 
Laws  of  1909.) 


Secretary  Civil  Service  Commission .” 

The  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  may  designate  a  Civil 
Service  Commissioner  for  the  purpose  of  making  and  signing 
certificates  in  the  absence  of  the  secretary. 

(4)  Upon  satisfactory  evidence  that,  with  intent  to  evade  the 
provisions  of  the  law  and  of  these  rules,  any  person  appointed  to 
or  employed  in  any  position  in  the  Classified  Service  has  been 
assigned  to  perform  duties  other  than  those  for  which  he  was 
examined  and  certified,  or  under  any  title  not  appropriate  to  the 
duties  to  be  performed,  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commis¬ 
sion  will  refuse  certification  of  such  person  for  payment  of 
compensation  and  remove  his  name  from  the  official  roster. 

Rule  XL.  When  Rules  Take  Effect 

These  rules  take  effect  on  and  after  the  date  of  their  approval 
by  the  Civil  Service  Commission  of  the  State  of  New  York.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  CIVIL  SERV¬ 
ICE  OF  THE  CITY  OF  SARATOGA  SPRINGS 


In  compliance  with  section  11  of  the  Civil  Servce  Law  of  the 
State  of  New  York,  the  following  are  prescribed  and  adopted  as 
the  rules  for  the  classification  of  the  offices,  places  and  employ¬ 
ments  in  the  classified  service  of  the  City  of  Saratoga  Springs, 
N.  Y.,  and  for  appointments  and  promotions  therein  and  exam¬ 
inations  therefor,  and  for  the  registration  and  selection  of  laborers 
for  employment  therein,  and  for  the  due  classification  of  all  offices 
and  positions  in  the  City  Service  included  in  the  Unclassified 
Service,  Classified  Service  and  Labor  Class,  and  the  same  shall 
he  valid  and  take  effect,  and  all  other  rules  are  revoked,  upon  the 
approval  of  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Saratoga  Springs,  N.  Y., 
and  of  the  State  Civil  Service  Commission  of  the  State  of  New 
York. 

Rule  I.  Application  of  Rules 

These  rules  shall  apply  to  all  positions  in  the  Public  Service  in 
the  City  of  Saratoga  Springs,  with  the  exception  of  those  herein¬ 
after  enumerated  in  the  unclassified  service. 


Rule  II.  Appointment  of  Commissioners 

For  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  merit  and  fitness  of  persons 
seeking  or  named  for  positions  in  the  departments  and  offices  of 
the  municipal  government  to  which  these  rules  apply,  there  shall 
bo  a  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission,  which  shall  be  com¬ 
posed  of  three  citizens  of  the  City  of  Saratoga  Springs  desig¬ 
nated  and  appointed  by  the  City  Council,  each  of  whom  shall  be 
known  as  a  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commissioner  of  the  City 
of  Saratoga  Springs,  and  not  more  than  two  of  whom  shall  belong 
to  the  same  political  party.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  Municipal 
Civil  Service  Commissioners  to  conduct  all  examinations  called 
for  under  these  rules,  and  to  certify  the  same  in  such  manner  and 
form  as  may  be  prescribed.  They  shall  also  make  and  file  with 
the  State  Civil  Service  Commission  such  annual  and  other  reports 
and  roster  of  the  classified  civil  service  of  said  city  as  required  by 
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chapter  15  of  the  Laws  of  1909.  The  secretary  of  the  board  shall 
keep  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings  and  all  necessary  records 
of  all  persons  to  which  these  rules  apply,  and  of  all  appointments, 
promotions,  transfers,  dismissals,  resignations  and  changes  of  any 
sort  therein. 

Rule  III.  Classification  of  Positions 

The  civil  service  of  the  City  of  Saratoga  Springs  is  divided 
into  the  Unclassified  Service  and  the  Classified  Service. 


Rule  IV.  The  Unclassified  Service 

The  Unclassified  Service  includes : 

First:  All  officers  elected  by  the  people. 

Second :  All  election  officers. 

Third :  The  head  or  heads  of  any  department  or  office  of  the 
city  government. 

Fourth:  Persons  employed  in  or  who  seek  to  enter  the  public 
service  as  Superintendents,  Principals  and  Teachers  in  the 
educational  department  of  the  city. 


Rule  V.  The  Classified  Service 

The  Classified  Service  includes  all  positions  not  in  the  Unclassi¬ 
fied  Service.  The  positions  in  the  Classified  Service  are  hereby 
classified  in  four  classes,  to  be  known  as  the  Exempt  Class,  the 
Competitive  Class,  the  Ron-Competitive  Class,  and  the  Labor 
Class,  as  enumerated  in  respective  schedules  hereunto  attached  and 
hereby  made  a  part  of  these  rules. 


Rule  VI.  The  Exempt  Class 

The  Exempt  Class  shall  include: 

First:  The  deputies  of  principal  executive  officers  duly  author¬ 
ized  by  law  to  act  generally  for  and  in  place  of  their  principals. 

Second :  One  secretary  of  each  officer,  board  and  commission 
authorized  by  law  to  appoint  a  secretary. 

Third:  Other  subordinate  offices  for  the  filling  of  which  com¬ 
petitive  or  non-competitive  examination  may  be  found  to  be  not 
practicable.  But  no  office  or  position  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  the 
Exempt  Class  unless  it  is  specifically  named  in  such  class  in 
schedule  of  Exempt  Class  hereunto  annexed.  Rot  more  than  one 
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appointment  shall  be  made  to  or  under  the  title  of  any  such  office 
or  position,  unless  a  different  number  is  specifically  mentioned 
in  such  schedule. 

Fourth :  In  case  of  an  epidemic,  riot,  flood  or  other  exceeding 
and  necessary  emergency,  the  appointing  officers  may  hire  and 
employ,  temporarily,  such  and  so  many  persons  as  such  emergency 
renders  necessary,  forthwith  reporting  to  the  Municipal  Civil 
Service  Commission  the  facts  in  the  case  and  the  names  of  the 
persons  so  employed;  but  no  person  so  employed  shall  continue  in 
the  service  for  a  longer  period  than  ten  days,  unless,  upon  the 
written  request  of  the  appointing  power  setting  forth  the  reasons 
why  an  extension  of  time  is  necessary,  the  Municipal  Civil  Service 
Commission  shall  extend  the  temporary  period  for  an  additional 
ten  davs. 

In  case  any  such  extension  is  authorized  the  reasons  therefor 

c/ 

shall  be  set  forth  in  the  minutes  of  the  Municipal  Civil  Service 
Commission. 

Fifth:  There  shall  also  be  included  in  the  Exempt  Class  in  the 
event  of  an  epidemic  or  other  similar  emergency  in  which  the 
public  health  is  seriously  endangered,  such  experts  and  special 
inspectors  as  the  Board  of  Health  may,  with  the  written  approval 
of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  of  the  City  of  Saratoga  Springs, 
appoint. 

Sixth :  The  appointments  to  positions  comprised  in  the  Exempt 
Class  may  be  made  without  examination  under  the  rules,  but  such 
examination  may  be  held  upon  the  request  of  the  nominating  or 
appointing  officer.  Appointing  officers  must  notify  the  Municipal 
Civil  Service  Commission  in  writing  of  all  appointments  of  such 
positions  within  five  (5)  days  after  the  same  are  made,  setting 
forth  the  full  name  of  such  appointee,  length  of  residence  in  the 
( 'ity  of  Saratoga  Springs,  date  of  beginning  of  service,  and  term 
for  which  appointed,  salary,  and  the  name  of  the  person  in  whose 

place  appointed  ;  all  of  which  shall  be  duly  certified  by  the  appoint¬ 
ing  officer.  In  these  rules  the  term  “  nominating  or  appointing 

officer  "  shall  lie  construed  to  include  any  person,  board  or  com¬ 
mission  having  the  power  to  nominate  or  appoint  to  any  position 
in  the  civil  service  of  the  City  of  Saratoga  Springs. 
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Rule  VII.  The  Competitive  Class 

The  Competitive  Class  includes  all  persons  employed  or 
appointed  in  the  public  service  whose  position  is  not  specifically 
included  in  the  Exempt,  Non-Competitive  or  Labor  Class,  but  no 
examination  shall  be  held  for  a  position  until  it  has  been 
specifically  stated  in  the  list  for  the  Competitive  Class  hereunto 
annexed. 

Rule  VIII.  Application  for  Examination  —  Competitive  Class 

No  person  shall  be  appointed  to  nor  employed  in  any  position 
in  the  Competitive  Class  until  he  shall  have  passed  the  examination 
provided  therefor. 

Applications  of  competitors  for  positions  included  in  the  'Com¬ 
petitive  Class  must  be  addressed  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Municipal 
Civil  Service  Commssion  of  Saratoga  Springs,  N.  Y.,  at  the  office 
of  the  Commission  in  the  City  Hall  in  said  city.  The  application 
must  be  verified  in  the  handwriting  of  the  applicant.  It  must 
state : 

First:  His  full  name  and  residence,  giving  street  and  number. 

Second :  His  term  of  residence  in  the  City  of  Saratoga  Springs. 

Third :  His  citizenship. 

Fourth:  His  age,  giving  date  of  birth. 

Fifth  :  His  place  of  birth. 

Sixth:  His  previous  employment  in  the  public  service,  if  any, 
and  whether  he  has  ever  been  discharged  therefrom,  and  if  so,  the 
reason  thereof. 

Seventh  :  His  business  or  employment  and  residence  for  the  last 
preceding  five  (5)  years. 

Eighth:  The  extent,  place  and  nature  of  his  education. 

Ninth:  If  in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States 
in  the  civil  war,  the  name  of  organization,  or  vessel  to  which 
attached,  date  of  enlistment  or  commission,  position  or  rank,  date 
and  cause  of  discharge  from  the  service  and  any  physical  disability 
incurred  in  such  service. 

Tenth  :  Such  other  information  must  be  furnished  as  the  Com¬ 
mission  may  reasonably  require  touching  the  applicant’s  merit 
and  fitness  for  the  public  service.  The  application  must  bo  accom¬ 
panied  by  the  certificate  of  not  less  than  three  reputable  citizens 
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of  the  city  that  they  have  been  personally  acquainted  with  the 
applicant  for  at  least  one  year,  and  believe  him  to  be  of  good  moral 
character,  of  temperate  and  industrious  habits,  and  in  all  respects 
tit  for  the  service  which  lie  wishes  to  enter,  and  that  they  are  will¬ 
ing'  that  such  certificate  shall  be  published  for  public  information, 
and  will,  upon  application,  give  such  further  testimonials  in 
regard  to  such  applicant  as  may  be  required. 

Eleventh :  The  applicant  must  also  state  in  his  application  the 
position  he  seeks. 

Twelfth:  All  applicants  for  appointments  to  positions  in  the 
Police  Department  of  the  City  of  Saratoga  Springs,  N.  Y.,  shall 
in  addition  to  the  qualifications  elsewhere  herein  prescribed,  be 
subject  to  the  following:  Each  such  applicant  must  be  not  less 
than  twenty-one  years  of  age,  nor  more  than  forty  years  of  age ; 
must  be  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  and  a  resident  of  the  City 
of  Saratoga  Springs,  X".  Y.,  at  least  one  year  prior  to  the  date  of 
his  application ;  must  be  not  less  than  five  feet  six  inches  in  height ; 
must  have  good  hearing  and  evesight ;  must  be  free  from  any 
physical  defect,  deformity  or  disease,  and  must,  before  being 
admitted  to  mental  examination,  be  certified  by  an  Examining 
Physician  appointed  by  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission, 
to  be  physically  qualified  for  the  service;  his  weight,  chest 
measurement,  muscular  development  and  general  physical  condi¬ 
tion  must  be  approximately  normal  in  comparison  with  his  age 
and  height  as  recognized  by  medical  standards. 


Rule  IX.  Defective  Applications  —  Age  Qualifications 

Defective  applications  may  be  suspended  by  the  Municipal 
Civil  Service  Commission  and  applicants  notified  to  amend  the 
same,  but  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  shall  not  be 
compelled  to  give  such  notice  or  grant  such  opportunity  a  second 
time.  All  candidates  for  the  position  of  Stenographer  shall  be  at 
least  eighteen  (18)  years  of  age  and  not  more  than  sixty  (60) 
years  of  age  at  the  date  of  their  application,  except  as  hereinafter 
provided  in  Rule  35,  or  otherwise  particularly  specified  in  those 
rules.  For  all  other  positions  candidates  shall  be  at  least  twenty- 
one  (21  )  years  of  age  and  not  more  than  (60)  years  of  age  at 
the  date  of  their  application,  except  as  hereinafter  provided  in 
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Rule  35,  or  otherwise  particularly  specified  in  these  rules.  When¬ 
ever  the  application  does  not  show  that  the  applicant  is  within  the 
prescribed  limits  of  age,  and  is  otherwise  qualified  under  the  rules, 
the  application  will  be  rejected. 

Rule  X.  Notification  of  Examination 

Whenever  the  demands  of  the  service  may  require,  the  Munic¬ 
ipal  Civil  Service  Commission  will  notify  in  writing  the  different 
applicants,  or  such  number  thereof  as  can  be  examined  con¬ 
veniently  at  one  time,  to  appear  for  examination,  giving  at  least 
three  days’  previous  notice  of  the  place,  date  and  hour  of  each 
examination.  The  place,  date  and  hour  of  each  examination  shall 
be  conspicuously  posted  on  the  Bulletin  Board  at  the  office  of  the 
Civil  Service  Commission  at  least  ten  days  previous  to  the  date 
when  the  said  examination  is  to  be  held,  and  when  deemed  expedi¬ 
ent,  advertisement  of  examination  shall  be  made  in  the  newspapers 
of  the  City  of  Saratoga  Springs,  N.  Y.,  for  such  length  of  time  as 
the  Municipal  Commission  deems  advisable ;  but  the  notice  posted 
on  the  Bulletin  Board  at  the  office  of  the  Civil  Service  Commis¬ 
sion  shall  be  the  only  public  notice  of  such  examination  required. 
All  announcements  of  competitive  examinations  shall  state  title  of 
position  and  department,  salary,  age  limits,  subjects  of  examina¬ 
tion  and  relative  weight  of  each,  and  any  special  qualifications 
or  experience  desired. 

Rule  XI.  Examinations 

In  all  examinations  for  appointment  and  promotion  in  the  Civil 
Service  of  the  City  of  Saratoga  Springs,  N.  Y.,  merit  and  fitness 
shall  be  determined  by  and  upon  competitive  examinations  for  all 
positions  in  the  Competitive  Class  as  herein  provided.  The  merit 
and  fitness  of  all  applicants  shall  be  determined  by  examination 
conducted  by  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission.  Upon 
all  such  examinations  no  rating  higher  than  one  hundred  per 
centum  shall  be  given  to  any  person.  Lists  containing  the  names 
and  ratings  of  all  applicants  found  on  such  examination  to  be 
eligible  for  appointment  and  promotion  for  merit  and  fitness,  shall 
be  made  up  for  certification  to  the  person  or  persons  holding  the 
power  of  appointment  or  promotion,  in  the  manner  provided  in 
these  rules  and  regulations. 
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No  person  whoso  standing  on  any  obligatory  subject  is  less  than 
fifty,  or  ascertained  average  standing  on  all  the  obligatory  sub¬ 
jects  is  less  than  seventy-five  per  centum,  will  be  entered  upon 
the  eligible  list. 

Rule  XII.  Conduct  of  Examinations 

The  actual  conduct  of  everv  examination  for  merit  and  fitness 
shall  be  under  the  responsible  direction  of  the  Municipal  Civil 
Service  Commission  or  its  designated  members,  free  from  the 
interferences  or  participation  or  influence  of  the  appointing  officer 
or  officers,  or  of  any  person  other  than  the  assistant  examiners  or 
experts  directly  employed  by  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commis¬ 
sion.  No  person  employed  in  a  department  for  whose  benefit  an 
eligible  list  is  to  be  prepared  shall  be  employed  as  an  expert  upon 
the  examination  for  such  eligible  list.  The  Municipal  Civil  Serv¬ 
ice  Commission  may  in  the  examination  give  such  relative  import¬ 
ance  to  the  different  subjects  or  matters  of  examination,  whether 
mental  or  physical,  or  to  experience,  occupation  or  training  as  to 
it  may  seem  fit.  At  or  before  the  commencement  of  every  exam- 
ination,  the  weight  to  be  given  every  subject  included  in  the 
examination,  and  the  general  or  average  minimum  and  the  mini¬ 
mum  if  any  allowable,  upon  each  subject  shall  be  announced  to 
the  applicant.  The  nominating  or  appointing  officer  shall  state  to 
the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  upon  its  request  and  so 
far  as  is  consistent  with  these  rules,  the  general  qualifications  or 
attainments,  physical  or  mental,  or  both,  to  be  possessed  by  per¬ 
sons  filling  the  position  for  which  an  eligible  list  is  to  be  prepared. 


Rule  XIII.  Character  of  Examination 

All  examinations  shall  be  public  and  practical  in  their  char¬ 
acter,  and  shall  relate  to  those  matters  which  shall  fairly  test  the 
intelligence,  competency,  suitability  and  character  of  the  appli¬ 
cants  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  service  for  which  they  seek 
to  be  appointed.  The  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  with 
the  approval  of  the  State  Civil  Service  Commission,  shall  deter¬ 
mine  when  examinations  are  not  practicable  in  cases  relating  to  the 
Civil  Service  in  the  City  of  Saratoga  Springs,  N.  ^  . 
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Rule  XIV.  Physical  Examination 

Whenever  physical  qualifications  are  of  prime  importance  to 
the  proper  discharge  of  the  duties  of  any  position,  applicants 
must  pass  an  additional  examination  as  to  their  physical  condition 
and  capacity,  and  be  duly  certified  as  qualified  in  such  respects 
before  they  shall  be  accorded  a  mental  examination.  Such  physi¬ 
cal  examination  shall  be  made  by  the  Examining  Physician 
appointed  by  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission. 

Rule  XV.  Political  Opinions  of  Candidates 

ISTo  recommendation  or  question  under  the  authority  of  these 
rules  shall  relate  to  the  political  opinions  or  affiliations  of  any  per¬ 
son  whatever.  Xor  shall  political  opinions  be  discussed  or  con¬ 
sidered  by  the  Municipal  Commissioners  in  their  examinations. 
The  Municipal  Commission  shall  not  receive  or  consider  any  com¬ 
munication  as  to  the  qualifications  or  merits  of  any  candidate  for 
a  position  except  such  as  are  permitted  by  these  rules,  and  except 
such  communications  as  they  may  seek  by  way  of  verification  of 
statements  made  by  the  applicant. 


Rule  XVI.  Eligible  List 

Every  competitor  who  attains  an  average  percentage  of  seventy- 
five  (75)  or  over  on  all  the  obligatory  subjects  in  any  examination 
and  whose  standing  on  every  such  obligatory  subject  is  fifty  (50) 
or  over,  shall  be  eligible  for  appointment  to  the  position  for  which 
he  was  examined;  and  the  names  of  all  eligibles  shall  be  entered 
in  the  order  of  their  average  percentages  on  the  proper  register 
of  eligibles,  provided  that  the  names  of  competitors  who  have 
passed  as  above  and  whose  claims  for  preference  under  Section 
9,  Article  5  of  the  Constitution  have  been  allowed  by  the  Municipal 
Commission,  shall  be  placed  in  the  order  of  their  respective  per¬ 
centages  at  the  head  of  the  proper  list  of  eligibles. 

When  two  or  more  eligibles  on  a  register  have  the  same  average 
percentage,  preference  in  certification  shall  be  determined  bv  the 
order  in  which  their  applications  were  filed,  but  neither  priority 
in  the  date  of  application  nor  of  examination  will  give  any  other 


advantage  in  position  on  the  register  of  eligibles. 

The  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  shall  prescribe  the 
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character  of  the  distinct  eligible  lists,  designating  the  positions 
which  may  be  filled  bv  certification  from  each  of  said  lists. 


The  term  of  an  eligible  list,  except  as  provided  in  Subdivision 
6  of  Rule  XXXI,  is  filed  at  not  less  than  one  year  nor  more  than 
four  years  from  the  date  of  the  establishment  of  said  list.  An 


eligible  list  which  has  been  in  force  for  a  period  of  one  year  shall 
terminate  provided  that  a  new  examination  has  been  held  and  a 
new  eligible  list  prepared  for  the  same  position.  Persons  whose 
names  appear  upon  any  such  eligible  list  shall  be  notified  by  mail 
when  a  new  examination  is  to  be  held  for  the  same  position  and 
informed  that  their  eligibility  shall  cease  upon  the  establishment 
of  a  new  eligible  list  as  a  result  of  the  new  examination. 


Rule  XVII.  Regrading 

When  an  examination  for  any  grade  is  held  before  the  eligible 
list  for  that  grade  is  exhausted,  provided  such  list  has  been  estab¬ 
lished  for  less  than  one  year  and  contains  less  than  three  names, 
a  new  list  shall  be  prepared  after  such  examination.  The  persons 
upon  the  former  eligible  list  who  have  not  been  examined  for  the 
new  eligible  list  shall  be  respectively  placed  upon  the  new  eligible 
list  in  the  position  to  which  the  percentage  of  their  aggregate 
marking  upon  their  former  examinations  would  entitle  them  if 
such  markings  had  instead  been  given  them  upon  the  new  exam¬ 
ination  and  shall  be  continued  thereon  until  the  end  of  their  term 
of  eligibility. 


Rule  XVIII.  Written  or  Oral  Examination 

In  the  creation  of  new  eligible  lists  the  rating  shall  be  based 
upon  such  written  or  oral  examinations,  or  both,  as  the  Municipal 
Civil  Service  Commission  shall  determine,  and  all  oral  examina¬ 
tions  shall  be  stenographically  recorded. 


Rule  XIX.  Correction  of  Errors 

The  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  shall  have  power,  in 
its  discretion,  whenever  m  its  judgment  the  interest  of  the  public 
service  require  it,  to  order  a  re-examination  of  applicants  for  any 
position,  and  shall  have  power  to  correct  any  error  and  amend  or 
revoke  any  schedule,  list  or  other  paper  or  record  where  it  appears 
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that  an  error  or  injustice  has  been  done,  or  where  any  person  whose 
name  appears  on  any  eligible  list  has  for  any  reason  become  inca¬ 
pacitated  for  appointment  in  the  public  service  to  strike  such 
name  from  said  list,  provided,  however,  that  after  an  eligible  list 
is  prepared  and  certified  it  shall  not  be  altered  or  revoked  except 
upon  notice  by  mail  or  otherwise,  as  the  Municipal  Civil  Service 
Commission  may  decide,  to  all  those  persons  whose  standings  may 
be  unfavorably  affected  by  the  alteration.  But  the  reason  for  any 
such  action  shall  be  recorded  in  full  in  the  minutes  of  the  Munic¬ 
ipal  Civil  Service  Commission. 

A  competitor  receiving  notice  as  to  the  result  of  his  examina¬ 
tion  and  his  relative  position  on  the  eligible  list,  may  in  person,  or 
by  his  duly  authorized  agent,  in  the  presence  of  any  member  of  the 
Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission,  inspect  his  examination 
papers,  and  if  in  his  opinion  injustice  has  been  done,  he  may 
within  ten  days  after  receipt  of  the  notice  appeal  to  the  Municipal 
Civil  Service  Commission  specifying  particularly  and  in  detail 
the  cause  of  his  complaint.  Such  appeal  shall  be  considered  by 
the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission,  and  if  they  deem  it 
necessary,  they  will  direct  the  revision  of  the  marking  or  grading 
of  the  applicant’s  papers  or  otherwise  do  justice  in  the  premises. 

Rule  XX.  Certification  for  Appointment 

1.  Whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  within  any  grade  of  the 
Competitive  or  Labor  Class,  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  nominat¬ 
ing  or  appointing  officer,  the  business  of  the  city  requires  to  be 
filled,  he  shall  forthwith  notify  the  Secretary  of  the  Municipal 
Civil  Service  Commission  of  the  vacancy  and  state  whether  the 
same  is  to  be  filled  by  appointment  or  promotion  or  by  reinstate¬ 
ment,  and  the  title  of  the  position,  the  duties  to  be  performed,  the 
number  of  vacancies  to  be  filled  and  the  compensation  to  be  paid. 

2.  Appointments  shall  be  made  to  or  employment  shall  be  given 
in  all  positions  m  the  Competitive  and  Labor  Classes,  that  are  not 
filled  by  promotion,  reinstatement,  transfer  or  reduction,  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Civil  Service  Law  and  these  rules,  by  appoint¬ 
ment  from  among  those  standing  highest  on  the  eligible  list  pre¬ 
pared  by  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission,  except  as  other¬ 
wise  provided  in  the  Civil  Service  Law. 

10 
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3.  The  Secretary  of  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission 
shall  thereupon,  as  soon  as  practicable,  certify  to  the  nominating 
or  appointing  officer  for  appointment,  or  promotion  or  for  rein¬ 
statement  from  the  eligible  list  most  nearly  appropriate  to  such 
position,  as  it  may  then  exist,  the  names  of  the  three  persons  stand¬ 
ing  highest  on  such  eligible  lists,  indicating  such  of  them,  if  any, 
as  are  honorably  discharged  soldiers,  sailors  or  marines  of  the  army 
and  navy  of  the  United  States  in  the  late  Civil  War,  citizens  and 
residents  of  this  State.  The  certificate  of  the  Secretary  shall  in 
all  cases  state  the  relative  standing  of  each  of  the  persons  certified. 

4.  The  appointing  officer  shall  thereupon  fill  said  vacancy  or 
vacancies  by  the  appointment  of  one  or  more  of  the  persons  so 
certified.  Until  an  appointment  has  been  made  from  said  certifi¬ 
cation  or  until  said  certification  has  been  canceled,  no  new  cer¬ 
tification  shall  be  made  to  fill  said  vacant  position  or  positions. 

5.  When  a  requisition  is  made  to  fill  a  position  for  which  no 
eligible  lists  exists  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  shall 
make  certification  from  the  eligible  list  most  nearly  appropriate 
for  the  group  in  which  the  position  to  be  filled  is  classified  and 
wherein  the  qualifications  demanded  have  been  determined  by 
examination. 

6.  No  person  on  an  eligible  list  shall  be  certified  more  than 
three  times  to  the  same  appointing  officer  for  the  same  bureau  or 
institution,  except  at  the  request  of  the  said  appointing  officer, 
unless  the  person  so  certified  is  a  veteran,  in  which  case  his  name 
shall  continue  to  be  certified  so  long  as  it  remains  on  the  eligible 
list  under  the  rules. 

If  the  appointing  officer  shall  certify  that  a  person  named  in  a 
certification  has  declined  to  accept  a  position  offered,  the  Secretary 
may  certify  the  name  of  the  person  standing  next  highest  upon  the 
eligible  list  to  those  already  certified. 

If  a  person  who  is  not  entitled  to  certification  is  certified  and 
appointed,  his  appointment  shall  be  immediately  revoked  by  the 
appointing  officer  upon  notification  by  the  Municipal  Civil  Service 
Commission. 

7.  No  person  whose  name  is  upon  an  eligible  list  may  waive 
his  right  to  certification  or  appointment  except  for  one  of  the 
following  reasons  stated  in  writing  to  the  appointing  officer  and  to 
the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission. 
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(a)  Insufficiency  of  salary  attached  to  the  position  offered,  or 

(b)  Temporary  disability,  physical  or  otherwise,  to  accept  the 
position  offered,  the  proof  of  which  shall  be  accepted  by  the  Munic¬ 
ipal  Civil  Service  Commission.  The  Commission  shall  enter  upon 
its  minutes  the  reasons  for  its  action  in  each  such  case,  and  the 
waiver  shall  not  continue  in  effect  for  a  longer  period  than  thirty 
days  from  the  date  of  certification.  The  name  of  any  eligible 
who  shall  decline  certification  or  appointment  for  any  reason  other 
than  those  above  specified  shall  be  stricken  from  the  list.  When¬ 
ever  an  eligible  certified  for  appointment  shall  fail  to  accept  an 
offer  of  appointment  sent  to  him  by  mail  at  his  post  office  address 
within  the  four  business  days  next  succeeding  tl\e  mailing  of  such 
offer  of  appointment,  he  shall  be  deemed  to  have  declined  such 
appointment.  An  eligible  who  has  declined  an  appointment  on 
the  ground  of  the  insufficiency  of  the  salary  offered  shall  not  there¬ 
after  be  certified  for  a  position  at  the  same  or  a  less  salary.  When¬ 
ever  one  or  more  eligibles  shall  have  declined  any  appointment 
offered,  and  an  eligible  whose  relative  standing  is  lower  shall  have 
been  appointed  to  the  position,  the  salary  or  compensation  of  such 
appointee  shall  not  be  increased  within  a  period  of  one  year  after 
his  appointment,  beyond  that  offered  to  the  person  so  declining. 

8.  If  the  appointment  shall  be  made  of  any  person  other  than 
one  of  the  three  standing  highest  on  the  eligible  list,  the  appoint¬ 
ing  officer  shall  forward  to  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commis¬ 
sion,  with  the  notice  of  appointment,  copies  of  all  correspondence 
to  and  from  the  persons  declining  such  appointment. 

Rule  XXI.  Suspension  of  Rules 

In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  any  position  in  the  Competitive  Class 
where  peculiar  and  exceptional  qualifications  of  a  scientific,  pro¬ 
fessional  or  educational  character  are  required,  and  upon  satis¬ 
factory  evidence  that  for  specified  reasons  competition  in  such 
special  cases  is  impracticable,  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Com¬ 
mission  may,  upon  obtaining  the  approval  of  the  State  Civil 
Service  Commission,  suspend  the  provisions  of  the  rule  requiring 
competition  in  such  case,  but  no  such  suspension  shall  he  general 
in  its  application  to  such  place,  and  all  such  cases  of  suspension 
shall  be  reported  to  the  State  Civil  Service  Commission  in  the 
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annual  report  of  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  with  the 
reasons  for  the  same. 


Rule  XXII.  Qualifications  as  to  Residence  and  Citizenship 

Every  applicant  for  examination  for  appointment  to  any  of  the 
positions  enumerated  in  the  Competitive  or  Non-Competitive  Class, 
or  for  registration  or  employment  in  any  of  the  positions  enu¬ 
merated  in  the  Labor  Class,  must  he  a  citizen  of  the  United  States 
and  an  actual  resident  of  the  City  of  Saratoga  Springs,  N.  Y.,  at 
the  time  of  his  application;  provided  that  such  requirements  as  to 
citizenship  and  residence  may  be  specially  suspended  by  the  Munic¬ 
ipal  Civil  Service  Commission  as  to  any  position  requiring  high 
professional,  scientific,  technical  or  educational  qualifications,  hut 
all  such  cases  with  the  reasons  therefor  shall  be  entered  on  the 
records  of  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  opposite  the 
name  of  the  candidate. 


Rule  XXIII.  Requirements  in  Exceptional  Cases 

In  applications  for  examinations  for  positions  requiring  scien¬ 
tific,  professional,  technical  or  educational  qualifications,  the 
Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  may  require  evidence  of 
special  education  for  or  of  practical  experience  for  a  satisfactory 
term  in  such  profession,  art  or  trade;  and  shall  require  the  produc¬ 
tion  of  such  certificates  of  competency  and  license  as  are  provided 
by  the  statutes  of  this  State  as  necessary  to  enable  the  practice 
of  any  profession,  art  or  trade. 


Rule  XXIV.  Candidates  Unfit  for  Appointment 

Blank  forms  for  applications  will  be  furnished  by  the  Munici¬ 
pal  Civil  Service  Commission  Avithout  charge  to  all  persons 
requesting  the  same.  The  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission 
may  require  in  connection  with  such  application  such  certificates 
of  citizens,  physicians,  public  officers  or  others  having  knowledge 
of  the  applicant,  as  the  good  of  the  service  may  require.  The 
Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  may  refuse  to  examine  an 
applicant,  or  after  examination  to  certify  an  eligible,  who  is  found 
to  lack  any  of  the  established  preliminary  requirements  for  the 
examination  or  position  for  which  he  applies;  or  who  is  physically 
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so  disabled  as  to  be  rendered  unfit  for  the  performance  of  the 
duties  of  the  position  to  which  he  seeks  appointment;  or  who  is 
addicted  to  the  habitual  use  of  intoxicating  beverages  to  excess ; 
or  who  has  been  guilty  of  a  crime,  or  of  infamous  or  notoriously 
disgraceful  conduct;  or  who  has  been  dismissed  from  the  public 
service  for  delinquency  or  misconduct ;  or  who  has  intentionally 
made  a  false  statement  of  any  material  fact,  or  practiced  or 
attempted  to  practice  any  deception  or  fraud  in  his  application,  in 
bis  examination  or  in  securing  bis  eligibility  or  appointment.  Any 
of  the  foregoing  disqualifications  shall  be  good  and  sufficient  cause 
for  the  removal  of  any  eligible  from  the  service  after  his 
appointment. 

When  the  position  to  be  filled  involves  responsibility,  the 
appointing  officer,  where  otherwise  permitted  by  law,  may  require 
the  appointee  to  furnish  a  bond  or  other  security,  and  shall  notify 
the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  of  the  amount  and  neces¬ 
sary  details  thereof. 


Rule  XXV.  Temporary  Appointments 

Whenever  there  are  urgent  reasons  for  filling  a  vacancy  in  any 
position  in  the  Competitive  Class,  and  there  is  no  list  of  persons 
eligible  for  appointment  after  competitive  examination,  the  ap¬ 
pointing  officer  may  nominate  a  person  to  the  Municipal  Civil 
Service  Commission  for  non-competitive  examination,  and  if  such 
nominee  shall  be  duly  certified  by  such  Municipal  Civil  Service 
Commission,  as  qualified  after  such  non-competitive  examination, 
he  may  be  appointed  provisionally  to  fill  such  vacancy  until  a 
selection  and  appointment  can  be  made  after  competitive  examina¬ 
tion ;  but  such  provisional  appointment  shall  not  continue  for  a 
longer  period  than  four  months,  nor  shall  successive  provisional 
appointments  be  made  to  the  same  position  under  this  rule. 


Rule  XXVI.  Methods  of  Examination  —  Non-Competitive 

Class 


Positions  in  the  Non-Competitive  Class  may  be  filled  by  the 
appointing  officer  in  his  discretion  in  respect  to  the  method  of 
examination.  The  discretion  of  the  officer  in  such  cases  shall  be 
limited  as  follows : 
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First  —  He  may  select  from  the  eligible  list  prepared  as  the 
result  of  an  open  competitive  examination,  or 

Second — He  may  name  to  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Com¬ 
mission  three  or  more  persons  for  competitive  examination  and 
appoint  the  one  graded  highest  as  the  result  of  an  examination  for 
merit  and  fitness,  or 

Third  —  He  may  appoint  or  employ  any  person  named  bv  him, 
who  upon  a  non-competitive  examination  by  said  Municipal  Civil 
Service  Commission,  shall  be  duly  certified  as  qualified  to  discharge 
the  duties  of  the  position. 

Rule  XXVII.  Character  of  Qualifications  —  Non-Competitive 

Class 

Upon  the  non-competitive  examination  into  the  qualifications 
of  a  person  named  for  a  position  in  this  class,  the  Municipal  Civil 
Service  Commission  will  give  a  certificate  to  such  person  only  when 
satisfied : 

(1)  That  he  is  within  the  limits  of  the  age  prescribed  by  the 
position  or  employment  to  which  he  has  been  named ; 

(2)  That  he  is  properly  certified  as  free  from  any  physical 
defect,  deformity  or  disease  which  is  likely  to  interfere  with  the 
proper  discharge  of  his  duties ; 

(3)  That  his  character  is  such  as  to  qualify  him  for  such  posi¬ 
tion  or  employment ; 

(4)  That  lie  possesses  the  requisite  knowledge  and  ability  to 
enter  on  the  discharge  of  his  official  duties. 

An  officer  naming  a  person  for  examination  will  at  the  same 
time  transmit  his  certificate  that  after  due  inquiry  he  is  satisfied 
that  the  character  and  habits  of  the  person  named  fit  him  for  the 
public  service,  and  will  append  to  such  certificate  such  formal 
vouchers  and  credentials  as  he  may  desire  to  have  considered  and 

t/ 

placed  on  file. 

In  the  determination  of  the  character  and  habits  of  the  nominee 
the  certificate  thereof  by  the  nominating  officer  will  be  considered 
as  essential. 

Rule  XXVIII.  Selection  of  the  Method  of  Examination 

Whenever  a  vacancy  in  the  Non- Competitive  (’lass  in  any  de¬ 
partment,  office  or  institution  is  to  be  filled,  the  officer  having  the 
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authority  to  fill  the  same  shall  notify  the  Municipal  Civil  Service 
Commission  which  of  the  three  methods,  in  his  discretion,  under 
Rule  26  he  selects;  and  if  the  choice  be  an  open  competition,  the 
Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  will  proceed  as  for  an  exam¬ 
ination  under  the  Competitive  Class;  hut  if  the  choice  be  by  a 
limited  competition,  or  by  the  appointment  of  a  person  to  be  duly 
certified  by  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  as  qualified, 
the  officer  aforesaid  shall  name  in  such  notification  the  person  or 
persons  to  he  examined,  and  thereupon  the  Municipal  Civil  Serv¬ 
ice  Commission  shall  notify  the  person  or  persons  so  named  of  the 
time,  place  and  all  special  rules  laid  down  for  the  examination. 

Rule  XXIX.  Registration  and  Appointment  — Labor  Class 

1.  Applicants  for  positions,  under  the  Labor  Class,  who  pro¬ 
duce  satisfactory  evidence  of  their  capacity  for  labor,  and  their 
habits  as  to  industry  and  sobriety,  shall  be  registered  in  the  order 
of  their  application.  The  register  shall  state  (1)  name,  (2)  age, 
(3)  residence,  (4)  citizenship,  (5)  number  and  relationship  of  all 
persons  depending  for  actual  support  on  the  applicant,  (6)  service 
in  the  army  or  navy  in  the  civil  war,  (7)  previous  occupation, 
(8)  references  and  such  other  information  as  may  be  required. 

2.  When  the  services  of  employees  in  the  Labor  Class  are 
required,  the  officer  or  person  having  the  appointment  shall  notify 
the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission,  stating  the  number  of 
men  wanted,  the  kind  of  labor  for  which  they  are  wanted,  and  the 
time  and  place  of  employment ;  and  the  Municipal  Civil  Service 
Commission  shall  thereupon  send  to  the  officer  or  person  making 
the  requisition  the  names  and  residences  of  the  number  of  men 
called  for  (if  the  register  contain  so  many)  giving  preference  to 
those  who  have  served  in  the  army  and  navy  of  the  United  States 
during  the  late  Civil  War  and  have  been  honorably  discharged 
therefrom. 

3.  Such  appointing  officer  shall  forthwith  return  to  the  Munici¬ 
pal  Civil  Service  Commission  the  names  of  all  persons  employed 
with  the  date  of  employment,  provided  that  if  a  less  number  than 
those  certified  shall  be  so  employed  they  shall  be  those  standing 
highest  on  the  register. 

4.  All  registration  lists  shall  remain  m  force  for  a  period  of  not 
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less  than  one  year  nor  more  than  four  years,  and  new  registration 
lists  shall  be  established  when  in  the  opinion  of  the  Municipal  Civil 
Service  Commission  thev  seem  necessary. 

5.  There  shall  he  separate  applications  for  the  different  kinds 
of  labor  and  employment,  and  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Com¬ 
mission  may  establish  separate  labor  lists  for  the  various  institu¬ 
tions  and  departments.  The  said  Municipal  Civil  Service  Com¬ 
mission  shall  have  the  power  to  limit  the  number  of  lists  upon 
which  an  applicant's  name  shall  be  registered  at  the  same  time. 
The  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  shall  require  an  appli¬ 
cant  for  registration  for  the  labor  service  to  furnish  such  evidence 
as  to  his  fitness,  etc.,  or  pass  such  examination  as  may  be  deemed 
proper  by  them,  not  inconsistent  with  these  rules  or  the  Civil 
Service  Law. 

6.  In  case  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  is  unable 
to  fill  a  requisition  for  laborers  the  fact  shall  be  certified  to  the 
officer  making  the  requisition,  who  shall  then  make  the  selection 
under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  Municipal  Civil  Service 
Commission  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe. 

7.  The  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  may  make  such 
rules  as  may  be  necessary  to  identify  the  registered  applicants,  and 
to  preserve  a  record  of  their  conduct. 

8.  When  the  public  interests  require  the  employment  of  one  or 
more  persons  at  common  labor  for  temporary  or  emergency  pur¬ 
poses,  the  head  of  the  department  may  appoint,  subject  to  the 
previous  approval  of  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission,  the 
persons  most  available  and  best  fitted  for  such  work,  without  ref¬ 
erence  to  the  registration  lists,  but  provided  that  registered  appli¬ 
cants  seeking  temporary  employment,  who  have  notified  the 
Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  of  their  readiness  to  serve 
shall  lie  preferred. 

Notice  of  such  appointment,  giving  the  names  of  the  appointees, 
rate  of  wages,  and  the  occasion  and  probable  duration  of  their 
employment  shall  be  immediately  filed  with  the  Municipal  Civil 
Service  Commission,  and  all  pay  rolls  therefor  shall  be  presented 
to  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  for  certification  as  in 
other  cases.  Such  employment  shall  not  be  continued  for  a  longer 
period  than  fifteen  days  without  express  authorization  of  such 
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extension  by  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission,  and  then 
only  for  a  period  of  fifteen  days. 

Record  of  such  authorization  with  the  reasons  therefor  shall  be 
made  a  part  of  the  minutes  of  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Com¬ 
mission  and  duly  noted  in  its  annual  report  to  the  State  Civil 
Service  Commission. 

Rule  XXX.  Probationary  Appointments 

Except  in  the  case  of  veterans  of  the  Civil  War  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States, 
every  original  appointment  to  or  employment  in  any  position  in 
the  Competitive  Class  shall  be  for  a  probationary  term  of  three 
months,  and  an  appointing  or  nominating  officer  in  notifying  a 
person  certified  to  him  for  appointment  or  employment  shall 
specify  the  same  as  for  a  probationary  term  only;  and  if  the  con¬ 
duct,  capacity  and  fitness  of  the  probationer  are  satisfactory  to  the 
appointing  officer  his  retention  in  the  service  after  the  end  of  such 
term  shall  be  equivalent  to  his  permanent  employment,  but  if  his 
conduct,  capacity  or  fitness  be  not  satisfactory  he  may  be  dis¬ 
charged  at  the  end  of  such  term. 

Whenever  two  or  more  persons  appointed  from  the  same  eligible 
list  are  serving  as  probationers  in  the  same  department  and  there 
is  a  necessity  for  a  reduction  of  the  force  of  such  department  affect¬ 
ing  such  persons,  they  shall  be  preferred  for  retention  in  the  order 
of  their  original  standing  on  the  list. 

Rule  XXXI.  Promotions 

(1)  Whenever  a  vacancy  occurs  in  any  position  in  the  Competi¬ 
tive  Class  above  the  lowest  grade  in  any  group,  the  Municipal 
Civil  Service  Commission  shall  forthwith  arrange  to  hold  a  pro¬ 
motion  examination  limited  to  those  persons  who  have  for  more 
than  six  months  served  with  fidelity  in  the  next  lower  grade  in 
such  group,  in  the  same  office,  department  or  institution,  provided 
that  if  there  lie  no  persons  who  have  served  with  fidelity  for  more 
than  six  months  in  the  next  lower  grade  or  provided  that  all  per¬ 
sons  in  the  next  lower  grade  fail  m  any  promotion  examination, 
then  all  persons  in  the  second  lower  grade  who  have  served  with 
fidelity  for  more  than  six  months  in  the  same  office,  department 
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or  institution,  shall  have  the  right  to  compete  in  such  promotion 
examination. 

On  the  request  of  the  appointing  officer  the  Municipal  Civil 
Service  Commission  may  permit  persons  occupying  two  or  more  of 
the  next  lower  grades  to  compete  for  the  promotion,  all  reasons  for 
such  course  being  set  forth  in  detail. 

Whenever  after  due  trial  it  is  found  not  practicable  to  till  a 
vacancy  in  any  position  through  promotion  in  the  manner  herein 
prescribed,  such  vacancy  shall  he  filled  by  original  appointment 
through  competitive  examination  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  Rule  20. 

(  2  ■  As  provided  by  the  Civil  Service  Law  an  increase  in  the 
salary  or  other  compensation  of  any  person  holding  an  office  or 
position  within  the  scope  of  these  rules  beyond  the  limit  fixed  for 
the  grade  in  which  such  office  or  position  is  classified,  shall  be 
deemed  a  promotion. 

(3)  Xo  promotion  can  be  made  from  a  position  in  one  class  to 
a  position  in  another  class,  unless  the  same  be  specially  authorized 
by  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission,  but  a  person  employed 
in  any  position,  shall  not.  because  of  such  appointment,  be  barred 
from  the  open  competitive  examination  provided  for  original 
entrance  to  any  other  position. 

i  4 )  The  appointing  officer  shall  notify  the  Municipal  Civil 
Service  Commission  of  any  vacancy  of  a  position  in  his  office  to 
be  filled  by  promotion,  and  thereupon,  after  consultation  with  the 
appointing  officer  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  shall 
direct  a  competitive  examination  of  those  entitled  to  enter  the  same 
under  the  provisions  of  this  rule,  and  shall  publish  the  same  by 
notice,  giving  date  and  place,  posted  conspicuously  in  the  office 
where  such  vacancy  exists,  and  sent  by  mail  to  those  eligible  to 
such  examination. 

(5)  After  consultation  with  the  appointing  officer  under  whom 
the  vacancy  exists,  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  may 
appoint  an  Examiner.  The  written  part  of  the  examination  shall 
be  confined  to  the  duties  of  the  office  in  which  the  vacancy  occurs, 
and  particularly  to  the  duties  of  the  position  to  be  rilled.  Due 
weight  will  be  given  to  the  candidates  seniority  and  past  record  in 
the  office,  and  to  any  special  fitness  for  the  duties  of  the  higher 
position. 
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-  (6)  The  conduct  of  such  an  examination  and  the  preparation 

of  the  eligible  list  shall  he  subject  to  the  general  provisi  »n  of  Rule' 
13,  Id  and  16.  except  that  the  term  of  an  eligible  list  prepared  as 
the  result  of  a  promotion  examination,  is  hxed  at  n  >t  less  than  one 
nor  more  than  two  years  from  the  date  of  the  e'ra  lishment

(7  Xo  recommendation  of  any  person  for  promotion,  whether 
verbal  or  written,  shall  be  entertained  or  received,  unless  made  in 
the  ordinarv  course  of  dutv  bv  his  immediate  officers  and  official

superiors,  and  the  presentation  of  any  recommendation  other  than 
that  of  such  superiors  shall  be  considered  an  unwarrantable  inter¬ 
ference  with  the  public  service,  and  the  per- on  s:>  recommended 
may  he  required  to  show,  before  being  certified  for  promotion,  that 
such  recommendation  was  not  made  by  his  request  or  connivance. 


Rule  XXXII.  Transfers,  Reinstatements 

(1  i  Transfers  of  clerks  and  others  included  m  the  C  ompetitive 
Class  may  be  made  from  one  office  or  department  t  •  a  similar 
position  in  another,  by  the  mutual  consent  of  the  heads  of  such 
offices  or  departments:  every  such  transfer  must  >e  reported  t  the 
Municipal  C  ivil  Service  Commission  for  record  within  live  days 
from  the  date  thereof.  Xo  such  transfer  will  be  permitted  from 
a  position  enumerated  in  the  Competitive  Class  to  a  position  in 
the  Xon-Competitive  Class  unless  the  person  so  transferred  passes 
the  non-competitive  examination  for  'itch  position,  or  from  a  posi¬ 
tion  enumerated  in  the  Xon-Competitive  Class  :  a  position  in  the 
Competitive  Class,  unless  the  person  s  transferred  has  such  a 
standing  upon  a  proper  eligible  list  as  would  entitle  him  t  riginal 
appointment  to  such  position. 

(2  )  Any  person  who  has  held  a  position  by  appointment  under 
the  Civil  Service  Rules,  and  who  has  been  separat  1  from  the  serv¬ 
ice  through  no  delinquency  or  misconduct  on  his  part,  may  be 
reinstated  without  re-examinati  ninth  sam  a  similar  position 
in  the  same  office  or  e^rade,  within  one  year  from  the  date  of  such 
separation,  provided  that  for  original  entrance  to  the  position  pro¬ 
posed  to  be  tilled  by  reinstatement  there  is  not  required  by  these 
rules  in  the  opinion  of  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission, 
an  examination  involving  essential  tests  or  qualifications  different 
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from  or  higher  than  those  involved  in  the  examination  for  original 
entrance  to  the  position  formerly  held  by  the  person  proposed  to  be 
reinstated. 

(3)  Whenever  in  any  department  or  institution  an  office  or  posi¬ 
tion  is  abolished,  or  whenever  the  number  of  positions  of  a  certain 
character  is  reduced,  the  person  or  persons  legally  holding  the 
office,  or  filling  the  position  or  positions,  shall  be  entitled  to 
reappointment  to  or  reinstatement  in  the  said  office  or  position  if 
it  is  thereafter  within  one  year  re-established  under  the  same  or 
any  other  designation. 

(4)  Cpon  the  written  request  of  an  appointing  officer  stating 
the  essential  facts  in  regard  to  any  proposed  transfer  or  reinstate¬ 
ment,  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  will,  if  such  trans¬ 
fer  he  in  accordance  with  law  and  the  provisions  of  these  rules, 
issue  the  certificate  of  that  fact  to  such  officer,  hut  no  transfer  or 
reinstatement  herein  authorized  shall  he  valid  unless  such  certifi¬ 
cate  is  issued. 


Rule  XXXIII.  Political  Services  or  Contributions  Not  Required 

No  person  in  the  public  service  is,  for  that  reason,  under  any 
obligation  to  contribute  to  any  political  fund  or  purpose  to  render 
any  political  service,  and  no  person  shall  be  removed  or  otherwise 
prejudiced  for  refusing  to  do  so. 


Rule  XXXIV.  Political  Action  Unaffected 

No  person  in  the  public  service  has  the  right  to  use  his  official 

authority  or  influence  to  coerce  the  political  action  of  any  person 

or  bode.

Rule  XXXV.  Preference  of  Veterans 


Honorably  discharged  soldiers,  sailors  and  marines  from  the 
army  or  navy  of  the  United  States  in  the  late  Civil  War,  who  are 
citizens  and  residents  of  the  City  of  Saratoga  Springs,  X.  Y.,  shall 
he  entitled  to  preference  in  appointment  and  promotion,  without 
regard  to  their  standing  on  any  list  from  which  such  appointment 
or  promotion  shall  be  made;  provided  their  qualifications  and  fit¬ 
ness  shall  have  been  ascertained  as  provided  in  these  rules;  and 
the  person  thus  preferred  shall  not  be  disqualified  from  holding 
any  position  in  the  civil  service  on  account  of  his  age,  nor  by  reason 
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of  any  physical  disability,  provided  that  age  or  disability  does  not 
render  him  incompetent  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  position 
applied  for. 

Rule  XXXVI.  Power  of  Removal 

(1)  Subject  only  to  the  qualifications  required  to  be  ascer¬ 
tained  in  accordance  with  these  rules,  the  power  of  appointment 
and  the  responsibility  of  selection  are  in  all  cases  in  the  appoint¬ 
ing  officer  or  officers.  The  power  to  remove  existing  by  law  on  the 
part  of  any  officer  is  not  impaired  by  anything  contained  in  these 
rules,  provided,  however,  that  if  a  person  holding  a  position  sub¬ 
ject  to  competitive  examination  under  these  rules,  after  having 
successfully  passed  the  probationary  term,  shall  be  removed  or 
reduced,  the  reasons  therefor  shall  be  stated  in  writing  and  filed 
with  the  head  of  the  department  or  other  appointing  officer,  and  the 
person  so  removed  or  reduced  shall  have  an  opportunity  to  make 
an  explanation,  and  in  case  of  an  actual  removal  a  written  state¬ 
ment  of  the  true  grounds  thereof  shall  be  forthwith  entered  upon 
the  records  of  the  department  or  office  in  which  the  person  so 
removed  has  been  employed  and  a  copy  of  the  same  forthwith 
filed  with  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission. 

Whenever  a  position  in  the  Competitive  Class  of  the  Civil  Serv¬ 
ice  of  the  city  is  abolished,  or  made  unnecessary,  the  person  hold¬ 
ing  such  position  shall  be  deemed  to  be  suspended  without  pay  and 
shall  be  entitled  to  reinstatement  in  the  same  or  any  correspond¬ 
ing  or  similar  position  if  within  one  year  thereafter  there  be  need 
for  his  services. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  head  of  the  department  or  office  in 
which  the  said  position  has  existed  to  furnish  the  names  of  the 
person  or  persons  so  affected  to  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Com¬ 
mission,  with  a  written  statement  in  the  case  of  each  of  the  dace 
of  his  original  appointment  in  the  service,  the  nature  of  his  work, 
and  his  compensation. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission 
to  forthwith  place  the  names  of  the  said  person  or  persons  on  a  list 
of  suspended  employees  and  for  one  year  thereafter  certify  from 
the  said  list  the  names  of  the  person  or  persons  so  placed  thereon 
in  the  order  of  their  original  appointment,  for  reinstatement  or  re¬ 
employment  in  the  same  class  or  grade  of  work  at  which  they  had 
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previously  been  employed,  before  making  certification  from  any 
other  list. 

The  failure  of  any  person  on  said  list  of  suspended  employees  to 
accept  after  reasonable  notice  any  office  or  position  in  the  sendee 
of  the  City  of  Saratoga  Springs,  N.  Y.,  involving  the  same  class 
or  grade  of  work  and  at  the  same  wages  he  received  in  the  position 
formerly  held  by  him,  shall  be  held  to  be  a  relinquishment  of  his 
right  to  reinstatement  or  re-employment  as  herein  set  forth. 

Nothing  in  this  rule  shall  be  construed  to  apply  to  the  position 
of  private  secretary,  cashier,  or  deputy  of  any  official  or 
department. 

(2)  No  person  holding  a  position  by  appointment  or  employ¬ 
ment  who  is  an  honorably  discharged  soldier,  sailor,  or  marine, 
having  served  as  such  in  the  Union  Army  or  Navv  during  the  war 
of  the  rebellion  or  who  is  an  honorably  discharged  soldier,  sailor 
or  marine,  having  served  as  such  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United 
States  during  the  Spanish-Ameriean  War  or  the  incidental  insur¬ 
rection  in  the  Phillipines  prior  to  July  fourth,  nineteen  hundred 
and  two,  or  who  shall  have  served  the  term  required  bv  law  in  the 
Volunteer  Fire  Department,  of  any  city,  town  or  village  of  the 
State  of  New  York,  or  who  shall  have  been  a  member  thereof  at 
the  time  of  the  disbandment  of  such  Volunteer  Fire  Department, 
shall  be  removed  from  such  position,  except  for  incompetency  or 
misconduct  shown  after  a  hearing  upon  due  notice  upon  stated 
charges,  and  with  the  right  to  such  employee  or  appointee  to  a 
review  of  the  same  according  to  law  and  the  statute  in  such  cases 
made  and  provided. 

If  the  position  as  held  by  an  honorably  discharged  soldier, 
sailor  or  marine  of  the  war  of  the  Rebellion  or  of  the  Spanish- 
Ameriean  War  or  the  incidental  insurrection  in  the  Philippines 
prior  to  July  fourth,  nineteen  hundred  and  two,  or  by  said  volun¬ 
teer  fireman  shall  become  unnecessarv  or  be  abolished  for  reasons

of  economy  or  otherwise,  the  said  honorably  discharged  soldier, 
sailor  or  marine,  or  said  volunteer  fireman  holding  said  position 
shall  not  be  discharged  from  the  public  service,  but  shall  be  trans¬ 
ferred  to  any  branch  of  the  said  service  for  duty  in  such  position 
as  he  may  be  fitted  to  fill  receiving  tbe  same  compensation  there¬ 
for  ;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  all  persons  clothed  with  tlio 
power  of  appointment  to  make  such  transfer  effective. 
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The  burden  of  proving  incompetency  or  misconduct  shall  he 
upon  the  person  or  persons  alleging  the  same. 

Rule  XXXVII.  Dismissals 

Xo  one  dismissed  from  the  service  for  misconduct  shall  be 
admitted  to  examination  for  appointment  in  any  capacity,  in  any 
department  of  the  municipal  service  within  two  years  from  the 
date  of  such  dismissal. 

Rule  XXXVIII.  Report  of  Term  or  Employment 

(1)  It  shall  he  the  duty  of  each  city  officer,  or  board  of  city  offi¬ 
cers,  appointing  or  employing  an  officer,  clerk,  or  other  person  in 
the  service  of  the  city,  forthwith  on  such  appointment  to  employ¬ 
ment  to  report  to  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  the 
name  of  such  appointee  or  employee,  the  title  or  character  of  his 
office  or  employment,  and  the  date  of  the  commencement  of  serv¬ 
ice  by  virtue  thereof ;  and  forthwith  on  the  termination  of  such 
service  to  report  to  said  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  the 
fact  and  date  and  cause  of  such  determination. 

(2)  The  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  shall  keep  in  its 
office  an  official  roster  of  the  classified  city  service,  and  shall  enter 
thereon  the  name  of  each  and  every  person  who  has  been  appointed 
to,  employed,  promoted  or  reinstated  in  any  position  in  such  serv¬ 
ice,  upon  such  evidence  as  it  may  require  and  deem  satisfactory 
that  such  person  was  appointed  to,  or  employed,  promoted  or  rein¬ 
stated  in  the  service  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  law  and 
of  these  rules.  The  official  roster  shall  show  opposite,  or  in  con¬ 
nection  with  each  name,  the  date  of  appointment,  employment, 
promotion  or  reinstatement  and  the  office  in  which  and  the  com¬ 
pensation  of  the  position,  date  of  the  commencement  of  the  service 
and  the  date  of  transfer  in  or  separation  from  the  service  by  dis¬ 
missal,  resignation,  cancellation,  appointment  or  death. 


Rule  XXXIX.  Certification  of  Pay  Rolls 

For  the  purpose  of  the  certification  of  payrolls  and  accounts  as 
required  by  Section  20  of  the  State  Civil  Service  Law,  appointing 
officers  and  heads  of  departments  shall  furnish  the  Municipal  Civil 
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Service  Commission  with  payrolls,  accounts  and  certificates  in 
form,  and  manner  as  follows: 

(1)  Heads  of  departments,  officers  and  institutions  in  the  city 
service,  whose  employees  are  paid  individually  direct  from  the 
city  treasury  of  the  city,  shall  furnish  the  Municipal  Civil  Seiwicc 
Commission  before  payment  is  to  be  made,  a  payroll  in  duplicate 
showing  the  names  of  the  persons  to  be  paid,  the  title  of  the  posi¬ 
tion  held  or  kind  of  service  performed  by  each  person,  the  rate  and 
amount  of  compensation  to  which  he  is  entitled,  and  the  period 
for  which  he  is  to  be  paid,  and  shall  certify  that  the  persons  named 
therein  are  employed  solely  in  the  proper  duties  of  the  positions 
and  employments  indicated,  and  that  persons  described  as  or  pro¬ 
posed  to  be  paid  as  “  laborers  ”  are  employed  at  ordinary  unskilled 
labor  only.  After  examination  and  certification  by  the  Municipal 
Civil  Service  Commission  as  hereafter  prescribed,  such  payrolls 
shall  be  transmitted  by  said  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission 
to  the  City  Clerk  or  fiscal  officer  for  further  examination  and  pay¬ 
ment,  as  required  by  law,  and  one  of  said  duplicates  shall  accom¬ 
pany  the  warrant  on  the  City  Treasurer  or  other  disbursing  officer. 

(2)  For  payments  for  irregular  or  occasional  service,  the  head 
of  such  department,  office  or  institution  shall  transmit  to  the 
Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  the  original  account  or  a 
special  payroll  bearing  his  written  approval,  which  approval  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  a  certificate  of  the  facts  required  bv  the  pre¬ 
ceding  section  to  be  certified  on  the  regular  payrolls.  Upon  exam¬ 
ination  and  certification  by  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commis¬ 
sion  such  accounts  and  payrolls  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  City 
Clerk  or  other  fiscal  officer. 

(3)  The  Secretary  of  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission 
shall  compare  such  payroll  or  account  for  services  with  the  official 
roster  and  shall  attach  or  place  thereon  a  certificate  in  form  sub¬ 
stantially  as  follows: 

“  I  hereby  certify  that  the  persons  named  in  the  above  pay¬ 
roll,  occupying  positions  in  the  classified  sendee,  have  been 
appointed  or  employed  in  pursuance  of  the  Civil  Service  Law 
and  the  rules  and  regulations  made  in  accordance  with  such 
law.  (Chapter  15,  Laws  of  1000.) 


Secretary  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission. 
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The  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  may  designate  a  com¬ 
missioner  for  the  purpose  of  making  and  signing  certificates  in  the 
absence  of  the  secretary. 

(4)  Upon  satisfactory  evidence  that,  with  intent  to  evade  the 
provisions  of  the  law  and  of  these  rules,  any  person  appointed  to  or 
employed  in  any  position  in  the  classified  service  has  been  assigned 
to  perform  duties  other  than  those  for  which  he  was  examined  and 
certified,  or  under  any  title  not  appropriate  to  the  duties  to  be  per¬ 
formed,  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  will  refuse  cer¬ 
tification  of  such  person  for  payment  of  compensation  and  remove 
his  name  from  the  official  roster. 


Rule  XL 

All  eligible  lists  of  persons  examined  for  appointment  or  pro¬ 
motion  in  the  Civil  Service  of  the  Village  of  Saratoga  Springs, 
prior  to  the  adoption  of  these  rules,  shall  be  continued  in  full  force 
and  effect,  and  may  be  certified  to  the  person  or  persons  holding 
the  power  of  appointment  or  promotion,  until  an  examination  is 
held  and  a  new  eligible  list  made  up,  subject  however,  to  such 
reasonable  regulation  and  revision  as  these  rules  shall  prescribe. 

Rule  XLI 

Any  person  or  persons  holding  positions  in  the  Civil  Service  of 
the  Village  of  Saratoga  Springs  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the 
State  Civil  Service  Rules  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  appointing 
officer  or  board,  be  continued  in  the  same  or  similar  positions  in 
the  Civil  Service  of  the  City  of  Saratoga  Springs  from  and  after 
the  date  of  approval  of  these  rules  without  examination. 


Rule  XLII.  When  the  Rules  Take  Effect 

These  rules  shall  take  effect  on  and  after  the  date  of  their 
approval  by  the  State  Civil  Service  Commission  of  the  State  of 
Xew  York.

Only  one  candidate  appeared  for  the  examination  of  special 
clerk,  Department  of  Finance.

In  the  past  year  the  Commission  held  100  regular  meetings. 
In  addition,  the  Commission  meets  daily  at  3  :00  p.  m.,  to  con¬ 
sider  various  matters  affecting  or  pertaining  to  the  administration 
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of  the  Civil  Service  Rules  and  Regulations  or  to  give  a  hearing 
to  all  persons  having  business  with  the  Commission. 

On  December  31,  1915,  there  were  117  persons  in  the  Unclassi¬ 
fied  Service,  not  including  Superintendents,  Principals,  and  Teach¬ 
ers  in  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  and  elections  officers, 
of  whom  there  were  1,954.

During  the  past  year  there  were  no  exceptions  from  competitive 
examinations  under  the  provisions  of  section  15,  paragraph  2,  of 
the  Civil  Service  Law.

Sirs. —  We  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  annual 
report  of  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  of  New  York 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1915  : 

Formulation  and  Publication  of  New  Physical  Standards 

In  its  last  annual  report  this  Commission  referred  to  four 
special  problems  in  its  work  which  were  then  under  consideration. 
These  were,  first,  the  adoption  of  physical  standards  ;  second,  the 
publication  of  a  manual  of  information;  third,  a  complete  reclassi¬ 
fication  of  the  city  service  based  upon  the  joint  work  of  the  Com¬ 
mission  and  the  Bureau  of  Standards ;  fourth,  improvements  of 
the  efficiency  record  system. 

The  Commission  is  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  during  the 
past  year  not  only  have  these  large  plans  been  almost  completed 
but  that  the  Commission  has  been  able  to  continue  as  well  its  inten¬ 
sive  work  in  improving  the  regular  business  of  administering  the 
Civil  Service  Law  in  this  city. 

The  adoption  and  publication  of  proper  physical  standards  was  - 
a  large  task,  but  it  is  now  completed  and  the  standards  are  printed 
and  ready  for  distribution.  In  their  preparation,  the  Commis¬ 
sion  has  had  in  mind  two  main  purposes,  first,  to  exclude  from  the 
service  candidates  who  at  the  time  of  examination  are  physically 
unfitted  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  places  they  seek,  and,  sec¬ 
ond,  to  exclude  those  who  because  of  some  physical  defect  are 
likelv  to  become  a  burden  on  the  city  either  through  lowered  efii- 
ciencv  or  physical  or  mental  disability  so  complete  as  to  warrant 
retirement  on  a  pension  at  a  prematurely  early  date.  The  work  of 
preparing  physical  standards  with  these  main  points  in  mind  has 
involved  careful  examination  of  the  duties  of  all  the  positions  in 
the  city  service  in  the  Competitive  and  Labor  Classes.  In  making 
this  study  the  Commission  has  had  the  valuable  assistance  of  the 
Bureau  of  Municipal  Research,  and  it  was  upon  their  extended 
report  that  the  standards  as  finally  adopted  were  based.  It  was 
found  practicable  to  divide  the  service  into  four  groups  for  each 
of  which  certain  general  physical  qualifications  were  applicable 
to  all  positions.  Within  each  group  the  physical  requirements 
vary  in  certain  details  for  certain  positions.  Defects  which 
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would  automatically  disqualify  and  defects  which  would  dis¬ 
qualify,  if  disabling  are  clearly  stated  for  each  group.  A  gen¬ 
eral  table  of  all  the  positions  in  the  service,  with  the  special 
requirements  relating  to  each,  is  printed,  together  with  the  general 
requirements.  The  standards  will  serve  as  a  guide  not  only  to  the 
medical  examiners  of  the  Commission  but  also  to  prospective  can¬ 
didates.  It  is  confidently  anticipated  that  the  results  of  this  work 
will  be  of  the  greatest  value  to  the  Commission  and  to  the  service 
as  a  whole.  It  should  result  in  discouraging  candidates  from  enter¬ 
ing  examinations  when  they  are  clearly  disqualified  under  the 
standards.  As  a  guide  to  the  medical  examiners  it  will  make 
comparatively  easy  the  rejection  of  the  physically  unfit  and  will 
also  give  assurance  to  candidates  that  all  are  treated  alike.  It  is 
not  practicable  to  set  physical  standards  with  such  precision  that 
the  judgment  of  the  medical  examiners  can  be  eliminated  entirely, 
and  the  Commission  recognizes  that  there  will  be  cases  in  which 
the  examiners  will  have  to  exercise  their  judgment.  Neverthe¬ 
less,  the  standards  will  serve  as  a  very  definite  guide  in  by  far 
the  greater  majority  of  cases.  The  elimination  of  candidates  in 
physical  tests  takes  a  comparatively  short  time,  and  is  relatively 
inexpensive.  Such  elimination  has  already  cut  down  the  number 
of  written  papers  to  be  rated  by  the  examiners,  thus  reducing  the 
length  of  time  required  to  establish  eligible  lists  and  cutting  down 
the  net  expense  of  conducting  examinations.  During  the  past 
year,  the  Commission  has  required  physical  examinations  of  can¬ 
didates  for  all  positions  in  the  competitive  class;  22,524  candidates 
were  examined,  7,630  or  more  than  one-third  of  whom  were 
rejected.  The  saving  to  the  city  in  the  final  cost  of  these  examina¬ 
tions  is  material  when  it  is  considered  that  in  previous  years 
practically  all  of  these  candidates  would  have  entered  the  mental 
examination  and  their  papers  would  have  had  to  have  been  rated. 
There  can  be  no  doubt  but  that  the  elimination  of  the  physically 
unfit  from  entrance  into  the  city  service  will  result  in  increased 
efficiency.  There  is  no  more  reason  for  the  city  service  to  accept 
those  who  are  so  physically  handicapped  that  they  cannot  render 
the  best  service  than  for  a  railroad  to  accept  an  engineer  whose 
defective  eyesight  would  render  him  a  menace  to  life  and  prop¬ 
erty.  We  believe  the  New  York  City  Commission  is  the  only 
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Commission  which  has  yet  adopted  such  far-reaching  plans  of 
physical  examination.  It  is  to  he  expected  that  the  physical 
requirements  will  he  amended  in  some  particulars  as  experience 
indicates  the  necessity  therefor.  On  the  other  hand,  the  standards 
are  the  result  of  experience  and  study  and  will,  we  believe, 
commend  themselves  to  the  public. 

The  New  Manual 

Early  in  the  year  the  Commission  published  a  manual  in  simple, 
clear  language,  giving  information  to  the  public  covering  matters 
upon  which  the  public  most  commonly  asks  questions.  The 
manual  is  intended  primarily  for  the  use  of  candidates  or  pros¬ 
pective  candidates.  It  describes  briefly  the  chief  functions  of  the 
Commission,  the  general  classification  of  the  service,  methods  of 
applying  for  examination,  how  examination  papers  are  rated,  how 
the  identity  of  candidates  is  concealed,  etc.  Special  emphasis  is 
laid  on  matters  where  candidates  most  frequently  make  mistakes. 
The  object  of  the  manual  has  been  not  only  to  aid  candidates  by 
advice,  but  also  to  clear  away,  as  far  as  possible,  the  mystery  which 
to  so  many  people  surrounds  the  work  and  methods  of  the  Civil 
Service  Commission.  The  book  has  been  in  great  demand  and 
the  Commission  is  satisfied  that  its  value  has  been  fully  shown. 
In  the  next  edition  it  is  hoped  that  more  information  may  be 
incorporated  covering  other  points  which  should  he  made  clear 
both  to  the  public  and  city  officials.  That  the  enforcement  of  the 
provisions  of  the  Civil  Service  Law  and  Rules  must  in  some 
respects  be  a  technical  and  complicated  affair  appears  to  be 
unavoidable.  This  Commission,  however,  believes  in  simplifying 
the  procedure  so  far  as  is  practicable  and  in  giving  to  the  public 
the  fullest  information  possible  so  that  there  shall  be  no  feeling  in 
the  public  mind  that  the  complications  of  civil  service  adminis¬ 
tration  hide  some  great  mystery  that  benefits  the  initiated  alone. 
Such  a  feeling  breeds  distrust  which  is  hard  to  overcome.  Pub¬ 
licity  and  the  freest  explanation  of  questions  connected  with  the 
enforcement  of  the  Civil  Service  Law  is  the  only  antidote.  It  is 
the  policy  of  this  Commission  to  apply  that  antidote  to  the  full. 
The  next  edition  of  the  manual  will,  therefore,  be  in  the  nature 
of  a  texh-book  on  civil  sendee  administration  in  New  York  Citv. 
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It  will  cover  fullv,  but  in  non-technical  language  easily  under- 
stood  bv  the  layman,  those  points  in  the  enforcement  of  the  law 
and  rules  in  which  the  public  and  city  employees  are  most  inter¬ 
ested.  The  text-book  will  thus  include,  among  other  things,  a 
description  of  the  functions  of  the  Commission;  procedure  from  the 
time  application  for  examination  is  made  through  all  the  various 
stages  of  an  employee’s  course  in  the  service;  opportunities  which 
the  service  offers;  the  physical  standards;  the  classification,  etc. 
It  should  be  of  important  educational  value  not  only  as  to 
the  operation  of  the  Civil  Service  Law  and  Rules  but  as  to 
opportunities  in  the  public  service  of  the  city. 

Improved  Efficiency  Records 

The  most  difficult  problem  which  the  Commission  has  worked 
on  has  been  the  installation  of  a  proper  system  of  efficiency  records. 
It  is  safe  to  say  that  there  is  no  more  complex  question  in  the 
Commission's  work.  Many  commissions,  here  and  elsewhere, 
have  given  the  matter  the  most  painstaking  study  and  experi¬ 
mentation,  but  the  field  to-day  may  be  said  to  be  almost  unplowed, 
or  at  least  sadly  unproductive  in  satisfying  results.  It  is  impos¬ 
sible  to  apply  one  standard  or  method  to  the  rating  of  all 
employees  in  all  classes  of  work.  The  relative  values  of  factors 
which  determine  the  efficiency  of  one  group  with  reference  to 
their  actual  duties  and  their  future  possibilities  differ  materially 
from  the  relative  values  of  the  same  factors  for  other  classes  of 
employees.  In  some  cases  the  factors  applicable  to  one  class  are 
in  no  wise  applicable  to  another.  If  the  records  are  to  be  guarded 
against  favoritism  some  fact  basis  must  be  found  so  that  the  rating 
of  employees  shall  not  depend  upon  the  whim  or  careless  judgment 
of  the  superior  officer  or  departmental  head.  And  yet  a  complete 
fact  basis  for  any  line  of  work  which  will  at  the  same  time  serve 
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as  a  fair  ground  for  judging  the  value  of  services  rendered  as  well 
as  fitness  for  advancement  is  almost,  if  not  quite,  impossible  of 
discovery.  Even  if  discovered  it  is  apparently  practically  impos¬ 
sible  of  full  enforcement.  The  keeping  of  records  takes  time 
and  is  troublesome.  The  work  is  irksome  to  responsible  officials 
who  cannot  always  see  its  value,  with  the  result  that  co-operation 
has  been  at  the  best  spasmodic  or  half-hearted.  These  are  but  a 
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few  of  the  difficulties  which  meet  anyone  who  attempts  to  develop 
a  sound  efficiency  or  service  record  even  for  a  small  service.  For 
a  service  the  size  of  that  of  Few  York  City,  with  35,000  com¬ 
petitive  employees,  representing  almost  every  conceivable  activity, 
the  problem  is  enormous. 

The  Commission  is  approaching  the  question  conservatively  and 
with  painstaking  study.  In  July  of  1014,  as  stated  in  the  last 
report,  the  form  of  efficiency  reports  was  revised ;  effort  was  made 
to  guide  departmental  boards  of  promotions  in  rating  employees, 
and  a  board  of  review  was  established  which  was  intended  to  be 
a  clearing  house  of  information  and  a  body  to  which  employees 
might  appeal  if  they  felt  unjustly  treated.  The  revised  system, 
it  is  frankly  admitted,  is  still  unsatisfactory.  It  is,  however,  an 
improvement  on  the  old  method  under  which  promotion  boards 
rarely,  if  ever,  exercised  careful  discrimination  in  rating  em¬ 
ployees.  The  board  of  review,  in  meeting  department  heads,  has 
explained  and  discussed  the  principles  of  the  present  system  and 
secured  better  co-operation  in  some  instances  at  least.  Recently, 
the  Commission  has  written  the  heads  of  several  departments 
suggesting  that  they  permit  a  representative  of  the  Commission  to 
be  present  at  the  next  meeting  of  their  promotion  boards  and  that 
employees  be  given  reasonable  access  to  their  efficiency  ratings. 
The  first  suggestion  is  made  with  the  thought  that  a  representa¬ 
tive  of  the  Commission,  who  is  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the 
methods  that  should  be  followed  in  rating  employees  under  the 
present  system  sitting  with  a  board  of  promotions,  could  make 
helpful  suggestions  so  that  the  efficiency  records  as  first  prepared 
would  be  fair  and  equitable.  Through  such  co-operation  the  Com¬ 
mission  will  receive  the  benefit  of  suggestions  by -superior  officers 
directed  toward  correcting  the  faults  or  weaknesses  in  the  present 
system  and  overcoming  the  difficulties  which  superior  officers  have 
in  preparing  the  present  records.  The  Commission  believes  that 
employees  should  be  given  every  reasonable  opportunity  to  see 
their  efficiency  ratings.  Such  publicity  would  result  in  increasing 
the  confidence  of  employees  in  their  efficiency  records  which  count 
so  much  in  their  promotion  examinations.  The  board  of  review 
referred  to  above  can  always  be  appealed  to  if  the  employee  feels 
that  he  has  not  received  a  fair  rating  from  his  superior  officer. 
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During  the  last  year,  a  few  appeals  have  been  made  to  the  board 
of  review,  and,  after  a  full  hearing  before  the  board,  at  which  a 
representative  of  the  department  was  present,  fair  and  amicable 
adjustments  have  been  reached.  The  Commission  realizes  that  a 
system  which  encourages  appeals  to  an  independent  board  must  be 
managed  with  great  caro  or  an  unfortunate  condition  of  distrust 
and  dispute  will  be  stirred  up  throughout  the  city  service.  This 
condition  has  been  easily  avoided  during  the  last  year  and  a  half, 
and  the  Commission  believes  that  such  a  system  can  be  put  into 
operation  without  harmful  results.  It  is  certainly  necessary  that 
employees  believe  their  efficiency  ratings  to  be  fair.  Such  a  belief 
cannot  be  engendered  unless  free  access  is  granted  to  the  efficiency 
records,  and,  we  believe,  unless  an  employee  feels  that  there  is 
some  impartial  board  to  which  he  may  appeal  for  reconsideration 
of  his  rating. 

Proposed  Improvements  of  Efficiency  and  Service  Records 

This  much  has  been  done  toward  improving  the  present  system. 
The  Commission,  however,  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  present  system 
should  be  radically  revised.  Its  revision  has  been  an  object  of 
study  throughout  the  year,  and  with  the  co-operation  of  the  bureau 
of  municipal  research,  the  Commission  has  recently  published  a 
new  plan  of  service  records  which  will  go  into  operation  on  Janu¬ 
ary  1st  in  the  department  of  health,  the  department  of  bridges, 
the  law  department  and  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission. 
Under  the  proposed  new  plan,  certain  records  which  all  depart¬ 
ments  are  required  to  keep  for  financial  purposes  will  be  used  in 
determining  in  part  the  efficiency  rating  of  employees.  This  is 
for  the  purpose  of  providing  some  fact  basis  upon  which  to  sup¬ 
port  the  ratings  of  the  employees.  These  records  cover  such  factors 
as  attendance  and  punctuality  of  employees  and  the  quantity  of 
work  performed.  Other  factors  are  to  be  taken  into  consideration. 
The  latter  cannot  be  determined  entirely  upon  a  basis  of  facts  of 
record.  The  judgment  of  the  superior  officer  will  play  some  part, 
although  so  far  as  possible  fact  records  are  suggested  or  will  be 
developed  as  experience  shows  their  possibilities. 

In  general,  the  service  is  divided  into  three  parts:  First,  posi¬ 
tions,  the  duties  of  which  are  performed  wholly  or  almost  wholly 
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independently  or  under  supervision ;  second,  positions,  the  duties 
of  which  are  partly  supervisory  and  administrative  and  partly 
performed  independently  or  under  supervision ;  and,  third,  posi¬ 
tions,  the  duties  of  which  are  wholly  or  almost  wholly  supervisory 
and  administrative.  For  the  first  class  of  positions  a  large  port  of 
the  rating  of  employees  can  be  made  upon  a  fact  basis.  This  is 
less  true  of  the  second  class  where  duties  are  partly  supervisory 
and  partly  subordinate,  and  is  true  only  to  a  slight  degree  of  posi¬ 
tions  in  the  third  class,  the  duties  of  which  are  almost  entirely 
supervisory.  Provision  is  made  under  the  proposed  new  scheme 
for  the  rating  of  employees  on  a  mathematical  basis,  i.  e.,  the  rela¬ 
tive  efficiency  of  employees  will  be  expressed  in  percentages  rather 
than  in  letters  as  at  present.  It  is  not  suggested  that  these  relative 
ratings  can  be  finely  drawn  in  percentages.  They  can,  however, 
be  indicated  arithmetically  with  a  fair  degree  of  accuracy,  and  the 
substitution  of  percentages  for  the  present  letter  system  will  give 
greater  opportunity  for  discrimination. 

In  the  experimental  installation  of  the  proposed  new  system,  the 
Commission  intends  to  make  a  new  departure  through  the  assign¬ 
ment  of  some  of  its  examiners  to  efficiency  record  work  for  part  of 
their  time.  During  the  last  year,  the  Commission  has  endeavored 
to  assign  examiners  to  certain  departments  in  order  that  they 
might  become  specialists  in  the  functions  and  work  of  the  depart¬ 
ments  to  which  they  were  thus  assigned.  The  object  has  been  to 
have  in  the  Civil  Service  Commission  examiners  specially  qualified 
to  prepare  both  open  competitive  and  promotion  examinations  to 
meet  the  particular  needs  of  the  various  departments.  With  the 
partial  assignment  of  examiners  to  efficiency  record  work  this 
specialization  will  be  developed  to  a  finer  degree  still.  The  instal¬ 
lation  and  maintenance  of  the  proposed  efficiency  record  system 
will  require  careful  study  of  the  duties  of  all  competitive  employees 
and  a  complete  familiarity  with  the  actual  work  performed  by  city 
employees.  It  will  be  necessary  in  each  of  the  departments  in 
which  the  new  system  is  installed  to  determine  into  which  of  the 
three  classes  each  individual  falls  by  reason  of  the  nature  of  Ins 
work.  Such  determination  requires  painstaking  investigation,  not 
only  of  the  individual  employee’s  work  but  of  his  place  in  the 
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department,  and  his  relations  to  the  functions  of  the  various  bu¬ 
reaus  of  the  department  and  the  functions  of  the  department 
itself.  It  will  thus  he  seen  that  the  utilization  of  examiners  in 
efficiency  record  work  will  ultimately  place  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Commission  a  fund  of  detailed  information  about  the  citv  service 
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which  is  absolutely  essential  to  success  in  preparing  examinations 
and  which  the  Commission  has  never  had.  The  Commission  will 
go  slowly  in  extending  the  proposed  new  system.  It  does  not  pre¬ 
tend  that  the  suggested  system  is  perfect,  but  frankly  recognizes 
that  it  is  an  experiment  looking  toward  the  solution  of  a  very  com¬ 
plex  and  difficult  problem  and  that,  as  time  goes  on  with  experi¬ 
ence,  material  modifications  of  the  proposed  plan  may  be  necessary. 
It  may  be  a  long  time  before  even  a  moderately  satisfactory  svstem 
of  service  records  is  developed,  but  the  time  and  energy  needed 
for  such  development  will  he  more  than  repaid,  and  if  the  Com¬ 
mission  can  solve  this  problem  or  point  a  way  to  its  solution,  which 
future  Commissions  may  follow,  a  large  achievement  will  have 
been  effected. 


Efficiency  Records  in  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments 

In  this  connection  attention  is  called  to  improvements  in  the 
records  of  members  of  the  uniformed  force  in  the  police  and  fire 
departments.  In  the  past  these  records  have  considered  practi¬ 
cally  nothing  except  rewards  or  punishments  based  upon  acts 
involving  personal  risk  or  upon  violations  of  the  departmental  rules 
and  regulations.  That  such  a  method  of  rating  members  of  the 
uniformed  force  is  unfair  has  long  been  recognized.  It  does  not 
give  an  opportunity  of  crediting  firemen  or  policemen  with  faith¬ 
ful  service  and  display  of  intelligent  initiative  in  their  daily  work. 
Instead  it  places  a  premium  upon  the  more  or  less  accidental 
acts  of  bravery  or  upon  punishment  for  infractions  of  the  rules 
and  regulations  which  might  he  avoided  if  policemen  or  firemen 
refused  to  take  a  chance  of  violating  a  rule  or  regulation  by  neglect¬ 
ing  to  perform  some  part  of  his  duty.  With  this  in  mind,  a  con¬ 
ference  was  held  with  the  Police  Commissioner  and  a  committee 
of  the  uniformed  force  to  the  end  that  credit  might  be  given  in 
promotion  examinations  for  excellent  jxdice  duty  irrespective  of 
personal  risk.  As  a  result  of  such  conference,  the  rules  ot  the 
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department  governing  awards  were  amended  and  a  new  rule  added. 
A  detailed  method  of  procedure  was  formulated  in  order  to  insure 
as  far  as  possible  that  such  awards  would  be  based  solely  upon 
merit.  These  awards  will  be  given  weight  in  promotion  exam¬ 
inations.  In  this  wav,  members  of  the  uniformed  force  will  be 
rewarded  for  superior  efficiency  m  the  performance  of  police  duty 
and  will  be  encouraged  to  study  departmental  needs  and  offer 
suggestions  for  departmental  improvements. 

In  the  fire  department,  the  fire  commissioner  put  into  operation 
in  Julv  of  this  vear  a  new  system  of  service  records  for  members 
of  the  uniformed  force.  Under  this  system,  periodical  reports  of 
the  service  of  each  member  of  the  uniformed  force  will  he  pre¬ 
pared  by  his  superior  officer  and  submitted  to  the  board  of  merit 
for  approval.  The  new  system  contemplates  crediting  firemen 
not  merely  for  acts  of  personal  bravery  but  for  consistently  con¬ 
scientious,  effective  work  while  on  duty.  The  plan  has  been  in 
operation  in  the  fire  department  for  six  months.  It  will  be  given 
a  thorough  trial  and  the  records  kept  for  the  last  six  months  of 
1915  may  be  considered  in  future  promotion  examinations  if  the 
system  appears  so  far  to  have  worked  satisfactorily. 

Extension  of  tiie  Competitive  System 

The  work  of  the  Commission  naturally  centers  m  the  Exam- 
ination  Division.  Upon  the  success  or  failure  of  the  Commission 
to  obtain  men  or  women  of  the  calibre  required  to  meet  depart¬ 
mental  needs  depends,  in  no  small  degree,  the  success  or  failure 
of  departments  to  perform  their  work  efficiently  and  economically 
or  even  at  all.  The  responsibility  that  rests  on  the  Commission 
is  heavy,  even  if  the  competitive  principle  is  carried  no  higher 
tli an  to  positions  of  the  most  subordinate  or  routine  character. 
When  competition  is  carried  to  subordinate  positions  of  the  highest 
administrative  scope,  the  Commission  assumes  a  grave  duty,  whose 
performance  involves  not  only  the  reputation  of  the  entire  merit 
system,  which  the  Commission  is  in  duty  bound  to  uphold,  but 
the  reputation  as  well  of  the  city  officials  who  must  use  the  agents 
which  the  Commission  provides. 

This  responsibility  this  Commission  has  assumed.  It  has  been 
our  belief  that  not  only  the  requirements  of  the  Constitution  and 
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of  the  Civil  Service  Law,  but  the  interests  of  sound  administration 
of  public  business  leave  comparatively  few  positions  in  the  city 
service  in  which  it  can  be  demonstrated  that  competition  is  imprac¬ 
ticable.  We  do  not  take  the  term  “  impracticable  ”  in  its  narrowest 
meaning.  It  is,  of  course,  “  practicable  ”  in  a  certain  sense  to 
frame  examinations  of  one  type  or  another  through  which  the 
qualifications  of  candidates  for  almost  any  public  office  can  fairly 
well  be  ascertained.  Under  present  conditions,  however,  there  are 
undoubtedly  places  appointment  to  which  should  be  left  where  it 
now  lies  without  the  restrictions  of  competitive  tests.  Broadly 
speaking,  these  places  are  only  those  of  a  policy  determining  nature 
to  which  by  a  division  of  work  and  responsibility,  elective  officials 
and  their  responsible  commissioners  should  have  the  entire  author¬ 
ity  and  duty  of  selecting  appointees.  Any  other  system  would  be 
rightly  regarded  as  undemocratic  under  our  present  organization 
of  the  city  government.  It  is  to  these  officials  that  the  people 
look  for  proper  administration  of  the  community’s  business  and 
the  full  responsibility  therefor  should,  it  is  freely  recognized,  be 
centralized  so  that  the  public  may  know  whom  to  hold  responsible. 
This  is  a  field  upon  which  this  Commission  does  not  believe  that 
either  the  Constitution,  the  Civil  Service  Law  or  wise  policy 
permits  it  to  encroach.  Under  the  present  classification,  how¬ 
ever,  there  is  no  doubt  in  our  opinion  but  that  many  positions  are 
now  exempt  which  are  not  in  the  slightest  degree  of  a  policy 
determining  nature  and  which  should  be  placed  in  the  Competitive 
Class  if  the  interests  of  the  taxpayer  are  to  be  best  conserved. 
During  the  last  two  years  the  Commission  has  been  asked  to  add 
some  positions  to  the  Exempt  Class,  several  of  them  of  a  higher 
administrative  and  executive  order  than  have  ever  been  filled 
through  competition  at  least  in  New  York  City.  Some  of  these 
positions  are  exempt  by  law,  but,  in  a  great  majority,  the  Com¬ 
mission  under  the  law  has  had  discretion  to  determine  whether 
competition  was  or  was  not  practicable.  With  few  exceptions,  the 
Commission  has  denied  the  requests  for  exemptions  of  the  latter 
class  and  with  few  exceptions  the  positions  thus  made  com¬ 
petitive  have  been  successfully  filled  as  the  result  of  the  Com¬ 
mission's  open  competitive  or  promotion  examinations. 
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Important  Examinations  of  the  Year 

In  this  connection,  the  Commission  is  glad  to  record  the  fact 
that  the  requests  for  exemptions  have  been  comparatively  few. 
This  has  been  notably  true  in  the  course  of  the  reorganization  of 
the  Department  of  Health,  where,  although  several  new  and 
important  bureaus  were  established,  the  Commissioner  of  Health 
in  no  case  suggested  exemption.  During  the  year  1915,  the  Com¬ 
mission,  for  the  first  time  in  at  least  nine  years,  has  not  found 
it  necessary  in  a  single  case  to  waive  the  requirement  of  competi¬ 
tion  to  a  competitive  position  in  order  to  permit  the  permanent 
employment  of  a  candidate  nominated  by  a  department  head.  On 
the  contrary,  throughout  the  year,  the  Commission  has  succeeded 
in  establishing  eligible  lists  for  such  important  administrative 
positions  as  Superintendent  of  the  Municipal  Lodging  House; 
Superintendent  of  the  Employment  Agency ;  Director  of  the 
Bureau  of  Food  Inspections,  Department  of  Health,  Director  of 
the  Bureau  of  Social  Investigations,  Department  of  Public  Chari¬ 
ties;  Secretary  on  Recreation  for  the  Committee  on  Social  Wel¬ 
fare  ;  Assistant  Director  of  the  Bureau  of  Standards ;  and  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  the  Yew  York  City  Children’s  Hospitals  and  Schools, 
Randalls  Island. 

The  results  of  these  examinations  have  justified  the  policy  of 
the  Commission  in  assuming  the  heavy  responsibility  to  which 
reference  has  already  been  made.  The  examinations  themselves 
have  been  of  the  most  advanced,  practical  type.  In  some  cases, 
the  Commission  has  again  resorted  to  the  nonassembled  test  which, 
as  explained  in  the  last  annual  report,  was  used  in  the  Yew  York 
City  service  for  the  first  time  in  1914.  Such  an  examination  was 
tried  in  the  selection  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Yew  York 
City  Children's  Hospitals  and  Schools,  Randalls  Island.  In  this 
case,  the  Commission  had  to  meet  a  peculiarly  difficult  problem 
due  to  the  desire  and  plans  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Chari¬ 
ties  to  reorganize  the  entire  management  of  the  Randalls  Island 
Home,  so  as  to  bring  its  conduct  up  to  modern  ideas  of  caring 
for  the  feeble-minded  inmates  of  such  an  institution.  This  field 
of  development  in  public  charitable  work  is  comparatively  new, 
the  number  of  qualified  candidates  not  large  and  the  selection  of 
persons  qualified  to  conduct  such  a  test  proportionately  difficult. 
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The  Commission  was  finally  successful  in  securing  the  assistance 
of  Dr.  Walter  E.  Fernald,  Superintendent  of  the  Massachusetts 
State  Institute  for  the  Feeble-Minded  of  Waverly,  Mass.,  and 
recognized  as  a  pioneer  and  leader  in  the  modern  ideas  in  the  care 
of  feeble-minded  children.  Through  his  invaluable  and  hearty 
co-operation,  the  plan  of  examination  was  developed  so  as  finally 
to  meet  with  the  hearty  approval  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Charities.  The  examination  was  thrown  open  to  the  entire  country. 
Candidates  were  required  to  submit  a  detailed  account  of  their 
experience  which,  under  the  terms  of  the  advertisement,  included 
the  possession  of  a  medical  degree  and  experience  in  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  child-caring  institutions. 

Of  the  34  candidates  who  applied,  but  1G  met  the  experience 
requirements.  The  mental  test  consisted  of  a  thesis  covering  the 
following  subjects: 


A — Discuss  feeble  mindedness  in  children.  Candidates 
will  consider  the  following  points:  Causes,  varieties  and 
types,  pathology,  psychology,  care,  treatment,  training  and 
prognosis. 

B  —  Formulate  a  detailed  plan  for  the  arrangement,  con¬ 
struction  and  organization  of  an  institution  with  a  popula¬ 
tion  of  2,000,  caring  for  all  classes  of  the  feeble  minded.  This 
should  be  accompanied  by  rough  sketches  of  the  floor  plans  of 
some  of  the  most  important  buildings. 


Candidates  were  not  assembled  for  the  writing  of  this  report, 
but  were  allowed  ten  days  in  which  to  prepare  and  submit  their 
theses,  preparation  being  made  at  their  own  homes  after  con¬ 
sultation  with  anv  authorities  that  tliev  chose.  In  submitting 
their  reports,  candidates  were  required  to  state  under  oath  that 
the  composition  was  entirely  their  own  and  that  they  had  given 
full  credit  by  quotation  marks  and  references  to  authorities  for 
any  quoted  matter.  This  second  stage  in  the  examination  elimi¬ 
nated  all  hut  ten  and  those  who  successfully  passed  were  sum¬ 
moned  for  an  oral  test  held  at  the  office  of  the  Commission.  The 
oral  examination  was  intended,  as  in  all  nonassembled  tests,  first, 
to  get  at  the  personal  qualifications  of  candidates  for  such  an 
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administrative  position  and,  second,  to  check  by  skillful  ques¬ 
tioning  the  actual  knowledge  of  the  candidates  as  indicated  in 
their  written  reports  so  as  to  assure  the  Commission  that  the 
candidates  were  the  actual  authors  of  their  reports  and  that  their 
preparation  was  not  merely  drawn  from  standard  books  of  refer¬ 
ence.  The  result  of  the  entire  examination  was  the  establishment 
of  the  eligible  list  containing  seven  names  at  the  head  of  which 
stands  Dr.  George  L.  Wallace,  recognized  as,  next  to  Dr.  Fernald, 
probably  the  best  qualified  man  who  could  be  secured  for  the 
super  intendency.  From  1898  to  1907  he  was  First  Assistant 
Physician  at  the  Massachusetts  School  for  the  Feeble  Minded  at 
Waltham  and,  during  his  service,  that  institution  enlarged  from 
a  capacity  for  600  inmates  to  a  capacity  for  1,250  inmates.  Since 
1907  he  has  been  Superintendent  of  the  Wrentham  State  School, 
a  new  institution  for  feeble  minded  in  Massachusetts.  The  insti¬ 
tution  began  as  a  camp  with  seven  boys  and  has  been  developed 
under  Dr.  Wallace's  supervision  to  an  institution  with  700  inmates 
and  with  buildings  practically  completed  which  will  furnish  accom¬ 
modation  for  a  total  of  1,100  inmates. 

The  Commission's  successful  efforts  in  the  extension  of  the 
competitive  principle  to  such  high  positions  as  those  described 
above  has  amply  justified  its  policy  as  to  the  classification  of 
positions  in  the  city  service. 

The  Development  of  Practical  Examination  Methods 

The  practical  character  of  modern  civil  service  examinations  is 
not,  we  believe,  fully  appreciated.  The  idea  still  lingers  in  the 
public  mind  that  a  civil  service  test  is  an  academic  affair  which 
has  little  relation  to  the  actual  qualifications  of  candidates  but 
which  is  primarily  intended  to  discover  their  “  book-learning.” 
The  fallacy  seems  peculiarly  hard  to  explode.  The  fact,  for 
example,  that  the  candidates  for  the  position  of  Fireman  in  the 
New  York  City  Fire  Department  are  required  to  take  a  mental 
examination  appeals  to  the  uninitiated  as  a  ludicrous  waste  of 
time.  Such  an  opinion  of  this  examination  or  of  almost  any 
civil  service  examination  conducted  along  modern  lines  is  due 
either  to  an  insurmountable  prejudice  or  to  lack  of  information 
as  to  the  precise  scope  of  the  tests.  In  the  case  of  Fireman,  for 
example,  it  is  apparently  forgotten  that  the  entire  uniformed  force, 
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from  the  lowest  grade  to  the  position  of  Chief  of  the  Department, 
is  recruited  from  among  those  who  take  this  mental  examination 
in  order  to  secure  the  privilege  of  fighting  fires.  It  overlooks,  too, 
the  fact  that  the  mental  examination  is  not  in  itself  difficult  but  is 
intended  to  secure  young  men  of  fair  intelligence  who  will  have 
some  understanding  of  the  duties  of  their  position  and  the  work 
of  their  department  and  who  can  comprehend  and  remember  orders 
given  by  their  superior  officers.  It  also  overlooks  the  fact  that 
the  mental  examination  counts  hut  50  per  cent  of  the  final  aver¬ 
age  rating  and  that  the  Commission  recognizes  that  50  per  cent 
of  the  qualifications  required  of  a  candidate  for  Fireman  is  his 
Ph  ysical  ability  to  hold  his  job.  During  the  last  year,  the  Com¬ 
mission  has  had  to  conduct  an  examination  for  Fireman  for  which 
it  received  over  7,000  applications.  The  physical  examination 
occupied  the  time  of  the  Commission’s  medical  examiners  for 
nearly  two  months.  It  is  recognized  as  being,  together  with  the 
physical  examination  for  Patrolman,  perhaps  the  most  dilheult 
test  of  its  kind  conducted  for  any  line  of  work.  It  is  competitive 
in  its  character  and  the  men  who  have  succeeded  in  securing  a 


passing  mark  of  even  70  per  cent  are  young  men  in  the  prime 
of  physical  health.  Its  competitive  character  not  only  eliminates 
those  who  do  not  come  up  to  a  certain  standard,  but  also  helps  to 
place  at  the  head  of  the  list  and  thus  to  infuse  into  the  depart¬ 
ment  from  the  first,  men  whose  physical  condition  is  nearly 
perfect. 

The  extension  of  physical  qualifying  examinations  of  a  non¬ 
competitive  character  to  all  positions  in  the  city  service  which  has 
already  been  described,  adds  another  practical  feature  to  the 
present  methods  of  qualifying  candidates  for  the  public  service 
and  adds  a  merit  to  the  merit  system  of  which  private  employers 
seldom  think. 

Practical  tests  in  which  candidates  are  required  to  demonstrate 
their  ability  by  doing  things  they  will  be  called  upon  to  do  if  they 
are  appointed  have  been  considerably  extended.  During  the  year 
practical  tests  have  been  used  for  the  first  time  in  examinations 
for  Inspector  of  Blasting,  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures,  and 
Swimming  Instructor.  In  addition,  such  tests  have  been  given 
for  Electrician,  Stationary  Engineer,  Psychologist,  Engineer  of 
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Steamer,  Playground  Attendant,  and  Inspector  of  Fire  Alarm 
Boxes.  The  method  and  scope  of  these  examinations  are  interest¬ 
ing  and  forcibly  demonstrate  the  fact  that  if  a  Civil  Service  Com¬ 
mission  gives  proper  thought  and  study  to  its  work  the  city  may 
secure  its  help  in  a  far  more  scientific  and  thorough  manner  than 
private  business  corporations  ever  employ. 

In  the  examination  for  Inspector  of  Blasting,  for  example,  can¬ 
didates  were  given  the  practical  test  50  feet  below  the  street  level 
in  the  new  excavation  for  the  Lexington  Avenue  subway.  They 
were  required  to  show  their  familiarity  with  the  character  of  the 
rock,  the  use  of  tools,  loading,  tamping,  pointing  holes  under 
various  conditions  and  the  like.  They  were  also  tested  in  the 
handling  of  explosives  and  the  proper  methods  of  firing  blasts 
and  in  electrical  firing,  wiring,  etc.  They  were,  in  other  words, 
actually  called  upon  to  do  the  work  which  an  Inspector  of  Blast¬ 
ing  would  have  to  do  in  his  regular  routine. 

In  the  examination  for  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures, 
the  practical  test  was  given  in  the  Laboratory  of  the  Bureau  of 
Weights  and  Measures.  Defective  scales  of  various  kinds  were 
placed  before  the  candidates  and  they  wrere  required  to  find  the 
fault  in  each  of  the  scales.  They  were  also  called  upon  to  test  the 
capacity  of  various  measures  used  in  different  trades. 

The  practical  examination  for  Swimming  Instructor  was  held 
in  one  of  the  public  baths.  Candidates  were  required  to  show 
their  teaching  ability  and  their  personal  proficiency  in  such  mat¬ 
ters  as  the  various  styles  of  swimming,  diving,  swimming  under 
water,  methods  of  life  saving,  etc.  That  is  to  say,  these  candidates 
were  actually  required  to  teach  a  person  how  to  swim  and  them¬ 
selves  to  swim  and  dive  in  various  styles,  to  swim  under  water 
and  to  show  how  they  would  rescue  a  person  who  was  in  danger  of 
drowning. 

Investigation  of  Record  and  Moral  Fitness 

The  public  is  also  largely  unaware  of  the  extreme  care  which 
is  taken  by  at  least  the  Few  York  City  Commission  in  guarding 
against  the  appointment  of  the  morally  unfit  to  the  public  service. 
There  is  perhaps  no  more  interesting  feature  of  the  examining 
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work  of  the  Commission  than  the  work  of  its  Bureau  of  Character 
Investigation.  This  work  is  an  essential  supplement  to  the  experi¬ 
ence  examination  and  mental  test.  Manifestly,  it  is  imperative 
that  the  accuracy  of  the  statements  of  candidates  as  to  their  past 
experience  should  be  carefully  checked.  Otherwise,  the  rating 
which  they  receive  may  be  relatively  unfair  because  of  their  exag¬ 
gerated  statements  of  what  they  have  done.  In  addition,  however, 
this  Commission  is  not  unmindful  of  its  responsibility  in  seeing 
to  it  that  persons  who  receive  permanent  appointments  as  the 
result  of  its  examinations  shall  be  persons  with  good  records  and 
satisfactory  moral  qualifications.  Such  personal  characteristics, 
naturally,  cannot  be  determined  as  the  result  of  a  mental  exami¬ 
nation  or  even  of  an  oral  examination.  It  is  the  business  of  the 
Bureau  of  Character  Investigation  to  search  with  the  utmost  care 
all  facts  as  to  the  record  of  each  and  every  candidate  for  positions 
in  the  Competitive  Class  and  particularly  for  those  positions 
which  involve  responsibility  and  trust  in  the  honesty  and  integ¬ 
rity  of  the  employee.  The  bureau  originated  in  1911  as  the  result 
of  the  abolition  of  the  Bureau  of  Character  Investigation  in  the 
Police  Department.  For  the  first  two  years  and  a  half  of  its 
existence  its  work  was  centralized  only  on  candidates  for  appoint¬ 
ment  to  the  uniformed  forces  of  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments 
and  to  a  few  other  positions  in  the  inspectional  service,  where 
the  integrity  of  candidates  was  clearly  most  important.  During 
the  last  two  vears  the  Commission  has  extended  the  activities  of 
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this  bureau  to  cover  every  position  in  the  Competitive  Class  and 
certain  positions  in  the  Labor  Class,  where  it  has  seemed  essential 
to  make  sure  that  the  experience  claimed  by  candidates  for  labor 
class  positions  was  substantially  true.  During  the  year  1915,  the 
bureau  has  rendered  reports  to  the  Commission  in  3,63S  cases, 
including  positions  of  varying  importance  all  the  way  from  First 
Grade  Clerk  to  Patrolman  and  Fireman.  Its  investigations  are 
carried  on  with  painstaking  care  and  enter  into  practically  every 
important  fact  of  a  candidate’s  life  from  his  early  years  up  to  the 
date  of  the  investigation  itself.  The  investigations  are  begun 
upon  the  basis  of  the  candidate’s  statements  in  his  application 
blank  or  in  his  experience  paper  as  to  his  date  of  birth,  education, 
employment,  records  of  arrest  or  other  misconduct,  and  the  like. 
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Beginning  with  these  statements  of  the  candidates,  not  infre¬ 
quently  the  investigators  discover  incidents  in  the  candidate’s 
career  to  which  no  direct  reference  is  made  by  the  candidate  him- 
self  and  which,  under  methods  in  vogue  in  previous  years,  would 
never  have  been  discovered.  In  no  case  is  a  candidate  who  has 
been  reported  upon  unfavorably  by  the  character  investigating 
bureau  disqualified  upon  an  eligible  list  without  a  full  and  clear 
opportunity  to  explain  all  the  facts  in  his  record  to  the  Commis¬ 
sion  itself.  In  other  words,  the  report  of  the  investigating  bureau 
in  any  case  is  a  report  of  facts  upon  which  the  Commission  finally 
renders  judgment.  These  hearings  of  candidates  occupy  a  large 
part  of  the  time  of  the  meetings  of  the  Commission  each  week. 
The  time  spent,  however,  is  fully  justified  by  the  results.  We 
are  not  aware  of  any  other  civil  service  commission  which  has  as 
well  organized  a  system  of  character  investigation  as  is  followed 
in  the  New  York  City  service.  Such  a  system  is  a  protection 
against  fraud  upon  the  city  and  is  an  assurance  stronger  than 
most  private  employers  have  against  the  employment  of  individ¬ 
uals  whose  records  are  such  as  to  make  their  employment  seriously 
dangerous  to  efficient  service  or  to  entrustment  with  serious 
responsibility. 

Advertising  Methods  and  Savings 

This  Commission  has  regarded  the  recruiting  of  candidates  for 
its  examinations  as  one  of  its  most  important  duties.  This  work 
must  be  so  planned  as  to  secure  the  best  qualified  candidates  and 
discourage  manifestly  un qualified  candidates  from  making  appli¬ 
cation,  at  a  minimum  cost.  Last  year  a  marked  reduction  was 
made  in  the  cost  of  advertising  in  the  press  by  the  adoption  of 
business-like  advertising  methods.  As  a  result  of  this  work,  the 
average  cost  of  advertising  for  each  examination  was  reduced  from 
$409.78  in  1913  to  $98.07  in  1914.  This  year  this  average  cost 
has  been  reduced  still  lower,  viz:  to  $80.32.  Striking  economies 
were  effected  in  several  cases.  For  example:  In  1912,  the  Com¬ 
mission  advertised  an  examination  for  Fireman  at  a  total  cost  of 
$1,003.29,  securing  4,810  applicants.  This  year  the  total  cost 
for  advertising  the  examination  for  Fireman  was  only  $93.44  and 
the  Commission  secured  7,028  applicants.  In  1913  the  cost  of 
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advertising  the  examination  for  Playground  and  Gymnasium 
Attendant  was  $704.20.  In  1915,  the  cost  was  $115.20.  Four 
hundred  and  forty-nine  applications  were  filed  for  this  examina¬ 
tion  in  1913  as  compared  with  1,132  applications  filed  in  1915. 
The  total  number  of  applications  filed  has,  however,  decreased, 
although  sixty  more  open  competitive  examinations  were  held  than 
in  1914.  This,  however,  has  been  due  to  several  facts.  Many  of 
the  examinations  in  1915  have  been  for  important  positions  or  for 
highly  technical  positions.  Furthermore,  the  methods  used  by  the 
Commission  have  been  such  as  to  recruit  applicants  largely  from 
those  who  were  really  qualified  to  compete.  This  has  been 
brought  about  by  placing  advertisements  in  newspapers  or  trade 
or  scientific  journals  which  would  come  to  the  attention  of  pro¬ 
fessional  men  and  women  or  men  and  women  specially  trained  in 
certain  lines  of  work. 

The  advertising  in  the  press  and  in  trade  or  scientific  journals 
has  been  supplemented  by  securing  the  co-operation  of  educational 
institutions,  social  and  civic  associations  and  associations  or 
business  houses  and  the  like  devoted  to  some  specialized  trade  or 
profession.  A  mailing  list  has  been  maintained  and  advertise¬ 
ments  have  been  sent  to  those  appearing  on  the  mailing  list, 
together  with  a  letter  asking  co-operation  in  bringing  the  attention 
of  qualified  persons  to  the  notice.  As  the  result  of  this  work  a 
number  of  colleges  and  other  institutions  have  posted  these  adver¬ 
tisements  on  their  bulletin  board.  Many  have  shown  a  great  deal 
of  interest  in  the  Commission’s  examinations  and  have  made  a 
personal  effort  to  induce  qualified  candidates  to  apply.  In  order 
to  gain  greater  publicity  for  advertisements  sent  to  those  on  the 
mailing  list,  an  attractive  poster  has  been  devised  and  distributed 
to  those  institutions  which  donate  space  on  their  bulletin  boards 
to  the  city’s  use. 


Provisional  Employments 

The  efficient  and  faithful  efforts  of  the  staff  of  the  examining 
division  have  been  most  gratifying.  The  efforts  of  the  division, 
however,  have  not  been  confined  solely  to  the  preparation  and 
conduct  of  either  these  unusual  examinations  or  the  ordinary  tests 
which  the  Commission  is  required  to  hold  from  year  to  year.

In  some  respects,  the  administrative  methods  of  the  division  have 
been  for  years  antiquated  and  ineffective.  In  no  particular  was 
this  more  clearly  shown  than  in  the  great  length  of  time  required 
for  many  years  to  establish  eligible  lists.  Up  to  May  of  this  year, 
there  had  been  on  the  statute  books  an  unenforceable  provision 
that,  when  the  Commission  permitted  the  head  of  a  department 
to  make  a  provisional  appointment  pending  the  establishment  of 
an  eligible  list,  the  eligible  list  must  be  promulgated  within  sixty 
days  of  such  appointment.  At  its  last  session,  the  Legislature 
amended  this  provision  by  extending  the  term  of  provisional 
employment  from  two  to  four  months.  This  extension  was  based 
upon  the  experience  both  of  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commis¬ 
sion  and  the  State  Civil  Service  Commission.  Prior  thereto, 
rarely,  if  ever,  had  any  municipal  commission  for  several  years 
established  eligible  lists  under  such  conditions  within  less  than 
six  months.  In  order  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  new  law, 
it  was  necessary  for  this  Commission,  therefore,  to  reduce  the 
length  of  time  by  one-third.  Prior  to  the  amendment  of  the  law, 
as  explained  in  the  last  report,  the  Commission  had  instituted  a 
method  whereby,  for  the  first  time,  the  progress  of  all  examina¬ 
tions  was  systematically  checked.  The  object  of  the  change  was 
to  enable  the  examining  division  to  be  advised  at  all  times  of  the 
exact  status  of  all  examinations  and,  wherever  necessary,  to  give 
precedence  to  those  examinations  involving  provisional  employees 
whose  terms  of  service  were  near  expiration.  The  system  worked 
admirably.  Because  of  congestion  in  the  examination  division  in 
the  beginning  of  the  year  1915,  it  was  not  possible  to  clear  the 
decks  immediately.  By  persistent  effort  and  careful  planning, 
however,  the  Commission  was  able  in  September  to  announce 
that,  for  the  first  time  in  many  years,  not  a  single  provisional 
employee  was  serving  illegally.  In  other  words,  the  Commission 
had  wiped  the  slate  of  provisional  employments  clean.  The  Com¬ 
mission  believes  that  there  is  no  reason  why  this  record  should  not 
be  maintained  in  the  future. 


Difficulties  Due  to  Inadequate  Pay 

There  are,  it  is  true,  certain  positions  with  which  all  Municipal 
Civil  Service  Commissions  have  had  chronic  difficulty.  Conspic¬ 
uous  among  these  are  the  positions  of  alienist  in  city  institutions; 
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pathologist  and  pathologist-bacteriologist  in  laboratories  and 
chemist  in  laboratories.  The  great  difficulty  in  these  instances 
has  been  the  lack  of  sufficient  compensation  to  attract  qualified 
candidates.  Examination  after  examination  has  been  held,  result¬ 
ing  either  in  no  list  or  in  the  establishment  of  such  an  unsatisfac¬ 
tory  list  that  those  appointed  had  to  be  dropped  and  the  Commis¬ 
sion  called  upon  to  hold  a  new  examination.  The  work  of  the 
institutions  in  these  respects  was  vitally  important  and  provisional 
appointments  naturally  followed.  In  many  cases,  the  provisional- 
appointees  were  not  satisfactory  to  the  heads  of  departments, 
through  no  fault  of  the  appointing  officers  who  had  to  make  the 
best  of  a  bad  situation.  The  responsibility  for  these  conditions 
and  for  the  failure  of  the  Commission  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
departments  rests  neither  with  the  department  heads  nor  with 
the  Commission.  The  conditions  are  primarily  due,  as  already 
stated,  to  failure  on  the  part  of  the  proper  authorities  to  provide 
a  compensation  for  these  scientific  positions  which  would  attract 
men  of  the  right  calibre.  It  is  also  true  that  there  are  qualified 
chemists,  pathologists  and  alienists  who  are  willing  to  accept 
employment  in  city  institutions  for  a  comparatively  short  period 
in  order  to  gain  experience  and  that,  as  a  result,  frequent  changes 
are  found.  Primarily,  however,  the  Commission  is  convinced  that 
an  increase  in  compensation  commensurate  with  the  experience 
and  qualifications  necessary  for  such  positions  will  have  to  be 
recognized  by  appropriating  authorities  if  the  city  is  to  secure 
the  services  to  which  it  is  entitled.  The  Commission  has  brought 
the  situation  to  the  attention  of  department  heads  and  to  the 
Bureau  of  Sandards  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment. 
The  Bureau  of  Standards  has  itself  suggested  higher  compensa¬ 
tion  for  these  places,  although  the  suggestions  have  not  been 
adopted.  In  the  meantime,  the  Commission  is  required  to 
enforce  a  provision  of  the  law  which,  in  these  cases,  has  been 
unenforceable.  If  conditions  continue  as  they  are,  the  Connnis- 
sion  has  but  two  alternatives:  Either  to  continue  holding  exam¬ 
inations  and  permit  violations  of  the  Law  by  the  prolonged 
employment  of  provisionals  beyond  the  four  months’  period  or  to 
give  up  all  attempt  to  establish  eligible  lists  through  competitive 
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examinations  and  place  these  positions  either  in  the  Ron-competi¬ 
tive  or  Exempt  Class.  The  first  alternative  is  one  which  the 
Commission  cannot  and  will  not  follow  in  the  future.  The  second 
alternative  would,  the  Commission  believes,  bring  about  unfor¬ 
tunate  results.  It  would  not  help  the  departments  concerned  in 
securing  qualified  employees  and  might  easily  result  in  the 
appointment  of  extremely  poorly  qualified  employees  or  even 
those  not  qualified  at  all.  This  question  is  one  which  the  Com¬ 
mission  sincerely  hopes  will  receive  the  careful  consideration  of 
the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  and  the  Board  of 
Aldermen.

With  deep  regret,  the  Commission  is  forced  to  record  the  death 
on  December  28th  of  Mr.  F.  G.  Ireland,  Chief  Examiner  of  the 
Commission  for  over  twenty  years  and  one  of  the  most  valued  and 
loyal  public  servants  of  this  city.  Mr.  Ireland,  a  graduate  of 
Harvard  University,  entered  the  service  of  the  city  November  13, 
1895,  as  the  Commission’s  Chief  Examiner,  at  a  time  when  the 
principles  of  civil  service  reform  were  still  derided  and  attacked  by 
political  enemies  of  the  merit  system.  He  was  one  of  the  staunch¬ 
est  supporters  of  the  Civil  Service  Law.  His  sterling  character, 
unswerving  honesty  and  broad  culture  brought  to  the  Commission 
a  bulwark  against  political  favoritism  and  dishonesty  which  was 
impregnable  and  an  assurance  of  high  standards  of  public  office 
which  was  then  almost  unique.  His  career  saw  the  development 
of  the  competitive  system  from  the  elementary  examinations  of 
the  early  days  to  the  advanced,  scientific  methods  of  to-day.  In 
all  his  words  and  deeds  he  showed  only  lovalty  and  fidelitv  to  the 
trust  reposed  in  him. 

The  Correction  of  Improper  Assignments 

An  extremely  important  responsibility  vested  in  the  Commis¬ 
sion  by  an  amendment  to  the  Civil  Service  Law,  adopted  early  in 
1914,  has  been  the  correction  of  improper  assignments  of 
employees  to  duties  inappropriate  to  their  respective  titles.  As 
stated  in  the  last  report,  this  matter  of  improper  assignments  is  one 
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of  much  difficulty  because  of  the  work  involved  in  clearly  delimit¬ 
ing  the  duties  proper  to  the  numerous  titles  in  the  municipal 
service.  During  the  past  year,  effort  has  been  made  to  system¬ 
atize  the  work  of  correcting  improper  assignments  by  the  adoption 
by  the  Commission  of  clear  definitions  of  the  duties  appropriate 
to  the  various  classes  of  city  employees.  In  this  policy,  the  Com¬ 
mission  has  endeavored,  so  far  as  is  practicable,  to  adopt  defini¬ 
tions  which  would  correspond  to  the  definitions  of  duties  adopted 
by  the  Bureau  of  Standards  in  its  preparation  of  specifications  for 
the  use  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment.  The  full 
accomplishment  of  this  plan  has  not  been  possible  in  many 
instances  either  because  the  Bureau  of  Standards  did  not  provide 
for  titles  now  existing  in  the  Civil  Service  Classification  or 
because  the  Bureau  itself  had  not  finally  determined  upon  such 
definitions.  Nevertheless,  the  Commission  has  prosecuted  this 
part  of  its  work  with  great  care,  with  full  compliance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Civil  Service  Law,  and  at  the  same  time  with 
due  regard  to  the  difficulties  encountered  bv  administrative  officers

in  complying  with  the  substantial  requirements  of  the  law.  It  has 
been  the  policy  of  the  Commission  to  allow  department  heads  a 
reasonable  length  of  time  to  secure  the  necessary  budget  changes 
to  permit  the  employment  of  individuals  under  proper  titles. 
Recognizing  that  there  is  not  infrequently  room  for  reasonable 
men  to  differ  as  to  the  limitations  of  work  under  which  an 
employee  with  a  certain  title  might  be  assigned,  the  Commission 
before  taking  any  drastic  action  has  given  the  departments  a  copy 
of  the  report  made  by  its  investigators,  a  fair  chance  to  explain 
the  position  of  the  department  concerned  and  the  fullest  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  such  discussion  as  would  result  in  an  amicable  adjust¬ 
ment  of  all  differences.  Several  cases  have  been  referred  to  the 
Bureau  of  Standards  in  order  that  the  Bureau  and  the  Commis¬ 
sion  might  have  a  definite  agreement  as  to  what  should  lx?  the 
proper  title  covering  certain  kinds  of  employment  in  the  service. 
The  Commission  is  glad  to  acknowledge  the  co-operation  of  depart¬ 
ments  in  reaching  an  adjustment  of  the  many  different  and  at 
times  annoying  problems  which  have  arisen  as  the  results  of  the 
attempts  to  correct  improper  assignments  or  to  come  to  an  agrees 
ment  as  to  the  propriety  or  impropriety  of  an  assignment  in  any

particular  case.  Departments  have  honestly  differed  with  the 
Commission  in  its  views,  and  when  such  differences  have  arisen 
have  been  more  than  willing  to  meet  the  Commission  lialf-way  in 
coming  to  an  agreement.  In  many  cases  the  departments  have 
frankly  agreed  with  the  position  of  the  Commission,  pointing  out, 
what  was  a  well-known  fact,  that  the  assignments  had  continued 
for  many  years. 

Inherited  Evils  Remedied  —  Janitor  Engineers  and  Hos¬ 
pital  Helpers 

Two  especially  important  and  complicated  situations  have  been 
adjusted  during  the  past  year.  The  first  was  the  correction  of 
the  assignments  of  several  Janitors  of  public  school  buildings  in 
the  Department  of  Education  to  perform  the  work  of  Janitor- 
Engineers.  The  distinction  between  the  two  positions  is  a  distinc¬ 
tion  between  a  position  requiring  only  the  care  of  a  small  school 
building  with  an  ordinary  heating  plant  and  the  care  of  a  larger 
school  building  with  a  high  pressure  steam-heating  plant  and  the 
management  of  a  considerable  force  of  janitorial  assistants,  clean¬ 
ers  and  the  like.  A  study  of  the  assignment  of  Janitors  in  the 
public  schools  showed  that  in  a  very  considerable  number  of  cases 
schools  with  high  pressure  steam-heating  plants  were  in  charge 
of  persons  who  had  never  qualified  for  any  other  work  than  that 
of  the  ordinary  janitor.  In  many  cases  such  assignments  began 
long  prior  to  consolidation  and  at  the  time  when  the  title  of 
Janitor-Engineer  did  not  exist  and  no  distinction  was  made 
between  an  ordinary  Janitor  and  a  Janitor-Engineer.  In  many 
of  these  cases,  however,  the  evidence  showed  that  the  Janitors  had 
been  performing  the  work  of  Janitor-Engineers  with  entire  satis¬ 
faction  and  that,  furthermore,  thev  had  the  necessarv  license 
required  by  the  Police  Department  for  the  operation  of  a  high- 
pressure  steam-heating  plant.  The  primary  difficulty  which  con¬ 
fronted  the  Commission  in  this  instance,  as  in  several  others,  was 
an  adjustment  of  this  situation  which  would  not  work  injustice 
to  the  Janitors  who  had  been  employed  for  a  long  period  and  who 
were  manifestly  well  qualified  and  that  at  the  same  time  would 
assure  not  only  a  complete  compliance  with  the  requirements  of 
the  Civil  Service  Law  but  also  a  guarantee  that  the  public  schools 
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would  not  be  in  charge  of  persons  who  were  not  qualified  to  do 
their  work  efficiently  and  satisfactorily.  After  a  thorough  study 
of  all  the  conditions  the  Commission  first  decided  that  Janitors 
assigned  as  Janitor-Engineers  who  had  been  appointed  prior  to 
consolidation  and  who  had  been  actually  engaged  in  doing  work 
appropriate  to  the  title  of  Janitor-Engineer  since  approximately 
1898  and  who  had  the  necessary  license  required  by  the  Police 
Department  should  be  allowed  a  change  of  title  from  Janitor  to 
Janitor-Engineer  without  further  examination,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  title  of  Janitor-Engineer  was  not  in  existence  at  the 
time  of  their  appointment  and  in  view  of  the  work  to  which  the 
Janitors  had  actually  been  assigned.  In  the  other  instances,  how¬ 
ever,  the  Commission  held  a  competitive  promotion  examination 
limited  to  the  Janitors  who  had  been  assigned  to  Janitor-Engi¬ 
neering  work.  This  examination  consisted,  first,  of  a  practical 
test,  and,  second,  of  a  mental  test  based  on  the  duties  of  the  posi¬ 
tion.  Agreement  was  reached  with  the  Board  of  Education  under 
which,  after  the  promulgation  of  the  promotion  list  resulting  from 
this  examination,  the  assignment  of  Janitors  to  the  position  of 
Janitor-Engineer  would  be  terminated  and  in  the  future  no 
Janitor  would  be  assigned  to  the  care  of  school  buildings,  where 
it  was  agreed  both  bv  the  Board  of  Education  and  the  Civil  Serv- 
ice  Commission  that  it  was  necessary  to  employ  Janitor-Engi¬ 
neers.  The  eligible  list  was  established  a  short  time  ago  and  prac¬ 
tically  all  of  the  improper  assignments  of  Janitors  have  now  been 
corrected  by  the  assignment  of  Janitor-Engineers.  In  a  few  cases 
the  adjustment  resulted  in  the  dropping  of  men  who  had  long 
served  as  Janitor-Engineers  to  school  buildings.  Such  cases,  how¬ 
ever,  are  the  exception  and  are  fully  compensated  by  the  correc¬ 
tion  of  an  ancient  abuse  and  bv  the  agreement  between  the  Board 
of  Education  and  the  Commission,  reached  without  ill-feeling, 
that  in  the  future  school  buildings  will  be  cared  for  by  properly 
qualified  employees. 

The  other  broad  question  of  assignments  referred  to  above  con¬ 
cerns  the  employment  of  hospital  helpers  in  charitable  institutions 
and  hospitals  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  city  government.  This 
subject  was  referred  to  in  the  last  report  of  the  Commission  where 
it  was  pointed  out  that  the  hospital  helpers  had  been  assigned  to 
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the  duties  of  clerks,  stenographers,  telephone  operators  and  the 
like.  These  assignments  occurred  not  only  in  the  institutions  them¬ 
selves,  hut  also  had  been  made  to  employments  in  the  central 
offices  of  the  departments,  particularly  the  Department  of  Public 
Charities.  The  evil  lay  in  the  fact  that  hospital  helpers  thus 
assigned  were  non-competitive  employees  selected  without  any 
particular  reference  to  their  qualifications  to  perform  clerical 
work  or  work  of  a  similar  character.  The  duties  in  the  great 
majority  of  cases  in  institutions  are  covered  by  the  title  of  Hospital 
Clerk.  In  instances  of  assignments  outside  of  institutions  the 
work  fell  under  the  title  of  Clerk  or  Stenographer.  In  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Public  Charities  there  were  approximately  60  assign¬ 
ments  of  hospital  helpers  outside  of  institutions.  These  assign¬ 
ments  were  adjusted  on  September  1,  after  a  careful  study  and 
negotiations  with  the  Department  and  the  Board  of  Estimate  and 
Apportionment.  The  budget  of  the  Department  was  modified  so 
as  to'  permit  of  the  employment  of  persons  under  the  regular  title 
of  Clerk  or  Stenographer  as  the  case  required.  In  12  cases  it 
was  found  that  the  hospital  helpers  had  been  assigned  to  the  wTork 
of  receiving  and  investigating,  by  interview,  applications  for 
charitable  relief.  In  these  cases,  the  Commission  and  the  Bureau 
of  Standards,  together  with  the  Department,  agreed  upon  the 
adoption  of  the  title  of  Charity  Application  Investigator,  pro¬ 
vision  for  which  has  been  made  and  for  which  an  open  competi¬ 
tive  examination  will  be  held.  In  the  other  cases  of  assignments 
in  the  central  offices,  correction  was  made  by  the  appointment 
from  the  proper  eligible  lists  of  Clerks  or  Stenographers.  Within 
the  institutions  themselves  the  assignment  of  hospital  helpers  to 
clerical  work  or  work  of  a  similar  nature  has  been  provided  for 
in  the  budget  for  the  year  1916  under  proper  titles,  such  as 
Hospital  Clerk,  Stenographer  and  Typewriter,  Telephone  Oper¬ 
ator,  or  the  like.  In  the  Department  of  Public  Charities,  it  has 
been  found  necessary  to  meet  a  peculiar  condition  by  the  excep¬ 
tional  step  of  waiving,  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  and  the 
State  Civil  Service  Commission,  one  of  the  provisions  of  the  rules 
which  prevents  the  Commission  from  holding  a  promotion  exam¬ 
ination  from  a  non-competitive  to  a  competitive  position  under  a 
different  title.  These  are  the  instances  in  which,  because  of  the 
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peculiar  conditions  in  the  institutions  which  make  employment 
undesirable  and  because  of  the  experience  of  the  hospital  helpers 
concerned,  the  interests  of  best  administration  plainly  require 
that  the  Department  he  given  an  opportunity  at  least  to  qualify 
hospital  helpers  who  have  served  for  a  considerable  period  for 
appointment  under  the  competitive  title  of  Hospital  Clerk.  The 
Commission,  therefore,  recently  adopted  a  resolution  which,  if 
approved,  will  permit  the  Commission  to  hold  a  promotion  exam¬ 
ination  for  the  position  of  Hospital  Clerk  in  the  Competitive 
Class  which  shall  be  open  to  hospital  helpers  in  the  Xon-Competi- 
tive  Class  who  have  served  with  fidelity  for  at  least  three  years. 
As  the  result  of  this  work,  in  which  the  Commission  has  had  the 
co-operation,  not  only  of  the  Department  concerned,  but  also  of 
the  Bureau  of  Standards,  an  illegal  and  unsound  policy  of  employ¬ 
ment  will  be  corrected.  A  somewhat  similar  condition  in  the 
Department  of  Correction,  where  non-competitive  employees  had 
been  assigned  to  the  performance  of  duties  appropriate  to  the 
competitive  position  of  Matron,  is  to  be  met  in  similar  fashion. 

The  correction  of  such  situations  demonstrates  that  there  can  be 

sufficient  elasticitv  in  Civil  Service  administration  to  correct 
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abuses,  without  violating  the  intent  and  the  spirit  of  the  Civil 
Service  Law. 

Reorganization  of  tiie  Business  Methods  of  the  Commission 

The  business  methods  and  organization  of  the  Commission's 
offices  have  been  materially  improved  with  resultant  economy  of 
labor  and  money  and  increased  efficiency.  This  work  was  begun 
at  the  very  outset  of  the  year  1914.  A  comprehensive  study  of 
records  and  their  method  of  preservation  has  resulted  in  the  work¬ 
ing  out  of  an  entirely  new  plan  of  filing,  which  will  go  into  effect 
in  a  short  time.  For  the  convenience  of  departments,  as  well  as 
the  Commission,  an  entire  set  of  forms  was  devised  for  the  use  of 
departments  in  notifying  the  Commission  of  their  action  on  ( 'ivil 
Service  matters  of  routine  nature.  Much  time  and  effort  has 
been  saved  in  computing  the  final  averages  of  candidates  in  exam¬ 
inations  and  preparation  of  eligible  lists  through  the  installation 
of  a  computing  machine  in  the  Computing  Bureau.  The  eligible 
lists  are  now  kept  in  loose  leaf  ledgers  and  are  much  clearer  and 
simpler  than  the  old  forms  of  lists. 
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A  new  form  of  application  blank  has  been  installed  for  exam¬ 
inations  in  which  experience  is  required.  By  the  use  of  this 
form,  the  time  of  applicants  in  filling  out  their  experience  sheets 
has  been  materially  reduced,  the  filing  space  required  has  been 
cut  down  and  the  rating  of  experience  papers  facilitated. 

Another  important  labor-saving  device  installed  in  the  Examina¬ 
tion  Division  is  a  three-ply  card,  filled  out  by  candidates  when 
making  out  applications.  Through  the  use  of  this  card,  it  is  no 
longer  necessary  for  the  Application  Bureau  to  address  notices  of 
dates  of  examinations,  since  the  candidates  themselves  do  this 
work  when  filing  applications.  The  new  card  has,  furthermore, 
made  unnecessary  the  so-called  preliminary  sheet  which  candidates 
were  required  to  write  out  at  the  beginning  of  each  examination. 

Eor  the  convenience  of  candidates,  as  well  as  the  Commission, 
a  new  system  of  checking  the  citizenship  of  naturalized  citizens  is 
now  in  operation.  Applications  for  positions  in  the  Labor  Class 
are  now  received  in  the  Municipal  Building  instead  of  in  the 
Criminal  Courts  Building  as  formerly,  so  that  all  the  office  work 
of  the  Commission  is  centralized  in  one  place. 

The  Commission  desires  to  recognize  the  generous  assistance 
rendered  by  the  Bureau  of  Municipal  Research  in  the  study  and 
improvement  of  office  methods.  In  this  work,  the  Commission 
has  had  the  especial  assistance  of  Dr.  Robert  Moses  and  Mr.  J ohn 
H.  Johnson,  who  have  worked  most  efficiently  in  co-operation 
with  the  Commission  and  its  employees. 

A  Reclassification  of  the  City  Service 

The  subject  of  a  general  reclassification  of  the  city  service  has 
received  the  attention-  of  the  Commission  throughout  the  year 
in  several  of  its  aspects,  but  with  particular  reference  to  the  tenta¬ 
tive  specifications  prepared  by  the  Bureau  of  Standards  of  the 
Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  with  the  co-operation  of 
the  Bureau  of  Municipal  Research.  The  work  of  the  Bureau  of 
Standards  and  the  functions  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  are 
closely  allied.  It  is  true  that  in  the  preparation  of  the  tentative 
specifications  the  Bureau  has  had  in  mind  as  one  of  its  primary 
objects  the  classification  and  grading  of  the  service  together  with 
definitions  of  duties  and  qualifications  which  would  serve  as  a 
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guide  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  in  appropriat¬ 
ing  salaries  for  city  employees.  In  accomplishing  this  purpose, 
however,  the  Bureau  has  properly  studied  the  entire  service  with 
the  broad  view  of  completely  reorganizing  the  classification  of 
city  employees  so  as  clearly  to  set  forth  the  general  divisions  of 
city  service,  together  with  groupings  along  special  lines  and  the 
establishment  of  appropriate,  descriptive  titles  and  grading  accord¬ 
ing  to  duties  and  varying  responsibilities.  The  Commission  has 
considered  the  conclusions  of  the  Bureau  or  at  least  the  tentative 
specifications  prepared  by  the  Bureau  which  cover  all  but  the 
Police,  Eire,  Skilled  Trades  and  Labor  services. 

The  specifications  which  have  been  published  have  been  the 
result  of  minute  study  of  the  functions  and  work  of  city  employees 
in  all  departments  with  the  exception  of  the  sendees  noted.  The 
Commission  has  been  engaged  and  is  now  engaged  upon  a  critical 
examination  of  the  proposals  of  the  Bureau.  The  result  of  the 
Bureau's  work,  as  far  as  it  affects  a  classification  of  the  service 
for  purposes  of  Civil  Service  administration,  is  admirable.  The 
broad  division  of  the  entire  force  of  city  employees  into  services 
is  clear  and  comprehensive.  The  grouping  of  employees,  the 
titles  proposed  and  the  description  of  duties  appear  to  the  Com¬ 
mission,  almost  without  exception,  to  bo  eminently  suited  for  a 
Civil  Service  classification.  The  Commission  has  already  sub- 
mitted  to  the  Bureau  such  criticisms  as  it  has  had  to  make  of  the 
details  of  its  specifications  and  within  a  very  short  time  will  have 
covered  all  the  proposals  which  the  Bureau  has  published.  Such 
differences  as  the  Commission  has  had  with  the  Bureau  have 
touched  minor  details  and  there  has  been  no  difficulty  in  coming

to  an  agreement  in  such  cases.  The  Commission  is  satisfied  that 
when  final  adjustments  have  been  reached  between  the  Bureau 
and  the  Commission,  the  entire  city  service  should  be  revised  as 
to  titles,  grading  and  compensation  according  to  these  specifica¬ 
tions.  At  present,  however,  comparatively  few  of  the  titles  pro¬ 
posed  by  the  Bureau  have  been  adopted  in  the  tax-levy  budget. 
The  result  is  that,  at  present,  there  is  confusion  between  some  of 
the  titles  appearing  in  the  budget  for  the  year  191 G  for  certain 
departments,  which  do  not  appear  in  the  present  Municipal  Civil 
Sendee  classification,  and  old  titles  appearing  in  the  Municipal 
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Civil  Service  classification  covering  the  same  or  similar  classes  of 
service  as  are  covered  by  the  new  titles  proposed  by  the  Bureau. 

The  Commission  feels  very  strongly  that  the  new  classification 
should  be  adopted  and  followed  as  soon  as  possible  by  heads  of 
departments,  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  and  the 
Bureau  of  Standards.  It  would  like  to  see  a  general  reorganiza¬ 
tion  of  the  service  go  into  effect  at  the  earliest  practicable  date  so 
that  the  Commission  may  he  able  to  discard  the  present  compli¬ 
cated  and  antique  classification  and  adopt  the  proposed  new  classi¬ 
fication  without  confusion. 

The  Commission’s  study  and  work  on  the  proposals  of  the 
Bureau  of  Standards,  its  understanding  of  the  purposes  of  the 
work  of  the  Bureau  and  its  view  of  the  proper  place  and  functions 
of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  in  the  city  government,  have  led 
the  Commission  to  the  conclusion  that  the  most  effective  organiza¬ 
tion  of  such  work  would  place  some,  at  least,  of  the  present  func¬ 
tions  of  the  Bureau  of  Standards  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Civil  Service  Commission.  This  observation  is  in  no  wise  a 
reflection  upon  the  wTork  of  the  Bureau  but  is  rather  a  recognition 
of  the  importance  of  the  Bureau’s  work  and  of  its  many  ramifica¬ 
tions  into  all  the  varied  branches  of  city  administration.  As  far 
as  rates  of  pay  are  concerned,  the  ultimate  responsibility,  of 
course,  lies  with  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  and 
the  Board  of  Aldermen.  As  the  employment  agent  of  the  city, 
however,  no  department  is  more  concerned  in  having  exact  infor¬ 
mation  as  to  the  duties  and  functions  of  departments  in  the  city 
government  and  of  the  work  of  the  city  employees  than  the  Civil 
Service  Commission.  It  is  through  the  Commission  that  appoint¬ 
ing  officers  receive  most  of  their  employees.  In  providing  depart¬ 
ments  with  qualified  employees,  the  Commission  is  required  to 
conduct  a  large  number  of  examinations  of  varying  types  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  needs  of  the  service.  A  classification  and  organization 
of  the  service,  based  upon  duties  with  appropriate  titles,  is,  there¬ 
fore,  of  vital  concern  to  the  Commission.  If  there  is  no  centraliza¬ 
tion  of  responsibility  or  power  in  these  functions,  there  will  be, 
as  there  is  to-day,  a  wide  duplication  of  titles  involving  infinite 
confusion  and  trouble,  not  only  for  the  Commission  but  for  the 
heads  of  other  departments  as  well.  The  Commission  submits, 
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therefore,  the  proposition  that  there  should  be  closer  co-operation 
between  the  heads  of  departments,  the  Board  of  Estimate  and 
Apportionment,  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  the  Commission  in 
the  matter  of  the  establishment  of  positions  and  the  grading  of  city 
employees. 

Whether  any  other  functions,  now  performed  by  the  Bureau  of 
Standards,  should  be  taken  over  by  the  Commission  is  another 
matter.  If  the  proposed  new  classification  is  adopted,  however,  as 
the  Commission  hopes  it  will  be,  it  becomes  vitally  important  that 
the  matter  of  recommending  the  establishment  of  positions  under 
certain  titles  should  be  centralized  in  the  Commission.  The  Com¬ 
mission  would,  therefore,  recommend  amendments  to  the  charter 
which  would  provide,  in  the  first  place,  that  when  the  Board  of 
Estimate  and  Apportionment  recommends  the  establishment  of 
positions  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  it  shall  accompany  such  recom¬ 
mendation  with  a  certificate  that  the  titles  proposed  have  been 
approved  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  and  that  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  shall  be  prohibited  from  changing  the  title  of  any 
position  unless  the  Civil  Service  Commission  shall  have  previously 
consented  thereto. 


Peogeam  foe  the  Yeae 

The  results  of  the  work  of  the  Commission  during  the  last  year 
have  included  the  preparation  and  publication  of  physical  stand¬ 
ards,  improvements  in  examinations  and  procedure  in  the  exam¬ 
ination  division,  the  development  of  a  new  system  of  efficiency 
or  service  records,  the  publication  of  a  manual  of  information 
and  a  further  reorganization  of  the  business  methods  of  the 
Commission. 

During  the  coming  year,  the  Commission  plans  to  concentrate 
on  the  following  problems : 

1.  The  development  and  extension  of  the  proposed  new 
efficiency  or  service  record  svstem. 

2.  A  complete  study  of  the  service  cards  of  city  employees 
with  a  view  to  readjustment  of  titles  and  compensation  to 
accord  with  the  proposed  new  classification  and  grading  of 
the  service.  When  this  has  been  accomplished,  the  Commis¬ 
sion  hopes  it  will  be  able  to  point  out  the  way  whereby  the 
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proposed  new  classification  may  be  adopted  and  the  necessary 
changes  in  status  of  employees  effected  without  friction. 

3.  A  revision  of  the  schedule  of  exemptions.  A  study  of 
the  duties  of  exempt  employees  has  already  been  inaugurated 
and  the  proposed  revision  of  the  Exempt  Class  will  begin 
within  a  few  weeks. 

4.  Improvements  in  the  organization  of  the  examination 
division,  including  the  assignment  of  examiners  to  special 
lines  of  work,  thus  developing  employment  specialists  in  the 
examination  division.

Examination  papers  are  prepared  and  rated  by  the  commis¬ 
sioners.

AMENDMENTS 

Section  15  Subd.  1,  Laws  1915,  Chap.  61,  in  Relation  to 

Provisional  Appointments 

CIVIL  SERVICE  LAW 

Competitive  Class  —  When  Removal  Was  Not  for  Politi¬ 
cal  Reasons  Within  Meaning  of  Section  25. 

1.  An  examiner  of  municipal  accounts  in  the  office  of  the  State 
Comptroller,  belonging  to  the  competitive  class,  but  not  being  a 
veteran  or  exempt  fireman,  who  has  been  removed  because  he 
gave  to  a  newspaper  a  copy  of  a  portion  of  a  report  made  by  him 
to  the  Comptroller,  but  which  had  been  eliminated  from  the 
report  after  it  reached  the  Comptroller’s  office,  is  not  entitled  to 
a  writ  of  mandamus  ordering  his  reinstatement,  upon  the  ground 
that  his  removal  was  for  political  reasons  within  the  meaning  of 
section  25  of  the  Civil  Service  Law,  where  there  is  no  claim  that 
he  was  removed  for  any  other  cause,  or  that  he  did  not  have  an 
opportunity  to  make  an  explanation.  It  was  not  intended  by 
section  25  of  the  Civil  Service  Law  that  one  holding  a  civil  ser¬ 
vice  position  should  be  under  no  obligation  to  “  render  any  politi¬ 
cal  service  ”  in  the  most  comprehensive  use  of  the  word  “  politi¬ 
cal.”  It  was  merely  intended  to  separate  the  civil  service  of  the 
State  from  the  political  obligations  of  the  individual,  and  not  to 
keep  in  office  every  civil  service  employee,  no  matter  how  detri¬ 
mental  he  might  be  to  the  orderly  administration  of  the  affairs 
of  the  State.  (People  ex  rel.  Goldschmidt  v.  Travis,  167 
App.  Div.  475.) 

Competitive  Class  —  Appointment  Without  Examination  — 
Suspension  of  Rules  —  Removal  of  Appointee  for 
Economical  Reasons. 

2.  Where,  at  the  request  of  a  public  officer,  the  State  Civil  Ser¬ 
vice  Commission  suspends  the  rules  pursuant  to  subdivision  2  of 
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section  15  of  tlie  Civil  Service  Law  so  as  to  permit  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  a  person  to  a  position  in  the  competitive  class  without 
examination  upon  the  ground  that  peculiar  and  exceptional  quali¬ 
fications  are  required,  the  appointee  is  pro  hcec  vice  placed  in  the 
non-competitive  class,  and,  hence,  becomes  subject  to  removal 
under  circumstances  applicable  to  persons  in  such  class,  and  is 
not  entitled  to  he  reinstated  upon  the  ground  that  he  was  removed 
from  his  position  without  notice.  Evenj  assuming  that  such 
appointee  would  he  entitled  to  notice  and  an  opportunity  to 
explain  before  his  removal,  he  is  not  entitled  to  reinstatement 
where  he  was  not  removed  for  any  delinquency,  but  through 
motives  of  economy,  there  being  no  work  for  him  to  do.  (People 
ex  rel.  Rosenthal  v.  Travis,  169  App.  Div.  203.) 

Discharge  of  Employee  of  Highway  Department  — 
Failure  to  Assert  Rights  as  Veteran  —  Mandamus 

3.  Where  an  employee  in  the  Highway  Department  was  dis¬ 
charged  after  having  been  given  an  opportunity  to  explain  an  ex¬ 
pense  voucher  filed  by  him  and  alleged  to  have  been  false,  the  High¬ 
way  Commissioner  being  at  the  time  ignorant  of  the  fact  that  the 
employee  was  a  Spanish  War  Veteran  and  entitled  to  preferential 
consideration,  and  the  Commissioner  reinstated  him  after  learn¬ 
ing  that  he  was  a  veteran,  hut  the  employee,  who  had  been  idle 
for  four  months,  delayed  another  twenty  days,  and  then  applied 
for  a  writ  of  mandamus  requiring  the  payment  of  his  salary  dur¬ 
ing  the  time  of  his  discharge,  the  writ  should  be  denied.  As  the 
relator  did  not  notify  the  Commissioner  that  he  was  a  veteran  at 
the  time  of  the  hearing  or  claim  any  rights  as  such,  it  is  imma¬ 
terial  that  he  had  previously  filed  with  the  department  papers 
showing  that  he  was  an  honorably  discharged  veteran.  (Matter 
of  Jvnapp  v.  Duffey,  169  App.  Div.  794.) 

Rearrangement  of  Office  Force  . 

4.  Neither  the  Civil  Service  Law,  nor  the  rules,  forbid  a  simple 
rearrangement  in  the  force  of  a  public  office  without  increase  of 
pay  or  rank  of  the  person  affected  by  the  change.  (People  ex  rel . 
Rudd  v.  Cropsey,  215  N.  Y.  451,  rev’g  166  App.  Div.  903.) 
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Removal  From  Office  for  Political  Reasons  —  Section  22 

Construed  —  Mandamus 

5.  Section  22  of  the  Civil  Service  Law  relates  only  to  the  re¬ 
moval  of  veterans  of  the  wars  and  of  fire  departments,  and  does  not 
authorize  such  writ  in  the  case  of  the  removal  of  a  chief  clerk  in 
the  office  of  the  State  Engineer,  said  person  not  being  a  veteran. 
(People  ex  rel.  Somerville  v.  Williams,  170  App.  Div.  124.) 

Spanish-American  Veteran  —  Mandamus  to  Compel  Rein¬ 
statement 

6.  Section  22  of  the  Civil  Service  Law  relating  to  veterans  of 
the  Spanish-American  war  does  not  give  them  a  preference  11  in 
appointment  and  promotion  ”  which  includes  a  preference  “  in 
retention  ”  hut  provides  only  that  no  such  veteran  who  holds,  a 
position,  etc.,  shall  be  removed  except  for  incompetency  or  mis¬ 
conduct  shown  after  a  hearing  upon  due  notice  and  stated  charges 
and  that  if  his  position  is  abolished  or  becomes  unnecessary  for 
reason  of  economy  or  otherwise  he  shall  he  transferred  to  any 
branch  of  the  service  he  shall  be  fitted  to  fill,  meaning  in  case  a 
vacancy  exist;  otherwise  his  name  shall  he  put  on  a  special  list. 
Laying  off  or  suspension  for  lack  of  work  or  lack  of  appropriation, 
no  one  else  being  appointed  to  fill  the  position,  is  in  effect  abolish¬ 
ing  the  position  and  not  a  removal  within  the  meaning  of  the 
statute.  Where  petitioner  for  a  writ  of  mandamus  to  compel  his 
reinstatement  in  the  civil  service  claims  to  have  been  removed 
without  a  hearing  but  concedes  and  alleges  that  he  received  a 
letter  “  laying  him  off  ”  on  the  ground  of  lack  of  work  and  lack 
of  appropriation  and  for  the  purpose  of  reducing  the  force  and 
does  not  specifically  deny  that  his  services  were  dispensed  with 
for  lack  of  appropriation  or  work  or  that  his  removal  was  in  bad 
faith  for  the  purpose  of  removing  him  without  a  hearing,  his 
application  will  be  denied.  (Matter  of  Reilly  v.  Smith,  9Q 
Misc.  Rep..  309.) 

Veterans  of  Spanish  War  —  Mandamus 

7.  The  relator,  a  veteran  of  the  Spanish  war,  on  December  6, 
1910,  was  appointed  a  mortgage  tax  appraiser  in  the  civil  service 
and  served  in  such  position  until  July  31,  1914,  from  which  time 
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he  was  out  of  service  until  May  24,  1915,  when  he  was  restored  to 
his  former  position.  On  his  application  for  a  mandamus  to  rein¬ 
state  him  for  the  time  he  was  out  of  service  and  to  pay  him  the 
salary  of  the  position  during  that  time,  it  appeared  that  he  was 
not  actually  removed  from  the  position,  but  about  the  first  of  J uly, 
1914,  his  salary,  which  had  theretofore  been  $1,800  a  year,  was 
reduced  by  the  state  hoard  of  tax  commissioners  to  $900  a  year. 
Relator  treated  the  reduction  as  a  removal  and  withdrew  from  the 
position  and  the  board  regarded  his  withdrawal  as  a  resignation. 
It  further  appeared  that  there  were  two  other  mortgage  tax 
examiners  at  the  time  in  the  office  of  the  tax  commissioners.  The 
salary  of  neither  of  them  was  reduced  and  no  question  was  made  as 
to  the  qualification  of  relator.  Held,  that  a  mandamus  might 
issue  compelling  the  state  board  of  tax  commissioners  to  restore 
relator's  salary  for  the  period  he  was  out  of  the  position  to  $1,800, 
or  to  reinstate  him.  (People  ex  rel.  Jones  v.  Saxe,  92  Misc. 
Rep.  409.) 

When  Veterans  of  Spanish  War  Hot  Entitled  to  be  Re¬ 
tained  in  His  Position  in  Preference  to  Other  Em¬ 
ployees  Hot  Veterans  —  When  Petition  for  Rein¬ 
statement  Does  Hot  Entitle  to  Transfer. 

8.  Upon  a  reduction  of  the  force  in  the  department  of  water 
supply,  etc.,  of  the  city  of  Hew  York  a  veteran  of  the  Spanish  war 
is  not  entitled  to  he  retained  in  his  position  of  assistant  engineer  in 
preference  to  other  employees  who  are  not  veterans.  Where 
relator,  before  being  advised  as  to  his  probable  dismissal,  had 
applied  for  a  transfer  to  a  position  made  vacant  by  the  retirement 
of  the  holder  in  preference  to  one  not  a  party  to  the  present  pro¬ 
ceeding,  his  petition  for  reinstatement  does  not  entitle  him  to  a 
transfer  to  said  position.  (People  ex  rel.  Wagner  v.  Williams, 
91  Misc.  Rep.  135.) 

Transfer  —  Stenographer  to  Clerk  —  Competitive 

Examination. 

9.  The  transfer  of  one  holding  the  position  of  stenographer  and 
private  secretary  in  a  public  office  to  that  of  clerk  in  the  same 
office,  at  the  same  salary,  is  not  a  promotion  within  the  terms  of 
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rule  XIV  of  the  State  Civil  Service  Commission  and  the  one  trans¬ 
ferred  is  not  required  to  submit  to  a  competitive  examination. 
(People  ex  rel.  Rudd  v.  Cropsey,  215  X.  Y.  451,  rev’g  166  App. 
Div.  903.) 

Veteran  Volunteer  Fireman  —  Dismissal  of  Xot  a  Viola¬ 
tion  of  Section  14  —  Alternative  Writ  of  Mandamus. 

10.  Relator,  a  veteran  volunteer  fireman  holding  a  position  in 
the  competitive  class  in  the  department  of  water  supply,  etc.,  of 
the  city  of  Xew  York,  was  dismissed  or  suspended  in  consequence 
of  the  reduction  of  the  number  of  employees  in  that  department. 
Held,  that  as  relator’s  duties  were  not  necessarily  appurtenant 
to  his  position  or  to  any  position  in  the  competitive  class,  the 
transfer  of  some  of  such  duties  to  an  employee  holding  a  position 
in  the  exempt  class  was  not  a  violation  of  section  14  of  the  Civil 
Service  Law  which  provides  that  “  no  person  shall  be  transferred 
to,  or  assigned  to  perform  the  duties  of,  any  position  subject  to 
competitive  examination,  unless  he  shall  have  previously  passed 
an  open  competitive  examination  equivalent  to  that  required  for 
such  position,  or  unless  he  shall  have  served  with  fidelity  for  at 
least  three  years  in  a  similar  position,”  nor  did  the  facts  justify 
the  inference  as  matter  of  law  that  relator’s  dismissal  or  suspen¬ 
sion  was  in  bad  faith,  and  no  case  was  made  out  for  the  granting 
of  a  peremptory  writ  of  mandamus  to  compel  his  reinstatement. 
Where,  however,  upon  the  petition  and  the  opposing  papers  an 
issue  is  raised  as  to  whether  relator’s  dismissal  or  suspension  was 
in  good  faith  in  a  legal  sense,  an  alternative  writ  of  mandamus 
may  be  granted  to  try  out  such  question,  and  also,  if  relator  desires, 
the  question  whether  or  not  his  duties  were  transferred  to  an 
employee  in  the  exempt  class.  (People  ex  rel.  Skilton  v.  Smith, 
91  Misc.  Rep.  131.) 

Section  26  —  Receipt  of  Political  Contributions. 

11.  In  People  ex  rel.  Johnson  v.  Connolly,  168  App.  Div.  919, 
on  certiorari  to  review  the  determination  of  the  respondent  in 
removing  relator  from  the  position  of  chief  engineer  of  the  bureau 
of  sewers  in  the  county  of  Queens,  the  court  (Putnam,  J.)  said: 
The  uncontradicted  testimony  showed  that  relator’s  conduct  in 
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receiving  political  contributions  in  the  bureau  of  sewers  was 
against  tbe  Civil  Service  Law  (§  26),  and  violated  the  correspond¬ 
ing  provisions  of  tbe  Penal  Law  (§  774).  Although  the  relator 
did  not  solicit  contributions,  and  gave  no  intimation  that  failure 
to  pay  might  affect  the  employee’s  future  position,  the  law  is 
against  payments,  even  unsought,  if  made  and  taken  in  a  State 
or  municipal  office,  especially  if  paid  to  an  official  superior.  The 
influence  of  such  position  is  not  less  effective  if  silently  exerted. 
The  limits  by  these  statutes  to  contributions  asked,  or  payments 
made  within  the  building  or  room  of  the  city  or  State,  are  presum¬ 
ably  due  to  what  were  deemed  the  reasonable  and  constitutional 
freedom  of  citizens  when  in  private  life.  The  Legislature  of  Re w 
York,  following  various  Federal  statutes,  aimed  to  check  a  political 
abuse  in  taking  party  tribute  from  officers  when  within  their  office 
surroundings.  .  In  such  official  relations  the  call  and  pressure  to 
pay  for  political  purposes  are  felt  without  express  demand  or  any 
open  threats.  Our  statutes,  therefore,  would  keep  such  contribu¬ 
tions  purely  voluntary,  as  from  citizens  in  private  life,  which 
character  they  cannot  have  if  paid  over  at  official  desks  in  city 
bureaus.  The  determination  of  the  president  of  the  borough  of 
Queens,  removing  the  relator  is,  therefore,  confirmed  and  the  writ 
dismissed,  with  fifty  dollars  costs  and  disbursements.  Jenks,  P.  J., 
Burr,  Carr  and  Rich,  JJ.,  concurred. 

Repeal  of  Provisions  of  'Section  22  as  Amended  in  1910  — 
Charter  of  City  of  Lockport  —  Removal  of  Volunteer 
Firemen  —  What  Rot  a  “  Promotion.” 

12.  Under  the  saving  clause  in  section  376  of  the  charter  of 
the  city  of  Lockport  (Laws  1911,  chap.  870),  the  repeal  of  the 
provisions  of  section  22  of  the  Civil  Service  Law  as  amended  in 
1910,  relative  to  the  removal  of  volunteer  firemen,  and  the  enact¬ 
ment  of  section  202  of  said  charter  which  provides  that  the 
employees  of  the  water  board  shall  severally  hold  their  positions 
during  its  pleasure,  do  not  affect  or  impair  the  right  to  a  hearing 
before  removal  of  one  who  before  the  charter  by  appointment  of 
said  board  held  the  position  of  chief  electrical  engineer.  After 
relator  had  served  the  required  time  in  the  volunteer  fire  depart¬ 
ment  in  the  city  of  Lockport  he  was,  after  competitive  examination, 
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appointed  by  tbe  city  water  board  as  an  assistant  electrical  engi¬ 
neer.  Held,  that  his  appointment  to  tbe  position  of  chief  electrical 
engineer  was  not  a  “  promotion  ”  within  the  meaning  of  the  con¬ 
stitutional  provision  that  all  promotions  in  the  civil  service  shall 
be  made  according  to  merit  and  fitness  to  be  ascertained  so  far  as 
practicable  by  examinations,  it  appearing  that  both  positions  were 
classified  in  the  same  group  and  grade  and  the  difference  in  salary 
was  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  a  year.  (Matter  of  Murray, 
88  Misc.  Rep.  625.) 

MANDAMUS 

Removal  for  “  Political  Opinions  or  Affiliations  ”  — 

Section  25. 

1.  A  writ  of  mandamus  is  not  available  to  an  employee  who 
alleges  that  his  removal  from  office  was  due  to  “  political  opinions 
or  affiliations  ”  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  section  25  of  the 
Civil  Service  Law.  (People  ex  rel.  Somerville  v.  Williams, 

170  App.  Div.  124.) 

To  Compel  Reinstatement  of  Exempt  Fireman  After 
Removal  —  Laws  of  1914,  Chapter  111. 

2.  One  appointed  to  the  office  of  executive  secretary  to  the  State 
Architect  after  the  taking  effect  of  chapter  111  of  the  Laws  of 
1914,  which  made  the  secretary  or  assistant  secretary  of  the  State 
Architect  removable  at  his  pleasure,  is  not  entitled  to  a  writ  of 
mandamus  to  compel  his  reinstatement  after  removal,  though  he 
be  an  exempt  fireman  and  no  charges  were  made  against  him. 
(Matter  of  Willard,  92  Misc.  Rep.  80.) 

Meaning  of  “  Promotion  ”  in  Civil  Service  Law. 

3.  Where  the  salary  of  relator  holding  a  classified  position  on 
the  field  staff  of  the  engineering  service  of  the  Borough  of  Queens 
was  reduced  from  the  maximum  of  $2,100  to  $1,800,  the  minimum 
salary,  following  an  inquiry  by  the  acting  president  of  said  Bor¬ 
ough  into  the  quality  and  quantity  of  relator’s  work,  his  general 
conduct,  punctuality,  attendance,  executive  ability  and  capacity 
for  initiative,  as  well  as  into  the  salaries  of  other  engineers  doing 
the  same  class  of  work  and  receiving  less  pay  therefor,  a  motion 
for  a  peremptory  writ  of  mandamus  restoring  his  salary  to  $2,100 
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will  be  denied,  there  being  no  suggestion  upon  the  record  that  the 
reduction  of  his  salary  was  prompted  by  improper  motives,  or 
was  contrived  to  trick  him  or  to  circumvent  the  law.  (Matter  of 
Hurlbut,  88  Mise.  Rep.  679.) 

NEW  YORK  CITY 

Board  of  Education  —  Aldermen  to  Fix  Salaries 

1.  Where  the  board  of  aldermen  of  the  city  of  Rew  York,  has 
adopted  a  resolution  creating  the  position  of  draftsman  in  the 
department  of  education  and  fixed  the  salary,  the  board  of  edu¬ 
cation  is  powerless  to  increase  or  decrease  such  compensation. 
(Pitt  v.  Board  of  Education,  216  R.  Y.  304,  rev’g  159  App. 
Div.  905.)

When  Salaries  Fixed  by  Aldermen  Board  of  Education 

May  Rot  Change 

2.  Plaintiff,  appointed  to  that  position  by  the  board  of  educa¬ 
tion  was  for  a  considerable  period  paid  a  less  sum  than  that  fixed 
by  the  board  of  aldermen.  Several  years  afterward,  the  board 
of  education  attempted  to  increase  his  salary  and  thereafter  he 
filed  a  claim  and  demand  for  certain  arrears  of  salary  earned 
before  such  attempted  increase,  and  when  payment  thereof  was 
refused,  this  action  was  commenced  for  the  balance.  The  defend¬ 
ant  asserts  that  a  release  was  given  by  the  plaintiff  in  return  for 
the  change  of  position  on  the  part  of  the  board  of  education,  and, 
therefore,  there  was  a  valuable  consideration  therefor.  Held, 
that  since  the  board  of  education  had  no  power  to  decrease  or 
increase  the  salary  of  plaintiff,  there  was  an  absence  of  considera¬ 
tion  for  the  instrument  signed  by  plaintiff  and  that  he  was 
entitled  to  recover  for  six  years  services  prior  to  the  date  of  the 
demand  and  claim.  (Pitt  v.  Board  of  Education,  216  R.  Y. 
304,  rev’g  159  App.  Div.  905.) 

Board  of  Education  —  Discharge  of  Employees  in  a  Desig¬ 
nated  Class  —  Transfer  of  Duties  —  Abolition  of 

■* 

Unnecessary  Positions 

3.  The  board  of  education  of  the  city  of  Rew  York  may,  when 
work  is  slack,  decrease  its  force  by  discharging  some  of  a  specially 
designated  class  and  transfer  to  others  the  duty  of  performing 
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the  work  which  was  formerly  done  by  the  persons  discharged. 
Where  the  discharge  of  an  employee  by  the  board  of  education  of 
the  city  of  New  York  is  justified,  the  question  of  malice  or  had 
faith  on  the  part  of  his  superiors  is  immaterial.  The  board  of 
education  of  the  city  of  New  York  has  power  to  abolish  unneces¬ 
sary  positions.  (Peo.  ex  rel.  Ivaufman  v.  Board  of  Education, 
166  App.  Div.  58.) 

Board  of  Education  —  Notice  by  Committee  Terminating 
Period  of  Employment  at  End  of  Probationary  Period 
—  Subsequent  Ratification  by  Board  of  Education 

4.  Under  the  Civil  Service  Law,  the  rules  of  the  Municipal 
Civil  Service  Commission  of  the  city  of  New  York  and  the  Greater 
New  York  charter,  a  notice  by  a  committee  of  the  board  of  edu¬ 
cation  terminating  the  employment  of  an  accountant  at  the  end 
of  his  probationary  period  is  effective  to  terminate  his  connection 
with  the  department,  although  not  ratified  by  the  board  until  after 
the  expiration  of  the  probationary  period.  (Matter  of  Gold¬ 
schmidt  v.  Board  of  Education,  170'  App.  Div.  395. 

Civil  Service  Law  Applies  —  Separate  Lists  According  to 
Residence  in  Boroughs  of  Applicants  Qualified  for 
Promotion  in  Clerical  Positions  —  Right  of  Veteran 
to  Preference  in  Promotion  —  Peremptory  Writ  of 
Mandamus 

5.  The  Civil  Service  Law  applies  to  the  city  of  New  York, 
except  as  limited  or  repealed  by  the  provisions  of  the  city  charter. 
The  Civil  Service  Commission  of  the  city  of  New  York  has  no 
authority  to  divide,  after  an  examination,  those  thereby  qualified 
for  promotion  in  clerical  positions  into  separate  eligible  lists, 
according  to  their  residences  in  the  different  boroughs,  and  to  pre¬ 
fer  those  from  one  of  such  residental  lists  to  the  exclusion  of  others 
not  upon  such  list,  who  are  entitled  to  preference  by  the  result  of 
such  examination,  or  by  other  qualifications,  such  as  being  a 
veteran.  Section  18  of  the  Civil  Service  Law  does  not  authorize 
such  a  division,  for  it  relates  to  appointments,  not  promotions,  and 
is  confined  to  the  labor  class  in  cities,  and  a  clerk  is  not  a  laborer 
within  the  contemplation  of  such  section,  hence  an  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  veteran  sailor  of  the  Civil  War  employed  as  a  clerk  in  the 
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street  cleaning  department  of  the  city  of  New  York  whose  rights 
have  been  prejudiced  by  the  division  of  eligible  lists  according 
to  the  boroughs,  and  the  subsequent  promotion  of  clerks  not  vet¬ 
erans,  may  apply  for  an  alternative  writ  of  mandamus.  (Peo.  ex 
rel.  Franklin  v.  Fetiierston,  168  App.  Div.  416.) 

Department  of  Water  Supply,  Etc. —  Humber  of  Positions 
May  be  Reduced  —  Reinstatement  Denied  —  What 
Justifies  Mandamus 

6.  Under  the  Civil  Service  Law  the  head  of  the  department  of 
water  supply,  etc.,  of  the  city  of  Yew  York,  acting  in  good  faith, 
may  reduce  the  number  of  positions  in  his  department,  suspend 
the  incumbent  and  assign  their  duties  to  other  employees  of  the 
department  in  the  competitive  class.  Where  relator,  holding  a 
position  in  the  competitive  class  in  said  department,  was  dismissed 
in  pursuance  of  a  plan  for  the  reduction  of  the  number  of 
employees  owing  to  the  need  of  retrenchment,  and  his  work  was 
not  given  to  employees  in  the  non-competitive  or  exempt  class  or 
to  any  employee  to  whose  position  or  title  such  work  was  inap¬ 
propriate,  his  application  for  reinstatement  will  be  denied.  The 
mere  unsupported  allegation  in  the  petition  for  relator’s  reinstate¬ 
ment  of  bad  faith  on  the  part  of  the  head  of  the  department  is  not 
enough  to  justify  the  granting  of  either  a  peremptory  or  alterna¬ 
tive  writ  of  mandamus.  (Matter  of  Colligan  v.  Williams,  91 
Misc.  Rep.  128.) 

Department  of  Water  Supply,  Etc. —  Mechanical  Engineer 

7.  An  order  of  the  Appellate  Division  (169  App.  Div.  934) 
which  affirmed  an  order  of  the  Special  Term  denying  a  motion 
for  a  peremptory  writ  of  mandamus  to  compel  the  reinstatement 
of  relator  in  the  position  of  mechanical  engineer  in  the  department 
of  water  supply,  etc.,  of  the  city  of  Yew  York  was  affirmed  in 
(Peo.  ex  rel.  Pommer  v.  Thompson,  216  Y.  Y.  721). 

Superintendent  of  Buildings  —  Dismissal  of  Inspector  Sub¬ 
ject  to  Civil  Service  Law 

8.  Except  as  affected  by  the  requirements  of  the  Civil  Service 
Law,  the  employees  specified  in  section  406  of  the  Greater  Yew 
York  charter  are  subject  to  removal  in  the  discretion  of  the  super- 
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intendent  of  buildings  and  the  exercise  of  that  discretion  is  not 
limited  by  section  1543  of  said  charter,  and  the  fact  that  a  hear¬ 
ing  was  granted  neither  enlarged  the  employee’s  rights  nor  deprived 
the  superintendent  of  his  discretionary  power  to  dismiss.  (Peo. 
ex  rel.  McKeon  v.  Ludwig,  215  N.  Y.  389,  rev’g  165  App.  Div. 
219.) 

Volunteer  Firemen  —  Transfer  of  Duties  to  Another  — 
When  Action  of  Commissioner  of  Water  Supply  Will 
Not  be  Interfered  With  by  Court 

9.  The  rights  of  a  veteran  volunteer  fireman  holding  the  posi¬ 
tion  of  assistant  engineer  in  the  department  of  water  supply,  etc., 
of  the  city  of  New  York  are  prescribed  by  section  22  of  the  Civil 
Service  Law  and  he  is  not  entitled,  upon  a  reduction  of  the  force, 
to  be  retained  until  all  non-veterans  holding  positions  similar  to 
his  have  been  dismissed.  The  transfer  of  relator’s  duties  to 
another  assistant  engineer  already  in  the  department  was  not  the 
appointment  of  any  one  in  his  place,  nor  was  the  continuation  of 
an  engineer  in  another  borough  to  do  similar  work  at  a  reduced 
salary  a  denial  of  relator’s  right  to  a  preference  in  appointment. 
The  action  of  the  commissioner  of  the  department  of  water  sup¬ 
ply,  etc.,  in  reducing  the  number  of  employees  in  his  department  in 
the  interest  of  economy  will  not  be  interfered  with  by  the  court. 
(Peo.  ex  rel.  Osterhout  v.  Williams,  91  Misc.  Pep.  95.) 
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State  Transfer  Tax  Appraiser  —  Removal  by  Comptroller  — 
Veterans  or  Exempt  Firemen  not  Protected  by  Civil  Service 
Law — Tax  Law,  Section  229  —  Civil  Service  Law,  Sections 
21,  22 

Transfer  tax  appraisers  appointed  by  the  State  Comptroller  for  the 
various  counties  may  be  removed  by  him  at  pleasure.  The  provisions  of 
the  Civil  Service  Law  limiting  the  power  of  removal  in  cases  of  exempt 
firemen  or  veterans  do  not  apply. 

Inquiry 

A  State  transfer  tax  appraiser  for  the  county  of  Kings,  who  is 
an  exempt  fireman,  denies  the  right  of  the  Comptroller  to  remove 
him  without  charges  involving  incompetency  or  misconduct,  and 
a  hearing  upon  those  charges. 


Opinion 

Section  229  of  the  Tax  Law,  formerly  section  230,  under  which 
the  transfer  tax  appraiser  was  appointed,  provides  as  follows : 

“  The  State  Comptroller  shall  appoint  and  may  at  pleasure 
remove  not  to  exceed  *  *  *  four  persons  in  the  county  of 
Kings  *  *  *  to  act  as  appraisers  therein.” 

In  People  ex  rel.  McNeile  v.  Glynn,  128  App.  Div.  257,  which 
involved  a  question  precisely  similar  to  the  one  now  presented  me, 
the  persons  in  both  instances  being  transfer  tax  appraisers  for  the 
county  of  Kings,  removed  or  intended  to  he  removed  by  the  Comp¬ 
troller,  the  court  traces  down  the  Tax  Law  and  Civil  Service  Law 
amendments  and  points  out  that  chapter  658  of  the  Laws  of  1900, 
section  230,  an  amendment  to  the  Tax  Law,  giving  the  Comptroller 
power  to  appoint  and  “  at  pleasure  remove  ”  transfer  tax  appraisers 
in  Kings  and  other  counties,  superseded,  because  later  enacted,  the 
provisions  of  the  earlier  Civil  Service  Law  (sections  21  and  22) 
limiting  the  power  of  removal  with  respect  to  veterans  and  exempt 
firemen.  Thereafter  the  Civil  Service  Law  was  enacted  without 
change  in  the  removal  sections,  and  still  later  a  new  Tax  Law  was 
enacted  retaining  section  230  in  its  original  language,  thus,  the 
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court  observes,  leaving  the  relative  force  of  the  statutes  as  they 
were  when  the  Comptroller  was  given  power  with  respect  to  trans¬ 
fer  tax  appraisers  to  disregard  the  removal  provisions  of  the  Civil 
Service  Law. 

Continuing,  the  court  construes  the  words  “  at  pleasure  re¬ 
move  ”  to  be  entirely  inconsistent  with  any  restriction  elsewhere 
on  that  power. 

“  There  could  have  been  no  broader,  more  comprehensive  or 
better  understood  language  used  than  that  the  Comptroller  could 
remove  ‘  at  pleasure.’  The  absolute  right  to  remove  could  not  be 
exercised  if,  as  a  condition  of  its  exercise,  the  Comptroller  had 
to  prefer  and  sustain  charges  against  an  incumbent  of  incompe¬ 
tency  or  misconduct,  with  the  right  in  the  courts  to  review  and 
set  aside  his  act  against  the  will  and  pleasure  of  the  Comptroller. 
Such  an  inconsistent  and  anomalous  condition  was  never  intended 
by  the  Legislature.  If  such  a  construction  were  given,  the  words 
1  may  at  pleasure  remove  7  are  without  meaning  and  of  no  effect, 
a  result  which  the  court  is  not  at  liberty  to  declare.  The  only 
construction  that  can  be  given  is  that  the  legislative  intent  was 
that  there  should  be  no  restriction  upon  the  right  and  power  of  the 

i 

Comptroller  to  remove  any  appraiser  appointed  by  himself  or  his 
predecessors  in  office,  whether  such  appraiser  was  a  veteran  or  had 
been  a  fireman  or  not,  and  that  such  removal  was  absolute  and 
final  and  not  the  subject  of  review  by  the  courts.” 

I  am  compelled,  therefore,  by  the  above  judicial  authority,  to 
conclude  that  the  appraiser  cannot  question  or  review  the  action 
of  the  Comptroller  in  removing  him.

State  Engineer’s  Department  —  Abolishment  of  Positions  in  the 
Civil  Service  —  Rights  of  Veterans  and  Exempt  Firemen  — 
Civil  Service  Law,  Section  22 

An  exempt  fireman  or  Spanish  War  veteran  has  no  preference  in  reten¬ 
tion  in  the  civil  service  when  positions  in  his  grade  are  being  abolished. 
If  dismissed  from  the  service,  owing  to  the  abolishment  of  his  position

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for  reasons  of  economy,  lie  cannot  demand  transfer  to  another  position 
in  the  same  department  unless  he  can  show  there  is  a  vacancy  in  that 
other  position,  that  the  position  draws  the  same  compensation,  and  that 
he  is  fitted  to  fill  it. 

Inquiry 

Several  communications  from  the  State  Engineer  related  to 
the  recent  reduction  in  the  number  of  employees  in  that  depart¬ 
ment.  Many  of  the  employees  who  have  lost  their  places  are 
demanding  that  the  State  Engineer  reinstate  them  on  the  ground 
that  because  they  are  exempt  firemen  or  veterans  of  the  Spanish 
War,  the  State  Engineer  had  no  authority  to  dismiss  them  from 
the  service.  The  State  Engineer  desires  me  to  pass  upon  his 
power  under  the  Civil  Service  Law  to  discharge  these  men. 

Opinion 

The  positions  occupied  by  the  employees  dismissed  were  those 
of  supervising  engineer,  auditor,  terminal  division  engineer,  resi¬ 
dent  engineer,  assistant  engineer,  levelers,  rodmen,  chainmen,  engi¬ 
neering  draftsmen,  etc.  From  the  communications  of  the  State 
Engineer  I  am  informed  that  in  no  case  were  these  men  removed 
from  the  positions  they  occupied.  On  the  contrary,  their  posi¬ 
tions  were  abolished  for  reasons  of  economy,  the  department 
having  sufficient  employees  in  other  positions  to  carry  on  the 
work. 

It  has  been  very  recently  determined,  and  I  need  hut  call  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  decision  (People  ex  rel.  Davison  v.  Williams,  213 
X.  Y.  130)  that  no  one  other  than  a  veteran. of  the  Civil  War 
has,  when  positions  are  being  abolished,  a  right  to  claim  that  he 
shall  he  the  last  to  go;  and  he  may  claim  that  right  only  when 
other  positions  of  the  same  grade  are  being  continued.  (Matter  of 
Stutzbach  v.  Coler,  168  Y.  Y.  416.)  Yo  preference  in  retention 
in  the  service  is  given  an  exempt  fireman  or  Spanish  War  veteran, 
even  if  others  of  the  same  grade  are  being  retained.  A  vacancy 
cannot  be  created  for  them  to  fill. 

The  duties  of  the  positions  abolished  may  be  transferred  to 
other  existing  positions,  but  no  new  positions  can  take  over 
merely  the  same  duties  without  entitling  the  employees  dismissed 
to  be  retained  in  those  new  positions. 

With  respect  to  the  duty  of  the  State  departments  to  transfer 
a  veteran  or  exempt  fireman  whose  position  has  been  abolished 
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to  some  other  position  in  the  same  branch  or  other  branch  of  the 
service,  section  22  of  the  Civil  Service  Law  provides : 

“  *  *  *  If  the  position  so  held  by  any  such  honorably 

discharged  soldier,  sailor  or  marine  or  volunteer  fireman 
shall  become  unnecessary  or  be  abolished  for  reasons  of 
economy  or  otherwise,  the  said  honorably  discharged  soldier, 
sailor  or  marine  or  volunteer  fireman  holding  the  same  shall 
not  be  discharged  from  the  public  service,  but  shall  be  trans¬ 
ferred  to  another  branch  of  the  state  service  for  duty  in  such 
position  as  he  may  be  fitted  to  fill,  receiving  the  same  com¬ 
pensation  therefor,  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  all 
persons  clothed  with  power  of  appointment  to  make  such 
transfer  effective.  *  *  *  ” 

There  are  not,  the  office  of  the  State  Engineer  asserts,  any 
other  vacant  positions  in  that  office,  receiving  the  same  salary,  in 
which  the  persons  dismissed  can  be  placed.  The  burden  of  dis¬ 
proving  that  fact  wiT  rest  upon  the  employee  seeking  reinstate¬ 
ment.  lie  must  show  that  there  is  another  position  vacant,  that 
that  position  has  attached  to  it  the  same  salary  or  compensation, 
and  that  he  is  fitted  to  fill  it.  (Matter  of  Breckenridge,  160  1ST. 
Y.  109.) 

The  State  Engineer,  therefore,  cannot  by  mandamus  be  com¬ 
pelled  to  transfer  a  veteran  or  an  exempt  fireman  to  another  posi¬ 
tion  if  he  has  no  such  position  vacant;  and  the  duty  of  placing 
the  dismissed  employee  in  some  other  department  falls  upon  the 
appointing  power  of  such  other  department.  ISTothing  in  the  fore¬ 
going  language  should  be  construed  to  refer  to  positions  which 
may  be  established  by  law  beyond  the  power  of  State  officers  to 
abolish.  Resident  engineers  appointed  pursuant  to  the  Barge 
Canal  Act,  section  8  of  chapter  147  of  the  Laws  of  1903,  may 
be  removed  “  at  the  pleasure  ”  of  the  State  Engineer  regardless 
of  the  fact  that  they  are  veterans  or  firemen.  (People  ex  rel. 
McNeile  v.  Glynn,  128  App.  Div.  257.)

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State  Constitution,  Article  V,  Section  g.  State  Law,  Section  141 
—  State  Census,  Clerks  and  Assistants.  Civil  Service, 
Legislative  Classification  and  Exemption 

The  act  of  the  Legislature  in  providing  for  the  appointment  tempo¬ 
rarily  and  without  examination  of  additional  clerks  and  assistants  by 
the  Secretary  of  State  in  connection  with  the  State  enumeration  empowers 
him  to  determine  merit  and  fitness  and  to  make  appointments  of  clerks 
and  assistants  as  these  terms  are  fairly  used,  without  reference  to  eligible 
lists  of  the  State  Civil  Service  Commission.  It  cannot  be  determined  at 
this  time  that  the  Legislature  has  made  an  error  in  judgment  or  abused 
its  discretion  so  as  to  violate  the  Constitution  in  so  providing. 

Inquiry 

From  the  Secretary  of  State: 

“  In  the  enumeration  of  the  State  census,  pursuant  to 
chapter  155  of  the  Laws  of  1915,  it  is  necessary  for  me  to 
appoint  a  clerical  force  in  the  main  office,  here  in  Albany, 
and  also  in  the  branch  offices  in  Yew  York  City,  Brooklyn 
and  Buffalo.  These  appointees  will  he  required  to  do  clerical 
work,  such  as  typewriting,  stenographic  work,  filing,  index¬ 
ing,  general  statistical  work  and  the  compilation  of  reports 
made  by  the  enumerators  in  the  different  election  districts  of 
the  State.  These  appointments  will  he  temporary,  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  three  months. 

“  I  will  be  obliged  if  you  will  notify  me  whether  it  is 
necessary  for  me,  under  the  above  statute,  to  select  the  same 
from  eligible  lists  submitted  by  the  Civil  Service  Commis¬ 
sion,  or  whether  I  have  authority,  under  the  above  statute, 
to  make  these  appointments  without  reference  to  civil  service 
lists.” 

Opinion 

Civil  service  requirements  of  general  application  were  a  legis¬ 
lative  creation  long  before  guarantees  were  given  by  the  Consti¬ 
tution.  (Laws  of  1883,  chapter  354.)  When  section  9  of  article 
Y  became  effective  in  1895,  it  was  not  intended  to  supersede  the 
civil  service  scheme  embodied  in  statutes,  hut  simply  threw  the 
mantle  of  protection  over  certain  principles, -  making  them  secure 
from  administrative  or  legislative  alteration;  and  so  it  was 
required, 

“Appointments  and  promotions  in  the  civil  service  of  the 
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state  *  *  *  shall  he  made  according  to  merit  and  fitness 
to  be  ascertained,  so  far  as  practicable,  by  examinations, 
which,  so  far  as  practicable,  shall  he  competitive.  *  *  *  ” 

This  is  the  whole  of  the  fundamental  law  directly  applicable 
to  the  submitted  case.  The  Court  of  Appeals  said  of  the  effect 
of  the  Constitutional  amendment  in  People  ex  rel  McClelland  v. 
Roberts,  148  K  Y.  360,  369  (1896) : 

“  Moreover,  it  is  evident  from  the  language  of  the  new 
provision  of  the  Constitution  and  from  the  debates  in  the  con¬ 
vention  which  followed  its  introduction  into  that  body  that 
it  was  framed  and  adopted  with  reference  to  existing  laws, 
which  were  intended  to  give  it  immediate  and  practical 
operation.” 

However,  the  court  recognized  the  legislative  control  over  the 
civil  service  statutes,  saying: 

“  If  the  Legislature  should  repeal  all  the  statutes  and  regu¬ 
lations  on  the  subject  of  appointments  in  the  civil  service, 
the  mandate  of  the  constitution  would  still  remain,  and 
would  so  far  execute  itself,  as  to  require  the  courts,  in  a 
proper  case,  to  pronounce  appointments  without  compliance 
with  its  requirements  illegal.”  (P.  366.) 

The  vicissitudes  through  which  the  statute  passed  at  the  hands 
of  the  Legislature  and  of  administrative  officials  from  the  time 
of  its  enactment  until  embodied  in  substantially  its  present  form 
by  the  “  White  Law  ”  of  1899,  is  interestingly  told  in  a  paper 
by  the  chairman  of  the  present  Civil  Service  Commission. 
(Revision  of  the  State  Constitution,  Papers  on  Special  Topics, 
Part  I,  p.  251.) 

That  the  constitutional  provision  was  to  be  given  practical 
operation  under  existing  legislation,  supplemented  and  amended 
from  time  to  time,  is  clearly  established  under  the  McClelland 
case  (supra)  and  under  People  ex  rel.  Sweet  v.  Lyman,  157 
Y.  Y.  368,  and  People  ex  rel.  Schau  v.  McWilliams,  185  A.  Y. 
92.  But  at  the  same  time  it  was  recognized  that  authority  dele- 
gated  might,  at  any  time,  he  reassumed  at  its  source,  the  Legisla¬ 
ture. 
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A  Civil  Service  Commission  has  been  continued.  (Civil  Serv¬ 
ice  Law,  §  3.  )  They  have  been  given  power  to  effect  the  pur¬ 
poses  of  the  statute  by  rule.  (Section  6.)  The  classified  and 
unclassified  service  have  been  defined  (§§  9,  10)  as  have  the 
exempt  and  competitive  classes  (§§  13,  14,  17).  Enlarging  upon 
this,  the  positions  in  the  exempt  and  noncompetitive  classes  have 
been  designated  and  enumerated  in  each  particular  department, 
State  and  municipal,  by  rule  of  the  Commission.  (Rules  V  and 
XVIII,  Civil  Service  Commission.)  Rules  for  examination  have 
been  laid  down.  Appointment,  probation,  promotion  and  separa¬ 
tion  from  the  service  have  been  provided  for  by  the  general  law 
administered  by  the  State  Civil  Service  Commission. 

Consequently,  there  has  grown  up  a  great  body  of  law  based 
upon  legislative,  judicial  and  administrative  interpretation  of  the 
Constitution  and  of  the  statute.  ^The  substance  of  this  may  not 
be  swept  away  by  any  act  of  legislation ;  it  will  remain  to  illumine 
and  define  the  meaning  of  the  fundamental  law.  Still,  this  must 
not  blind  us  to  the  fact  that  a  statute  owes  its  inception  and 
existence  to  the  legislative  department ;  it  may  be  amended, 
revised  and  repealed  at  the  will  of  its  makers  and  the  action  will 
be  valid  where  not  violative  of  the  Constitution  as  expressed  and 
properly  interpreted  and  understood.  Consequently,  the  Legis¬ 
lature  may  take  upon  itself  to  perform  the  duties  usually  dele¬ 
gated  to  the  Civil  Service  Commission;  the  Legislature  may, 
by  particular  enactment,  designate  classifications,  define  competi¬ 
tive  and  noncompetitive  positions  without  the  interposition  of  an 
administrative  board  to  perform  this  function.  Recently  the 
Attorney-General  urged  upon  the  Court  of  Appeals  the  proposi¬ 
tion  that 

“  It  was  never  intended  by  the  framers  of  the  constitu¬ 
tional  civil  service  provision  that  the  legislature  should 
directly  determine  the  practicability  of  competitive  exam¬ 
inations  or  classify  positions  without  delegation  to  an  admin¬ 
istrative  commission.” 

The  Court  of  Appeals,  however,  did  not  apply  this  proposition 
but  held  simply  that  the  Legislature  had  not  exercised  its  power, 
unquestioned  by  the  court,  to  classify  the  position  of  probation 
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officer  in  the  exempt  class.  (Matter  of  Simons  v.  McGuire,  204 
17.  Y.  253.)  It  was  afterwards  said  in  citing  this  case  that 

“  The  question  of  the  power  of  the  Legislature  to  classify 
positions  in  the  civil  service  has  never  been  squarely  decided, 
but  the  tendency  of  our  courts  would  seem  to  accord  the 
Legislature  this  power.”  (1914,  Attorney-General’s  Opin¬ 
ions,  95,  96.) 

This  is  in  accord  with  expressions  used  by  Chief  Judge  Cullen 
in  the  earlier  case  of  People  ex  rel.  Schau  v.  McWilliams  ( supra ), 
where  he  said  (p.  97)  : 

“  I  admit  that  the  propriety  of  classifying  this  office  as 
competitive  or  non-competitive  involves  in  a  high  degree  the 
exercise  of  judgment,  but  the  judgment  is  that  of  the  legis¬ 
lative  or  executive  officer  rather  than  that  of  the  judge.” 

Let  us  examine  what  the  Legislature  has  done  in  this  case.  It 
has  provided  in  section  141  of  the  State  Law  as  amended  by  chap¬ 
ter  155  of  the  Laws  of  1915,  that: 

“  He  may  in  his  discretion  and  without  examination  ap¬ 
point  temporarily  such  additional  clerks  and  assistants  as  in 
his  opinion  are  actually  necessary  to  properly  perform  the 
duties  imposed  upon  him  by  this  article,  and  remove  them  at 
pleasure  and  fix  their  compensation,  provided  that  the  total 
amount  paid  therefor  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  appro¬ 
priated  and  available  for  such  purpose.  The  persons  so  ap¬ 
pointed  as  such  additional  clerks  and  assistants  shall  be  quali¬ 
fied  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  secretary  of  state  to  perform 
the  duties  required  of  them.” 

So  it  has  reassumed  a  power  ordinarily  delegated  by  expressly 
declaring  that  the  constitutional  requirement  of  selection  by  com¬ 
petitive  examination  is  inapplicable  and  has  left  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  State  the  determination  of  merit  and  fitness;  the  statute 
by  its  terms  prevents  the  application  of  the  general  provisions  of 
the  Civil  Service  Law  and  transfers  to  another  officer  the  power 
usually  exercised  by  the  Commission  to  determine  practicable 
means  for  ascertaining  merit  and  fitness.  It  may  be  true  that 
there  exist  eligible  lists  already  prepared  by  the  Civil  Service 
Commission,  or  which  they  stand  ready  to  prepare,  but  the  Legis- 
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latnre  lias  plainly  and  unequivocally  exempted  employees  from 
any  requirements  for  qualifying  on  such  lists.  Row,  has  the 
Legislature  exceeded  its  powers  by  this  enactment  ? 

The  legality  of  exempting  these  positions  from  examinations 
and  of  delegating  the  determination  of  merit  and  fitness  should 
be  examined  in  the  light  of  the  rules  laid  down  by  the  courts  in 
cases  where  the  power  was  exercised  by  the  ordinary  authority, 
the  Civil  Service  Commission.  This  is  well  stated  in  the  Schau 
case,  to  which  I  have  referred  frequently  herein : 

“  On  the  other  hand,  if  the  position  be  by  statute  or  from 
its  nature  exempt  from  examination  and  the  action  of  the 
commission  is  palpably  illegal,  the  commission  may  be  com¬ 
pelled  to  strike  the  position  from  the  competitive  or  examina¬ 
tion  class,  though  in  such  case  redress  by  mandamus  would 
often  be  unnecessary,  as  a  valid  appointment  could  be  made 
notwithstanding  the  classification.  But  where  the  position  is 
one,  as  to  the  proper  mode  of  filling  which  there  is  a  fair  and 
reasonable  ground  for  difference  of  opinion  among  intelli¬ 
gent  and  conscientious  officials,  the  action  of  the  commission 
should  stand,  even  though  the  courts  may  differ  from  the 
commission  as  to  the  wisdom  of  the  classification.”  (P.  99.) 

To  the  same  effect  see  People  ex  ret.  Merritt  v.  Kraft,  145  App. 
Div.  6G2  (Third  Department)  ;  Matter  of  Weekes  v.  Kraft,  147 
App.  Div.  403  (Third  Department)  ;  People  ex  rel.  Murphy  v. 
Kraft,  155  App.  Div.  856  (Third  Department)  ;  People  ex  rel . 
Weatherly  v.  Milliken,  72  Misc.  430  (Albany  Special  Term). 

That  difference  of  opinion  as  to  the  proper  mode  of  filling  these 
positions  has  already  arisen  is  indicated  by  the  memorandum  of 
the  Governor  filed  with  liis  approval  of  the  bill,  in  which  he  said : 

“  This  bill  is  Objectionable  in  that  it  directs  that  the  ap¬ 
pointment  of  supervisors,  enumerators,  and  additional  clerks 
and  assistants  shall  be  made  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  1  with¬ 
out  examination.’  This  provision  is  contrary  to  the  spirit 
of  the  Constitution  and  to  the  principles  underlying  the  State 
Civil  Service  Law.  The  question  whether  examinations  are 
practicable  should  be  left  to  the  determination  of  the  State 
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Civil  Service  Commission,  which  has  experience  in  those 
matters  and  is  well  qualified  to  determine  such  questions. 

“  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  laws  should  not  be  passed  which 
take  the  determination  of  these  questions  from  the  State 
Civil  Service  Commission.  After  a  conference  with  the 
chairman  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  and  the  Secretary 
of  State,  I  am  satisfied  that  there  is  a  necessity  for  beginning 
at  once  the  work  of  taking  the  enumeration ;  except  for  this 
I  should  feel  that  I  ought  to  withhold  my  approval  from 
this  bill  in  its  present  form  for  the  reasons  stated.  The 
necessity  for  immediate  action  by  the  Secretary  of  State  in 
prosecuting  the  work  required  under  the  measure  compels  me 
to  give  it  my  approval.” 

In  addition  to  his  justification  of  the  policy  of  the  law  on  the 
ground  of  the  necessity  for  immediate  action,  it  is  urged  that  the 
exact  nature  of  the  duties  required  may  be  ascertained  only  as 
the  work  develops,  and  that,  consequently,  it  is  difficult  to  prepare 
examinations  for  such  uncertain  requirements ;  that  the  work  is 
temporary,  variable  and  special,  covering  a  field  for  which  ex¬ 
perience  is  not  available  to  frame  competitive  examinations,  and 
requiring  instead  the  personal  examination  of  candidates’  qualifi¬ 
cations  by  the  officer  directly  responsible.  As  Chief  Judge  Cullen 
said  in  the  Schau  case : 

“  The  proper  classification  of  a  part  of  the  civil  service 
depends  in  no  small  degree  on  the  practical  operation  of  the 
classification.  A  priori  arguments  must  often  yield  to  actual 
experience.” 

For  those  employed  as  stenographers  or  typists,  strictly  and 
solely,  we  already  have  the  benefit  of  experience  indicating  that 
competitive  examinations  are  practicable  for  determining  merit 
and  fitness  in  such  employment ;  but  if  we  assume  that  a  com¬ 
bination  of  duties  is  required  of  the  typist  and  stenographer,  or 
novel  and  special  qualifications  are  needed,  the  difficulties  of 
examination  upon  which  the  Legislative  act  was  based,  present 
themselves.  Consequently,  we  have  the  varying  opinions  of  the 
executive,  legislators  and  administrative  officers  all  leading  to  the 
result  that  the  classification  and  method  of  examination  provided 
is  justified.  The  Legislature  clearly  has  the  right  to  assume  the 
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power  of  classification ;  having  done  so,  under  familiar  principles 
of  construction,  every  presumption  favors  the  validity  of  its  act. 
The  Legislature  and  the  Governor  have  determined  certain  facts 
as  to  the  character  and  requirements  of  these  positions  and  in 
doing  so  have  presumably  exercised  a  high  degree  of  judgment 
and  discretion.  With  such  a  presentment  it  cannot  now  be  de¬ 
termined  as  a  matter  of  law  that  the  Constitution  has  been  vio¬ 
lated  by  the  statute. 

It  is  my  opinion,  therefore,  that  the  solemn  act  of  the  Legis¬ 
lature,  sanctioned  by  the  executive,  even  though  reservedly,  and 
committed  to  the  administration  of  an  elected  State  official,  may 
not  be  condemned  as  a  palpably  illegal  "  and  unconstitutional 
upon  its  very  face.  Unless  actual  experience  developes  the  prac¬ 
ticability  of  competitive  examinations  to  determine  merit  and  fit¬ 
ness,  “  clerks  and  assistants,”  within  the  fair  meaning  of  these 
terms,  may  be  employed  as  provided  for  by  the  amended  State 
Law. 

For  the  present,  then,  the  statute  must  be  obeyed.  If  experi¬ 
ence  teaches  that  the  Legislature  has  made  a  mistake  in  judgment 
or  has  abused  a  discretion,  then  the  question  of  recourse  to  the 
Civil  Service  Commission's  eligible  lists  or  to  lists  prepared  by  the 
employing  officer  may  be  examined.

Civil  Service  Law,  Section  2.  Canaseraga  Creek  Improvement 
—  Abandoned  Contract  —  Classification  of  Employees. 

Persons  employed  under  the  supervision  of  the  Conservation  Commis¬ 
sion  upon  the  abandoned  contract  for  the  Canaseraga  Creek  Improve¬ 
ment  are  in  the  State  service,  and  their  positions  should  be  classified  by 
the  State  Civil  Service  Commission. 

Inquiry 

Application  has  been  made  to  the  State  Civil  Service  Commis¬ 
sion  for  a  further  extension  of  exemption  of  the  employees  on 
the  Canaseraga  Creek  Improvement  project,  the  present  exemp- 
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tion  as  to  their  employment  expiring  on  June  1,  1915.  The  ex¬ 
emption  as  of  this  date  was  made  by  order  of  the  Commission  on 
January  4,  1915,  at  the  request  of  the  Conservation  Commission 
under  date  of  December  20,  1914,  such  request  containing  the 
statement  that  this  project  would  he  completed  within  the  ensuing 
six  months.  As  it  now  appears  (and  so  reported  to  the  Civil 
Service  Commission)  this  project  will  not  be  completed  under  a 
year.  With  the  consent  of  the  State  Civil  Service  Commission, 
the  Conservation  Commissioner  asks  an  opinion  as  to  whether  or 
not  the  men  employed  on  this  Canaseraga  Creek  Improvement 
are  State  employees  or  employees  of  the  district  to  he  benefited 
by  this  improvement. 

Opinion 

A  general  reference  to  the  legislation  affecting  the  Canaseraga 
Creek  Improvement  and  the  administrative  practice  in  connection 
therewith  demonstrates  the  relation  of  this  undertaking  to  the 
civil  service  system.  In  1904  the  Attorney-General,  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Public  Works,  State  Engineer,  Forest,  Fish  and  Game 
Commissioner  and  a  commissioner  appointed  by  the  Governor 
were  authorized  to  act  as  the  River  Improvement  Commission. 
The  first  commission  was  succeeded  by  the  State  Water  Supply 
Commission,  whose  powers,  in  turn,  were  taken  over  by  the  Con¬ 
servation  Commission.  General  administration,  then,  has  always 
been  in  charge  of  officers  of  Statewide  jurisdiction,  acting  under 
general  laws.  The  statute  provides  that  moneys  raised  by  the 
sale  of  bonds  and  through  certificates  of  indebtedness  shall  be 
repaid  by  assessment  against  the  municipal  and  individual  prop¬ 
erties  benefited.  In  carrying  out  this  scheme  approval  of  the 
commission’s  final  order  by  the  Legislature  and  approval  by  the 
Comptroller  of  the  amount  of  the  bonds  issued  were  provided  for. 
At  no  point  are  local  or  private  interests  allowed  control  over 
authority  exercised  by  the  State.  (See  Laws  of  1904,  chap.  734; 
Laws  of  1900,  chaps.  415  and  418;  Laws  of  1907,  chap.  334; 
Laws  of  1908,  chap.  180  and  354;  State  Boards  and  Commissions 
Law;  Conservation  Law,  §  2,  art.  9;  1908  Attorney-General’s 
report,  p.  187 ;  opinion  of  Attorney-General,  August  8,  1908, 
unpublished;  State  Water  Supply  Commission  v.  Curtis,  192 
K  Y.  319.) 
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In  the  fall  of  1913,  owing  to  a  disagreement  over  certain  deduc¬ 
tions,  the  contractor  withdrew  from  the  work  under  advice  of  the 
Attorney-General ;  the  Conservation  Commission  took  over  the 
contract  and  has  continued  it.  The  contract  reads  as  between  the 
State  Water  Supply  Commission  and  the  defaulting  contractor, 
and  the  Commission,  as  a  party  of  the  second  part,  exercises,  by 
the  provisions  of  the  contract,  full  control  over  the  work.  (Letter 
of  the  Attorney-General  to  the  Conservation  Commission,  April 
22,  1914.) 

It  seems  that  the  Commission  simply  purchased  a  dredge,  using 
two  foremen  and  two  firemen  who  had  worked  with  the  particular 
dredge,  and  that  it  also  employed  several  laborers.  The  engineer¬ 
ing  was  done  by  regularly  appointed  officers  of  the  department. 

Where  abandoned  contracts  have  been  taken  over  by  the  State 
they  have  usually  been  completed  by  the  force  ordinarily  employed 
bv  the  department  concerned.  Further,  the  provision  of  the 
statutes,  that  the  work  shall  be  paid  for  ultimately  by  local  assess¬ 
ments,  is  somewhat  exceptional,  and  seems  to  be  the  basis  for  the 
assertion  that  the  State  Civil  Service  should  not  renew  the  classifi¬ 
cation  of  the  employees. 

This,  in  my  opinion,  has  no  deciding  influence.  First  we  have 
the  clause  of  the  Constitution  which  provides  that  appointments 
and  promotions  in  the  service  of  the  State  or  any  of  its  civil 
divisions  shall  be  under  the  civil  service  system.  (Constitution, 
Art.  5,  §  9.) 

The  Legislature  has  by  way  of  definition  provided : 

“  3.  The  ‘  civil  service’  of  the  State  of  Few  York  or  anv 

t/ 

of  its  civil  divisions  or  cities  includes  all  officers  and  posi¬ 
tion  of  trust  or  employment  in  the  service  of  the  state,  or  of 
such  civil  division  or  city,  except  such  officers  and  positions 
in  the  militia  and  the  military  departments  as  are  or  may  be 
created  under  the  provisions  of  article  eleven  of  the 
Constitution. 

“  4.  The  ‘  state  service  ’  shall  include  all  such  offices  and 
positions  in  the  service  of  the  state  or  any  of  its  civil  divi¬ 
sions,  except  a  city.”  (Civil  Sendee  Law,  §  2,  subds.  3 
and  4.) 
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It  is  true  that  the  River  Improvement  Commission  and  its  suc¬ 
cessors  have  created  a  district  for  the  improvement.  It  is  also 
significant  that  the  Civil  Service  Law  speaks  of  “  civil  divisions  ” 
rather  than  of  “  municipalities,”  thus  relieving  us  of  recourse 
to  the  somewhat  narrow  definition  of  the  latter  terms. 

However,  I  consider  it  unnecessary  to  discuss  whether  the  dis¬ 
trict  is  a  civil  division  other  than  a  city,  and  thus  within  the  scope 
of  the  State  service.  I  believe  this  opinion  may  he  more  firmly 
placed  upon  the  ground  that  employees  upon  the  Canaseraga 
creek  improvement  are  actually  within  the  State  service  as  that 
term  is  more  commonly  understood.  The  final  source  of  payment 
is  unimportant,  although  checks  signed  by  the  commission  are 
drawn  on  a  special  fund  and  not  against  the  State  treasury.  The 
deciding  feature  is  that  the  employment  is  made  by  a  State  Com¬ 
mission.  Appointments,  promotions  and  dismissals  are  within 
the  control  of  the  Conservation  Commission  in  its  official  capacity, 
regardless  of  whether  the  wTork  be  governmental  or  merely  pro¬ 
prietary.  It  is  my  conclusion  that  so  long  as  the  real  control  over 
employees  is  in  a  State  department,  they  become,  necessarily, 
State  employees  without  regard  to  the  fact  that  by  mandate  of  a 
general  statute  the  locality  must  ultimately  hear  the  expense.  In 
coming  to  this  conclusion  I  have  not  been  unmindful  of  the  fact 
that  of  late  there  have  been  submitted  to  the  Legislature  proposi¬ 
tions  of  various  kinds  involving  districting  of  the  same  descrip¬ 
tion  as  discussed  here.  The  decision  now  made  may,  therefore, 
attain  considerable  importance  in  the  future,  although  the  par¬ 
ticular  case  involves  only  the  classification  of  a  few  employees. 

I  am,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  the  State  Civil  Service 
Commission  was  correct  in  classifying  the  positions  mentioned.

To  the  Conservation  C ommission,  Albany ,  N.  Y. 
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Conservation  Law,  Section  3  —  Civil  Service  Law,  Section  14  — 
Assistant  Engineer  —  Legislative  Classification  —  Exempt 
and  Competitive  Classification 

There  is  nothing  indicated  upon  the  face  of  the  amendment  to  the 
Conservation  Law  creating,  among  others,  the  positions  of  assistant  engi¬ 
neers  as  to  whether  it  is  practicable  to  ascertain  the  merit  and  fitness 
by  competitive  examination,  nor  does  the  statute  indicate  that  the 
Legislature  Intended  to  classify  the  positions  as  exempt  from  such  exami¬ 
nation.  Accordingly  the  proper  classification  in  accordance  with  the 
Constitution  and  Civil  Service  Law  should  be  made  in  the  usual  way 
by  the  Civil  Service  Commission. 


Inquiry 

“  Your  official  opinion  is  requested  as  to  tfie  application  of 
civil  service  to  ascertain  appointments  to  be  made  by  tbe  Conser¬ 
vation  Commission  as  set  forth  in  section  3,  page  2,  of  chap¬ 
ter  318,  Laws  of  1915  ;  particularly  to  tbe  paragraph  which  reads: 
‘  and  two  assistant  engineers  at  an  annual  salary  of  three  thousand 
dollars  ($3,000.00)  each/  taken  in  connection  with  that  part  of 
the  section  which  reads:  ‘  The  Commission  shall  appoint  to  hold 
office  during  its  pleasure /  ” 

Opinion 

Some  general  consideration  should  be  made  before  examining 
the  particular  question.  Upon  the  creation  of  a  position  it  auto¬ 
matically  passes  into  the  competitive  class;  exemptions  arising, 
it  seems,  only  bv  affirmative  action  of  the  Civil  Service  Com  mis- 
sion  or  by  direct  statutory  mandate.  (Civil  Service  Law,  §  14.) 
Whether  a  position  shall  remain  classified  as  competitive  depends 
in  the  last  analysis  upon  the  practicability  of  ascertaining  merit 
and  fitness  by  examination.  (Constitution,  Art.  V,  §  9.)  Con¬ 
sidering  now  the  particular  case  we  must  examine  the  statute  to 
ascertain  whether  there  is  a  positive  legislative  direction  as  to  the 
classification  of  the  positions  of  assistant  engineers  and  whether 
there  is  anything  indicated  upon  the  face  of  the  statute  to  de¬ 
termine  what  personal  capacity  for  prescribed  duties  is  required. 

Section  3  of  the  Conservation  Law  was  by  chapter  318  of  the 
Laws  of  1915  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

“  §  3.  Office  and  official  force.  The  commission  shall  have 
its  principal  office  in  the  city  of  Albany.  The  commission

shall  appoint,  to  hold  office  during  its  pleasure,  a  secretary 
to  the  commission  at  an  annual  salary  of  three  thousand  dol¬ 
lars,  a  deputy  commissioner  at  an  annual  salary  of  six  thou¬ 
sand  dollars,  a  superintendent  of  forests  at  an  annual  salary 
of  four  thousand  dollars,  an  assistant  superintendent  of 
forests  at  an  annual  salary  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dol¬ 
lars,  and  a  division  engineer  at  an  annual  salary  of  four 
thousand  dollars,  and  two  assistant  engineers  at  an  annual 
salary  of  three  thousand  dollars  each.  The  commissioner, 
secretary,  deputy  commissioner,  superintendent  of  forests, 
assistant  superintendent  of  forests,  chief  game  protector, 
deputy  chief  game  protector  and  division  engineer  shall  each 
have  reimbursed  to  him  all  actual  and  necessary  traveling 
and  other  expenses  and  disbursements  incurred  or  made  by 
him  in  the  discharge  of  his  official  duties.  The  commission 
shall  also  appoint  such  other  subordinates  as  shall  be  needed, 
to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  within  the  amount 
appropriated  therefor.  The  commissioner,  deputy,  secretary 
and  each  chief  of  a  division  shall  execute  and  file  with  the 
comptroller  a  bond  to  the  people  of  the  state  in  the  sum  of 
ten  thousand  dollars,  with  sureties  to  be  approved  by  the 
comptroller,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
duties,  and  that  he  will  account  for  and  pay  over  pursuant 
to  law  all  moneys  received  by  him.” 

Passing  over  the  language  of  the  section,  which  reads  that  a  the 
commission  shall  appoint,  to  hold  office  during  its  pleasure,  a 
secretary  *  *  *  and  two  assistant  engineers,”  which  seems 

to  pertain  more  particularly  to  removals  and  not  to  appointments, 
and  does  not  aid  us  to  any  material  extent  in  the  decision  of  the 
question  of  appointments ,  we  observe  other  provisions  of  the  stat¬ 
ute  tending  to  the  conclusion  that  the  intent  was  not  to  take  the 
position  of  assistant  engineer  out  of  the  competitive  class  of  the 
civil  service  —  that  is,  to  classify  by  legislative  action.  For  in¬ 
stance,  the  secretary  and  the  deputy  commissioner,  first  named  in 
the  statute,  were  already  by  section  13  of  the  Civil  Service  Law 
and  by  Pule  V  of  the  Civil  Service  Pules  in  the  exempt  class. 
Secondly,  as  to  the  superintendent  of  forests  and  the  division 
engineer,  we  find  in  section  4  of  the  Conservation  Law  as  amended 
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by  the  statute  of  1915,  language  intimating  that  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  ought  perhaps  to  classify  them  in  the  exempt  class, 
in  that  portion  of  the  section  which  provides  that : 

“  The  superintendent  of  forests  shall  be  the  chief  and 
administrative  head  of  the  division  of  lands  and  forests. 
The  division  engineer  shall  be  the  chief  and  administrative 
head  of  the  division  of  waters.  The  chief  game  protector 
shall  be  the  chief  and  administrative  head  of  the  division  of 
fish  and  game/5 

There  can  be  no  doubt  but  that  an  administrative  head  of  a 
department  or  division  of  the  Conservation  Commission  is  a  posi¬ 
tion  of  high  trust  and  official  integrity,  appointments  to  which 
should  be  a  matter  of  discretion  exclusive  with  the  Conservation 
Commission.  That  such  positions  should  be  classified  by  the 
Civil  Service  Commission  in  the  exempt  class  is  made  more 
apparent  by  the  express  exception  in  section  165  of  the  Conserva¬ 
tion  Law,  that  as  to  one  of  the  positions,  that  of  the  chief  game 
protector,  who  has  charge  of  the  division  of  fish  and  game,  he 
“  shall  hereafter  be  classified  in  the  competitive  class  of  the  civil 
service.77 

On  the  other  hand,  we  find  no  provisions  which  delineate  the 
duties  of  assistant  engineers  or  give  any  intimation  that  their 
positions  are  to  be  regarded  otherwise  than  as  subordinate  ones 
free  of  enough  trust  and  official  responsibility  as  not  to  require 
their  inclusion  in  the  exempt  class. 

Bearing  in  mind  that  the  Constitution,  article  V,  section  9, 
commands  that  “  appointments  and  promotions  in  the  civil  service 
of  the  state,  and  of  all  civil  divisions  thereof,  including  cities  and 
villages,  shall  be  made  according  to  merit  and  fitness  to  be  ascer¬ 
tained,  so  far  as  practicable,  by  examinations,  which,  so  far  as 
practicable,  shall  be  competitive  *  *  *  77,  and  that  a  legislative 
determination  as  to  the  practicability  or  impracticability  of  an 
examination  is  not  in  close  cases  likely  to  be  attended  with  suffi¬ 
cient  investigation  as  to  result  in  complete  compliance  beyond  all 
doubt  with  the  Constitutional  provision,  we  should  be  inclined 
always,  in  the  absence  of  quite  obvious  language  to  the  contrary, 
to  assume  the  Legislature  had  not  itself  attempted  a  classification, 
especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Legislature  has  by  the 
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Civil  Service  Law  delegated  full  powers  of  classification  to  the 
Civil  Service  Commission. 

In  the  case  of  People  ex  rel.  McKeile  v.  Glynn,  128  App.  Div. 
257,  it  was  provided  that  the  State  Comptroller  “  shall  appoint 
and  may  at  pleasure  remove  ”  transfer  tax  appraisers  in  the  County 
of  Kings.  Reading  the  phrase  “  at  pleasure  ”  to  modify  both 
the  words  “  appoint  ”  and  “  remove,”  the  incidental  conclusion 
of  the  Appellate  Division  was  correct,  namely,  that  the  positions 
were  original  independent  offices,  not  subordinate  offices,  and  had 
been  so  classified  and  placed  in  the  exempt  class  by  the  Legislature, 
though  as  before  mentioned  the  determination  was  not  openly 
upon  that  question  but  only  upon  the  question  of  removal  in  a  case 
wThere  the  transfer  tax  appraiser  claimed  to  he  an  exempt  fire¬ 
man.  The  court  held  that  the  appraisers’  positions  were  not  hound 
down  by  the  limitation  upon  removals  contained  in  sections  21  and 
22  of  the  Civil  Service  Law  relative  to  veterans. 

In  the  statute  here  under  consideration  the  wording  in  respect 
to  the  appointment  of  officers  is  not  as  broad  as  in  the  McKeile 
case,  in  that  the  language  of  section  3  of  the  Conservation  Law,  as 
amended  in  1915,  does  not  seem  to  pertain  to  appointments.  Since 
the  Legislature  in  this  case  has  dealt  only  with  the  power  of 
removal  we  must  assume  that  it  has  not’  attempted  to  interfere 
with  the  usual  practice  as  to  appointments  and  that  the  functions 
normally  performed  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission  in  this 
regard  are  left  unrestricted. 

It  may  well  he  upon  an  inspection  of  the  duties  to  be  required 
of  the  assistant  engineers,  the  Civil  Service  Commission  will 
determine  that  merit  and  fitness  cannot  be  ascertained  by  exam¬ 
ination,  competitive  or  otherwise,  and  that  the  positions  should 
be  classified  as  exempt.  However,  I  am  informed  that  the  Civil 
Service  Commission  has  already  announced  an  examination  for 
one  of  the  positions,  the  other  having  been  filled  by  transfer  or 
promotion.  Be  that  as  it  may,  it  is  certain  there  is  nothing  dis¬ 
closed  on  the  face  of  the  statute  exempting  the  places  or  so  defin¬ 
ing  their  duties  as  to  make  exemption  necessarily  follow. 

The  inconsistency  and  difficulty  sure  to  arise  if  these  positions 
were  found  exempted  through  mere  reference  by  title  in  the  stat¬ 
ute  is  illustrated  by  the  positions  under  the  same  title  in  the 
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departments  of  the  State  Engineer,  Highway  Commission,  Public 
Service  Commission  and  under  nearly  the  same  title  in  the  offices 
of  the  State  Architect,  Conservation  Commission  and  Commis¬ 
sioner  of  Health.  All  these  are  classified  as  competitive. 

I  am,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  there  is  nothing  in  section  3  nf 
the  Conservation  Law,  as  amended  which  prevents  a  classifica¬ 
tion  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission  of  the  positions  mentioned  m 
the  statute.

Civil  Service  Law,  Section  16;  Rules  VII,  XIV  —  Promotion  — 
Increase  of  Salary  Without  Change  of  Duties 

The  district  attorney  of  Kings  county,  being  empowered  by  statute  to 
appoint  county  detectives  and  to  “  fix  and  determine  their  compensation 
which  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  eighteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum 
each/’  may  increase  the  salary  of  one  of  them  from  $1,200  to  $1,350 
without  a  preliminary  competitive  examination. 

Statement 

The  district  attorney  of  Kings  county  desires  to  raise  the  salary 
of  one  of  the  “  County  Detectives  ”  under  him  from  $1,200  to 
$1,350,  under  the  provisions  of  section  5  of  chapter  772  of  the 
Laws  of  1896,  as  amended  by  chapter  452  of  the  Laws  of  1911, 
which  provides: 

“  §  5.  There  shall  be  officers  known  as  county  detectives 
in  the  county  of  Kings  *  *  *  .  The  said  officers  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  said  district  attorney  *  *  *  .  The 

number  of  said  officers  shall  be  not  less  than  twelve,  and  the 
district  attorney  shall  fix  and  determine  their  compensation, 
which  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  eighteen  hundred  dollars 
per  annum  each  *  *  *  .” 

The  State  Civil  Service  Commission  has  advised  the  district 
attorney  that  such  increase  in  salary  amounts  to  a  promotion  from 
grade  6  to  grade  7,  and  that  as  there  are  at  least  five  county  detec- 
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tives  in  grade  6,  a  competitive  examination  for  promotion  is  neces¬ 
sary  under  Civil  Service  Rule  XIV. 

Inquiry 

Does  the  proposed  increase  of  salary  from  $1,200  to  $1,350  con¬ 
stitute  a  promotion  requiring  competitive  examination  under  the 
Civil  Service  Law  and  Rules? 

OriNION 

The  Constitution  provides  for  promotions  as  well  as  appoint¬ 
ments  on  the  basis  of  competitive  examinations,  but  the  promo¬ 
tions  there  contemplated  are  advancements  to  higher  positions. 
(Hale  v.  Worstell,  185  X.  Y.  247.) 

Section  16  of  the  Civil  Service  Law,  prescribing  competitive 
examination  preliminary  to  promotions  contemplates  promotions 
to  fill  vacancies,  and  increases  of  salary  “  beyond  the  limit  fixed 
for  the  grade  in  which  such  office  or  position  is  classified.”  The 
limit  in  the  case  before  us  has  been  fixed  by  the  Legislature  at 
$1,800  and  the  proposed  increase  will  not  result  in  a  salary  exceed¬ 
ing  that  amount.  Section  16  contemplates  grades  of  positions, 
not  grades  of  salaries.  As  the  Appellate  Division  said  in  People 
ex  ret.  Lodholz  v.  Knox,  58  App.  Div.  541,  545  (appeal  dismissed, 
167  X.  Y.  620) : 

“  Clearly  it  is  the  position  and  not  the  salary  which  fixes 
the  grade  from  which  a  promotion  is  to  he  made,  which  shows 
that  what  the  Legislature  evidently  had  in  view  was  that  the 
grading  should  be  determined  not  by  the  pay  received  but  by 
the  duties  performed.” 

The  courts  have  recently  reiterated  the  rule  that  grade  depends 
on  duties,  not  salary.  (Matter  of  Rudd  v.  Cropsey,  159  App. 
Div.  275.) 

Subdivision  1  of  Rule  XIV  of  the  Civil  Service  Rules  formerly 
read : 

“  1.  The  term  ‘  promotion  ’  means  the  assignment  of  a 
person  to  a  higher  or  more  responsible  position  in  the  serv¬ 
ice,  with  or  without  increase  in  salary.” 

This  is  an  excellent  definition  of  promotion  as  contemplated  by 
the  Constitution  and  by  the  Civil  Service  Law.  The  fact  that  it 
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lias  been  taken  out  of  Rule  XIV  does  not  make  it  any  less  a  good 
definition  for  the  purposes  of  construing  statutes. 

The  county  detectives  are  in  a  single  grade  in  the  contempla¬ 
tion  of  the  statute  creating  them.  Some  of  them  are  classified 
as  competitive  and  appointed  after  examination  by  the  Commis¬ 
sion,  but  the  salaries  of  all  are  fixed  by  the  district  attorney.  The 
Legislature  was  undoubtedly  deliberate  in  making  this  decision, 
for  it  is  obvious  that  the  true  efficiency  of  a  detective  depends 
upon  many  things  which  cannot  be  tested  by  examination  — 
especially  fidelity  and  bravery.  And  the  position  being  a  con¬ 
fidential  one  (Webb  v.  Clarke,  54  App.  Div.  588)  the  district 
attorney  is  naturally  qualified  to  determine  when  and  to  whom 
increases  of  salary  should  be  granted.  To  enable  the  district 
attorney  to  encourage  desirable  qualities  by  rewarding  them  in 
proper  cases,  the  Legislature  empowered  him  to  fix  salaries  within 
certain  limitations.  An  increase  beyond  these  limitations  would 
be  a  promotion  within  the  contemplation  of  section  16  of  the 
Civil  Service  Law,  an  increase  within  them  would  not,  for  the 
Legislature  clearlv  intended  them  all  to  be  within  the  same 
“  grade  under  section  16  of  the  Civil  Service  Law,  as  interpreted 
in  the  Lodholz  case  prior  to  the  passage  of  chapter  452  of  the 
Laws  of  1911. 

The  Civil  Service  Commission  has  power  to  make  rules,  but 
not  to  make  rules  which  will  nullify  statutes  passed  subsequent 
to  the  law  under  which  it  acts. 

But  even  the  Civil  Service  Rules,  as  I  read  them,  do  not  call 
for  an  examination  in  this  case.  Subdivision  3  of  Rule  XIV 
divides  the  competitive  class  of  the  Civil  Service  into  the  graded 
and  ungraded  service. 

“  The  graded  service  includes  clerks,  bookkeepers,  stenog¬ 
raphers,  copyists,  messengers,  pages  and  other  employees 
whose  duties  are  of  a  clerical  character,  in  all  departments, 
bureaus,  divisions,  and  offices,  and  such  other  positions  as 
may  be  graded,  by  statute  or  by  regulation  of  any  department 
made  pursuant  to  law.  The  ungraded  service  comprises  all 
positions  not  included  in  the  graded  service.” 

A  county  detective  is  not  a  clerk,  bookkeeper,  stenographer, 
copyist,  messenger,  page  or  an  employee  whose  duties  are  of  a 
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clerical  character.  I  consider  that  this  position  has  been  graded 
by  statute,  the  $1,800  limit  being  the  single  grade  for  all  holding 
it.  And  an  increase  within  that  grade  is  not  a  promotion  in  the 
contemplation  of  the  statute  or  the  rules. 

I  do  not  propose  here  to  discuss  the  propriety  of  any  action  of 
the  Civil  Service  Commission  in  grading  by  salary  positions  other 
than  those  covered  by  article  III  of  the  Civil  Service  Law,  save 
only  the  one  under  consideration  and  this  opinion  is  intended  to 
apply  only  to  county  detectives  appointed  under  chapter  452  of 
the  Laws  of  1911. 

Conclusion 

I  conclude  that  it  is  within  the  power  of  the  district  attorney 
to  make  the  proposed  increase  of  salary  and  that  the  State  Civil 
Service  Commission  cannot  require  a  competitive  examination  as 
a  condition  precedent  to  such  increase.

Civil  Service  Law — Classification  —  Confidential  Positions  — 

Cashiers. 

The  classification  by  the  State  Civil  Service  Commission  of  the  position 
of  cashier,  in  the  Secretary  of  State’s  Automobile  Bureau,  in  the  com¬ 
petitive  class,  not  being  palpably  illegal,  will  not  be  disturbed. 

Inquiry 

The  State  Civil  Service  Commission  has  classified  the  position 
of  cashier,  in  the  Secretary  of  State’s  Automobile  Bureau,  as  com¬ 
petitive.  Is  this  a  proper  classification  ? 

Eacts 

There  are  three  offices  of  the  Secretary  of  State  in  which  mem- 
bers  of  the  Automobile  Bureau  receive  monevs  on  behalf  of  the 

c J 

Secretarv  of  State  at  Albanv,  Yew  York  and  Buffalo.  To  handle 

monevs  in  these  various  offices  it  has  been  customarv  for  the  Secre- 
«/ 

tary  of  State  to  appoint  six  cashiers,  four  at  a  salary  of  $2,000, 
and  two  at  a  salary  of  about  $1,000.  Until  December  23,  1914, 
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all  six  of  these  cashiers  were  classified  by  the  Civil  Service  Com¬ 
mission  as  exempt.  On  that  date  the  four  receiving  $2,000  were 
changed  from  the  exempt  to  the  competitive  class  by  the  approval 
of  the  Governor  of  a  resolution  adopted  by  the  Civil  Service  Com¬ 
mission  in  August.  After  taking  office,  Secretary  of  State  Hugo 
applied  to  the  Civil  Service  Commission  to  replace  these  four 
cashiers  in  the  exempt  class,  and  his  request  was  refused  upon  the 
ground  that  the  Commission  considered  these  positions  among  those 
in  which  competitive  examinations  were  practicable  as  a  means 
of  ascertaining  merit  and  fitness. 

It  is  suggested  that  the  ruling  of  the  Commission  is  erroneous 
and  that  the  position  should  be  deemed  confidential  and  therefore 
classified  as  exempt. 

The  Statutes 

The  term  “  confidential  ”  applied  to  positions  in  the  civil  service 
for  the  purpose  of  distinguishing  them  from  other  positions  and 
making  special  rules  in  regard  to  them  has  appeared  from  time  to 
time  in  the  statutes,  hut  disappeared  finally  from  the  statutes  in 
1904  (L.  1904,  ch.  697).  Exceptions  from  the  general  workings 
of  the  statute  for  persons  holding  confidential  positions  first 
appeared  in  chapter  410  of  the  Laws  of  1884,  which  amended 
section  8  of  the  original  Civil  Service  Law  (L.  1883,  ch.  354) 
providing  for  competitive  examinations  in  cities.  Although  the 
term  “  confidential  "  was  not  used,  an  exemption  from  competitive 
examination  was  provided  for 

“  officers  elected  by  the  people,  and  subordinates  of  any 
such  officer  for  whose  errors  or  violation  of  duties  such  officer 
is  financially  responsible  *  *  *  and  any  subordinate  who 
by  virtue  of  liis  office  has  personal  custody  of  public  moneys 
or  public  securities,  for  the  safekeeping  of  which  the  head  of 
the  office  is  under  financial  bonds  shall  be  subject  to  the  regu¬ 
lations  prescribed  by  this  section.  *  *  *  ” 

This  provision  applied  only  to  cities.  The  exemption  of  ‘  sub¬ 
ordinates  of  any  such  officer  for  whose  errors  or  violation  of  duties 
such  officer  is  financially  responsible/’  disappeared  when  the  stat¬ 
ute  was  amended  by  chapter  186  of  the  Laws  of  1898.  And,  the 
exemption  of  kk  any  subordinate  officer  who  by  virtue  of  his  office 
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has  personal  custody  of  public  moneys/7  etc.,  disappeared  with  the 
repeal  of  section  8  of  chapter  354  of  the  Laws  of  1883  and  all 
amendments  thereof,  by  chapter  370,  Laws  of  1899  which  consoli¬ 
dated  the  various  civil  service  laws.  Section  10  of  the  consolida¬ 
tion  of  1899  provided  for  municipal  civil  service  and  was  for  the 
purposes  of  this  discussion  practically  the  same  as  section 
11  of  the  present  Civil  Service  Law  which  makes  no  distinct 
exemptions  in  cities  hut  provides  by  sections  12  and  13  for  exemp¬ 
tions  in  both  state  and  municipal  services.  The  early  provisions, 
having  applied  only  to  city  service,  cannot  well  be  cited  as  author¬ 
ity  in  interpreting  the  present  statute  with  respect  to  the  State 
service. 

The  first  limitation  upon  removal  of  persons  in  the  civil  service 
appeared  in  chapter  119  of  the  Laws  of  1888,  which  provides  that 
veterans  in  the  city  and  county  services  should  not  be  removed 
except  upon  charges  after  a  hearing,  with  this  exception : 

“  But  this  provision  shall  not  be  construed  to  apply  to  the 
position  of  private  secretary  or  chief  clerk,  or  deputy  of  any 
official  or  department,  or  to  any  other  person  holding  a  con¬ 
fidential  relation  to  the  appointing  officer.'7 

Here  we  have  the  first  use  in  the  statute  of  the  word  “  confiden¬ 
tial  ”  and  it  is  to  he  noted  that  it  appears  in  the  statute  preventing 
the  removal  of  veterans,  and  not  in  the  statute  prescribing  competi¬ 
tive  examination. 

The  statute  of  1888  was  amended  in  1890  (L.  1890,  ch.  67) 
without  changing  the  exception  quoted  above.  The  same  is  true 
of  the  amendment  by  chapter  577  of  the  Laws  of  1892  which 
extended  the  protection  to  veteran  volunteer  firemen.  In  1894  the 
veteran  act  (L.  1884,  ch.  312,  as  amended  by  L.  1887,  ch.  464) 
was  amended  by  chapter  716  of  the  Laws  of  1894,  which  to  all 
intents  and  purposes  added  the  language  of  the  statutes  referred  to 
above  (protecting  veterans  against  removal)  to  the  statutes  pro¬ 
viding  for  the  preference  of  veterans  in  appointment,  and  the 
same  exception  of 

“  private  secretary,  or  chief  clerk,  or  deputy  of  any  official  or 
department  or  to  any  other  person  holding  a  confidential 
relation  to  the  appointing  officer  77 
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was  embodied  in  this  amendment,  and  thus  extending  to  both 
appointments  and  removals  of  veterans.  It  still  had  nothing  to  do 
with  the  competitive  class.  On  the  first  of  January,  1895,  the 
constitution  of  1894  took  effect  and  the  principles  of  competitive 
examination  for  civil  service  and  preference  of  veterans  became 
part  of  the  fundamental  law.  Section  9  of  article  V  of  the  Con¬ 
stitution  reads  as  follows : 

“Appointments  and  promotions  in  the  civil  service  of  the 
state,  and  of  all  the  civil  divisions  thereof,  including  cities  and 
villages,  shall  be  made  according  to  merit  and  fitness  to  be 
ascertained  so  far  as  practicable,  by  examinations,  which,  so 
far  as  practicable,  shall  be  competitive;  provided,  however, 
that  honorably  discharged  soldiers  and  sailors  from  the  army 
and  navy  of  the  United  States  in  the  late  civil  war,  who  are 
citizens  and  residents  of  this  state,  shall  be  entitled  to  prefer¬ 
ence  in  appointment  and  promotion,  without  regard  to  their 
standing  on  any  list  from  which  such  appointment  or  promo¬ 
tion  may  be  made.  Laws  shall  be  made  to  provide  for  the 
enforcement  of  this  section.” 

Courts  have  held  that  this  section  was  merely  declaratory  of  the 
existing  Civil  Sendee  Law  and  did  not  change  it  except  to  nullify 
certain  provisions  (which  attempted  to  exempt  veterans  from  com¬ 
petitive  examination  for  any  position  paying  not  more  than  $4 
per  day).  The  Constitution  says  nothing  about  confidential  posi¬ 
tions,  positions  involving  the  handling  of  moneys,  positions  involv¬ 
ing  personal  responsibility  of  a  superior  officer,  or  positions 
exempt  from  competitive  examination,  merely  providing  that 
appointments  shall  be  made  according  to  merit  and  fitness  to  be 
ascertained  so  far  as  practicable  by  examinations,  which  so  far  as 
practicable,  shall  be  competitive.  Judicial  interpretation  of  this 
phraseology  will  be  considered  later. 

By  chapter  184  of  the  Laws  of  1898,  the  first  statute  against 
removal  of  veterans  (L.  1888,  ch.  119,  as  amended  by  L.  1892, 
ch.  577)  was  amended  in  various  ways  including  the  insertion  of 
the  word  strictly  before  the  word  confidential  in  the  exception  from 
its  protection. 

The  consolidation  of  1899  (L.  1899,  ch.  370)  combined  the 

various  veteran  acts  in  its  twentieth  and  twentv-first  sections.  The 

«/ 
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twentieth  section  (which  for  the  purposes  of  this  discussion  is  the 
same  as  section  21  of  the  present  Civil  Service  Law)  provides  for 
preferences  to  veterans,  without-  any  exceptions.  The  twenty-first 
section  (which,  as  since  amended,  has  become  section  22  of  the 
present  law)  limits  the  power  of  appointing  officers  to  remove 
veterans,  with  the  exception  in  the  same  language  as  that  contained 
in  the  veteran  act  repealed  (save  only. that  the  words  “  chief  clerk  ” 
are  omitted)  : 

“  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  apply  to 
the  position  of  private  secretary,  or  deputy  of  any  official 
or  department,  or  to  any  other  person  holding  a  strictly  con¬ 
fidential  relation  to  the  appointing  officer.” 

By  chapter  270  of  the  Laws  of  1902,  the  protection  against 
removal  was  extended  to  veterans  of  the  Spanish  War,  and  the 
word  “  confidential  ”  disappeared  finally  from  the  Civil  Service 
Law,  the  exception  being  made  to  read: 

“  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  apply  to 
the  position  of  private  secretary,  cashier,  or  deputy  of  any 
official  or  department.” 

This  section  has  since  been  amended  to  protect  holders  of  com¬ 
petitive  positions  in  the  counties  embraced  in  New  York  city 
(L.  1904,  chap.  697,  etc.)  from  removal  without  an  opportunity 
to  explain,  subject  to  the  same  exception.  It  is  to  be  noted,  how¬ 
ever,  that  the  word  “  confidential  ”  disappeared  from  the  excep¬ 
tion  before  the  section  was  extended  to  cover  any  competitive 
places  whatever. 

The  original  Civil  Service  Law  (L.  1883,  chap.  354)  provided 
for  a  commission  which  should  prepare  rules  providing,  among 
other  things,  for  competitive  examinations  as  a  basis  for  appoint¬ 
ment  and  promotion.  It  applied  to  subordinate  places,  clerks 
and  officers  in  the  public  service  of  the  State,  and  the  only 
exemption  was  the  provision  that  elective  officers,  laborers  and 
appointees  nominated  for  confirmation  by  the  Senate  should  not 
be  classified.  As  I  have  pointed  out  above,  an  exemption  wTas 
later  introduced  into  the  section  covering  civil  service  in  cities, 
but  it  did  not  apply  to  the  State  service.  Under  the  early  law  the 
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positions  we  now  define  as  “  exempt  ”  were  treated  as  unclassi¬ 
fied,  and  the  term  “  exempt  ”  did  not  appear  until  1894  when 
the  Legislature  attempted  to  exempt  veterans  from  examination 
for  appointment  to  certain  positions  for  which  others  were  re¬ 
quired  to  compete.  This  statute  was  held  unconstitutional  under 
the  constitution  of  1894.  Under  the  consolidation  of  1899,  dis¬ 
tinction  was  made  between  unclassified  and  exempt  positions, 
and  the  classified  service  was  made  to  include  the  exempt  class. 
Section  12  of  chapter  370  of  Laws  of  1899  was  identical  with 
the  present  section  13  (the  amendment  by  L.  1912,  chap.  70,  hav¬ 
ing  been  repealed  by  L.  1913,  chap.  352),  which  provides: 

“  §  13.  The  exempt  class. —  The  following  positions  shall 
he  included  in  the  exempt  class: 

1.  The  deputies  of  principal  executive  officers  authorized 
by  law  to  act  generally  for  and  in  place  of  their  principals; 

2.  One  secretary  of  each  officer,  board  and  commission, 
authorized  by  law  to  appoint  a  secretary; 

3.  One  clerk,  and  one  deputy  clerk  if  authorized  by  law, 
of  each  court  and  one  clerk  of  each  elective  judicial  officer; 

4.  In  the  state  service,  all  unskilled  laborers  and  such 
skilled  laborers  as  are  not  included  in  the  competitive  class 
or  non-competitive  class;  and  in  addition  thereto  there  may 
he  included  in  the  exempt  class  all  other  subordinate  offices 
for  the  filling  of  which  competitive  or  non-competitive  exam¬ 
ination  may  be  found  to  he  not  practicable.  But  no  office 
or  position  shall  he  deemed  to  he  in  the  exempt  class  unless 
it  is  specifically  named  in  such  class  in  the  rules ,  and  the 
reasons  for  such  exemption  shall  he  stated  separately  in  the 
annual  reports  of  the  commission. 

Rot  more  than  one  appointment  shall  he  made  to  or 
under  the  title  of  any  such  office  or  position,  unless  a  differ¬ 
ent  number  is  specifically  mentioned  in  such  rules.  Appoint¬ 
ments  to  positions  in  the  exempt  class  may  be  made  without 
examination.” 

The  words  underlined  should  be  given  special  consideration  in 
considering  the  question  in  hand,  as  they  were  inserted  in  the  law 
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in  1899  after  some  of  the  decisions  hereinafter  referred  to,  and 
may  well  be  held  to  change  the  law  as  laid  down  in  those  decisions. 

When  the  various  statutes  were  consolidated  by  chapter  370  of 
the  Laws  of  1899,  section  13  of  that  act,  defining  the  competitive 
class,  was  made  up  of  a  general  rearrangement  of  particulars  of 
the  previous  statutes  together  with  the  addition  of  the  following 
sentence : 

“  When  the  position  to  be  filled  involves  fiduciary  respon¬ 
sibility,  the  appointing  officer  where  permitted  by  law  may 
require  the  appointee  to  furnish  a  bond  or  other  security, 
and  shall  notify  the  state  or  municipal  commission  of  the 
amount,  and  necessary  details  thereof.’7 

This  sentence  is  relied  on  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission  as 
a  justification  for  the  refusal  to  exempt  many  positions  involving 
more  or  less  fiduciary  responsibity. 

The  Decisions 

Matter  of  Ostrander ,  12  Misc.  477 

The  first  opinion  of  any  importance  in  considering  the  ques¬ 
tion  before  us  was  that  of  Justice  Herrick  at  Albany  Special 
Term  in  May,  1895.  Although  a  special  term  opinion,  it  was 
adopted  by  the  Court  of  Appeals  (146  H.  Y.  404). 

The  statute  providing  for  the  superintendent  of  public  build¬ 
ings  made  no  provision  for  a  deputy  superintendent.  The  super¬ 
intendent,  however,  was  permitted  to  employ  numerous  assistants, 
and  one  of  these  he  designated  as  deputy.  Such  a  one  being  a 
veteran  and  having  been  removed  without  a  hearing,  sought  rein¬ 
statement.  Justice  Ilerrick  held  that  the  term  deputy  in  the 
statute  excepting  deputies,  etc.,  from  the  protection  of  the  veteran 
act  was  intended  to  designate  the  deputies  specifically  provided  for 
by  statute,  but  he  held,  nevertheless,  that  since  the  position  of  the 
relator  was  classified  as  “  confidential 77  this  brought  him  within 
the  exception,  as  holding  a  position  confidential  to  the  appointing 
officer.  The  court  assumed  that  the  classification  was  correct  and 
did  not  discuss  the  propriety  of  questioning  the  action  of  the 
commission  in  making  its  classification.  This  case  is  referred 
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to  in  a  number  of  later  opinions  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  as 
authority  for  the  proposition  that  persons  holding  confidential 
positions  are  not  protected  against  removal  by  the  veteran  act. 

People  ex  rel.  Crane  v.  Taylor ,  17  Misc.  50. 

The  next  case,  chronologically,  was  decided  at  Kings  Special 
Term,  July,  1896,  by  Smith,  J.  In  deciding  the  case  on  other 
grounds  he  made  the  following  obiter  observation: 

k<:  Only  one  more  question  remains  to  be  considered.  Does 
the  office  of  assistant  district  attorney  come  within  the  civil 
service  provisions  of  the  constitution  as  interpreted  in  People 
ex  rel.  McClelland  v.  Roberts,  118  K.  Y.  360?  Is  it  prac¬ 
ticable  to  ascertain  the  merit  and  fitness  of  the  assistant  dis¬ 
trict  attorney  by  civil  service  examination?  I  think  not. 
The  district  attorney  is  charged  with  grave  responsibility 
and  duties  of  the  highest  moment  to  the  county.  His  assist¬ 
ants,  for  whom  he  is  responsible,  occupy  the  most  confidential 
relations  to  him,  and  necessarily  are  charged  with  duties  of 
tlie  utmost  importance.  I  think  the  public  welfare  demands 
that  the  district  attorney  in  the  selection  of  his  assistants 
should  be  left  absolutely  free  in  the  exercise  of  his  own  judg¬ 
ment  and  discretion. ” 

People  ex  rel.  Crummey  v.  Palmer ,  152  H.  Y.  217. 

This  case  is  undoubtedly  one  of  the  leading  cases  and  is  relied 
on  especially  by  the  advocates  of  exemption  for  the  cashier’s  posi¬ 
tion  under  consideration.  It  was  decided  in  the  Court  of  Appeals 
in  March,  1897,  in  an  opinion  by  Haight,  J.  (O’Brien  and  Yann 
dissenting) . 

The  relator,  a  veteran  fireman,  was  appointed  assistant  warrant 
clerk  in  the  city  comptroller's  office  in  Brooklyn.  He  was  dis¬ 
charged  after  a  hearing  and  sought  a  writ  of  mandamus,  claim¬ 
ing  to  have  been  removed  in  violation  of  the  veteran  act,  the 
exception  to  the  operation  of  which  then  read: 

“  This  provision  shall  not  be  construed  to  apply  to  the 
position  of  private  secretary  or  chief  clerk  or  deputy  of  any 
official  or  department,  or  to  any  other  person  holding  a  con¬ 
fidential  relation  to  the  appointing  officer.” 
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The  court  decided  that  the  warrant  clerk  held  such  a  confi¬ 
dential  relation  and  an  assistant  performing  his  duties  in  his 
absence  also  must  hold  it. 

The  court  defines  the  word  “  confidential  ”  as  follows : 

“  The  meaning  of  ‘  confidential 7  has  two  elements,  that 
of  secrecy  and  that  of  trust  and  confidence.  Confidential 
relation,  in  law,  as  defined  by  the  Century  Dictionary,  is  a 
relation  of  parties  in  which  one  is  bound  to  act  for  the 
benefit  of  the  other  and  can  take  no  advantage  to  himself 
from  his  acts  relating  to  the  interest  of  the  other.  Such  a 
relation  arises  whenever  a  continuous  trust  is  reposed  by  one 
person  imthe  skill  or  integrity  of  another.  The  statute  which 
we  have  under  consideration  has  reference  to  officials,  and 
the  confidential  relations  mentioned  undoubtedly  have  refer¬ 
ence  to  official  acts,  and  include  not  only  those  that  are  secret, 
but  those  that  involve  trust  and  confidence  which  are  per¬ 
sonal  to  the  appointing  officer.  If,  therefore,  the  statute 
casts  upon  an  officer  a  duty  involving  skill  or  integrity,  and 
a  liability  either  personal  or  on  the  part  of  the  municipality 
which  he  represents,  and  he  intrusts  the  discharge  of  this 
duty  to  another  their  relations  become  confidential.” 

It  is  well  to  hear  in  mind  that  in  making  this  definition  the 
court  was  passing  upon  a  question  of  removal  under  the  veteran 
act  and  not  a  question  of  practicability  of  competitive 
examination. 

Chittenden  v.  Wurster,  152  Y.  Y.  345  (April,  1897) 

The  Crummey  case  was  promptly  followed  by  this  decision  in 
the  Court  of  Appeals,  in  which  the  prevailing  opinion  (for 
reversal)  by  TIaight,  J.,  was  concurred  in  hv  Bartlett,  Martin 
and  Vann.  Gray,  J.,  wrote  a  dissenting  opinion  holding  for 
modification,  concurred  in  by  Andrews,  C.  J.,  and  O’Brien,  J., 
wrote  an  opinion  reading  for  affirmance. 

This  was  an  action  by  taxpayers  in  Brooklyn  to  enjoin  the 
payment  of  salaries  to  certain  appointees,  classified  by  the  mayors 
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in  “  Schedule  A,”  which  was  the  exempt  class.  The  ground  of 
action  was  that  the  Constitution  called  for  a  competitive  exam¬ 
ination  wherever  practicable,  and  the  plaintiffs  believed  competi¬ 
tion  practicable  in  the  cases  of  the  defendant  holders  of  positions. 
The  positions  were:  Clerk  of  the  Committees  of  the  Board  of 
Aldermen,  Warrant  Clerk  in  the  Department  of  Finance,  Dock- 
master  in  the  Department  of  Finance,  Chief  Clerk  in  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Audit,  Law  Clerk  in  the  Department  of  Law,  Clerk  in 
the  Department  of  Health,  Surveyor  in  the  Department  of  Assess¬ 
ments,  Secretary  in  the  Department  of  Buildings,  Deputy  License 
Clerk  in  the  City  Clerk's  office,  and  Collector  in  the  Department 
of  Fire. 

The  court  held  that  although  the  Constitution  was  enacted  with 
reference  to  existing  law  and  continued  in  force  the  statutes,  not 
inconsistent  with  it,  which  were  in  force  at  the  time  of  its  adop¬ 
tion,  nevertheless  the  civil  service  section  of  it  was  not  self-exe¬ 
cuting  and  needed  legislation  to  give  it  life,  and  where  no  legisla¬ 
tion  had  been  enacted  either  prior  or  subsequent  to  its  adoption 
it  had  no  important  practical  operation.  At  page  358  of  the 
prevailing  opinion  we  find  the  following  language:  (Italics 
mine. ) 

“  It  was  evidently  contemplated  that  there  were  positions 
in  which  a  competitive  examination  was  not  practicable. 
(. Matter  of  Keymer ,  148  FT.  Y.  219.)  The  counsel  for  the 
respondent  conceded  this,  and  in  his  oral  argument  men¬ 
tioned  a  position  in  the  health  department,  and  in  his  brief, 
‘  a  private  secretary,  or  an  officer  or  attendant  especially 
assigned  to  an  executive  or  judged  The  reasons  for  exempt¬ 
ing  the  private  secretary  of  the  governor,  or  the  personal 
attendant  upon  a  judge,  exist  with  equal  force  with  reference 
to  many  other  positions,  and  it  would  be  manifestly  unjust 
to  limit  the  exceptions  to  the  positions  named.  In  order  to 
determine  whether  the  examination  of  a  candidate  for  an 
office  is  practicable,  we  must  first  ascertain  the  nature  and 
character  of  the  duties  of  his  position.  Having  ascertained 
the  facts,  the  question  of  exemption  then,  doubtless,  becomes 
one  of  law,  as  was  held  bv  the  majority  of  judges  composing 
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the  Appellate  Division.  In  the  classifications  which  have 
been  heretofore  made  in  the  state  and  cities,  there  has  been 
a  reservation  from  competitive  examinations  of  those  occupy¬ 
ing  confidential  relations  to  the  appointing  officer;  this  it  is 
now  claimed  is  unauthorized,  for  the  reason  that  confidential 
relations  are  not  mentioned  in  the  .Constitution.  It  is  con¬ 
ceded,  however,  by  the  respondent’s  counsel  that,  as  to  the 
positions  mentioned  by  him,  they  ought  to  be  excepted. 
Confidential  positions  must  be  classified  either  one  way  or  the 
other.  Competitive  examination  is  or  is  not  practicable  as 
to  such  positions.  We  have  carefully  read  the  evidence  in 
this  case,  and  not  a  word  have  we  found  tending  to  show  that 
a  competitive  examination  is  practicable  for  a  position  where 
the  appointee  is  to  receive,  open,  read  and  answer  the  letters 
of  his  chief,  where  he  is  to  counsel  and  advise  him  with 
reference  to  the  conduct  and  management  of  his  office,  sign 
his  name  to  checks  or  warrants ,  collect  and  pay  out  his 
money ,  have  the  combination  of  his  safe  and  the  custody  and 
control  of  its  contents.  A  candidate  may  be  ever  so  compe¬ 
tent  and  still  lack  many  of  the  necessary  elements  of  a 
trustworthy  officer ;  he  may  be  ever  so  learned  and  still  lack¬ 
ing  in  judgment  and  discretion;  he  may  be  discreet  and  still 
without  character;  he  may  he  honest  and  yet  meddlesome 
and  a  person  in  whom  you  could  not  confide.  To  our  minds 
the  framers  of  the  Constitution  or  of  the  statutes  never 
contemplated  or  intended  that  a  competitive  examination 
was  practicable  for  such  a  position. 

“  We  have  recently  had  occasion  to  consider  this  question 
to  some  extent  in  the  Crummey  case  (152  Y.  Y.  217).  That 
case  arose  under  another  statute,  but  was  so  closely  akin  to 
that  under  consideration  as  to  give  it  an  important  hearing. 
We  then  regarded  and  still  consider  that  case  upon  the 
border  line ,  beyond  which  we  should,  not  go.  We  then  were 
of  the  opinion  that  where  the  duties  of  the  position  were  not 
merely  clerical,  and  were  such  as  especially  devolved  upon 
the  head  of  the  office,  which,  by  reason  of  his  numerous 
duties,  he  was  compelled  to  delegate  to  others,  the  perform¬ 
ance  of  which  required  skill,  judgment,  trust  and  confidence 
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and  involved  tlie  responsibility  of  the  officer  of  the  munic¬ 
ipality  which  he  represents,  the  position  should  be  treated  as 
confidential.  We  have  not  changed  our  views  upon  the  sub¬ 
ject.  We  think  that  this  rule,  properly  applied,  will  not 
prove  unreasonable,  and  that  it  will  not  exenppt  from  exam¬ 
ination  many  positions.  It  doubtless  would  relieve  one 
warrant  clerk  in  an  office  where  the  duties  were  the  same 
as  those  which  devolve  upon  Crummey,  hut  the  work  of  an 
office  would  have  to  be  great,  and  it  would  have  to  distinctly 
appear  that  one  could  not  discharge  the  duties  of  the  posi¬ 
tion  in  order  to  justify  the  exemption  of  more  than  one. 
We  have  said  that  we  did  not  think  this  rule  would  prove 
unreasonable ;  should  time  and  experience  prove  that  we  are 
in  error  in  this  regard,  we  shall  not  hesitate  to  apply  further 
limitations,  so  as  to  carry  out  the  spirit  and  intent  of  the 
law.” 

The  court  went  on  to  consider  the  classification  of  positions 
and  said: 

“  Such  a  construction  would  be  too  narrow  and  burden¬ 
some,  and  we  think  not  justified.  As  to  the  other  positions 
in  which  competitive  examination  is  not  practicable,  the 
statute  itself  furnishes  a  satisfactory  rule;  it  provides  as 
follows :  ‘  Officers  elected  by  the  people  and  the  subordinates 
of  any  such  officer,  for  whose  errors  or  violation  of  duty  such 
officer  is  financially  responsible  and  the  head  or  heads  of 
any  department  of  the  city  government  and  persons  employed 
in  or  who  seek  to  enter  the  public  service  under  the  educa¬ 
tional  departments  of  any  city,  and  any  subordinate  officer 
who  by  virtue  of  his  office  has  personal  custody  of  public 
moneys  or  public  securities,  for  the  safekeeping  of  which 
the  head  of  an  office  is  under  official  bonds,  shall  not  be 
subject  to  the  regulations  prescribed  pursuant  to  this  section/ 
(§  8,  as  amended  by  L.  1884,  ch.  410.)  This  statute  bears 
the  impress  of  careful  study  and  thought.  Under  our  system 
of  government  it  has  been  thought  wise  to  hold  public  officials 
to  strict  accountability  for  the  management  of  their  offices 
and  for  the  faithful  accounting  for  public  moneys  coming 
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into  tlieir  hands.  So  strict  is  the  law  in  this  regard  that  in 
most  cases  they  are  held  responsible  for  losses  which  occur 
even  without  their  fault.  ( Tillinghast  v.  Merrill ,  151  A.  Y. 
135.)  To  insure  an  accounting  they  are  required  to  give 
official  bonds.  If  they  delegate  to  appointees  the  handling 
of  public  moneys,  they  still  remain  responsible  for  their 
acts  and  usually  protect  themselves  by  requiring  such 
appointees  to  furnish  bonds.  All  these  facts  were  evidently 
taken  into  consideration  in  framing  the  provision  in  question. 
It  was  not  thought  to  be  just  to  hold  an  official  responsible 
for  the  acts  of  an  employee  who  necessarily  had  the  custody 
of  public  moneys  when  the  official  had  no  choice  in  his  selec¬ 
tion.  Under  the  rules  established  by  the  civil  service  com¬ 
mission,  the  appointment  must  be  made  from  a  list  of  three 
who  are  certified  as  standing  the  highest.  Neither  of  the 
three  persons  may  be  personally  responsible.  The  officer  has 
no  power  to  demand  a  bond  or  other  security;  and  yet,  upon 
his  own  personal  responsibility  he  may  be  compelled  to 
entrust  the  appointee  with  the  handling  of  the  entire  tax 
receipts  of  the  state,  or  of  a  large  and  populous  city.  The 
legislature  was  not  willing  to  release  officials  from  respon¬ 
sibility  for  public  moneys,  and  it  did  not  deem  a  civil  service 
examination  as  practicable  or  a  sufficient  protection  to  such 
officers;  it,  therefore,  and  we  think  properly,  exempted  such 
positions  from  the  general  operation  of  the  act.” 

It  is  well  to  remember  that  the  statute  which  they  were  dis¬ 
cussing  has  been  repealed  in  1899,  and  also  that  the  statement  of 
the  court,  “  The  officer  has  no  power  to  demand  a  bond  or  other 
security,”  no  longer  holds  good  since  section  II  of  the  present 
Civil  Service  Law  specifically  empowers  the  officers  to  require 
bonds.  The  court  then  went  on  to  hold  that  the  classification  by 
the  mayor  (who  then  took  the  place  of  a  municipal  civil  service 
commission)  is  not  void  though  it  might  be  voidable,  saying: 

“  Such  a  classification  is  not  void ;  it  may  be  voidable,  for 
his  action  is  subject  to  review;  but,  until  it  is  judicially 
determined  that  his  classification  was  erroneous ,  it  is  a

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protection  to  the  subordinate  heads  of  departments  and  em¬ 
ployees  acting  thereunder.  The  appointments  were  made  in 
accordance  with  the  statute  and  the  classification  as  it  then 
existed.” 

We  should  bear  in  mind  that  the  language  of  the  court  with 
regard  to  what 'positions  should  be  exempt  from  examination  is 
obiter ,  the  real  basis  of  the  decision  being : 

1.  That  the  Constitution  was  not  self  executing. 

2.  That  the  action  of  the  mayor  in  classifying  positions  would 
not  be  presumed  to  be  illegal,  and 

3.  That  a  taxpayer’s  action  was  not  the  proper  remedy. 

The  opinion  of  Gray,  J.,  was  based  upon  the  theory  that  the 
Constitution  should  be  considered  self  executing,  and  further  that 
the  positions  under  consideration  were  such  that  competency  to 
fill  them  could  reasonably  be  based  upon  competitive  examination. 
Of  the  question  as  to  whether  competitive  examination  in  any 
case  is  practicable,  he  said : 

“  The  question  is  necessarily  a  judicial  one.  Whether,  in 
a  given  case,  a  competitive  examination  is  practicable  to 
ascertain  the  merits  and  fitness  of  the  applicant  for  the  place, 
is  mainly  a  question  of  legal  construction ;  which  is  to  be 
determined  by  reference  to  the  requirements  of  the  office 
and  by  the  use  of  judgment,  aided  by  facts  of  the  case. 
Whether  a  classification,  or  a  determination  made  as  to  the 
method  of  appointment,  is  in  conflict  with  the  constitutional 
provision,  or  is  in  evasion  of  its  spirit  and  purpose,  must  be 
a  question  for  the  ultimate  decision  of  the  courts. 

“  There  should  be  no  ground  for  the  fear,  suggested  by  the 
appellants’  counsel,  of  an  undue  interference  by  the  courts 
with  the  exercise  of  discretionary  powers  vested  by  law  in 
the  administrative  departments  of  government.  The  exer¬ 
cise  in  good  faith  of  administrative  judgment,  resting  upon 
facts  and  circumstances,  which  leave  the  question  of  prac¬ 
ticability  of  an  appointment  upon  the  examination  test  pre¬ 
scribed,  a  fairly  debatable  one,  should  not  and  will  not  be 
disturbed.  Nor  is  there  any  inclination  to  intrude  upon  the 
sphere  of  any  legislative  action,  when,  in  the  enactment  of 
the  laws  called  for  by  the  constitutional  provision,  or  deemed 
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requisite  in  some  exigency,  it  shall  undertake  to  classify,  or 
to  declare  with  respect  to  the  practicability  of  competitive 
examination  in  a  class  of  cases ;  provided  that  its  action  is  in 
the  exercise  of  a  reasonable  discretion  and  not  open  to  the 
charge  of  intending  a  violation  of  the  fundamental  law. 
*  *  *  The  duty  of  the  court  is  in  no  wise  to  classify,  but 

to  pass  upon  a  question  of  classification,  in  view  of  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  Constitution.” 

In  speaking  of  the  positions  under  consideration  he  said : 

“  In  almost  all  of  the  positions  in  the  civil  service,  con¬ 
fidence  must  be  reposed  in  the  appointee  and  his  honesty  is 
an  important  prerequisite,  and,  if  the  practicability  of  com¬ 
petitive  examinations  were  made  to  depend  upon  such  con¬ 
siderations  merely,  it  would  go  far  to  emasculate  the  vigor  of 
the  reform  intended  to  be  effected  by  the  constitutional 
amendment.  The  disposition  should  not  be  to  be  too  liberal 
in  the  construction  of  the  term  1  practicable/  when  applied 
to  competitive  examinations.  *  *  *  It  will  not  suffice,  to 

avoid  its  applicability  to  some  positions,  that  it  requires  the 
s  repose  of  some  trust  in  the  appointee.  This  is  not  the  true 
significance  of  the  language  of  the  section.  It  is  perfectly 
practicable  to  ascertain  the  fitness  of  a  person  to  be  trusted 
in  a  clerical  or  other  subordinate  position  in  a  department 
through  the  methods  of  the  examinations  provided  for  by  the 
regulations.  The  service  is  a  public  one  and  rarely  con¬ 
fidential  as  in  the  case  of  private  employment.” 

O’Brien,  J.,  wrote  a  long  opinion,  in  which  he  concurred  with 
all  said  by  Gray,  J.,  but  went  further,  saying  that  when  the  jus¬ 
tices  at  Special  Term  and  in  the  Appellate  Division  had  all  agreed 
that  the  positions  were  among  those  in  which  competitive  exam¬ 
ination  would  be  practicable,  he  did  not  consider  that  the  Court 
of  Appeals  had  any  power  to  go  behind  this  finding. 

While  some  of  the  ohiter  language  in  the  prevailing  opinion 
defining  these  positions  in  which  competitive  examination  would 
be  impracticable  is  strongly  in  favor  of  the  contention  that  the 
cashiers  in  the  automobile  bureau  should  be  classified  as  exempt, 
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nevertheless,  it  is  well  to  notice  that  the  court  was  upholding, 
not  upsetting,  the  action  of  the  officer  corresponding  to  the  Civil 
Service  Commission,  and  also  that  the  court  specifically  held  that 
such  action,  if  erroneous,  was  not  void,  but  only  voidable  on  being 
reviewed. 

People  ex  rel.  Sweet  v.  Lyman ,  157  N.  Y.  368  (December,  1898). 

(Opinion  by  Martin,  J.,  Parker,  Gray  and  Vann,  JJ.,  con¬ 
curring,  Haight,  J.,  concurred  on  civil  service  questions,  dissented 
on  veterans  act,  wrote  dissenting  opinion  regarding  latter.  Bart¬ 
lett,  J.,  wrote  a  generally  dissenting  opinion  in  which  O’Brien 
concurred. ) 

The  position  of  special  agent  in  the  Excise  Department  had 
been  classified  by  the  State  Civil  Service  Commission  as  competi¬ 
tive.  The  relator,  who  was  a  Civil  War  veteran,  had  passed  a  com¬ 
petitive  examination  and  had  been  appointed  from  the  competitive 
list  for  a  probationary  term.  On  the  expiration  of  his  probation¬ 
ary  term  he  had  been  notified  that  his  services  were  no  longer 
required  as  his  probation  had  not  been  satisfactory.  lie  sought 
mandamus  to  compel  the  Commissioner  of  Excise  to  reinstate  him. 

It  was  held  that  the  Constitution  of  1891  did  not  change  the 
existing  provisions  in  the  Civil  Service  Law  regarding  proba¬ 
tionary  appointment,  that  being  an  excellent  method  of  testing 
fitness,  and  one  of  the  methods  which  could  well  be  applied  under 
the  exception  in  the  Constitution  implied  by  the  words  “  so  far  as 
practicable."  It  was  further  held  that  the  relator  was  not  pro¬ 
tected  by  the  Veteran  Act,  as  his  position  was  confidential,  both 
in  the  nature  of  its  duties  and  in  the  words  of  the  statute  creating 
it  (the  Liquor  Tax  Law)  which  says:  kk  such  special  agents  shall 
he  deemed  the  confidential  agents  of  the  state  commissioner.” 

There  is  much  language  in  the  opinion  on  confidential  posi¬ 
tions  defining  them  with  respect  to  the  veteran  acts ,  which,  if 
taken  in  generally  and  applied  in  such  a  way  as  to  hold  all  posi¬ 
tions  so  defined  as  confidential  to  be  necessarily  exempt  from 
examination,  would  lead  to  the  exempting  of  a  great  many  places 
which  are  now,  and  for  many  vears  have  been  classified  as  com- 
petitive.  The  decision  of  the  court  was  that  the  position  was 
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“  confidential  ”  within  the  meaning  of  the  Veteran  Act,  and  the 
language  of  the  court  implied  that  it  considered  the  position  also 
to  be  so  confidential  that  competitive  examination  was;  not  prac¬ 
ticable.  (In  this  connection  compare  Matter  of  Farley  v.  Kraft, 
analyzed  below.)  At  page  382,  the  court  said: 

a  It  can  with  no  more  propriety  he  said  that  an  examina¬ 
tion  is  impracticable  because  a  position  is  confidential,  than 
that  it  is  at  least  partially  impracticable  because  it  will  not 
fully  ascertain  the  merit  and  fitness  of  the  applicant.  In 
one  case  the  examination  is  impracticable  by  reason  of  the 
responsibility  and  confidential  character  of  the  position ;  in 
the  other,  bv  reason  of  the  inefficiency  of  such  an  examination 
to  fully  and  fairly  determine  the  merit  and  fitness  of  the  con¬ 
templated  employee.  One  is  impracticable  because  of  the 
character  of  the  position,  and  in  the  other  the  manner  of 
ascertaining  the  qualifications  of  the  applicant  by  examina¬ 
tion  is  impracticable  because  insufficient.  While  we  have 
held  in  regard  to  the  former  that  those  positions  are  not 
included  in  the  provision  as  to  examinations  because  they 
are  not  practicable  to  determine  merit  and  fitness  for  such 
places,  and,  hence,  no  examination  need  be  had,  still,  it  is  to 
be  observed  that  the  Constitution  does  . not  say  that  examina¬ 
tions  shall  not  be  made  when  impracticable,  but  they  shall 
be  made  so  far  as  practicable  to  determine  merit  and  fitness ; 
that  is,  to  the  extent  that  they  are  practicable  to  accomplish 
that  purpose,  they  shall  be  employed.” 

And,  at  page  387 : 

“  Thus  the  position  to  which  the  relator  was  appointed  was 
not  onlv  declared  by  statute  to  be  confidential,  but  its  duties

were  such  as  to  render  it  clearly  so  under  the  doctrine  of  the 
cases  decided  by  this  court. 

It  is,  however,  said  that  the  Civil  Service  Commission  has 
placed  the  position  of  special  agent  in  the  list  where  com¬ 
petitive  examinations  are  required,  and,  hence,  the  position 
cannot  be  regarded  as  confidential.  Surely  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  cannot  change  the  actual  status  of  a  position  by 
declaring  one  which  is  actually  confidential,  not  to  be  so, 
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nor  is  it  vested  with  power  to  repeal  a  valid  statute  or  to 
practically  annul  it  by  declaring  a  position  to  be  competitive 
when  the  law  has  provided  otherwise,  and  the  position  is 
plainly  of  a  strictly  confidential  character.” 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  spite  of  this  holding  the  posi¬ 
tions  of  special  agent  in  the  Excise  Department  have  remained  in 
the  competitive  class,  and  the  Court  of  Appeals  as  recently  as 
1912  has  unanimously  refused  a  writ  of  mandamus  to  compel  the 
Commission  to  classify  the  position  as  exempt. 

( Matte r  of  Farley  v.  Kraft ,  201  X.  Y.  675,  analyzed  below. 
People  ex  rel.  Flood  v.  Gardiner ,  157  X.  Y.  520  (January,  18'99.) 

Opinion  by  Parker,  P.  J.,  Gray,  O'Brien  and  Yann,  JJ.,  con¬ 
curring;  dissenting  opinion  by  Haight,  J.,  concurred  in  by  Bart¬ 
lett  and  Martin,  JJ. 

A  subpoena  server  in  the  office  of  the  district  attorney  of  Xew 
York  county,  being  a  veteran  and  having  been  removed  without 
a  hearing,  sought  mandamus  for  reinstatement.  The  Court  of 

07  O 

Appeals  held  that  the  position  was  confidential  in  its  nature  and 
that  the  relator  was,  therefore,  excepted  from  the  protection  of 
the  Veterans  Act  and  could  be  removed.  Here,  as  in  Sweet  v. 
Lyman,  we  have  a  decision  by  the  court  that  the  position  is  con¬ 
fidential  within  the  meaning  of  the  Veterans  Act,  and,  neverthe¬ 
less,  find  that  it  is  classified  as  competitive,  with  satisfactory 
results.  There  are  a  great  many  process  servers  in  the  Xew  York 
district  attorney’s  office,  and  since  1908  the  majority  of  them  have 
been  appointed  from  competitive  lists. 

Among  other  positions  the  same  is  true  of  county  detective, 
Kings  county.  Many  of  them  have  been  competitive  for  at  least 
seven  years,  though  the  position  was  held  “  confidential  "  in 
People  ex  rel.  Webb  v.  Clarke,  54  App.  Div.  588. 

Court  messengers  have  been  appointed  from  competitive  lists 
for  at  least  ten  years,  though  held  “  confidential  "  in  People  ex 
rel.  Thompson  v.  Ransom,  13  X.  Y.  Supp.  370. 

Keepers  (now  entitled  guards)  in  state  prisons  have  been 
appointed  from  competitive  lists  for  at  least  twenty-four  years, 
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although  held  “  confidential  ”  in  People  ex  rel.  Griffin  v.  Lathrop, 
142  Y.  Y.  113. 

There  are  undoubtedly  many  others  and  it  is  to  be  noted  that 
in  these  cases  as  in  Sweet  v.  Lyman,  Crummey  v.  Palmer,  and 
a  great  many  other  cases  the  holding  was  that  the  position  was 
excepted  from  the  protection  of  the  V eteran  Act  —  not  that  the 
position  was  such  that  qualifications  to  fill  it  could  not  be  tested 
by  competitive  examination. 

People  ex  rel.  Tate  v.  Dalton ,  158  Y.  Y.  204,  February,  1899. 

Opinion  by  Haight,  J.,  unanimous. 

The  relator,  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War  sought  mandamus  for 
reinstatement  to  the  position  of  water  registrar.  He  had  been 
appointed  in  Brooklyn  which  had  later  been  consolidated  with 
Yew  York.  After  remarking  the  effect  of  the  Brooklyn  local 
veteran  act  and  holding  that  the  relator  now  came  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  general  Veteran  Act,  and  that  the  local  act  had 
ceased  to  have  any  effect,  the  court  held  that  his  position  was  con¬ 
fidential  to  the  deputy  commissioner  for  the  borough  of  Brooklyn, 
though  not  confidential  to  the  commissioner.  The  commissioner 
had  no  power  to  appoint  or  remove  the  relator,  and  his  attempted 
removal  of  him  was  a  nullity,  so  the  writ,  being  unnecessary,  was 
denied.  In  holding  the  relation  of  the  relator  to  the  deputy  com¬ 
missioner  to  be  strictly  confidential,  the  court  said: 

“  The  relator’s  position  is  one  of  trust  and  confidence,  and 
he  has  the  handling  of  moneys  in  considerable  sums.” 

People  ex  rel.  Tate  v.  Dalton ,  41  App.  Div.  458. 

(Second  Department,  1899,  affirmed  on  this  opinion,  160  Y.  Y. 

686.) 

Tate  was  again  removed,  this  time  by  the  deputy  commissioner, 
the  proper  appointing  officer,  and  it  was  held  that  though  he  was 
entrusted  with  the  collection  of  moneys,  and  bore  a  confidential 
relation  to  the  State,  he  bore  no  confidential  relation  to  the  deputy, 
as  the  latter  would  not  he  personally  liable  for  his  defalcation. 
Stress  was  laid  on  the  fact  that  collection  of  water  rates  differs 
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from  collection  of  taxes,  the  receiver  of  taxes  being  directed  by 
law  to  collect  and  receive  while  the  deputy  water  commissioner 
is  only  directed  to  have  cognizance  and  control  of  the  collection  of 
water  rates. 

Bowleg  v.  Bochester,  34  Misc.  Rep.  291. 

(Davy,  J.,  at  Monroe  Special  Term,  March,  1901.) 

The  relator  had  been  appointed  clerk  by  the  city  treasurer,  hav¬ 
ing  the  handing  of  money.  Rot  being  paid,  he  brought  action 
against  the  city  for  his  salary.  The  question  arose  on  demurrer 
to  the  complaint.  It  appeared  that  there  was  a  competitive  list 
which  had  been  ignored  in  making  the  appointment  of  the  relator. 
The  court  dismissed  the  complaint,  apparently  on  Uie  theory  that 
the  Civil  Service  Commission  should  have  been  compelled  to 
certify  the  payroll  including  the  salary  sought,  hut  in  passing 
said:  $  i, 

“  In  this  case,  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  the  posi¬ 
tion  to  which  the  plaintiff  was  appointed  require  integrity, 
trust  and  confidence,  for  whose  mistakes  the  city  treasurer  is 
personally  responsible.  The  position,  therefore,  should  he 
treated  as  confidential  and  placed  in  the  exempt  class.  It 
would  be  unjust  to  hold  the  city  treasurer  responsible  for  the 
acts  of  a  clerk  who  has  the  handling  of  the  public  money, 
when  he  had  no  choice  in  his  selection,  and  from  whom  he 
could  not  demand  a  bond  or  other  security.  It  is  urged  that 
the  civil  service  commission  has  placed  the  position  which  the 
plaintiff  holds  in  the  list  where  competitive  examinations 
are  required,  and,  therefore,  the  position  cannot  he  treated 
or  regarded  as  confidential.  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  the 
civil  service  commission  has  no  power  to  declare  a  position 
to  be  competitive  when  the  law  declares  it  to  be  of  a  strictly 
confidential  character.” 

People  ex  rel.  Colt  v.  Wheeler ,  56  Misc.  Rep.  289. 

(Erie  Special  Term,  July,  1902,  Kenefick,  J.) 

Here  it  was  held  that  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission 
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should  he  directed  by  mandamus  to  classify  the  position  of  reg¬ 
istrar  in  the  Bureau  of  Water  as  exempt.  The  opinion  refers  to 
the  Chittenden  case,  the  Sweet  case,  and  the  Crummey  case,  and 
the  court  distinguishes  it  from  the  Tate  case.  It  is  to  be  noted 
that  this  decision  is  referred  to  as  authority  for  the  decision  of 
the  Appellate  Division  in  the  Matter  of  Simons  (hereafter  referred 
to),  which  decision  was  reversed  by  the  Court  of  Appeals. 

People  ex  rel .  Burlinger  v.  Wells ,  85  App.  Div.  378. 

(First  Department,  July,  1903.  Opinion  by  O’Brien,  J., 
unanimous,  reversed  on  a  question  of  practice  without  discus¬ 
sion  of  substantive  law,  178  X.  Y.  411.) 

Held  that  the  chief  clerk  in  the  tax  department  of  Yew  York 
city  was  “  confidential  “  within  the  meaning  of  the  Civil  Service 
sections  of  the  city  charter  which  protected  “  regular  clerks  ”  but 
not  those  holding  “  confidential  positions.”  lie  was  classified  as 
exempt,  anyhow.  This  is  a  decision  in  line  with  the  decisions 
under  the  veterans  acts,  it  being  entirely  on  a  question  of  whether 
the  relator  could  be  removed  without  a  hearing,  not  on  a  question 
of  whether  competitive  examination  was  practicable. 

People  ex  rel.  Ryan  v.  Wells ,  17G  Y.  Y.  462  (Yovemher,  1903). 

( Per  curiam  opinion,  unanimous.) 

A  deputy  tax  commissioner,  being  a  veteran  fireman,  sought 
to  review  bv  certiorari  the  action  of  the  hoard  in  removing  him 
without  a  hearing.  It  was  held  that,  deputies  were  excepted  from 
the  operation  of  section  21  of  the  Civil  Service  Law  (now  sec¬ 
tion  22). 

The  following  language  in  the  opinion  is  relevant  to  the  ques¬ 
tion  before  us : 

“  However  that  may  be,  since  the  amendment  of  1902,  hy 
which  the  provision  as  to  ‘  any  other  person  holding  a  strictly 
confidential  relation  to  the  appointing  officer  ’  has  been 
stricken  out  and  the  position  of  cashier ,  which  is  not  neces¬ 
sarily  confidential  (People  ex  rel.  Tate  v.  Dalton,  41  App. 
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Div.  458;  affirmed  on  opinion  below,  160  Y.  Y.  686),  added 
to  the  exceptions,  such  an  interpretation  we  think  no  longer 
admissible  and  that  the  statute  excepts  all  deputies  in  the 
various  city  departments.” 

People  ex  rel  Schau  v.  McWilliams ,  185  Y.  Y.  92  (May,  1916). 

(Opinion  by  Cullen,  C.  J.,  concurred  in  by  all  except  Werner, 
J.,  who  dissented  from  the  reasoning,  though  concurring  in  the 
conclusion. ) 

The  Buffalo  Civil  Service  Commission  classified  the  position  of 
fire  battalion  chief  as  competitive,  and  this  action  was  approved  by 
the  State  Civil  Service  Commission.  The  relator  was  appointed 
without  reference  to  the  civil  service  list,  and  the  commission 
refused  to  certify  his  pay.  He  sought  a  writ  of  certiorari  to  review 
the  action  of  the  commission.  It  was  held  that  the  action  of  the 
commission  in  classifying  the  position  was  not  reviewable  by  cer¬ 
tiorari,  and  the  court  found  it  necessary  to  overrule  People  ex  rel. 
Simms  v.  Collier,  175  Y.  Y.  196,  where  it  had  held  certiorari 
proper  and  mandamus  improper.  It  was  held  that  in  a  proper  case 
mandamus  could  be  brought  to  compel  a  proper  reclassification 
where  the  action  of  the  court  in  classifying  a  position  was  palpably 
illegal.  Otherwise  the  action  of  the  commission  was  final.  The 
court  said: 

“  I  admit  that  the  propriety  of  classifying  this  office  as 
competitive  or  noncompetitive  involves  in  a  high  degree  the 
exercise  of  judgment,  but  the  judgment  is  that  of  the  legis¬ 
lative  or  executive  officer  rather  than  that  of  the  judge.  Its 
proper  determination  involves  considerations  which  cannot 
well  be  the  subject  of  judicial  inquiry. 

**-5f*4f**** 

If  it  should  appear  that  there  was  a  plain  violation  by  the 
commission  of  its  duty  to  classify  as  competitive  an  office 
which  was  clearly  and  manifestly  so,  there  should  be  a  remedy 
in  the  courts.  But  there  is  necessarily  a  large  debatable  field 
as  to  cases  within  which  there  will  be  great  differences  of 
opinion,  even  among  the  most  intelligent  and  fair-minded 
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men,  and  as  to  this  field  it  seems  to  me  that  it  is  not  reasonable 
that  the  judgment  of  an  appellate  court  should  be  substituted 
for  that  of  the  commissioners. 

********* 

It  does  not  at  all  follow  that  the  action  of  the  civil  service 
commission  is  not  in  any  case  subject  to  judicial  control ;  but 
that  such  control  is  a  limited  and  qualified  one  to  be  exercised 
by  mandamus.  If  the  position  is  clearly  one  properly  subject 
to  competitive  examination,  the  commissioners  may  be  com¬ 
pelled  to  so  classify  it.  On  the  other  hand,  if  the  position 
be  by  statute  or  from  its  nature  exempt  from  examination 
and  the  action  of  the  commission  he  palpably  illegal,  the 
commission  may  he  compelled  to>  strike  the  position  from  the 
competitive  or  examination  class,  though  in  such  case  redress 
by  mandamus  would  often  be  unnecessary  as  a  valid  appoint¬ 
ment  could  be  made  notwithstanding  the  classification.  But 
where  the  position  is  one,  as  to  the  proper  mode  of  filling 
which  there  is  fair  and  reasonable  ground  for  difference  of 
opinion  among  intelligent  and  conscientious  officials,  the 
action  of  the  commission  should  stand,  even  though  the  courts 
may  differ  from  the  commission  as  to  the  wisdom  of  the 
classification.  The  present  case  is  of  this  character.  We 
ought  not  to  interfere  with  the  determination  of  the  com¬ 
missioners  that  it  should  be  filled  by  competition ;  and  if 
they  had  decided  that  the  position  should  be  filled  without 
competition,  equally  ought  we  to  refrain  from  interference. 
The  position  lies  in  that  field  where  the  action  of  the  com¬ 
mission  should  be  final. 

********* 

If  the  classification  of  the  commission  clearlv  violates  the 
constitution  or  the  statute,  mandamus  should  issue  to  correct 
the  classification.  If  the  action  of  the  commission  is  not 
palpably  illegal  the  court  slioidd  not  intervene.” 

In  Chittenden  v.  Wurster  the  court  refused  to  upset  the  action 
of  the  mayor  in  classifying  positions  as  exempt :  here  it  refuses 
to  upset  the  action  of  the  commission  in  classifying  a  position  as 
competitive,  and  lays  down  the  rule  which  must  be  considered  to 
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be  the  law  at  present.  The  old  cases,  decided  before  the  consoli¬ 
dation  and  before  the  amendment  permitting  appointing  officers 
to  require  bonds  from  fiduciary  subordinates,  were  practically  all 
decided  under  the  veteran  acts.  The  definitions  of  confidential 
positions  there  given  cannot  be  applied  for  the  purpose  of  upset¬ 
ting  a  classification  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  where  it 
considers  competitive  examination  practicable,  since,  under  the 
decision  in  the  Scbau  case,  their  action  cannot  be  upset,  unless 
palpably  illegal. 

People  ex  rel.  Flaherty  v.  Milliken ,  193  K.  Y.  564  (Dec.  1908.) 

(Opinion  by  Cullen,  C.  J.,  unanimous.) 

This  is  an  opinion  in  regard  to  subordinates  in  the  office  of  the 
sheriff  of  Kings  county,  representing  the  sheriff  in  the  execution 
of  civil  processes.  The  decision  is  that  the  Civil  Service  Com¬ 
mission  had  no  power  to  place  the  positions  in  the  competitive 
class.  The  basis  of  the  decision  is  not  the  exception  implied  by  the 
constitution,  of  places  where  competitive  examination  is  not  prac¬ 
ticable,  but  is  the  proposition  adopted  by  the  court  that  the  sher¬ 
iff’s  civil  subordinates  are  not  in  the  civil  service  at  all,  but  in 
the  service  of  the  sheriff,  whether  they  receive  their  pay  from  him 
(as  when  it  is  a  fee  office)  or  from  the  county  (as  when  it  is  a 
salary  office).  The  decision  can  really  have  no  bearing  on  the 
question  under  consideration  one  way  or  the  other,  but  it  is  well 
to  consider  it  in  connection  with  Matter  of  Blust  v.  Collins,  62 
A.  D.  478.  That  case  was  also  a  case  of  civil  subordinates  to  the 
sheriff,  this  time  of  Erie  countv.  It  did  not  get  to  the  Court  of 
Appeals  and  the  opinion  in  it  shows  that  it  was  decided  parti al’y 
on  the  bases  of  some  of  the  cases  heretofore  considered,  and  par¬ 
tially  on  the  same  theory  as  the  Flaherty  case,  but  the  latter  being 
a  more  recent  case  and  from  a  higher  court  must  be  considered 
the  better  authority. 

Mailer  of  Peters  v.  Adam,  56  Misc.  29. 

(Erie  Special  Term,  September,  1907,  Woodward  J.  Affirmed 
on  special  term  opinion,  122  A.  D.  898;  affirmed  without  opinion, 
490  K.  Y.  569). 
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The  relator  held  an  exempt  position  in  the  Buffalo  comptrol¬ 
ler’s  office  and  was  transferred  to  the  position  of  chief  clerk  in  the 
bureau  of  engineering  of  the  Buffalo  municipal  government,  a 
position  classified  by  the  Buffalo  Civil  Service  Commission  as 
competitive.  At  the  time  of  the  transfer  there  was  no  competitive 
list  for  the  position.  The  relator  thereafter  took  and  passed  a 
competitive  examination  for  the  position  and  was  number  four  on 
the  competitive  list.  The  Civil  Service  Commission  certified  to 
his  appointing  officer  a  list  of  four,  including  his  name,  and  he 
was  considered  appoiuted.  Thereafter  the  Civil  Service  Com¬ 
mission  refused  to  certify  his  payroll  and  a  writ  of  mandamus 
was  sought  and  granted  to  compel  certification.  The  decision  of 
the  court  was  based  on  the  Buffalo  civil  service  rules  which  pro¬ 
vided  that  where  a  transfer  is  made,  the  transferee  need  not  be 
one  of  the  first  three  upon  the  competitive  list,  provided  he  is  on 
the  competitive  list  at  all,  and  further,  upon  the  grounds  that  the 
Civil  Service  Commission  bv  certifving  four  names  instead  of 
three  admitted  the  propriety  of  appointing  the  relator.  The  Court 
went  on  to  say  that  the  position  to  which  the  relator  had  been 
transferred  should  be  in  the  exempt  c’ass  anyhow,  on  the  general 
principle  that  it  was  a  confidential  position,  and  under  section  13 
of  the  Civil  Service  Law  providing  for  one  exempt  secretary  to 
each  head  of  a  department ;  the  position  to  which  the  relator  had 
been  transferred  although  entitled  chief  clerk  was  equivalent  to 
that  of  private  secretary.  The  court  referred  to  People  ex  rel. 
Schau  v.  McWilliams,  but  considered  this  one  of  those  cases  where 
the  action  of  the  commission  is  obviously  erroneous.  The  Court 
of  Appeals  affirmed  without,  opinion,  and  without  reference  to 
the  opinion  below,  and  we  must  assume  that  in  so  doing  it  adopted 
only  the  law  necessary  to  the  decision  as  set  forth  in  the  opinion 
below,  and  not  the  obiter  dicta. 

People  ex  rel.  Merritt  v.  Kraft ,  145  A.  D.  662. 

(Third  department,  June,  1911,  unanimously  affirmed  without 
opinion  on  authority  of  People  ex  rel.  Schau  v.  McWilliams,  204 
K  Y.  626.) 

The  position  of  stock  transfer  tax  examiner  in  the  office  of  the 
state  comptroller  was  first  classified  as  exempt,  then  as  competitive, 
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then  as  exempt  again.  A  writ  of  mandamus  was  granted  at  Spe¬ 
cial  Term  to  compel  the  position  to  be  restored  to  the  competitive 
class,  the  basis  being  that  experience  had  proven  competitive  ex¬ 
amination  practicable.  This  decision  was  reversed  on  the  author¬ 
ity  of  Schau  v.  McWilliams,  the  court  holding  that  there  was 
reasonable  room  for  disagreement  as  to  the  practicability  of  com¬ 
petitive  examination,  and  therefore  the  action  of  the  Civil  Ser¬ 
vice  Commission  was  not  palpably  illegal,  and  would  not  be  dis¬ 
turbed  by  the  courts. 

Matter  of  Farley  v.  Kraft ,  204  U.  Y.  675. 

(Yo  opinion  in  Appellate  Division  of  Court  of  Appeals.  The 
opinion  at  Special  Term  by  Justice  J.  A.  Kellogg  was  rendered  at 
Albany  Special  Term,  October,  1911.) 

The  commissioner  of  excise  sought  a  writ  of  mandamus  to  com¬ 
pel  the  State  Civil  Service  Commission  to  classify  the  position  of 
special  agent  in  the  excise  department  as  exempt.  He  argued  that 
it  was  confidential  in  its  nature,  and  in  the  rules  of  the  statute, 
and  had  been  so  held  in  People  ex  ret.  Sweet  v.  Lyman,  supra. 
The  opinion  of  Justice  KeTogg  explained  that  the  decision  in 
Sweet  v.  Toyman  was  only  that  special  agents  were  not  entitled  to 
protection  under  the  veteran  act,  and  that  anything  in  the  opinion 
to  the  effect  that  competitive  examination  was  not  practicable  was 
thoroughly  obiter.  It  held  that  the  fact  that  these  positions  had 
been  filled  successfully  for  manv  vears,  and  under  three  admin- 
istrations  bv  competitive  examination  went  to  prove  that  compet¬ 
itive  examination  was  practicable,  and  the  decision  was  that  the 
action  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  not  being  palpably  illegal, 
would  not  be  disturbed,  Schau  v.  McWilliams  being  cited.  Among 
Justice  Kellogg’s  remarks  I  find  the  following  language: 

“  The  term  1  confidential  '  is  susceptible  of  many  mean¬ 
ings,  depending  upon  the  circumstances  surrounding  the  par¬ 
ticular  case  in  which  it  is  used.  In  the  light  of  the  decisions, 
it  is  unnecessary  to  enter  upon  any  elaborate  discussion  as 
to  how  far  a  position  must  be  ‘  confidential  '  before  a  compet¬ 
itive  examination  for  such  position  ceased  to  be  ‘  practi¬ 
cable  ’  which  is  the  test  prescribed  by  the  organic  law  of  the 
State.” 
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And,  after  a  long  quotation  from  the  opinion  in  the  Schau  case, 
he  said : 

“  The  language  of  the  Chief  Judge  is  applicable  to  the  case 
at  bar.  The  classification  cannot  be  said  to  be  ‘  palpably  ’ 
erroneous.  It  can,  at  least,  be  said  in  view  of  the  history  of 
the  controversy  that  there  is  a  fair  and  reasonable  ground 
for  difference  of  opinion  among  intelligent  and  conscientious 
officials.  We  also  have  here  a  case  of  actual  experience  for 
fifteen  years  to  which,  in  the  language  of  the  learned  judge, 
‘  a  priori  arguments  must  yield.’ 

Furthermore,  substantially  similar  positions  in  the  Fed¬ 
eral  Service  and  in  the  service  of  the  city  of  New  York,  have, 
for  many  years,  been  filled  by  competitive  examinations  with 
satisfactory  results.'’ 

People  ex  rel.  Weaver  v.  Farley,  147  A.  D.  420. 

Third  Department,  November,  1911,  per  curiam  opinion 
unanimous.  (Unanimously  affirmed  without  opinion  204  N.  Y. 
676.)  As  in  Farley  v.  Kraft,  the  question  was  the  practicability 
of  competitive  examinations  for  special  agents  in  the  Excise 
Department. 

It  was  held  that  since  the  change  in  the  veteran  act,  after  it  had 
become  section  21  of  the  Civil  Service  Law  (now  section  22)  a 
veteran's  right  no  longer  depends  upon  whether  the  position  is 
confidential.  It  was  further  held  that  the  decision  in  the  case  of 
Sweet  v.  Lyman  under  the  veteran  act,  has  no  application  in  decid¬ 
ing  a  question  of  competitive  examination.  The  court  was  unable 
to  find  that  the  classification  was  palpably  erroneous  and  refused 
to  upset  it. 

Matter  of  Simons  v.  McGuire,  204  N.  Y.  253. 

(January,  1912,  Opinion  by  Werner,  J.,  Cullen,  C.  J,,  Haight, 
Vann,  Chase  and  Collin,  J.J.,  concurred.  W.  Bartlett,  J.,  con¬ 
curred  in  result.) 

The  probation  officers  appointed  by  New  York  Special  Sessions 
judges  were  classified  as  competitive  by  the  Municipal  Civil  Ser- 
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vice  Commission.  The  statute  under  which  the  appointments 
were  made  declares  that  appointees 

“  shall  be  deemed  the  confidential  officers  of  the  justices 
and  magistrates.” 

The  court  held  that  this  opinion  expressed  an  intent  of  the 
Legislature  that  the  position  should  be  in  the  exempt  class.  The 
opinion  begins  with  a  discussion  of  the  Sims  and  Schau  cases,  and 
quotes  from  the  opinion  of  the  latter,  going  on  to  say: 

“  The  respondent,  one  of  the  appointees  and  the  justices 
of  the  Court  of  Special  Sessions,  assert  that  the  position  of 
probation  officer  is  one  which,  by  reason  of  its  peculiar  and 
manifold  duties  as  defined  in  section  11a  of  the  Code  of 
Criminal  Procedure,  no  less  than  by  the  express  terms  of  the 
statute  creating  the  Court  of  Special  Sessions  and  defining 
the  duties  and  powers  of  its  officers,  belongs  in  the  exempt 
class.  This  view  has  been  sustained  bv  the  Supreme  Court 
at  Special  Term  and  in  the  Appellate  Division.  The  civil 
service  commission,  the  probation  commission,  and  some  emi¬ 
nent  experts  who  are  familiar  with  the  workings  of  each,  con¬ 
tend  that  it  is  practicable  to  formulate  workable  rides  for  a 
competitive  examination  for  the  position  of  probation  officer. 
This  variance  of  opinion  is  alone  sufficient  to  bring  the  case 
at  bar  within  the  rule  laid  down  in  the  Schau  case.  The 
position  is  one  ‘  as  to  the  proper  mode  of  filling  which  there 
is  a  fair  and  reasonable  ground  for  difference  of  opinion 
among  intelligent  and  conscientious  officials,''  and,  therefore, 
‘  the  action  of  the  commission  should  stand  even  though  the 
courts  may  differ  from  the  commission  as  to  the  wisdom  of 
the  classification.'  " 


Opinion 

It  seems  that  the  attitude  of  the  courts  toward  classification  of 
positions  more  or  less  “  confidential  "  as  exempt  has  changed  con¬ 
siderable’  since  the  earlv  cases.  In  1884,  in  their  first  annua! 
reuort  to  the  governor  for  transmission  to  the  Legislature,  the 
Civil  Service  Commission  in  explaining  their  rules  said: 
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“  As  mentioned  in  the  beginning  certain  exemptions  from 
examination  were  considered  necessary  and  such  necessity 
was  recognized  by  the  act  which  provides  that  any  necessary 
exception  from  said  eight  fundamental  provisions  of  the  rules 
shall  be  set  forth  in  connection  with  such  rules,  and  the  reason 
therefor  shall  be  stated  in  the  annual  report  of  the  Commis¬ 
sion.  The  exceptions  consist  only  of  appointments  which  in 
certain  positions  are  given  to  the  head  of  the  office  without 
restrictions  under  the  rules.  The  positions  treated  have  been 
specially  named  in  Rule  V  and  comprise  four  classes  of 
officials"  *  *  *  *  * 

********* 

3.  Subordinates  having  the  custody  of  public  funds  for 
which  their  superiors  are  responsible  under  official  bonds  and 
who  might  legally  plead  relief  from  such  responsibility  on 
their  own  part  and  that  of  their  sureties  if  not  allowed  abso¬ 
lute  freedom  in  selecting  such  subordinates.” 

At  that  time,  and  at  the  time  of  the  decision  in  the  Crummev 
case,  an  appointing  officer,  according  to  a  dictum  in  the  Crummev 
case,  had  no  power  to  demand  a  bond  from  a  subordinate  he 
intended  to  appoint  to  a  position  involving  the  handling  of  funds, 
but  the  Civil  Service  Law  as  shown  above,  has  since  been  amended 
specifically  to  give  the  appointing  officer  power  to  require  a  bond. 
The  Crummey  case  and  Chittenden  v.  Wurster  were  decided  at 
a  time  when  the  courts  regarded  the  classifications  of  civil  service 
commissions  as  judicial  acts  reviewable  by  certiorari,  but  since 
then  the  Schau  case  has  laid  down  the  rule  which  is  at  present 
the  law,  that  such  acts  are  not  judicial,  are  not  reviewable  by 
certiorari,  and,  except  where  palpably  illegal  will  not  be  disturbed 
by  the  courts. 

The  word  “  confidential  ”  has  completely  disappeared  from  the 
Civil  Service  Law.  Section  22  of  the  Civil  Service  Law  protect¬ 
ing  veterans  and  competitive  positions  in  the  counties  embraced 
in  the  city  of  Yew  York,  excepts  from  its  application  the  positions 
of  deputy,  cashier,  and  private  secretary,  but  this  section  has  no 
possible  application  to  non-veteran  holders  of  competitive  positions 
in  the  state  service  outside  of  the  counties,  constituting  city  of  Yew 
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L  ork,  and  it  cannot  serve  as  a  basis  for  analogical  reasoning,  for 
it  may  very  well  be  that  it  is  practicable  to  fill  a  position  by  com¬ 
petitive  examination,  and  at  the  same  time  very  inexpedient  to 
permit  persons  holding  positions  more  or  less  fiduciary  to  question 
the  right  of  their  superiors  instantly  to  remove  them  though  they 
be  veterans  or  other  specially  favored  persons.  Holders  of  civil 
service  positions  in  general  are  not  protected  in  any  way  against 
removal  (except  nominally  against  removal  for  political  reasons) 
and  the  exception  of  deputies,  cashiers,  and  secretaries  from  the 
operation  of  section  22  of  the  Civil  Service  Law  only  means  that 
the  Legislature  thought  it  wise  to  leave  those  positions  out,  when 
favoring  veterans,  etc.,  in  the  civil  service,  and  cannot  be  used  as 
a  reasonable  argument  that  cashiers  are  intended  by  the  Legis¬ 
lature  to  be  placed  in  the  exempt  class. 

There  is  ample  room  for  argument  in  favor  of  the  position  taken 
by  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  to  wit,  that  competitive  examina¬ 
tion  is  practicable  for  the  selection  of  cashiers,  and,  there  being 
room  for  argument  the  action  of  the  commission  cannot  be  con-

sidered  palpably  illegal;  and  under  the  decisions  in  Schau  v. 
McWilliams,  Merritt  v.  Kraft,  Farley  v.  Kraft,  Weaver  v.  Farley, 
and  Simons  v.  McGuire,  cited  above,  the  action  of  the  Commission 
will  not  be  interfered  with  by  the  Courts. 

Conclusion 

The  classification  by  the  State  Civil  Service  Commission,  not 
being  palpably  illegal,  must  be  regarded  as  final,  and  must  there¬ 
fore  be  treated  as  a  proper  classification,  and  the  Secretary  of 
State,  in  making  appointments,  should  be  governed  accordingly.

ARTICLE  1 

Short  Title;  Definitions 


Section  1.  Short  title. 

2.  Definitions. 

§  1.  Short  title. —  This  chapter  shall  be  known  as  the  “  Civil  Service  Law.” 

§  2.  Definitions. —  When  used  in  this  chapter, 

1.  The  term  “  commission  ”  or  “  state  commission  ”  means  the  state  civil 
service  commission. 

2.  The  term  “  municipal  commission  ”  means  the  municipal  civil  service 
commission  of  a  city. 

3.  The  “civil  service”  of  the  state  of  New  York  or  any  of  its  civil  divisions 
or  cities  includes  all  offices  and  positions  of  trust  or  employment  in  the 
service  of  the  state  or  of  such  civil  division  or  city,  except  such  offices  and 
positions  in  the  militia  and  the  military  departments  as  are  or  may  be  created 
under  the  provisions  of  article  eleven  of  the  constitution.

§  3.  State  civil  service  commission. —  The  governor  is  authorized  to  appoint, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate,  three  persons,  not  more 
than  two  of  whom  shall  be  adherents  of  the  same  political  party,  as  civil 
service  commissioners,  and  said  three  commissioners  shall  constitute  the  state 
civil  service  commission.  They  shall  hold  no  other  political  place  under  the 
state  of  New  York.  On  or  before  the  first  day  of  May,  in  the  year  one  thou¬ 
sand  nine  hundred  and  thirteen  the  governor  shall  designate  one  member  of 
the  present  state  civil  service  commission  to  serve  as  a  member  of  the  com¬ 
mission  until  the  first  day  of  February,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
fifteen ;  one  until  the  first  dav  of  February,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
seventeen;  and  one  until  the  first  day  of  February,  one  thousand  nine  hun¬ 
dred  and  nineteen.  Upon  the  expiration  of  each  of  said  terms,  the  term 
of  office  of  each  commissioner  hereafter  appointed  shall  be  six  years  from 
the  first  day  of  February  of  the  year  in  which  he  shall  be  appointed.  Vacan¬ 
cies  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  of  the  governor  for  the  unexpired  term. 
Each  of  the  three  commissioners  shall  receive  a  salary  of  five  thousand 
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dollars  a  year,  and  each  of  said  commissioners  shall  be  paid  his  necessary 
expenses  incurred  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  as  a  commissioner.  (As 
amended  by  chap.  352,  Laws  of  1913.) 

§  4.  Officers  and  employees  of  the  commission. —  The  commission  shall  elect 
one  of  its  members  to  be  president,  and  may  employ  a  chief  examiner,  a 
secretary,  and  such  other  officers,  clerks  and  examiners  as  it  may  deem 
necessary  or  proper  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  chapter,  and  such  em¬ 
ployees  shall  hold  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  commission.  The  chief 
examiner  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a  salary  at  the  rate  of  three  thousand 
six  hundred  dollars  a  year,  and  he  shall  be  paid  his  necessary  traveling 
expenses  incurred  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty.  The  secretary,  and  other 
officers,  clerks  and  examiners  shall  receive  salaries  to  be  fixed  by  the  com¬ 
mission,  and  the  secretary  shall  also  be  paid  his  necessary  traveling  expenses 
incurred  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty.  The  commission  may  select  suitable 
persons  in  the  official  service  of  the  state  or  any  of  its  civil  divisions,  after 
consulting  the  head  of  the  department  or  office  in  which  such  persons  serve, 
to  act  as  examiners  under  its  direction.  Persons  so  selected  shall  be  entitled 
to  compensation  from  the  commission  for  their  necessary  expenses  occasioned 
by  the  service  actually  rendered,  in  addition  to  the  regular  service  required 
in  the  department  or  office  where  they  are  regularly  employed.  I  he  com¬ 
pensation  of  examiners  shall  not  exceed  five  dollars  per  day,  except  in  case 
of  special  and  expert  examiners  employed  in  the  preparation  of  questions 
and  rating  of  candidates ;  the  commission  shall  not  expend  or  authorize  the 
expenditure  of  moneys  for  any  purpose  in  excess  of  the  sums  appropriated 
therefor  by  law.  (As  amended  by  chap.  352,  Laws  of  1913.) 

§  5.  Rooms  and  accommodations. —  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees 
of  public  buildings  to  cause  suitable  and  convenient  rooms  and  accommoda¬ 
tions  to  be  assigned  or  provided,  and  to  be  furnished,  heated  and  lighted,  at 
the  capitol  in  the  city  of  Albany,  for  carrying  on  the  work  and  examinations 
of  said  commission,  and  said  commission  may  order  the  necessary  stationery, 
postage  stamps,  and  official  seal  and  other  articles  to  be  supplied,  and  the 
necessary  printing  to  be  done  for  its  official  use.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
officers  of  the  state  of  New  York  or  of  any  civil  division  thereof,  at  any 
place  where  examinations  are  directed  by  the  commission  or  its  rules  to  be 
held  to  allow  the  reasonable  use  of  public  buildings,  and  to  heat  and  light 
the  same  for  holding  such  examinations,  and  in  all  proper  ways  to  facilitate 
the  same. 

§  6.  The  powers  and  duties  of  the  commission. —  The  state  civil  service 
commission  shall 

1.  Prescribe,  amend  and  enforce  suitable  rules  and  regulations  for  carrying 
into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  and  of  section  nine  of  article  five 
of  the  constitution  of  the  state  of  New  York,  as  herein  provided.  The  rules 
prescribed  by  the  state  and  municipal  commissions  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  this  chapter  shall  have  the  force  and  effect  of  law. 

2.  Keep  minutes  of  its  own  proceedings  and  records  of  its  examinations 
and  other  official  action. 

3.  Make  investigations  concerning  and  report  upon  all  matters  touching 
the  enforcement  and  effect  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  and  the  rules 
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and  regulations  prescribed  thereunder,  concerning  the  action  of  any  examiner 
or  subordinate  of  the  commission  and  any  person  in  the  public  service,  in 
respect  to  the  execution  of  this  chapter,  and  in  the  course  of  such  investiga¬ 
tions  each  commissioner  and  the  secretary  and  the  chief  examiner  shall  have 
power  to  administer  oaths. 

4.  Have  power  to  subpoena  and  require  the  attendance  in  this  state  of 
witnesses  and  the  production  thereby  of  books  and  papers  pertinent  to  the 
investigation  and  inquiries  hereby  authorized  and  to  examine  them  and  such 
public  records  as  it  shall  require  in  relation  to  any  matter  which  it  is 
required  to  investigate.  And  for  the  purposes  of  the  examination  hereby 
directed,  the  commission  possesses  all  the  powers  conferred  by  the  legislative 
law  upon  a  committee  of  the  legislature  or  by  the  code  of  civil  procedure 
upon  a  board  or  committee,  and  may  invoke  the  power  of  any  court  of  record 
in  the  state  to  compel  the  attendance  and  testifying  of  witnesses  and  the 
production  thereby  of  books  and  papers  as  aforesaid. 

5.  Make  an  annual  report  to  the  governor  for  transmission  to  the  legis¬ 
lature,  showing  its  own  action,  the  rules  and  regulations  and  the  exceptions 
thereto  in  force,  and  the  practical  effects  thereof  and  any  suggestions  it  may 
approve  for  the  more  effectual  accomplishment  of  the  purposes  of  this  chapter. 

6.  Meet  in  Albany  at  least  once  in  each  calendar  month,  except  the  month 
of  August,  and  hold  such  other  meetings  as  the  needs  of  the  public  service 
may  require.  A  majority  of  the  members  of  the  commission  shall  constitute 
a  quorum. 

§  7.  Attendance  of  witnesses;  fees. — Witnesses  and  officers  to  subpoena 
and  secure  the  attendance  of  witnesses  before  said  commission,  shall  be  en¬ 
titled  to  the  same  fees  as  are  allowed  witnesses  in  civil  cases  in  courts  of 
record.  Such  fees  need  not  be  prepaid,  but  the  comptroller  shall  draw  his 
warrant  for  the  payment  of  the  amount  thereof,  when  the  same  shall  have 
been  certified  to  by  the  president  of  the  commission,  and  duly  proved  by 
affidavit  or  otherwise  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  said  comptroller;  and  all 
state,  county,  town,  municipal  and  other  officers  and  their  deputies,  clerks, 
subordinates  and  employees  shall  afford  the  said  board  all  reasonable  facilities 
in  conducting  the  inquiries  specified  in  this  chapter,  and  give  inspection  to 
said  board  of  all  books,  papers  and  documents  belonging,  or  in  any  way 
appertaining  to  the  respective  offices,  and  shall  also  produce  said  books  and 
papers,  and  shall  attend  and  testify  when  required  to  do  so  by  said  com¬ 
mission. 

§  8.  Duties  of  public  officers. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  officers  of  the 
state  of  New  York  or  of  any  civil  division  or  city  thereof  to  conform  to  and 
comply  with  and  to  aid  in  all  proper  ways  in  carrying  into  effect  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  chapter,  and  the  rules  and  regulations  prescribed  thereunder 
and  any  modification  thereof.  No  officer  or  officers  having  the  power  of 
appointment  or  employment  shall  select  or  appoint  any  person  for  appoint¬ 
ment,  employment,  promotion  or  reinstatement  except  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter  and  the  rules  and  regulations  prescribed  thereunder. 
Any  person  employed  or  appointed  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter 
or  of  the  rules  and  regulations  established  thereunder,  shall  be  paid  by  the 
officer  or  officers  so  employing  or  appointing,  or  attempting  to  employ  or 
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appoint  him.  the  compensation  agreed  upon  for  any  services  performed  under 
such  appointment  or  employment,  or  in  case  no  compensation  is  agreed  upon, 
the  actual  value  of  such  services,  and  any  expenses  incurred  in  connection 
therewith,  and  shall  have  a  cause  of  action  against  such  officer  or  officers  or 
any  of  them  for  such  sum  or  sums  and  for  the  costs  of  the  action.  No  public 
officer  shall  be  reimbursed  by  the  state  or  any  of  its  civil  divisions  for  any 
sums  so  paid  or  recovered  in  any  such  action. 

§  9.  Unclassified  service;  classified  service. —  The  civil  service  of  the  state 
and  of  each  of  its  civil  divisions  and  cities  shall  be  divided  into  the  un¬ 
classified  service  and  the  classified  service.  The  unclassified  service  shall  com 
prise  all  elective  offices,  all  offices  filled  by  election  or  appointment  by  the 
legislature  on  joint  ballot;  all  persons  appointed  by  name  in  an}'  statute; 
all  legislative  officers  and  employees,  all  offices  filled  by  appointment  bj^  the 
governor,  either  upon  or  without  confirmation  by  the  senate,  except  officers 
and  employees  in  the  executive  offices;  all  election  officers,  the  head  or  heads 
of  any  department  of  the  government,  and  persons  employed  in  or  who  seek 
to  enter  the  public  service  as  superintendents,  principals  or  teachers  in  a 
public  school  or  academy  or  in  a  state  normal  school  or  college.  The  classified 
service  shall  comprise  all  positions  not  included  in  the  unclassified  service. 
All  appointments  or  employments  in  the  classified  service,  except  those  of 
veterans  of  the  civil  war,  honorably  discharged  from  the  military  or  naval 
service  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  for  a  probationary  term  not  exceeding 
the  time  fixed  in  the  rules. 

§  10.  Rules  for  the  classified  state  service. —  The  commission  shall  from 
time  to  time  make  rules  for  the  classification  of  the  offices,  places  and  em¬ 
ployments  in  the  classified  service  of  the  state,  and  from  time  to  time  rules 
for  the  classification  of  the  offices,  places  and  employments  in  such  civil 
divisions  thereof,  except  cities,  as  after  due  inquiry  by  the  commission  shall 
be  found  practicable,  and  for  appointments  and  promotions  therein  and 
examinations  therefor,  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  chapter,  and  shall  amend  the  same  from  time  to  time.  No 
examination  or  registration  shall  be  required  of  persons  to  be  employed  as 
laborers  in  the  state  service.  Such  rules  and  any  modifications  thereof,  shall 
take  effect  when  approved  by  the  governor.  Due  notice  of  the  contents  of 
such  rules,  and  of  any  modifications  thereof,  shall  be  given  by  mail  to  ap¬ 
pointing  officers  and  heads  of  departments  affected  thereby,  and  such  rules 
shall  be  printed  for  public  distribution.  Subject  to  the  .provisions  of  this 
chapter  and  of  the  rules  established  thereunder,  the  commission  shall  make 
regulations  for  and  have  control  of  examinations  for  the  service  of  the  state 
and  the  civil  divisions  thereof,  except  cities,  and  shall  supervise  and  preserve 
the  records  of  the  same,  but  such  examinations  shall  be  held  at  least  once 
a  year  in  each  of  the  following  places:  Albany,  Amsterdam,  Auburn,  Bing¬ 
hamton,  Buffalo,  Dunkirk,  Elmira,  Geneva,  Hornell,  Ithaca,  Jamestown,  Johns¬ 
town,  Kingston,  Lockport,  Malone,  Middletown,  Newburgh,  New  York, 
Ogdensburg,  Olean,  Oneonta,  Oswego,  Plattsburg,  Poughkeepsie,  Rochester, 
Saratoga,  Syracuse,  Utica  and  Watertown;  and  shall  cover  in  each  place 
all  offices  and  positions  for  which  competitive  examinations  are  required,  ex¬ 
cept  such  examinations  as  require  special  tools,  machinery,  appliances  or 
laboratory  facilities. 
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§  11.  The  classified  city  service.— The  mayor  of  each  city  in  this  state 
shall  appoint  and  employ  suitable  persons  to  prescribe,  amend  and  enforce 
rules  for  the  classification  of  the  offices,  places  and  employments  in  the 
classified  service  of  such  city,  and  for  appointments  and  promotions  therein 
and  examinations  therefor;  and  for  the  registration  and  selection  of  laborers 
for  employment  therein,  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  chapter,  and  shall  amend  the  same  from  time  to  time.  Such 
persons  shall  be  municipal  civil  service  commissioners  and  shall  constitute 
the  municipal  civil  service  commission  of  such  city.  All  appointments  or 
designations  of  municipal  civil  service  commissioners  shall  be  made  in  such 
manner  that  not  more  than  two-thirds  of  such  commissioners  in  any  city  shall 
at  any  time  be  adherents  of  the  same  political  party.  Such  rules  herein  pre¬ 
scribed  and  established,  and  all  regulations  now  existing  for  appointment  and 
promotion  in  the  civil  service  of  said  city,  and  any  subsequent  modification 
thereof,  whether  prescribed  under  the  authority  of  a  general  law  or  of  any 
special  or  local  law,  shall  be  valid  and  take  or  continue  in  effect  only  upon 
the  approval  of  the  mayor  of  the  city  and  of  the  state  civil  service  com¬ 
mission.  I  he  authority  by  this  section  conferred  shall  not  be  so  exercised  as 
to  take  from  any  policeman  or  fireman  any  right  or  benefit  conferred  by 
law,  or  existing  under  any  lawful  regulation  of  the  department  in  which 
he  serves.  All  examinations  herein  authorized  shall  be  public,  and  all  rules 
shall  be  published,  and,  with  all  the  proceedings  and  papers  connected  with 
said  examinations,  shall  be  at  all  times  subject  to  the  inspection  of  said  state 
commission  and  its  agents;  and  said  commission  shall  set  forth  in  its  report 
the  character  and  practical  effects  of  such  examinations,  together  with  its 
views  as  to  the  improvement  and  extension  of  the  same,  and  also  copies  of 
all  rules  made  under  the  authority  hereby  conferred.  Subject  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  chapter  and  of  said  rules,  the  municipal  commission  of  any 
city  shall  make  regulations  for  and  have  control  of  examinations  and  registra¬ 
tions  for  the  service  of  such  city,  and  shall  supervise  and  preserve  the  records 
of  the  same.  In  case  for  any  reason,  the  mayor  of  any  city  within  sixty  days 
after  he  has  the  power  to  appoint,  fails  to  appoint  such  municipal  com¬ 
missioners,  the  state  commission  shall  appoint  them  to  hold  office  until  the 
expiration  of  the  term  of  the  mayor  then  in  office  and  until  their  successors 
are  appointed  and  qualify.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  persons  to  prepare 
and  to  procure  the  approval  of  the  rules  herein  provided  for,  and,  if  they 
fail  to  do  so  within  sixty  days  after  their  appointment,  the  state  commission 
shall  forthwith  make  said  rules.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  persons  to  make 
reports  from  time  to  time  to  the  state  commission,  whenever  said  commission 
may  request,  of  the  manner  in  which  this  law,  and  the  rules  and  regulations 
thereunder,  have  been  and  are  administered,  and  the  results  of  their  adminis¬ 
tration  in  such  city,  and  of  such  other  matters  as  said  commission  may  re¬ 
quire,  and  annually  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  January,  to  make  such  a 
report  to  said  commission;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  state  commission 
in  its  annual  report  to  set  out  either  these  reports,  or  a  sufficient  abstract 
or  summary  thereof,  to  give  full  and  clear  information  as  to  their  contents. 

A  copy  of  the  roster  of  the  classified  civil  service  of  such  city  shall  be  trans¬ 
mitted  to  the  state  commission  with  the  annual  report  aforesaid,  and  shall 
be  filed  in  the  office  of  said  commission  as  a  public  record.  The  mayor  may 
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at  any  time  remove  any  municipal  civil  service  commissioner  appointed  by 
him.  Said  state  commission  may  also,  by  unanimous  vote  of  the  three  com¬ 
missioners,  with  the  written  approval  of  the  governor,  remove  any  municipal 
civil  service  commissioner  appointed  or  employed  under  the  authority  of  this 
section,  for  incompetency,  inefficiency,  neglect  of  duty  or  violation  of  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  chapter,  or  of  the  rules  and  regulations  in  force  thereunder,  or 
of  any  of  them,  specifying  in  writing  the  particulars  of  the  incompetency, 
inefficiency,  neglect  of  duty  or  violation  charged,  and  filing  the  same  as  a  pub¬ 
lic  document  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk,  or  if  there  be  no  city  clerk,  in  the 
office  of  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  aldermen,  and  a  certified  transcript  thereof 
in  the  office  of  the  state  civil  service  commission,  first  giving  such  com¬ 
missioner  an  opportunity  to  make  a  personal  explanation  in  self-defense. 
Whenever  a  municipal  civil  service  commissioner  has  been  removed  by  the 
unanimous  vote  of  the  three  state  commissioners,  with  the  written  approval 
of  the  governor,  or  whenever  any  municipal  commissioner  shall  resign  or 
be  removed  by  the  mayor  pending  an  investigation  by  the  state  commission 
of  the  administration  of  the  civil  service  of  the  city  in  which  such  person 
is  a  municipal  commissioner,  or  whenever  any  municipal  commissioner  shall 
resign  or  be  removed  by  the  mayor  pending  a  hearing  by  the  state  com¬ 
mission  of  charges  preferred  against  such  municipal  commissioner,  the  state 
commission  and  not  the  mayor  of  such  city  shall  have  power  to  appoint 
persons  to  fill  such  vacancies,  and  such  persons  so  appointed  by  the  state 
commission  shall  hold  office  as  municipal  civil  service  commissioners  of  such 
city  until  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  the  mayor  then  in  office  and  until 
their  successors  are  appointed  and  qualify.  Said  state  commission  may  at 
any  time,  by  unanimous  vote  of  the  three  commissioners,  amend  or  rescind 
any  rule,  regulation  or  classification  prescribed  under  the  provisions  of  this 
section,  provided  that  said  state  commission  shall  state  the  reasons  for  such 
action  in  writing,  and  file  the  same  and  a  certified  transcript  thereof  as  a 
public  document  as  hereinbefore  provided,  and  give  an  opportunity  to  the 
municipal  civil  service  commissioners  concerned  to  make  a  personal  explana 
tion  and  to  file  papers  in  opposition  to  such  action.  The  said  state  commis¬ 
sion,  however,  shall  not  take  such  action  upon  any  ground  other  than  that 
the  provisions  or  purposes  of  this  chapter  are  not  properly  or  sufficiently 
carried  out  by  such  rule,  regulation  or  classification,  nor  without  specifying 
in  writing  and  detail  in  what  particular  such  provisions  or  purposes  are  not 
carried  out,  nor  shall  said  state  commission  exempt  from  competitive  examina¬ 
tion  any  position  or  place  or  employment  in  any  city  without  the  consent 
of  the  municipal  commission  of  such  city. 

§  12.  Classification. —  The  offices  and  positions  in  the  classified  service 
of  the  state  or  of  any  civil  division  or  city  thereof  for  which  civil  service 
rules  shall  be  established  pursuant  to  this  chapter,  shall  be  arranged  in 
four  classes  to  be  designated  as  the  exempt  class,  the  competitive  class,  the 
non-competitive  class  and,  in  cities,  the  labor  class. 

§  13.  The  exempt  class. —  The  following  positions  shall  be  included  in  the 
exempt  class: 

1.  The  deputies  of  principal  executive  officers  authorized  by  law  to  act 
generally  for  and  in  place  of  their  principals; 
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2.  One  secretary  of  each  officer,  board  and  commission,  authorized  by  law 
to  appoint  a  secretary ; 

3.  One  clerk,  and  one  deputy  clerk  if  authorized  by  law,  of  each  court, 
and  one  clerk  of  each  elective  judicial  olficer: 

4.  In  the  state  service,  all  unskilled  laborers  and  such  skilled  laborers  an 

are  not  included  in  the  competitive  class  or  the  non-competitive  class;  and 
in  addition  thereto  there  may  be  included  in  the  exempt  class  all  other  sub 
ordinate  offices  for  the  filling  of  which  competitive  or  non-competitive  examina 
tion  may  be  found  to  be  not  practicable.  But  no  office  or  position  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  in  the  exempt  class  unless  it  is  specifically  named  in  such  class 
in  the  rules,  and  the  reasons  for  each  such  exemption  shall  be  stated  separately 
in  the  annual  reports  of  the  commission.  Not  more  than  one  appointment 
shall  be  made  to  or  under  the  title  of  any  such  office  or  position,  unless  a 
different  number  is  specifically  mentioned  in  such  rules.  Appointments  to 
positions  in  the  exempt  class  may  be  made  without  examination.  (As 

amended  by  chap.  170,  Laws  of  1912;  chap.  352,  Laws  of  1913.) 

§  14.  The  competitive  class. —  The  competitive  class  shall  include  all  posi¬ 
tions  for  which  it  is  practicable  to  determine  the  merit  and  fitness  of  appli¬ 
cants  by  competitive  examination,  and  shall  include  all  positions  now  exist¬ 
ing,  or  hereafter  created,  of  whatever  functions,  designations  or  compensation, 
in  each  and  every  branch  of  the  classified  service,  except  such  positions  as  are 
in  the  exempt  class,  the  non  competitive  class  or  the  labor  class.  Appoint¬ 
ments  shall  be  made  to  or  employment  shall  be  given  in  all  positions  in  the 
competitive  class  that  are  not  filled  by  promotion,  reinstatement,  transfer  or 
reduction  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  and  the  rules  in  pursuance 
thereof,  by  appointment  from  among  those  graded  highest  in  open  competitive 
examinations  conducted  by  the  state  or  municipal  commission,  except  as  herein 
otherwise  provided.  The  term  of  eligibility  shall  be  fixed  for  each  eligible 
list  at  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  four  years.  Appointment  shall 

be  made  from  the  eligible  list  most  nearly  appropriate  for  the  group  in 

which  the  position  to  be  filled  is  classified,  and  a  new  list  shall  be  created 
for  a  stated  position  or  group  of  positions  only  when  there  is  no  appropriate 
list  existing  from  which  appointment  may  be  made.  No  person  shall  be 
appointed  or  employed  under  any  title  not  appropriate  to  the  duties  to  lie 
performed,  and  no  person  shall  be  transferred  to,  or  assigned  to  perform  the 
duties  of,  any  position  subject  to  competitive  examination,  unless  he  shall 
have  previously  passed  an  open  competitive  examination  equivalent  to  that 
required  for  such  position,  or  unless  he  shall  have  served  with  fidelity  for  at 
least  three  years  in  a  similar  position.  Appointments  to  positions  in  the 
state  service,  the  duties  of  which  are  confined  to  a  locality  outside  of  Albany 
county,  shall,  so  far  as  practicable,  be  made  from  residents  of  the  judicial 
district  or  districts  including  such  locality".  The  examinations  shall  be  public 
and  shall  be  practical  in  their  character  and  shall  relate  to  those  matters 
which  will  fairly7  test  the  relative  capacity  and  fitness  of  the  persons  examined 
to  discharge  the  duties  of  that  service  into  which  they  seek  to  be  appointed. 
Such  commissions  shall  prepare  lists  of  preliminary  requirements  and  subjects 
of  examination  for  the  several  positions  or  groups  of  positions  in  the  com¬ 
petitive  class  and  shall  publish  their  rules  and  such  information,  and  adver¬ 
tise  such  examinations  in  such  manner  as  the  nature  of  the  examinations  may 
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require.  Each  of  such  commissions  shall  require  intending  competitors  to  file 
in  its  office  a  reasonable  length  of  time  before  the  date  of  any  examination, 
a  formal  application  in  which  the  applicant  shall  state  under  oath: 

1.  His  full  name,  residence  and  post-office  address. 

2.  His  age  arid  the  place  and  date  of  his  birth. 

3.  His  health  and  physical  capacity  for  the  public  service. 

4.  His  right  of  preference  by  reason  of  military  or  naval  service. 

5.  His  business  or  emuloyment,  and  residence  for  at  least  the  previous  five 
years. 

6.  Such  other  information  as  may  reasonably  be  required  touching  the 
applicant’s  merit  and  fitness  for  the  public  service. 

Blank  forms  for  such  application  shall  be  furnished  by  said  commissions 
without  charge  to  all  persons  requesting  the  same.  Such  commissions  may 
require  in  connection  with  such  application  such  certificates  of  citizens,  physi¬ 
cians,  public  officers  or  others  having  knowledge  of  the  applicant,  as  the  good 
of  the  service  may  require.  Such  commissions  may  refuse  to  examine  an 
applicant,  or  after  examination  to  certify  an  eligible,  who  is  found  to  lack 
any  of  the  established  preliminary  requirements  for  the  examination  or 
position  for  which  he  applies;  or  who  is  physically  so  disabled  as  to  be 
rendered  unfit  for  his  performance  of  the  duties  of  the  position  to  which  he 
seeks  appointment;  or  who  is  addicted  to  the  habitual  use  of  intoxicating 
beverages  to  excess;  or  who  has  been  guilty  of  a  crime  or  of  infamous  or 
notoriously  disgraceful  conduct;  or  who  has  been  dismissed  from  the  public 
service  for  delinquency  or  misconduct;  or  who  has  intentionally  made  a  false 
statement  of  any  material  fact,  or  practiced,  or  attempted  to  practice,  any 
deception  or  fraud  in  his  application,  in  his  examination,  or  in  securing  his 
eligibility  or  appointment.  When  the  position  to  be  filled  involves  fiduciary 
responsibility,  the  appointing  officer,  where  permitted  by  law,  may  require 
the  appointee  to  furnish  a  bond  or  other  security  and  shall  notify  the  state 
or  municipal  commission  of  the  amount  and  necessary  details  thereof.  (As 
amended  by  chap.  547,  Laws  of  1911.) 

§  15.  Exemptions  from  competitive  examination. —  Positions  in  the  com¬ 
petitive  class  may  be  filled  without  examination  as  follows: 

1.  Whenever  there  are  urgent  reasons  for  filling  a  vacancy  in  the  competitive 
class  and  there  is  no  list  of  persons  eligible  for  appointment  after  competitive 
examination,  the  appointing  officer  may  nominate  a  person  to  the  state  or 
municipal  commission  for  non-competitive  examination,  and  if  such  nominee 
shall  be  certified  by  such  commission  as  qualified  after  such  non-competitive 
examination,  he  may  be  appointed  provisionally  to  fill  such  vacancy  until  a 
selection  and  appointment  can  be  made  after  competitive  examination,  but 
such  provisional  appointment  shall  not  continue  for  a  longer  period  than  four 
months,  nor  shall  successive  provisional  appointments  be  made  to  the  same 
position  under  this  subdivision.  (As  amended  by  chap.  361,  Laws  of  1915.) 

2.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  a  position  in  the  competitive  class  where  peculiar 
and  exceptional  qualifications  of  a  scientific,  professional  or  educational  char¬ 
acter  are  required,  and  upon  satisfactory  evidence  that  for  specified  reasons 
competition  in  such  special  case  is  impracticable  and  that  the  position  can  be 
best  filled  by  the  sel  efton  of  some  designated  person  of  high  and  recognized 
attainments  in  such  qualities,  the  state  or  municipal  commission  may  suspend 
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the  provisions  of  the  rule  requiring  competition  in  such  case,  but  no  such 
suspension  shall  be  general  in  its  application  to  such  place,  and  all  such  cases 
of  suspension  shall  be  reported  in  the  annual  reports  of  such  commissions 
with  the  reasons  for  the  same. 

3.  When  the  services  to  be  rendered  by  an  appointee  in  the  state  service 
are  for  a  temporary  period  not  to  exceed  one  month  and  the  need  of  such 
service  is  important  and  urgent,  the  appointing  officer  may  select  for  such 
temporary  service  any  person  on  the  proper  list  of  those  eligible  for  a  per¬ 
manent  appointment  without  regard  to  his  standing  on  such  list. 

§  10.  Promotion;  transfer;  reinstatement;  reduction. — Vacancies  in  posi¬ 
tions  in  the  competitive  class  shall  be  filled,  so  far  as  practicable,  by  pro¬ 
motion  from  among  persons  holding  positions  in  a  lower  grade  in  the  depart¬ 
ment,  office  or  institution  in  which  the  vacancy  exists.  Promotions  shall  be 
based  upon  merit  and  competition  and  upon  the  superior  qualifications  of  the 
person  promoted  as  shown  by  his  previous  service,  due  weight  being  given  to 
seniority.  For  the  purposes  of  this  section  an  increase  in  the  salary  or  other 
compensation  of  any  person  holding  an  office  or  position  within  the  scope  of 
the  rules  in  force  hereunder  beyond  the  limit  fixed  for  the  grade  in  which 
such  office  or  position  is  classified,  shall  be  deemed  a  promotion.  No  pro¬ 
motion,  transfer  or  reinstatement  shall  be  made  from  a  position  in  one  class 
to  a  position  in  another  class  unless  the  same  be  specially  authorized  by  the 
state  or  municipal  commission,  nor  shall  a  person  be  promoted  or  transferred 
to  a  position  for  original  entrance  to  which  there  is  required  by  this  chapter 
or  the  rules  an  examination  involving  essential  tests  or  qualifications  different 
from  or  higher  than  those  required  for  original  entrance  to  the  position  held 
by  such  person,  unless  he  shall  have  passed  the  examination  or  attained  a 
place  upon  the  eligible  list  for  such  higher  position. 

§  17.  The  non-competitive  class. —  The  non-competitive  class  shall  include 
such  positions  as  are  not  in  the  exempt  class  or  the  labor  class  and  which  it 
is  impracticable  to  include  in  the  competitive  class.  Appointments  to  posi¬ 
tions  in  the  non-competitive  class  shall  be  made  after  such  non-competitive 
examination  as  is  prescribed  by  the  rules. 

§  18.  The  labor  class  in  cities. —  The  labor  class  in  cities  shall  include 
unskilled  laborers  and  such  skilled  laborers  as  are  not  included  in  the  com¬ 
petitive  class  or  the  non-competitive  class.  Vacancies  in  the  labor  class  in 
cities  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  from  lists  of  applicants  registered  by  the 
municipal  commissions.  Preference  in  employment  from  such  lists  shall  be 
given  according  to  date  of  application.  There  shall  be  separate  lists  of 
applicants  for  different  kinds  of  labor  or  employment,  and  the  commissions 
may  establish  separate  labor  lists  for  various  institutions  and  departments. 
Where  the  labor  service  of  an}r  department  or  institution  extends  to  separate 
localities,  the  commissions  may  provide  separate  registration  lists  for  each 
district  or  locality.  The  commissions  shall  require  an  applicant  for  registra¬ 
tion  for  the  labor  service  to  furnish  such  evidence  or  pass  such  examination 
as  they  may  deem  proper  with  respect  to  his  age,  residence,  physical  con¬ 
dition,  ability  to  labor,  skill,  capacity  and  experience  in  the  trade  or  employ¬ 
ment  for  which  he  applies. 
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§  19.  Official  roster;  reports  of  appointing  officers. —  No  person  shall  be 
appointed  to  or  employed  in  any  position  in  the  classified  service  of  the  state 
or  of  any  civil  division  or  city  thereof  for  which  rules  have  been  prescribed 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  until  he  lias  passed  an  examination 
or  is  shown  to  be  especially  exempted  from  such  examination  in  conformity 
with  such  rules  and  the  provisions  of  this  chapter.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
each  appointing  officer  of  the  state  or  any  such  civil  division  thereof,  except 
cities,  to  report  to  the  state  civil  service  commission  forthwith  upon  such 
appointment  or  employment  the  name  of  such  appointee  or  employee,  the  title 
and  character  of  his  office  or  employment,  the  date  of  the  commencement  of 
service  by  virtue  thereof  and  the  salary  or  compensation  thereof,  and  to 
report  from  time  to  time  and  upon  the  date  of  official  action  in  or  knowledge 
of  each  case,  any  separation  of  a  person  from  the  service,  or  other  change 
therein,  and  such  other  information  as  the  commission  may  require,  in  order 
to  keep  the  roster  hereinafter  mentioned.  The  commission  shall  keep  in  its 
office  an  official  roster  of  the  classified  civil  service  of  the  state  and  of  each 
of  the  civil  divisions  thereof  for  which  rules  have  been  prescribed  pursuant  to 
this  chapter,  except  cities,  and  shall  enter  thereon  the  name  of  each  and 
every  person  who  has  been  appointed  to,  employed,  promoted  or  reinstated  in 
any  position  in  such  service,  upon  such  evidence  as  it  may  require  or  deem 
satisfactory  that  such  person  was  appointed  to,  promoted  or  reinstated  in  the 
service  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  law  and  the  rules  prescribed 
pursuant  to  this  chapter.  The  official  roster  shall  show  opposite  or  in  con¬ 
nection  with  each  name  the  date  of  appointment,  employment,  promotion  or 
reinstatement,  the  compensation  of  the  position,  the  date  of  commencement 
of  service,  and  date  of  transfer  in  or  separation  from  service  by  dismissal, 
resignation,  cancellation  of  appointment  or  death.  In  like  manner  the  munici¬ 
pal  commission  of  each  city  shall  keep  in  its  office  an  official  roster  of  the 
classified  civil  service  of  such  city,  and  shall  enter  thereon  the  name  of  each 
and  every  person  who  has  been  appointed  to,  employed,  promoted  or  reinstated 
in  any  position  in  such  service,  upon  such  evidence  as  it  may  require  or  deem 
satisfactory  that  such  person  was  appointed  to,  or  employed,  promoted  or 
reinstated  in  the  service  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  law  and  of  the 
rules,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  appointing  officer  of  such  city  to  report 
to  such  municipal  commission  in  like  manner  as  is  hereinbefore  provided  for 
reports  from  appointing  officers  to  the  state  commission. 

§  20.  Disbursing  officers. —  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  comptroller  or 
other  fiscal  officer  of  the  state  or  any  civil  division  or  city  thereof  for  which 
civil  service  rules  have  been  prescribed  pursuant  to  this  chapter,  to  draw,  sign 
or  issue,  or  authorize  the  drawing,  signing  or  issuing  of  any  warrant  on  the 
treasurer  or  other  disbursing  officer  of  the  state  or  such  civil  division  or  city 
thereof,  for  the  payment  of,  or  for  the  treasurer  or  other  disbursing  officer  of 
the  state  or  of  such  civil  division  or  city  thereof,  to  pay  any  salary  or  com¬ 
pensation  to  any  officer,  clerk  or  other  person  in  the  classified  service  of  the 
state  or  of  such  civil  division  or  city  thereof,  unless  an  estimate,  payroll  or 
account  for  such  salary  or  compensation,  containing  the  names  of  the  persons 
to  be  paid,  shall  bear  the  certificate  of  the  state  civil  service  commission,  or 
in  case  of  the  service  of  a  city,  the  certificate  of  the  municipal  civil  service 
commission  of  such  city,  that  the  persons  named  in  such  estimate,  payroll  or

account  have  been  appointed  or  employed  or  promoted  in  pursuance  of  law  and 
of  the  rules  made  in  pursuance  of  law.  Any  officer,  clerk  or  other  person 
entitled  to  be  certified  by  said  commission,  or  either  of  them,  to  the  comp¬ 
troller,  treasurer  or  other  fiscal  or  disbursing  officer  of  the  state  or  any  city 
or  civil  division  thereof,  as  having  been  appointed  or  employed  in  pursuance 
of  law  and  of  the  rules  made  in  pursuance  of  law,  and  refused  such  certificate, 
may  maintain  a  proceeding  by  mandamus  to  compel  such  commission  or  com¬ 
missions  to  issue  such  certificate.  If  the  state  civil  service  commission  or  any 
municipal  civil  service  commission  shall  find  that  any  person  has  been  trans¬ 
ferred,  assigned  to  perform  duties  or  reinstated  in  violation  of  any  provision 
of  the  civil  service  law  or  of  the  rules  adopted  thereunder,  it  shall  so  notify 
the  comptroller  or  other  fiscal  officer  of  the  state  or  of  the  appropriate  civil 
division  or  city  thereof  and  thereafter  such  officer  shall  not  draw,  sign  or 
issue  or  authorize  the  drawing,  signing  or  issuing  of  any  warrant  on  the 
treasurer  or  other  disbursing  officer  for  the  payment  of  salary  or  compensa¬ 
tion  to  any  such  person.  Any  such  person  may  maintain  a  proceeding  by 
mandamus  to  compel  the  payment  of  salary  or  compensation  so  withheld, 
if  lawfully  entitled  thereto.  Any  sums  paid  contrary  to  the  provisions 
of  this  section  may  be  recovered  from  anv  officer  or  officers  making  such 
appointment  in  contravention  of  the  provisions  of  law  and  of  the  rules  made 
in  pursuance  of  law,  or  any  officer  signing  or  countersigning,  or  authorizing 
the  signing  or  countersigning  of  any  warrant  for  the  payment  of  the  same, 
and  from  the  sureties  on  his  official  bond,  in  an  action  in  the  supreme  court 
of  the  state,  maintained  by  a  citizen  resident  therein,  who  is  assessed  for  and 
is  liable  to  pay,  or  within  one  year  before  the  commencement  of  the  action, 
has  paid  a  tax  therein.  All  moneys  recovered  in  any  action  brought  under 
the  provisions  of  this  section  must,  when  collected,  be  paid  into  the  treasury 
of  the  state  or  such  civil  division  thereof,  except  that  the  plaintiff  in  any 
such  action  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  for  his  own  use  the  taxable  costs  of 
such  action.  (As  amended  by  chap.  240,  Laws  of  1909;  chap.  67,  Laws  of 
1914.) 

§  21.  Preferences  allowed  honorably  discharged  soldiers,  sailors  and 
marines. —  In  every  public  department  and  upon  all  public  works  of  the 
state  of  Xew  York  and  of  the  cities,  counties,  towns  and  villages  thereof, 
honorably  discharged  soldiers,  sailors  and  marines  from  the  army  and  navy  of 
the  United  States  in  the  late  civil  war  who  are  citizens  and  residents  of  this 
state,  shall  he  entitled  to  preference  in  appointment  and  promotion  without 
regard  to  their  standing  on  any  list  from  which  such  appointment  or  pro¬ 
motion  may  be  made  to  all  competitive  and  non-competitive  positions  provided 
their  qualifications  and  fitness  shall  have  been  ascertained  as  provided  in  this 
chapter  and  the  rules  and  regulations  in  pursuance  thereof ;  and  a  person 
thus  preferred  shall  not  be  disqualified  from  holding  any  position  in  the  civil 
service  on  account  of  his  age  or  by  reason  of  any  physical  disability  provided 
such  age  or  disability  does  not  render  him  incompetent  to  perform  the  duties 
of  the  position  applied  for.  Whenever  any  list  of  eligible  persons,  prepared 
under  authority  of  this  chapter,  shall  contain  the  names  of  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  soldiers,  sailors  and  marines  entitled  to  preference  as  aforesaid  any 
reference  in  this  chapter  or  in  the  rules  and  regulations  in  pursuance  thereof 
to  the  persons  standing  highest  on  such  list  shall  be  deemed  to  indicate  those 
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standing  highest  of  those  entitled  to  preference  by  the  provisions  of  this 
section  and  such  persons  shall  be  given  preference  on  any  list  of  registered 
applicants  for  employment  in  the  labor  service,  in  accordance  with  the  dates 
of  their  several  applications  as  though  such  applications  had  been  filed  prior 
to  those  of  any  persons  on  such  lists  not  entitled  to  the  preference  provided 
by  this  section.  A  refusal  to  allow  the  preference  provided  for  in  this  and 
the  next  succeeding  section  to  any  honorably  discharged  soldier,  sailor  or 
marine  or  a  reduction  of  his  compensation  intended  to  bring  about  his 
resignation  shall  be  deemed  a  misdemeanor,  and  such  honorably  discharged 
soldier,  sailor  or  marine  shall  have  a  right  of  action  therefor  in  any  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction  for  damages,  and  also  a  remedy  by  mandamus  for 
righting  the  wrong. 

§  22.  Power  of  removal  limited. —  Every  person  whose  rights  may  be  in 
any  way  prejudiced  contrary  to  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be 
entitled  to  a  writ  of  mandamus  to  remedy  the  wrong.  No  person  holding  a 
position  by  appointment  or  employment  in  the  state  of  New  York  or  in  the 
several  cities,  counties,  towns  or  villages  thereof  who  is  an  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  soldier,  sailor  or  marine,  having  served  as  such  in  the  Union  army 
or  navy  during  the  war  of  the  rebellion,  or  who  is  an  honorably  discharged 
soldier,  sailor  or  marine,  having  served  as  such  in  the  army  or  navy  of 
the  United  States  during  the  late  war  with  Spain  or  the  incidental  insurrec¬ 
tion  in  the  Philippines  prior  to  July  fourth,  nineteen  hundred  and  two,  or  who 
shall  have  served  the  term  required  by  law  in  the  volunteer  fire  depart¬ 
ment  of  any  city,  town  or  village  in  the  state,  or  who  shall  have  been 
a  member  thereof  at  the  time  of  the  disbandment  of  such  volunteer  fire 
department  shall  be  removed  from  such  position  except  for  incompetency 
or  misconduct  shown  after  a  hearing  upon  due  notice  upon  stated  charges, 
and  with  the  right  to  such  employee  or  appointee  to  a  review  by  a  writ 
of  certiorari.  If  the  position  so  held  by  any  such  honorably  discharged 
soldier,  sailor  or  marine  or  volunteer  fireman  shall  become  unnecessary 
or  be  abolished  for  reasons  of  economy  or  otherwise,  the  said  honorably 
discharged  soldier,  sailor  or  marine  or  volunteer  fireman  holding  the  same 
shall  not  be  discharged  from  the  public  service,  but  shall  be  transferred 
to  any  branch  of  the  said  service  for  duty  in  such  position  as  lie  may  be 
fitted  to  fill,  receiving  the  same  compensation  therefor,  and  it  is  hereby 
made  the  duty  of  all  persons  clothed  with  power  of  appointment  to  make  such 
transfer  effective.  The  burden  of  proving  incompetency  or  misconduct  shall  be 
upon  the  person  alleging  the  same.  In  every  county  of  the  state  wholly 
included  within  the  limits  of  a  city  but  not  comprising  the  whole  of  such 
city,  no  regular  clerk  or  head  of  a  bureau  or  person  holding  a  position  in  the 
classified  state  civil  service,  subject  to  competitive  examination,  shall  be 
removed  until  he  has  been  allowed  an  opportunity  of  making  an  explanation; 
and  in  every  case  of  removal  the  true  grounds  thereof  shall  be  forthwith 
entered  upon  the  records  of  the  department  of  the  otTice  in  which  he  has  been 
employed,  and  a  copy  filed  with  the  state  civil  service  commission.  In  case 
of  a  removal,  a  statement  showing  the  reasons  therefor  shall  be  filed  in  the 
department  or  office  where  such  clerk,  head  of  a  bureau  or  person  had  been 
employed.  Whenever  such  offices,  positions  or  employments  in  every  county 
of  the  state  hereinbefore  specified  are  abolished  or  made  unnecessary,  it  shall 
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be  the  duty  of  the  head  of  the  department  or  office  in  which  such  persons  had 
been  employed,  to  furnish  the  names  of  the  person  or  persons  affected  to  the 
state  civil  service  commission,  with  a  statement  in  the  case  of  each  of  the 
date  of  his  original  appointment  in  the  service.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
state  civil  service  commission  forthwith  to  place  the  names  of  said  persons 
upon  a  list  of  suspended  employees  for  the  office  or  position  or  for  the  class 
of  work  in  which  they  have  been  employed,  or  for  any  corresponding  or  similar 
office,  position  or  class  of  work,  and  to  certify  the  said  persons  for  reinstate¬ 
ment  or  re-employment  in  the  order  of  their  original  appointment  before 
making  certification  from  any  other  list.  The  failure  of  any  person  on  any 
such  list  for  reinstatement  or  re-employment  to  accept  after  reasonable  notice, 
an.  office  or  position  in  the  same  county  and  at  the  same  salary  or  wages  as  the 
position  formerly  held  by  him,  shall  be  held  to  be  a  relinquishment  of  his  right 
to  reinstatement  as  herein  stated.  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to 
apply  to  the  position  of  private  secretary,  cashier  or  deputy  of  any  official  or 
department.  (As  amended  by  chap.  264,  Laws  of  1910.) 

§  23.  Compensation  of  veterans  reinstated  by  order  of  the  courts. — Any 
honorably  discharged  soldier,  sailor  or  marine,  who  having  served  as  such  in 
the  Union  army  or  navy  during  the  war  of  the  rebellion,  shall  have  been,  or 
may  hereafter  be  removed  from  any  position  held  by  him  by  appointment  or 
employment  in  the  state  of  New  York  or  in  the  several  cities,  counties,  towns 
or  villages  thereof  in  contravention  or  violation  of  any  provision  of  section 
twenty -two  of  this  article  and  who  shall  have  been  restored  to  such  position 
or  employment  either  by  a  peremptory  writ  of  mandamus  of  the  supreme  court 
or  by  final  order  on  a  writ  of  certiorari,  as  authorized  by  said  section  twenty- 
two,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  and  shall  receive  from  said  state  or  the  city, 
county,  town  or  village  thereof  under  which  said  position  or  employment  was 
held  by  him,  the  same  compensation  therefor  from  the  date  of  such  unlawful 
removal  to  the  date  of  his  said  restoration  to  said  position  or  employment 
which  he  would  have  been  entitled  by  law  to  have  received  in  such  position 
or  employment  but  for  such  unlawful  removal,  and  such  veteran  shall  be 
entitled  to  a  writ  of  mandamus  to  enforce  the  payment  thereof,  but  such 
compensation  or  salary  or  wages,  due  in  such  position  or  employment,  shall 
be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  sections  four  hundred  seventy-four  and  four 
hundred  seventy-five  of  the  judiciary  law  for  services  rendered  in  either  or 
both  said  special  proceedings  but  otherwise  shall  be  paid  only  directly  to 
such  veteran. 

§  24.  Misdemeanor  to  obstruct  right  of  examination;  false  representation; 
impersonation  in  examination. — Any  commissioner,  or  examiner,  or  any 
other  person  who  shall  wilfully  by  himself  or  in  co-operation  with  other  per¬ 
sons,  defeat,  deceive  or  obstruct  any  person  in  respect  of  his  or  her  right  of 
examination,  or  registration,  according  to  any  rules  or  regulations  prescribed 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  or  who  shall  wilfully  and  falsely 
mark,  grade,  estimate  or  report  upon  the  examination  or  proper  standing  of 
any  person  examined,  registered  or  certified,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
this  chapter,  or  aid  in  so  doing,  or  who  shall  wilfully  make  any  false  repre¬ 
sentations  concerning  the  same,  or  concerning  the  person  examined,  or  who 
shall  wilfully  furnish  to  any  person  any  special  or  secret  information  for  the

purpose  of  either  improving  or  injuring  the  prospects  or  chances  of  any 
person  so  examined,  registered  or  certified,  or  to  be  examined,  registered  or 
certified,  or  who  shall  personate  any  other  person,  or  permit  or  aid  in  any 
manner  any  other  person  to  personate  him,  in  connection  with  any  examination 
or  registration,  or  application  or  request  to  be  examined  or  registered,  shall 
for  each  offense  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

§  25.  Recommendations  for  appointment  or  promotion. —  No  recommenda¬ 
tion  or  question  under  the  authority  of  this  chapter  shall  relate  to  the 
political  opinions  or  affiliations  of  any  person  whatever;  and  no  appointment 
or  selection  to  or  removal  from  an  office  or  employment  within  the  scope  of 
the  rules  established  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  in  any  manner  affected  or  in¬ 
fluenced  by  such  opinions  or  affiliations.  No  person  in  the  civil  service  of 
the  state  or  of  any  civil  division  or  city  thereof,  is  for  that  reason  under  any 
obligation  to  contribute  to  any  political  fund  or  to  render  any  political 
service,  and  no  person  shall  be  removed  or  otherwise  prejudiced  for  refusing 
so  to  do.  No  person  in  the  said  civil  service  shall  discharge  or  promote  or 
reduce,  or  in  any  manner  change  the  official  rank  or  compensation  of  any 
other  person  in  said  service,  or  promise  or  threaten  so  to  do  for  giving  or 
withholding  or  neglecting  to  make  any  contribution  of  money  or  service  or  any 
other  valuable  thing  for  any  political  purpose.  No  person  in  said  service 
shall  use  his  official  authority  or  influence  to  coerce  the  political  action  of  any 
person  or  body,  or  to  interfere  with  any  election. 

§  26.  Political  assessments  prohibited. —  No  officer,  agent,  clerk  or  em¬ 
ployee  under  the  government  of  the  state  of  New  Yoi  k  or  any  civil  division 
or  city  thereof  shall,  directly  or  indirectly,  use  his  authority  or  official  in¬ 
fluence  to  compel  or  induce  any  other  officer,  clerk,  agent  or  employee  under 
said  government,  or  any  civil  division  or  city  thereof,  to  pay  or  promise  to 
pay  any  political  assessment,  subscription  or  contribution.  Every  said  officer, 
agent,  clerk  or  employee  who  may  have  charge  or  control  in  any  building, 
office  or  room  occupied  for  any  purpose  of  said  government,  or  any  said 
division  or  city  thereof,  is  hereby  authorized  to  prohibit  the  entry  of  any 
person,  and  he  shall  not  knowingly  permit  any  person  to  enter  the  same  for 
the  purpose  of  therein  making,  collecting,  receiving  or  giving  notice  of  any 
political  assessment,  subscription  or  contribution  ;  and  no  person  shad  1  enter 
or  remain  in  any  said  office,  building  or  room,  or  send  or  direct  an}^  letter  or 
other  writing  thereto,  for  the  purpose  of  giving  notice  of,  demanding  or  col¬ 
lecting  a  political  assessment,  nor  shall  any  person  therein  give  notice  of, 
demand,  collect  or  receive  any  such  assessment,  subscription  or  contribution; 
and  no  person  shall  prepare  or  make  out,  or  take  any  part  in  preparing  or 
making  out,  any  political  assessment,  subscription  or  contribution  with  the 
intent  that  the  same  shall  be  sent  or  presented  to  or  collected  of  any  officer, 
agent  or  employee  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  under  the  govern¬ 
ment  of  the  state  of  New  York,  or  that  of  any  civil  division  or  city  thereof, 
and  no  person  shall  knowingly  send  or  present  any  political  assessment,  sub¬ 
scription  or  contribution  to  or  request  its  payment  of  any  said  oflieer,  agent 
or  employee.  Any  person  who  shall  be  guilty  of  violating  any  provision  ot 
this  section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 
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§  27.  Officers  or  candidates  not  to  promise  influence;  “public  officer”  and 
“  public  employee  ”  defined. —  Whoever,  while  holding  any  public  office,  or 
in  nomination  for,  or  while  seeking  a  nomination  or  appointment  for  any 
public  office,  shall  corruptly  use  or  promise  to  use,  whether  directly  or  in¬ 
directly,  any  official  authority  or  influence,  whether  then  possessed  or  merely 
anticipated,  in  the  way  cf  conferring  upon  any  person,  or  in  order  to  secure 
or  aid  any  person  in  securing  any  office  or  public  employment,  or  any  nomina¬ 
tion.  confirmation,  promotion  or  increase  of  salary,  upon  the  consideration  o^- 
condition  that  the  vote  or  political  influence  or  action  of  the  last-named 
person,  or  any  other,  shall  be  given  or  used  in  behalf  of  any  candidate,  officer 
or  party,  or  upon  any  other  corrupt  condition  or  consideration,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  bribery  or  an  attempt  at  bribery.  And  whoever,  being  a 
public  officer,  or  having  or  claiming  to  have  any  authority  or  influence  for  or 
affecting  the  nomination,  public  employment,  confirmation,  promotion,  removal 
or  increase  or  decrease  of  salary  of  any  public  officer,  shall  corruptly  use,  or 
promise,  or  threaten  to  use  any  such  authority  or  influence,  directly  or  in¬ 
directly,  in  order  to  coerce  or  persuade  the  vote  or  political  action  of  any 
citizen  or  the  removal,  discharge  or  promotion  of  any  officer  or  public 
employee,  or  upon  any  other  corrupt  consideration,  shall  also  be  guilty  of 
bribery  or  of  an  attempt  at  bribery.  Every  person  found  guilty  of  such 
bribery,  or  an  attempt  to  commit  the  same,  as  aforesaid,  shall,  upon  convic¬ 
tion  thereof,  be  liable  to  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred 
dollars  nor  more  than  three  thousand  dollars,  or  to  be  imprisoned  not  less  than 
ten  days  nor  more  than  two  years,  or  to  both  said  fine  and  said  imprisonment, 
in  the  discretion  of  the  court.  The  phrase  “  public  officer  ”  shall  be  held  to 
include  all  public  officials  in  this  state,  whether  paid  directly  or  indirectly 
from  the  public  treasury  of  the  state,  or  from  that  of  any  civil  division 
thereof,  or  by  fees  or  otherwise;  and  the  phrase  “public  employee”  shall  be 
held  to  include  every  person  not  an  officer  who  is  paid  from  any  said  treasury. 

§  28.  Taxpayer’s  action. — Any  taxpayer  shall  have  the  right  to  bring  an 
action  in  the  supreme  court  to  restrain  the  payment  of  salary  or  other  com¬ 
pensation  to  any  person  appointed  to  or  holding  any  office,  place  or  employ¬ 
ment  in  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  and  such  right 
shall  not  be  limited  or  denied  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  said  office,  place  or 
employment  shall  have  been  classified  as,  or  determined  to  be,  not  subject  to 
competitive  examination;  provided,  however,  that  any  judgment  or  injunc¬ 
tion  granted  or  made  in  any  such  action  shall  be  prospective  only,  and  shall 
not  affect  payments  already  made  or  due  to  such  persons  by  the  proper  dis¬ 
bursing  officers,  in  accordance  with  the  civil  service  rules  in  force  at  the  time 
of  such  payments.  (As  amended  by  chap.  513,  Laws  of  1914.) 

§  29.  Publication  cf  examination  pamphlet  and  civil  list. —  The  state  civil 
service  commission  may  publish,  and  sell  for  a  nominal  sum,  a  pamphlet  con¬ 
taining  papers  to  illustrate  to  candidates  the  methods  of  examination,  and 
containing  such  other  information  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  commission  will  be 
useful  to  candidates  in  making  applications  and  preparing  for  competition. 
Such  commission  mav  also  publish  semi-annuallv,  revised  to  the  first  day  of 
January  or  the  first  day  of  July  preceding,  a  civil  list  of  the  state  and  county 
service.  Copies  of  such  list  shall  be  sent  free  to  state  officers,  members  of 
the  legislature  and  such  other  public  officers  as  the  commission  deems  ad- 
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visable,  and  copies  shall  also  be  placed  on  sale  at  a  minimum  price  sufficient 
to  cover  the  cost  of  publication  and  mailing.  (Added  by  chap.  590,  Laws 
of  1910.)

§  40.  Application. —  The  provisions  of  this  article  shall  apply  to  all  clerks, 
bookkeepers,  stenographers,  copyists,  messengers  and  other  employees  whose 
duties  are  of  a  clerical  character  in  all  the  state  departments,  bureaus,  com¬ 
missions  and  offices,  except  those  otherwise  fixed  by  law,  or  whose  salaries 
were  January  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  one,  more  than  the  maximum  fixed 
herein. 

§  41.  Classification  of  employees  in  grades. —  All  clerks,  bookkeepers, 
stenographers,  copyists,  messengers,  pages  or  other  employees  performing 
clerical  service  in  the  state  departments,  bureaus,  divisions,  commissions  and 
other  offices  excepting  deputies,  heads,  chiefs  and  assistant  heads  and  chiefs 
of  divisions  or  bureaus  shall  be  classified  in  one  of  the  following  grades,  in 
accordance  with  the  appropriations  made  by  the  legislature  for  such  purpose. 

§  42.  Salaries  for  each  grade. —  The  annual  salaries  of  employees  for  each 
grade  shall  not  be  to  exceed  the  following:  First  grade,  three  hundred  sixty 
dollars;  second  grade,  four  hundred  eighty  dollars;  third  grade,  six  hundred 
dollars;  fourth  grade,  seven  hundred  twenty  dollars;  fifth  grade,  nine  hundred 
dollars;  sixth  grade,  twelve  hundred  dollars;  seventh  grade,  fifteen  hundred 
dollars;  eighth  grade,  eighteen  hundred  dollars;  ninth  grade,  twenty-one  hun¬ 
dred  dollars;  tenth  grade,  twenty-four  hundred  dollars.  ^ 

§  43.  Extra  salary  or  compensation  prohibited. —  No  person  holding  a  posi¬ 
tion  or  employed  in  any  department,  bureau,  commission  or  office  to  which 
this  article  applies  and  for  which  a  definite  salary  or  compensation  has  been 
appropriated  or  designated,  shall  receive  any  extra  salary  or  compensation  in 
addition  to  that  so  fixed. 

§  44.  Temporary  service. —  All  departments,  bureaus,  commissions  or 
offices  which  have  been  granted  an  appropriation  for  temporary  clerical  serv¬ 
ice,  may  appoint  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  article  employees 
in  any  of  the  grades  heretofore  specified  below  the  eighth  grade,  which 
employees  shall  be  paid  from  the  special  appropriation  made  for  such  purpose, 
but  from  no  other  fund. 

§  45.  Appointments  and  promotions. —  Original  appointment  to  the  posi¬ 
tion  of  clerk,  bookkeeper,  stenographer,  copyist  or  messenger  shall  be  made  so 
far  as  practicable  to  the  lowest  grade  established  in  the  department,  bureau, 
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commission  or  office  in  which  the  appointment  is  made,  and  no  position  above 
&uch  grade  shall  be  filled  by  original  appointment  of  a  person  not  in  the 
service,  if  there  is  employed  in  the  same  office  or  department  in  a  similar 
position  in  a  lower  grade  any  person  who  is  competent  to  perform  the  duties 
of  the  higher  position  who  can  be  promoted.  Promotion  shall  be  made  by 
successive  grades  so  far  as  practicable,  and  no  person  shall  be  promoted  to  a 
position  in  the  higher  grade  who  has  not  served  at  least  six  months  in  the 
next  lower  grade.

CONSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION 


From  Article  V,  Section  9.  *  *  *  Appointments  and  promotions  in  the 

civil  service  of  the  state,  and  of  all  the  civil  divisions  thereof,  including 
cities  and  villages,  shall  be  made  according  to  merit  and  fitness  to  be  ascer¬ 
tained,  so  far  as  practicable,  by  examinations,  which,  so  far  as  practicable, 
shall  be  competitive;  provided,  however,  that  honorably7  discharged  soldiers 
and  sailors  from  the  armv  and  navy  of  the  United  States  in  the  late  civil  war, 
who  are  citizens  and  residents  of  this  state,  shall  be  entitled  to  preference  in 
appointment  and  promotion,  without  regard  to  their  standing  on  any  list 
from  which  such  appointment  or  promotion  may  be  made.  Laws  shall  be 
made  to  provide  for  the  enforcement  of  this  section.

The  Civil  Service  Commission  hereby  certifies  that,  in  compliance  with 
the  provisions  of  article  V,  section  9,  of  the  Constitution  and  of  chapter  15  of 
the  Laws  of  1909  of  the  State  of  New  York,  the  following  rules  for  the  regula¬ 
tion  of  the  classified  civil  service  of  the  State  of  New  York  and  the  civil 
divisions  thereof  have  been  duly  prescribed.

Rule  I.  Definition  of  Terms 

The  several  terms  hereinafter  mentioned,  whenever  used  in  these  rules  or 
in  any  regulations  thereunder,  shall  be  construed  as  follows: 

1.  Chapter  15  of  the  Laws  of  1909  shall  be  known  as  the  “  Civil  Service 
Law.” 

2.  The  term  “  commission  ”  or  “  state  commission  ”  means  the  state  civil 
service  commission. 

3.  The  term  “  municipal  commission  ”  means  the  municipal  civil  service 
commission  of  a  city. 

4.  The  “  civil  service  ”  of  the  state  of  New  York  or  any  of  its  civil  divi¬ 
sions  or  cities  includes  all  offices  and  positions  of  trust  or  employment  in 
the  service  of  the  state  or  of  such  civil  division  or  city,  except  such  offices 
and  positions  in  the  militia  and  the  military  departments  as  are  or  may  be 
created  under  the  provisions  of  article  XI  of  the  constitution. 

5.  The  “  state  service  ”  shall  include  all  such  offices  and  positions  in  the 
service  of  the  state,  or  of  any  of  its  civil  divisions,  except  a  city. 

6.  The  “  city  service  ”  shall  include  such  positions  in  the  service  of  any 
city. 

7.  The  term  “  appointing  officer  ”  signifies  the  officer,  commission,  board 
or  body  having  the  power  of  appointment  to  subordinate  positions  in  any 
office,  court,  department,  commission,  board  or  institution. 

8.  The  term  “  class  ”  refers  to  the  divisions  of  the  classified  civil  service 
based  upon  the  distinctive  methods  of  appointment  to  the  positions  com¬ 
prehended  therein. 

9.  The  term  “  group  ”  refers  to  the  divisions  in  a  class  based  upon  the 
character  of  the  duties  of  the  positions,  without  regard  to  the  salaries 
received. 

10.  The  term  “  subdivision  ”  refers  to  the  divisions  of  positions  in  a  group 
more  specially  arranged  according  to  details  for  the  purpose  of  examinations, 
identical  in  whole  or  in  part. 

11.  The  term  “grade”  refers  to  the  divisions  of  any  group  or  subdivision 
upon  the  basis  of  salary  or  compensation  received. 
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12.  The  word  “  compensation  ”  shall  be  construed  as  the  annual  salary  of 
the  position  or  its  equivalent  when  stated  by  the  day,  week  or  month,  and 
shall  include  proper  commutation  for  lodgings  and  board,  or  either,  when 
the  same  are  furnished  free  as  a  part  of  such  compensation,  and  such  rate 
of  commutation  shall  be  fixed  by  regulation  of  the  commission. 

13.  The  term  “veterans”  refers  to  honorably  discharged  soldiers  and  sail¬ 
ors  from  the  army  and  navy  of  the  United  States,  in  the  late  civil  war,  who 
are  citizens  and  residents  of  this  state. 

14.  The  terms  “  laborer  ”  and  “  unskilled  laborer  ”  are  used  synonymously 
and  shall  be  construed  as  applying  only  to  persons  employed  as  ordinary 
laborers,  and  shall  not  include  mechanics,  artisans,  tradesmen  and  other 
skilled  laborers,  and  no  person  shall  be  deemed  a  “  laborer  ”  who  receives  a 
compensation  greater  than  two  dollars  for  each  day  of  actual  service  or 
sixty  dollars  per  month,  unless  facts  relating  to  the  work  done  by  such  per¬ 
son  are  presented  to  the  commission  showing  that  such  work  is  that  of  an 
ordinary  unskilled  laborer. 

15.  The  masculine  pronoun  “  he  ”  and  its  derivatives  shall  include  the 
feminine  pronoun  “  she  ”  and  its  derivatives. 

16.  W  henever  in  these  rules  there  is  a  direction  that  the  commission  shall 
report  any  matter  to  the  legislature  it  shall  be  construed  as  referring  to  the 
next  ensuing  annual  report  of  the  commission  to  the  legislature,  as  required 
by  law. 

Rule  II.  General  Provisions 

1.  The  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  civil  service  law  or  of  these 
rules  by  any  person  in  the  civil  service  of  the  state  or  of  any  civil  division 
or  city  thereof  shall  be  considered  a  good  cause  for  the  dismissal  of  such 
person  from  the  service. 

2.  No  person  in  the  civil  service  of  the  state  or  of  any  civil  division  or 
city  thereof  shall  use  his  official  authority  or  influence  to  coerce  the  political 
action  of  any  person  or  body;  or  shall  dismiss  or  cause  to  be  dismissed,  or 
make  any  attempt  to  procure  the  dismissal  of,  or  in  any  manner  change  the 
official  rank  or  compensation  of,  any  person  in  such  service,  because  of  his 
political  opinions  or  affiliations. 

3.  No  question  in  any  examination,  or  form  of  application  or  other  pro¬ 
ceeding  by  or  under  the  state  commission  or  any  municipal  commission  or 
their  examiners  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  elicit  information  concerning,  nor 
any  other  attempt  be  made  to  ascertain  the  political  opinions  or  affiliations 
of  any  applicant,  competitor  or  eligible,  and  all  disclosures  thereof  shall  be 
discountenanced  by  the  commission  and  its  examiners,  and  no  discrimination 
shall  be  exercised,  threatened  or  promised  against  or  in  favor  of  any  appli¬ 
cant,  competitor  or  eligible,  because  of  his  political  opinions  or  affiliations, 

4.  No  recoinmendation  of  an  applicant,  competitor  or  eligible  involving  any 
disclosure  of  his  political  opinions  or  affiliations  shall  be  received,  filed  or 
considered  by  the  commission,  by  an  examining  board,  or  by  any  nominating 
or  appointing  officer. 

5.  No  appointment  or  selection  to  or  removal  from  an  office  or  employ¬ 
ment  within  the  scope  of  any  rules  established  under  the  civil  service  law 
shall  be  in  any  manner  affected  or  influenced  by  any  political  opinions  or 
affiliations. 
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6.  No  person  in  the  civil  service  of  the  state  or  of  any  civil  division  or 
city  thereof  shall  be  obliged  to  contribute  to  any  political  fund  or  to  render 
any  political  service;  nor  shall  any  such  person,  directly  or  indirectly,  use 
his  authority  or  official  influence  to  compel  or  induce  any  other  person  in 
such  service  to  pay  or  promise  to  pay  any  political  assessment,  subscription 
or  contribution. 

7.  In  making  removals  or  reductions,  or  in  imposing  penalties  for  delin¬ 
quency  or  misconduct,  in  the  state  service  or  city  service  penalties  like  in 
character  shall  be  imposed  for  like  offenses  and  action  thereon  shall  be  taken 
irrespective  of  the  political  opinions  or  affiliations  of  the  offenders. 

Rule  III.  Classification  of  the  State  Service 

1.  The  civil  service  of  the  state  and  of  each  of  its  civil  divisions  shall  be 
divided  into  the  unclassified  service  and  the  classified  service. 

2.  The  unclassified  service  shall  comprise  all  elective  offices;  all  offices 
filled  by  election  or  appointment  by  the  legislature  on  joint  ballot;  all  per¬ 
sons  appointed  by  name  in  any  statute;  all  legislative  officers  and  employees; 
all  offices  filled  by  appointment  by  the  governor,  either  upon  or  without  con¬ 
firmation  by  the  senate,  except  officers  and  employees  in  the  executive  offices; 
all  election  officers;  the  head  or  heads  of  any  department  of  the  government; 
and  persons  employed  in  or  who  seek  to  enter  the  public  service  as  superin¬ 
tendents,  principals  or  teachers  in  a  public  school  or  academy  or  in  a  state 
normal  school  or  college. 

3.  The  classified  service  shall  comprise  all  positions  not  included  in  the 
unclassified  service  and  shall  be  arranged  in  three  classes:  the  exempt  class, 
the  competitive  class,  and  the  non-competitive  class. 

4.  The  classification  by  or  under  these  rules  in  the  competitive  class  of  any 
position  previously  exempt  from  examination  or  subject  to  non-competitive 
examination  shall  not  be  deemed  to  confer  upon  the  persons  holding  such 
position  at  the  time  of  such  change  in  classification  any  right  or  privilege 
of  transfer  or  promotion  to  a  position  in  the  competitive  class  under  these 
rules,  except  as  permitted  by  sections  14  and  16  of  the  civil  service  law. 

5.  If  at  the  time  of  promulgation  of  these  rules  there  are  in  any  office, 
department  or  institution  more  persons  holding  any  position  classified  hereby 
in  the  exempt  class  than  the  number  specified  in  such  class  by  these  rules, 
no  further  appointments  shall  be  made  under  such  exemption  until  the  num¬ 
ber  of  such  persons  in  the  service  in  said  position  shall  have  fallen  below  the 
number  so  specified. 

Rule  IV.  Appointments  to  and  Employment  in  the  Classified  Service 

1.  In  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  section  9  of  article  V  of  the  consti¬ 
tution  and  of  the  civil  service  law  there  shall  be  provided,  to  ascertain  merit 
and  fitness  for  admission  to  the  classified  service,  examinations  to  be  made 
under  the  general  direction  of  the  commission. 

2.  No  person  shall  be  appointed  to  or  employed  in  any  position  in  the 
classified  service  of  the  state  or  of  any  city  or  political  division  thereof  for 
which  rules  have  been  prescribed  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  civ:! 
service  law  until  he  has  passed  an  examination,  or  is  shown  to  be  especially 
exempted  from  such  examination,  in  accordance  with  such  rules  and  the 
provisions  of  the  civil  service  law. 
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3.  No  person  shall  be  appointed  or  employed  under  any  title  not  appro¬ 
priate  to  the  duties  to  be  performed,  and  no  person  shall  be  transferred  to 
or  assigned  to  perform  the  duties  of  any  position  subject  to  competitive  ex¬ 
amination,  unless  lie  shall  have  previously  passed  an  open  competitive  exam¬ 
ination  equivalent  to  that  required  for  such  position,  or  unless  he  shall  have 
served  with  fidelity  in  a  similar  position  for  at  least  three  years. 

4.  Appointments  to  positions  in  the  state  service  the  duties  of  which  are 
confined  to  a  locality  outside  of  Albany  county,  shall,  so  far  as  practicable, 
be  made  from  residents  of  the  judicial  district  or  districts  including  such 
locality. 

5.  Appointments  to  positions  in  the  service  of  any  county  or  village  to 
which  the  provisions  of  these  rules  apply  shall  be  made  from  residents  of 
such  county  or  village,  provided  that  such  requirement  as  to  residence  may 
be  specially  suspended  by  the  commission  as  to  any  position  requiring  high 
professional,  scientific  or  technical  qualifications,  or  in  cases  where  through 
low  compensation  for  services  such  requirement  is  disadvantageous  to  the 
public  interests,  but  all  such  cases,  whether  of  individuals  or  groups,  with 
the  reasons  therefor,  shall  be  reported  to  the  legislature. 


Rule  V.  The  Exempt  Class 

The  following  positions  shall  be  included  in  the  exempt  class: 

1.  the  deputies  of  principal  executive  officers  authorized  by  law  to  act 
generally  for  and  in  place  of  their  principals. 

2.  One  secretary  of  each  officer,  board  and  commission  authorized  by  law 
to  appoint  a  secretary. 

3.  One  clerk,  and  one  deputy  clerk  if  authorized  by  law,  of  each  court, 
and  one  clerk  of  each  elective  judicial  officer. 

4.  All  unskilled  laborers  and  such  skilled  laborers  as  are  not  included  in 
the  competitive  class  or  the  non-competitive  class. 

5.  All  such  other  subordinate  positions  as  the  commission  may  deem  it 
impracticable  to  fill  by  competitive  or  non-competitive  examinations. 

No  office  or  position  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  the  exempt  class  unless  it  is 
specifically  named  in  this  rule,  nor  shall  more  than  one  appointment  be  made 
to  or  under  the  title  of  any  such  office  or  position,  unless  a  different  number 
is  specifically  mentioned  in  this  rule.

and  subdivision. 

2.  The  commission  may  further  subdivide  for  the  purposes  of  examination 
the  positions  in  any  group  or  subdivision  thereof,  so  as  to  test  practically  the 
special  qualifications  requisite  for  such  positions. 

3.  The  classification  of  all  positions  shall  be  governed  solely  by  the  respect¬ 
ive  duties  and  functions  of  such  positions,  and  in  requesting  from  the  com¬ 
mission  certifications  from  eligible  lists  for  selection  for  appointment,  the 
heads  of  offices  shall  give  in  detail  the  duties  attached  to  such  positions,  and 
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shall  name  so  near  as  may  be  the  groups  and  subdivisions  that  comprise  re¬ 
spectively  such  duties  and  functions. 

4.  For  the  purpose  of  orderly  arrangement  and  of  regulated  promotion,  the 
positions  in  each  subdivision  of  each  group  shall  be  divided  into  grades  based 
upon  the  rates  of  annual  compensation. 

Grades  of  employment  fixed  by  law,  or  by  regulation  of  any  department, 
office  or  institution  made  in  pursuance  of  law,  shall  be  the  grades  for  pur¬ 
poses  of  promotion  under  this  rule. 

In  the  Supreme  Court  and  the  County  Court,  county  of  Kings,  positions 
shall  be  graded  as  follows: 

Grade  A.  Court  officers  or  court  attendants,  salaries  from  $1,500  to  $2,000 
per  annum,  inclusive. 

Grade  B.  Clerks  and  assistant  clerks,  salaries  $2,000  to  $4,500  per  annum.

Grade  D.  Court  stenographers,  salaries  $3,600  per  annum. 

Promotions  from  Grade  A  to  Grade  B  will  be  allowed  upon  competitive 
examination. 

In  the  Supreme  Court,  county  of  Queens,  positions  shall  be  graded  as  fol¬ 
lows: 

Grade  A.  Court  officers  or  court  attendants,  salaries  from  $1,500  to  $2,000 
per  annum,  inclusive. 

Grade  B.  Clerks  and  assistant  clerks,  salaries  $2,000  to  $4,500  per  annum. 

Grade  C.  Court  interpreters,  salaries  $1,500  to  $2,000  per  annum. 

Promotions  from  Grade  A  to  Grade  B  will  be  allowed  upon  competitive 
examination. 

In  the  County  Court,  county  of  Queens,  positions  shall  be  graded  as  follows: 

Grade  A.  Court  officers,  attendants  and  crier,  salaries  from  $1,500  to  $2,000 
per  annum,  inclusive. 

Grade  B.  Clerks  and  assistant  clerks,  salaries  $2,000  to  $4,000  per  annum, 
inclusive. 

Grade  C.  Court  interpreters,  salaries  $1,500  to  $2,500  per  annum,  inclusive. 

Grade  D.  Court  stenographers,  salaries  $3,000  per  annum. 

Promotions  from  Grade  A  to  Grade  B  will  be  allowed  upon  competitive 
examination. 

In  the  Supreme  Court,  county  of  Richmond,  positions  shall  be  graded  as 
follows : 

Grade  A.  Court  officers  or  court  attendants,  salaries  from  $1,200  to  $1,800 
per  annum,  inclusive. 

Grade  B.  Clerks  and  assistant  clerks,  salaries  from  $2,000  to  $4,000  per 
annum. 

Promotion  from  Grade  A  to  Grade  B  will  be  allowed  upon  competitive 
examination. 

In  all  other  cases  positions  shall  be  graded  as  follows: 

Grade  1.  All  positions,  the  compensation  of  which  is  at  the  rate  of  not 
more  than  $360  per  annum. 

Grade  2.  All  positions,  the  compensation  of  which  is  at  the  rate  of  more 
than  $360,  but  not  more  than  $480  per  annum. 

Grade  3.  All  positions,  the  compensation  of  which  is  at  the  rate  of  more 
than  $480,  but  not  more  than  $600  per  annum. 

Grade  4.  All  positions,  the  compensation  of  which  is  at  the  rate  of  more 
than  $600,  but  not  more  than  $720  per  annum. 
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Grade  5.  All  positions,  the  compensation  of  which  is  at  the  rate  of  more 
than  $720,  but  not  more  than  $900  per  annum. 

Grade  6.  All  positions,  the  compensation  of  which  is  at  the  rate  of  more 
than  $900,  but  not  more  than  $1,200  per  annum. 

Grade  7.  All  positions,  the  compensation  of  which  is  at  the  rate  of  more 
than  $1,200  but  not  more  than  $1,500  per  annum. 

Grade  8.  All  positions,  the  compensation  of  which  is  at  the  rate  of  mo~e 
than  $1,500,  but  not  more  than  $1,800  per  annum. 

Grade  9.  All  positions,  the  compensation  of  which  is  at  the  rate  of  more 
than  $1,800,  but  not  more  than  $2,100  per  annum. 

Grade  10.  All  positions,  the  compensation  of  which  is  at  the  rate  of  more 
than  $2,100,  but  not  more  than  $2,400  per  annum. 

Grade  11.  All  positions,  the  compensation  of  which  is  at  the  rate  of  more 
than  $2,400,  but  not  more  than  $3,000  per  annum. 

Grade  12.  All  positions,  the  compensation  of  which  is  at  the  rate  of 
more  than  $3,000  per  annum. 

Rule  VIII.  Appointments  to  Positions  in  the  Competitive  Class 

1.  Appointments  shall  be  made  to  or  employment  shall  be  given  in  all 
positions  in  the  competitive  class  that  are  not  filled  by  promotion,  reinstate¬ 
ment,  transfer  or  reduction  under  these  rules  by  selection  from  the  persons 
graded  highest  on  the  most  nearly  appropriate  eligible  list  resulting  from  open 
competitive  examination  held  by  the  commission,  except  as  herein  otherwise 
provided. 

2.  Whenever  an  appointing  officer  shall  request  a  certification  from  the  com¬ 
mission  for  appointment  to  or  employment  in  any  position  in  the  competitive 
class  he  shall  specify  the  title,  duties  and  compensation  of  such  position,  so 
that  certification  may  be  made  from  the  proper  eligible  list,  or  that  when 
necessary  a  proper  eligible  list  may  be  prepared  as  the  result  of  an  open 
competitive  examination  held  for  that  purpose.  The  secretary  shall  thereupon 
as  soon  as  practicable  certify  to  the  appointing  officer  for  appointment,  from 
the  eligible  list  most  nearly  appropriate  to  such  position,  as  it  may  then 
exist,  the  names  of  the  three  persons,  if  there  be  so  many,  standing  highest 
on  such  eligible  list,  indicating  such  of  them,  if  any,  as  are  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  soldiers,  sailors  or  marines  from  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United 
States  in  the  late  civil  war,  citizens  and  residents  of  this  state,  together  with 
the  average  percentages  and  postoffice  addresses'  of  such  persons.  If  the 
appointing  officer  shall  notify  the  commission  of  more  than  one  vacancy  at 
any  time,  the  secretary  shall  certify  to  the  appointing  officer  the  names  of  as 
many  persons  as  there  are  vacancies  to  be  filled,  with  the  addition  of  two 
names.  No  person  shall  be  certified  from  an  eligible  list  more  than  three  times 
to  the  same  appointing  officer  for  the  same  or  a  similar  position  at  the  same 
rate  of  compensation,  except  at  the  request  of  said  officer,  unless  the  person 
so  certified  is  a  veteran,  in  which  case  his  name  shall  continue  to  be  certified 
so  long  as  it  remains  on  the  eligible  list  under  these  rules.  Whenever  the  sex 
of  those  whose  names  are  to  be  certified  is  fixed  by  any  law,  rule  or  regula¬ 
tion,  or  is  specified  in  the  request  for  certification,  the  names  of  those  of  the 
sex  so  fixed  or  specified  shall  be  certified,  but  in  other  cases  certification  shall 
be  made  without  regard  to  sex.  When  an  eligible  certified  for  appointment 
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shall  fail  to  accept  an  offer  of  appointment,  by  mail  within  the  four  business 
days  next  succeeding  the  mailing  of  notice  of  appointment,  or  shall  fail  to 
accept  an  appointment  within  the  same  or  next  succeeding  business  day  when 
notification  is  sent  him  by  telegram,  he  shall  be  deemed  to  have  declined  the 
appointment,  and  upon  proper  notice  of  such  fact  from  the  appointing  officer 
the  secretary  shall  certify  from  the  list  an  additional  name  or  names  to 
replace  the  names  of  persons  so  declining.  The  name  of  any  person  certified 
as  eligible  for  a  probationary  appointment  who  shall  decline  such  appoint¬ 
ment  shall  be  stricken  from  the  list  from  which  certification  is  made,  unless 
such  declination  be  for  reasons  acceptable  to  the  commission.  Whenever  one 
or  more  eligibles  shall  have  declined  any  appointment  offered  and  an  eligible 
whose  relative  standing  is  lower  shall  have  been  appointed  to  the  position,  the 
salary  or  compensation  of  such  appointee  shall  not  be  increased  within  a 
period  of  six  months  after  his  appointment  beyond  that  offered  to  the  persons 
so  declining. 

3.  From  the  persons  whose  names  are  so  certified  the  officer  shall  make 
selection  lo  fill  the  vacancy  or  vacancies,  subject,  however,  to  the  provisions 
of  the  constitution  giving  preference  in  appointment  to  veterans.  Whenever 
the  appointing  officer  who  shall  have  made  a  requisition  to  fill  a  certain 
number  of  vacancies  shall  appoint  a  number  smaller  than  that  of  the  vacancies 
named  by  him,  he  shall  not  make  selection  from  the  whole  number  certified 
to  him  but  only  that  number  of  names  standing  highest  upon  the  list  that 
would  have  been  certified  to  him  had  the  requisition  stated  the  number  of 
vacancies  which  he  actually  filled.  Whenever  the  eligible  list  certified  con¬ 
tains  less  than  three  names,  the  appointing  officer  in  his  discretion  may  make 
a  selection  for  appointment  from  such  list  or  proceed  as  provided  in  section 
four  or  section  ten  of  this  rule,  subject,  however,  to  the  provisions  of  the 
constitution  giving  preference  in  appointment  to  veterans. 

4.  Whenever  there  are  urgent  reasons  for  filling  a  vacancy  in  any  position 
in  the  competitive  class,  and  there  is  no  list  of  persons  eligible  for  appoint¬ 
ment  after  competitive  examination,  or  the  existing  list  contains  less  than 
three  names,  the  appointing  officer  may  nominate  a  person  to  the  commission 
for  non-competitive  examination,  and  if  such  nominee  shall  be  certified  by 
such  commission  as  qualified  after  such  non-competitive  examination,  he  may 
be  appointed  provisionally  to  fill  such  vacancy  until  a  selection  and  appoint¬ 
ment  can  be  made  after  competitive  examination,  but  such  provisional 
appointment  shall  not  continue  more  than  ten  days  after  notice  to  the 
appointing  officer  that  an  eligible  list  has  been  prepared  for  such  position, 
nor  in  any  case  for  a  longer  period  than  four  months. 

5.  In  case  of  vacancy  in  any  position  in  the  competitive  class,  where 
peculiar  and  exceptional  qualifications  of  a  scientific,  professional  or  educa¬ 
tional  character  are  required,  and  upon  satisfactory  evidence  that  for  specified 
reasons  competition  in  such  special  case  is  impracticable,  and  that  the  position 
can  be  best  filled  by  the  selection  of  some  designated  person  of  high  and 
recognized  attainments  in  such  qualities,  the  commission  may  suspend  the 
provisions  of  the  rule  requiring  competition  in  such  case,  but  no  such  sus¬ 
pension  shall  be  general  in  its  application  to  such  place,  and  all  such  cases 
of  suspension  shall  be  reported  to  the  legislature,  with  the  reasons  for  the 
same. 
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6.  When  the  services  to  be  rendered  by  an  appointee  are  for  a  temporary 
period,  not  to  exceed  one  month,  and  the  need  of  such  service  is  important 
and  urgent,  the  appointing  officer  may  select  for  such  service  any  person  on 
the  proper  list  of  those  eligible  for  permanent  appointment,  without  regard 
to  his  standing  on  such  list. 

7.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  temporary  appointment  to  any  position  in 
the  competitive  class  if  he  has  received  a  temporary  or  provisional  appoint¬ 
ment  within  the  previous  four  months,  unless  such  person  shall  be  one  of  the 
three  highest  on  the  list  willing  to  accept  such  employment. 

8.  The  acceptance  by  an  eligible  of  a  temporary  appointment  shall  not  affect 
his  standing  on  the  register  for  a  permanent  employment,  nor  shall  the  period 
of  temporary  service  be  counted  as  part  of  the  probationary  service,  in  case  of 
subsequent  appointment  to  a  permanent  position. 

9.  The  commission  may  by  special  action  except  from  examination  under 
these  rules :  a.  Any  person  who  shall  render  professional,  scientific,  technical  or 
other  expert  service  of  an  occasional  and  exceptional  character;  b.  Any  person 
who  shall  render  services  for  which  because  of  their  temporary  and  exceptional 
character  it  would  not  be  practicable  to  hold  an  examination  of  any  kind. 
Such  exceptions  shall  be  allowed  only  in  cases  where  the  compensation  in  any 
one  year  shall  not  exceed  $300;  provided,  that  such  limitation  of  compensa¬ 
tion  shall  not  apply  to  any  person  employed  by  the  governor,  comptroller, 
or  attorney-general;  and  further  provided,  that  the  commission  may  suspend 
such  limitation  of  compensation  by  special  resolution  in  other  cases.  All 
exceptions  granted  under  this  section,  with  reasons  therefor,  shall  be  set 
forth  by  the  commission  in  its  next  annual  report. 

10.  Whenever  a  vacancy  exists  in  a  position  in  the  competitive  class,  and 
an  open  competitive  examination  duly  advertised  does  not  result  in  an  eligible 
list  of  at  least  three  names  for  such  position,  the  bead  of  the  office  may  nomi¬ 
nate  a  person  to  the  commission  for  non-competitive  examination,  and  if  such 
nominee  shall  be  certified  by  the  commission  as  qualified,  he  may  be  appointed 
to  fill  such  vacancy.  In  case  there  is  a  person  serving  in  such  a  position 
under  provisional  examination,  and  no  one  applies  to  compete  with  him  in 
an  open  competitive  examination  duly  advertised,  the  provisional  appoint¬ 
ment  of  such  person  may  be  made  permanent. 

11.  A  person  legally  holding  a  position  by  appointment  for  a  fixed  term, 
may  be  retained  without  examination  at  the  expiration  of  such  term  upon 
receiving  a  reappointment,  but  otherwise  the  position  shall  be  deemed  vacant 
for  the  purpose  of  choosing  his  successor. 

Rule  IX.  Applications  to  Enter  Examinations 

1.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  to  any  examination  for  a  position  in  the 
competitive  class,  until  as  provided  by  the  civil  service  law,  he  shall  have  filed 
an  application  under  oath  upon  a  form  prescribed  by  the  commission  and 
accompanied  by  such  certificates  as  may  be  prescribed. 

2.  Every  appl’cant  for  examination  must  be  a  citizen  of  the  United  States; 
and  at  the  time  of  examination  for  at  least  three  months  a  resident  of  the 
state  of  New  York,  or  for  at  least  three  months  a  resident  of  any  political 
subdivision  or  municipal  corporation  in  which  he  seeks  appointment;  pro¬ 
vided,  that  such  requirements  as  to  citizenship  and  residence  may  be  spe- 
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cially  suspended  by  the  commission  as  to  any  position  requiring  high  pro¬ 
fessional,  scientific  or  technical  qualifications,  or  in  cases  where  through  low 
compensation  for  services  such  requirements  are  disadvantageous  to  the 
public  interests,  hut  all  such  cases,  whether  of  individuals  or  groups,  with 
the  reasons  therefor,  shall  be  reported  to  the  legislature. 

3.  No  application  for  examination  shall  be  accepted,  unless  the  applicant  is 
within  the  age  limitations  fixed  by  the  - commission  for  entrance  to  the  posi 
tion  to  which  he  seeks  to  be  appointed. 

4.  The  commission  may  refuse  to  examine  an  applicant,  or  after  examina¬ 
tion  to  certify  an  eligible  who  is  found  to  lack  any  of  the  established  prelimi¬ 
nary  requirements  for  the  examination  or  position  for  which  he  applies;  or 
who  is  physically  so  disabled  as  to  be  rendered  unfit  for  the  performance  of 
the  duties  of  the  position  to  which  he  seeks  appointment;  or  who  is  addicted 
to  the  habitual  use  of  intoxicating  beverages  to  excess;  or  who  has  been 
guilty  of  a  crime  or  of  infamous  or  notoriously  disgraceful  conduct;  or  who 
has  been  dismissed  from  the  service  for  delinquency  or  misconduct;  or  who  has 
intentionally  made  a  false  statement  in  any  material  fact,  or  practiced  or 
attempted  to  practice,  any  deception  or  fraud  in  his  application  or  examina¬ 
tion,  or  in  securing  his  eligibility  or  appointment.  Any  of  the  foregoing 
disqualifications  shall  be  good  cause  for  the  removal  of  an  eligible  from  the 
service  after  his  appointment. 

5.  In  applications  for  examination  for  positions  requiring  scientific,  pro¬ 
fessional  or  technical  qualifications,  the  commission  may  require  evidences  of 
special  education  for,  or  of  practical  experience  for  a  satisfactory  term  in, 
such  science,  profession,  art  or  trade;  and  shall  require  the  production  of 
such  certificates  of  competency  and  licenses  as  are.  provided  by  the  statutes  of 
this  state  as  necessary  to  enable  the  practice  of  any  profession,  art  or  trade. 

6.  Any  application  for  a  position  in  the  civil  service  made  in  contravention 
of  the  provisions  of  section  4  of  rule  II,  will  be  rejected. 

Rule  X.  Examinations 

1.  All  examinations  shall  be  public'  and  shall  be  practical  in  their  character 
and  relate  to  such  matters  as  will  fairly  test  the  relative  capacity  and  fitness 
of  the  persons  examined  to  discharge  the  duties  of  that  service  into  which 
they  seek  to  be  appointed. 

2.  The  commission  shall  prepare  lists  of  preliminary  requirements  and  sub¬ 
jects  of  examination  for  the  several  positions  and  groups  of  positions  in  the 
competitive  class,  and  under  its  direction  and  subject  to  its  approval  the  chief 
examiner  shall,  from  time  to  time,  prepare  such  examinations  for  the  posi¬ 
tions  and  groups  of  positions  aforesaid  as  shall  be  pertinent  to  them,  under 
the  provisions  of  the  preceding  section  of  this  rule. 

3.  The  commission  may  further  direct  oral  examinations  or  special  practical 
tests  of  fitness  for  any  particular  positions  requiring  any  scientific,  profes¬ 
sional  or  technical  knowledge  or  manual  skill. 

To  prepare  examinations  and  rate  applicants  for  such  positions,  the  com¬ 
mission  may  employ  an  examiner  of  technical  training  and  experience,  who 
shall  also  act  as  assistant  chief  examiner,  and  shall  assume  the  duties  of 
the  chief  examiner  in  the  latter’s  absence. 

4.  For  the  purpose  of  making  examinations  of  applicants,  from  time  to  time, 
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as  may  be  required,  the  commission  shail  designate  and  select  suitable 
persons  to  be  local  examiners  at  such  places  as  it  deems  necessary,  and  shall 
duly  commission  such  persons  as  examiners;  and  the  commission  may  at  any 
time  substitute  any  other  person  in  place  of  any  one  so  selected.  When  per¬ 
sons  selected  as  examiners  are  in  the  official  service  of  the  state,  the  head  of 
the  office  in  which  such  persons  serve  shall  be  consulted;  and  in  the  dis¬ 
charge  of  their  duties  as  examiners,  the  persons  so  selected  from  the  official 
service  shall  be  responsible  solely  to  the  commission,  and  shall  act  under  its 
regulations  and  directions.  The  local  examiners  in  any  place  where  more 
than  one  is  required  shall  not  all  be  adherents  of  one  political  party  when 
other  persons  are  available  and  competent  to  serve. 

5.  Examinations  of  a  general  character  shall  be  held  at  least  once  a  year 
in  each  of  the  places  for  which  provision  is  made  by  law,  and  may  be  held 
more  often  in  such  places,  or  at  other  places  for  specific  purposes  in  the  discre¬ 
tion  of  the  commission;  and  under  its  direction  the  chief  examiner  shall  adver¬ 
tise  such  examinations  in  such  manner  as  their  nature  may  require.  Previous 
notice  of  examinations  shall  be  mailed  to  all  persons  who  have  made  applica¬ 
tion  in  due  form,  with  copies  of  such  general  or  special  regulations  as  the 
commission  shall  prescribe. 

6.  Whenever  physical  qualifications  are  of  prime  importance  in  the  proper 
discharge  of  duties  in  any  position,  applicants  must  pass  a  physical  examina¬ 
tion  and  be  certified  as  qualified  in  such  respect,  either  before  admission  to 
examination,  or  before  record  in  the  proper  eligible  list,  or  before  certification 
for  appointment,  as  the  commission  may  determine. 

7.  Whenever,  in  its  opinion,  any  position  to  be  filled  in  the  competitive  class 
has  a  fiduciary  or  executive  character,  the  commission  may  require,  as  a  part 
of  the  examination,  such  special  certificates  by  reputable  and  responsible  citi¬ 
zens  as  to  the  character,  trustworthiness  and  business  experience  of  an  appli¬ 
cant  or  eligible  as  it  may  deem  proper  and  expedient.  x\ll  such  special  certi¬ 
ficates  shall  be  properly  filed  and  retained  as  public  records  in  the  office  of 
the  commission. 

8.  When  the  position  to  be  filled  involves  fiduciary  responsibility,  the 
appointing  officer,  where  otherwise  permitted  by  law,  may  require  the  ap¬ 
pointee  to  furnish  a  bond  or  other  security  and  shall  notify  the  commission 
of  the  amount  and  necessary  details  thereof. 

9.  No  person  who  has  entered  any  non-competitive  examination  for  a  posi¬ 
tion  in  the  classified  service  shall  be  admitted  within  nine  months  from  the 
date  thereof  to  a  new  examination  for  the  same  position. 

10.  Examination  papers  shall  be  rated  on  a  scale  of  100,  and  the  subjects 
therein  shall  be  given  such  relative  weights  as  the  commission  may  prescribe. 
After  a  competitor’s  papers  have  been  rated  he  shall  be  duly  notified  of  the 
results  thereof. 

Rule  XI.  Eligible  Lists 

1.  Every  competitor  who  attains  an  average  percentage  of  75  or  over  on  all 
the  obligatory  subjects  in  any  examination,  and  whose  standing  on  every  such 
obligatory  subject  is  60  or  over,  shall  be  eligible  for  appointment  to  the  posi¬ 
tion  for  which  he  was  examined;  and  the  names  of  eligibles  shall  be  entered 
in  the  order  of  their  average  percentages,  on  the  proper  register  of  eligibles; 
provided  that  the  names  of  competitors  who  have  passed  as  above  and  whose 
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claims  for  preference  under  section  9  of  article  V  of  the  constitution  have  been 
allowed  by  the  commission,  shall  be  placed  in  the  order  of  their  respective 
average  percentages  at  the  head  of  the  proper  register  of  eligibles. 

2.  When  two  or  more  eligibles  on  a  register  have  the  same  average  per¬ 
centage,  preference  in  certification  shall  be  determined  by  the  order  in  which 
their  applications  were  filed,  but  neither  priority  in  the  date  of  application  nor 
of  examination  will  give  any  other  advantage  in  position  on  the  registers  of 
eligibles. 

3.  Appointment  shall  be  made  from  the  eligible  list  most  nearly  appropriate 
for  the  group  in  which  the  position  to  be  filled  is  classified,  and  a  new  list 
shall  be  created  for  a  stated  position  or  group  of  positions  only  when  there  is 
no  appropriate  list  existing  or  when  the  existing  list  from  which  certification 
is  to  be  made  is  likely  to  be  exhausted. 

4.  The  commission  shall  prescribe  the  character  of  the  distinct  eligible  lists, 
designating  the  positions  that  may  be  filled  by  certification  from  each  of  such 
lists. 

5.  The  term  of  eligibility  shall  be  fixed  bv  the  regulations  of  the  commis- 
sion  at  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  four  years,  with  reference  mainly  to 
the  probable  number  and  frequency  of  certifications  to  be  made  from  such  lists 
respectively. 

Rule  XII.  Term  of  Probation 

1.  Except  in  the  case  of  veterans  of  the  civil  war,  honorably  discharged 
from  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States,  every  original  ap¬ 
pointment  to  or  employment  in  any  position  in  the  competitive  class  shall  be 
for  a  probationary  term  of  three  months,  and  an  appointing  or  nominating 
officer  in  notifying  a  person  certified  to  him  for  appointment  or  employment 
shall  specify  the  same  as  for  a  probationary  term  only;  and  if  the  conduct, 
capacity  and  fitness  of  the  probationer  are  satisfactory  to  the  appointing 
officer,  his  retention  in  the  service  after  the  end  of  such  term  shall  be  equiva¬ 
lent  to  his  permanent  appointment,  but  if  his  conduct,  capacity  or  fitness  be 
not  satisfactory  he  may  be  discharged  at  the  end  of  such  term. 

Whenever  two  or  more  persons  appointed  from  the  same  eligible  list  are 
serving  as  probationers  in  the  same  department,  and  there  is  necessity  for  a 
reduction  of  the  force  of  such  department  affecting  such  persons,  they  shall 
be  preferred  for  retention  in  the  order  of  their  original  standing  upon  such 
list. 

2.  Every  officer  under  whom  any  probationer  shall  serve  during  any  part 
of  his  probation  shall  carefully  observe  the  quality  and  value  of  the  services 
rendered  by  such  probationer,  and  his  conduct,  and  if  so  required  shall  report 
in  writing  to  the  proper  appointing  officer  the  facts  observed  by  him,  showing 
the  character  and  qualifications  of  such  probationer,  and  of  the  service  ren¬ 
dered  by  him,  and  such  reports  shall  be  preserved  on  file. 

Rule  XIII.  Season  Positions  and  Emergency  Appointments 

1.  All  positions  in  the  competitive  class,  where  the  nature  of  service  is 
such  that  it  is  not  continuous  through  the  year,  but  recurs  in  each  successive 
calendar  year,  shall  be  designated  as  season  positions  and  shall  be  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  these  rules  applicable  generally  to  positions  in  such  class, 
except  as  herein  otherwise  provided. 
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2.  Any  person  originally  appointed  to  or  employed  in  a  season  position, 
under  the  provisions  of  these  rules,  and  who  lias  been  temporarily  separated 
from  the  service  by  the  expiration  thereof  in  any  year,  shall  be  entitled  to 
reappointment  to  or  re-employment  in  the  same  position  in  the  next  ensuing 
year,  upon  filing  in  the  olfice  of  the  commission,  in  such  form  as  it  may  pre¬ 
scribe,  a  request  for  such  reappointment  or  re-employment  within  six  weeks 
previous  to  and  at  least  thirty  days  before  the  date  of  resumption  of  such 
short  term  service.  The  commission  shall  certify  to  the  proper  appointing  or 
employing  officer  the  names  and  postoffice  addresses  of  the  persons  who  have 
made  such  formal  requests,  and  they  shall  be  reinstated  in  the  positions 
vacated  by  them  in  the  previous  year  in  the  order  of  the  date  of  their  original 
appointment  or  latest  promotion  in  the  several  grades,  provided  that  in  the 
meantime  they  are  not  disqualified  from  any  of  the  causes  recited  in  the 
fourth  section  of  rule  IX. 

3.  When  an  emergency  requires  that  a  position  subject  to  non-competitive 
examination  shall  be  filled  immediately,  the  appointing  officer  may  select  any 
person  available  to  fill  the  vacancy  and  if  he  forthwith  notifies  the  commis¬ 
sion  of  such  action  and  within  five  days  nominates  a  person  for  non-competi¬ 
tive  examination  for  the  vacancy,  the  account  for  salary  will  be  certified  up 
to  the  date  when  such  examination  has  been  held  and  the  appointing  officer 
is  advised  of  the  result. 

4.  When  an  emergency  requires  that  a  position  in  the  competitive  class 
be  filled  before  an  appointment  can  be  made  from  the  eligible  list  the  appoint¬ 
ing  officer  shall  first  request  a  certification,  after  which  he  may  fill  the  vacancy 
without  examination,  reporting  the  name  of  the  appointee  forthwith  to  the 
commission,  and  the  salary  account  will  be  certified  until  such  time  as  an 
appointment  is  made  from  the  eligible  list,  such  temporary  appointment  not 
to  continue  longer  than  ten  days  without  prior  approval  by  the  commission 
in  writing. 

Rule  XIV.  Promotions 

1.  All  positions  vacant  in  the  competitive  class  above  the  lowest  grade  in 
any  office,  department  or  institution  shall  be  filled,  so  far  as  practicable, 
by  promotion;  and  original  appointment  to  such  position  shall  be  allowed 
only  when  the  commission  shall  find  it  impracticable  to  fill  the  same  by 
promotion  under  this  rule. 

2.  In  order  to  be  eligible  to  enter  an  examination  for  promotion,  or  to 
receive  promotion,  a  person  must  have  been  continuously  employed  in  a 
position,  the  duties  of  which  are  such  as  would  naturally  and  properly  fit 
him  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  position  to  which  he  seeks  promotion.  No 
person  shall  be  eligible  to  examination  or  promotion  who  lacks  any  of  the 
preliminary  requirements  prescribed  by  statute,  rule  or  regulation  for  orig¬ 
inal  entrance  to  position  to  be  filled.  Promotion  shall  be  limited  to  em¬ 
ployees  of  a  department  or  to  those  serving  in  any  duly  established  bureau 
or  branch  office  of  a  department,  but  when  deemed  practicable,  the  com¬ 
mission  may  admit  to  an  examination  for  promotion  to  any  position  persons 
holding  similar  positions  in  other  departments. 

3.  For  the  purpose  of  promotion  positions  in  the  competitive  class  are 
divided  into  the  graded  and  the  ungraded  service.  The  graded  service  in¬ 
cludes  clerks,  bookkeepers,  stenographers,  copyists,  messengers,  pages,  and 
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other  employees  whose  duties  are  of  a  clerical  character,  in  all  departments, 
bureaus,  divisions,  and  offices,  and  such  other  positions  as  may  be  graded 
by  statute  or  by  regulation  of  any  department  made  pursuant  to  law.  The 
ungraded  service  comprises  all  positions  not  included  in  the  graded  service. 
Promotions  in  the  graded  service  shall  be  made,  so  far  as  practicable,  by 
successive  grades  as  established  by  rule  VII,  and  no  person  shall  be  promoted 
who  has  not  served  at  least  six  months  in  the  next  lower  grade. 

4.  Whenever  there  are  more  than  three  persons  eligible  to  any  promotion 
a  competitive  examination  shall  be  announced,  and  notices  of  the  same  shall 
be  posted  conspicuously  in  the  office  or  institution  wherein  the  promotion 
is  to  be  made,  and  mailed  to  those  eligible  to  compete.  If  not  more  than 
three  eligibles  file  applications,  or  if  there  are  not  more  than  three  persons 
eligible,  no  examination  shall  be  required  when  the  person  to  be  promoted 
has  qualified  in  an  examination  of  an  equivalent  character,  or  when  the 
promotion  is  a  mere  increase  in  salary  without  any  change  in  duties.  In 
all  other  cases  of  promotion  the  commission  shall  decide  when  examinations 
shall  be  held  and  shall  determine  the  character  and  scope  of  the  same. 

5.  Examinations  for  promotion  shall  consist  of  ratings  for  efficiency  and 
seniority,  and  wherever  practicable  and  useful  written  or  oral  exercises  and 
ratings  for  experience.  In  every  office  there  shall  be  kept  in  a  form  which 
may  be  prescribed  by  the  commission  continuous  and  comparative  records  of 
the  work  and  conduct  of  all  persons  employed  therein.  Such  records  shall 
at  all  times  be  open  to  inspection  by  the  commission  and  if  the  same  have 
been  regularly  and  properly  kept  they  shall  constitute  one  of  the  elements 
in  such  promotion  examination,  with  such  relative  weights  as  shall  be  as¬ 
signed  to  them  by  the  commission.  If  such  records  have  not  been  regularly 
and  properly  kept  the  commission  may  prescribe  such  tests  as  to  it  may  seem 
best  calculated  to  determine  the  relative  efficiency  of  persons  eligible  for 
promotion. 

6.  The  conduct  of  examinations  and  the  preparation  of  eligible  lists  shall 
be  subject  to  the  general  provisions  of  rules  X  and  XI.  The  commission 
shall  certify  from  eligible  lists  for  promotion  in  the  same  manner  provided 
m  section  2  of  rule  VIII  for  certification  for  original  appointment. 

Rule  XV.  Transfers 

Transfers  from  one  department,  office  or  institution  to  another  may  be 
made  with  the  approval  of  the  commission  and  upon  mutual  consent  of  the 
appointing  officers  of  the  departments,  offices  or  institutions  affected,  as 
folk  w»: 

1.  A  person  originally  appointed  from  an  eligible  list,  who  has  served  for 
three  months  in  any  grade,  may  be  transferred  to  a  similar  position  in  the 
same  group  and  grade;  or  in  the  discretion  of  the  commission  may  be  trans¬ 
ferred  without  change  of  grade  to  a  similar  position  in  another  group,  or  to 
a  position  in  the  same  or  a  lower  grade  involving  essential  tests  or  quali¬ 
fications  lower  than  those  required  for  original  entrance  to  the  position  held 
by  such  person. 

2.  A  person  holding  a  position  in  the  competitive  class  who  did  not  enter 
the  service  by  qualifying  in  an  open  competitive  examination  may  be  trans¬ 
ferred  in  accordance  with  section  1  of  this  rule,  provided  he  has  served  con- 
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tinuously  for  at  least  three  years  in  a  position  in  the  same  group  and  three 
months  in  the  same  grade  as  that  from  which  transfer  is  proposed. 

3.  Transfer  from  an  exempt  or  non-competitive  position  to  a  competitive 
position,  or  from  a  position  in  the  competitive  class  to  a  position  in  a  different 
group  of  such  class,  shall  be  allowed  only  when  the  person  transferred  has 
qualified  in  an  open  competitive  examination  and  is  eligible  for  certification 
and  appointment  from  the  appropriate  eligible  list  for  the  position  to  which 
transfer  is  proposed  and  is  so  certified  and  appointed.  Such  certification  and 
appointment  shall  remove  the  name  of  the  person  transferred  from  the  eligible 
list.  No  such  transfer  shall  be  allowed  when  there  is  an  appropriate  list  of 
persons  eligible  for  promotion  to  the  position  proposed  to  be  filled  by  transfer. 

4.  The  foregoing  sections  of  this  rule  shall  apply  to  transfers  between  the 
state  service  and  the  service  of  the  counties  and  villages  to  which  the  state 
civil  service  rules  have  been  extended,  provided  that  in  transfers  from  state 
to  county  or  village  service  only  legal  residents  of  the  county  or  village 
affected  may  be  transferred,  and  provided  that  no  person  may  be  transferred 
from  county  or  village  to  state  service  under  the  provisions  of  sections  1  and 
2  of  this  rule  unless  such  person  was,  at  the  time  of  original  appointment  in 
the  county  or  village  service  or  at  the  time  of  the  request  for  transfer, 
eligible  for  certification  and  appointment  to  the  position  to  which  transfer 
is  sought  in  the  state  service;  and  further  provided  that  in  transfers  from 
county  to  village  service  only  legal  residents  of  the  village  affected  may  be 
transferred,  and  provided  that  no  person  may  be  transferred  from  village  to 
county  service  under  the  provisions  of  sections  1  and  2  of  this  rule  unless 
such  person  was,  at  the  time  of  original  appointment  in  the  village  service 
or  at  the  time  of  the  request  for  transfer,  eligible  for  certification  and 
appointment  to  the  position  to  which  transfer  is  sought  in  the  county  serv¬ 
ice.  No  transfer  shall  be  allowed  from  the  service  of  one  county  or  village 
to  that  of  another  county  or  village. 

5.  A  person  holding  a  position  in  the  non-competitive  class  may  be  trans¬ 
ferred  to  a  similar  position  in  the  same  class. 

Rule  XVI.  Reinstatement  in  Service 

1.  Any  person  who  has  held  a  position  by  appointment  under  the  civil 
service  rules,  as  the  result  of  examination,  and  who  has  been  separated  from 
the  service  through  no  delinquency  or  misconduct  on  his  part,  may  be  rein¬ 
stated  without  re-examination  in  a  vacant  position  in  the  same  office,  depart¬ 
ment  or  institution,  and  in  the  same  group,  subdivision  and  grade,  within 
one  year  from  the  date  of  such  separation;  or  may  be  appointed  within  one 
year  from  the  date  of  separation  from  the  service,  to  a  position  to  which  he 
was  eligible  for  transfer;  provided  that  for  original  entrance  to  the  position 
proposed  to  be  filled  by  reinstatement,  or  appointment,  there  is  not  required 
by  these  rules,  in  the  opinion  of  the  commission,  an  examination  involving 
essential  tests  or  qualifications  different  from  or  higher  than  those  involved 
in  the  examination  for  original  entrance  to  the  position  formerly  held  by  the 
person  proposed  to  be  reinstated  or  appointed. 

2.  Whenever  in  any  department,  office  or  institution  a  position  is  abolished, 
or  whenever  the  number  of  positions  of  a  certain  character  is  reduced,  or 
whenever  by  reason  of  lack  of  appropriation  or  lack  of  work  it  becomes 
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necessary  to  discharge  or  suspend  one  or  more  of  several  persons  holding 
the  same  position,  veterans  of  the  civil  war  shall  be  entitled  to  preference 
in  retention  in  such  positions  over  other  persons.  Persons  legally  holding 
such  positions  as  the  result  of  examination,  at  the  time  of  such  reduction, 
suspension  or  discharge  shall  be  entitled  to  reappointment  or  reinstatement 
in  the  same  position  or  positions  if  they  are  thereafter  within  one  year  re¬ 
established  under  the  same  or  any  other  designation.  The  names  of  such 
persons  shall  be  entered  upon  lists  of  suspended  employees  and  shall  remain 
thereon  for  a  period  of  one  year.  Upon  notice  of  a  vacancy  in  the  same  or 
a  similar  position,  names  from  such  lists  of  suspended  employees  shall  be 
certified  to  the  appointing  officer  in  preference  to  names  from  the  eligible 
lists.  Certification  from  such  lists  of  suspended  employees  shall  be  made  as 
follows:  First,  veterans  of  the  civil  war  in  the  order  of  their  original  ap¬ 
pointment  to  the  position  from  which  separated;  second,  other  persons  in 
similar  order.  Persons  specified  in  the  first  class  above  mentioned  shall  be 
entitled  to  certification  for  positions  to  which  they  are  eligible  in  any  depart¬ 
ment,  office  or  institution,  but  persons  specified  in  the  second  class  shall  be 
entitled  to  certification  only  to  the  department,  office  or  institution  from 
which  they  were  separated. 

3.  A  person  who  has  served  continuously  as  the  result  of  examination  for 
at  least  one  year  in  the  competitive  class  in  any  department,  office  or  institu¬ 
tion  and  who  has  been  separated  from  his  position  in  that  class  by  appoint¬ 
ment  to  a  position  in  the  exempt  class  in  the  same  or  another  department, 
office  or  institution,  or  in  the  unclassified  service,  and  who  has  served  con¬ 
tinuously  therein  from  the  date  of  such  separation,  may  be  restored  to  a 
position  in  the  competitive  class  in  the  same  group  and  grade  in  the  same 
department,  office  or  institution,  as  the  competitive  position  he  formerly  held, 
or  may  be  appointed  to  a  position  in  the  same  group  and  grade  in  another 
department,  office  or  institution  to  which  he  was  eligible  for  transfer. 

Rule  XVII.  Certificates  for  Promotion,  Transfer  and  Reinstatement 

1.  Upon  the  written  request  of  an  appointing  officer,  stating  the  essential 
facts  in  regard  to  any  proposed  promotion,  transfer  or  reinstatement,  the 
commission  will,  if  such  promotion,  transfer  or  reinstatement  be  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  law  and  the  provisions  of  these  rules,  issue  its  certificate  of  that 
fact  to  such  officer. 

2.  All  promotions,  transfers  and  reinstatements  herein  authorized  shall 
be  made  only  after  the  issuance  of  such  certificate,  except  those  which  may 
be  specifically  exempted  from  such  condition  by  regulation  of  the  commission. 

Rule  XVIII.  Definition  of  the  Non-competitive  Class 

The  non-competitive  class  shall  include  such  positions  as  are  not  in  the 
exempt  class  and  which  it  is  impracticable  to  include  in  the  competitive 
class. 

It  shall  comprise  the  following  positions  and  such  positions  as  may  here¬ 
after  be  added;  provided,  that  from  time  to  time,  the  commission  shall  transfer 
positions  from  this  class  to  the  competitive  class  whenever  it  may  be  found 
practicable  to  hold  competitive  examinations  to  fill  them:

Rule  XIX.  Employment  in  the  Non-competitive  Class 

1.  The  positions  in  the  non-competitive  class  must  be  filled  by  such  persons 
as  upon  proper  non-competitive  examinations  shall  be  certified  as  qualified  to 
discharge  the  duties  of  such  positions  by  an  examiner  or  examiners  selected  or 
appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  commission.  The  head  of  any  office,  de¬ 
partment  or  institution  in  which  there  may  be  a  vacancy  or  vacancies  in  any 
position  or  positions  in  this  class,  may  name  for  examination  a  person  for 
each  vacancy.  The  commission  may  provide  by  special  regulation  that  in  any 
institution  where  a  number  of  persons  are  employed  in  the  same  grade,  the 
employing  officer  may  name  for  examination  more  than  one  person,  in  order 
that  there  may  be  a  list  of  qualified  persons  from  which  to  make  an  immediate 
selection  in  case  of  vacancy.  Such  nomination  may  be  made  to  the  commis- 
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sion,  or  to  an  examiner  or  board  of  examiners,  as  the  commission  may  pre¬ 
scribe  by  regulations. 

2.  The  commission  shall  select,  appoint  and  commission  examiners  or  boards 
of  examiners  to  test  the  qualifications  of  persons  named  for  employment  in 
positions  in  the  non-competitive  class,  and  they  shall  be  subject  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  fourth  section  of  rule  X. 

3.  Examinations  for  positions  in  the  non-competitive  class  shall  be  such  as 
shall  determine  the  following  qualifications: 

First.  That  the  person  examined  is  within  the  limits  of  age  prescribed  for 
the  position  or  employment  to  which  he  has  been  named ; 

Second.  That  he  is  properly  certified  as  free  from  any  physical  defect  or 
disease  which  would  be  likely  to  interfere  with  the  proper  discharge  of  his 
duties ; 

Third.  That  his  character  is  such  as  to  qualify  him  for  such  position  or 
employment;  and 

Fourth.  That  he  possesses  the  requisite  knowledge  and  ability  to  enter  on 
the  discharge  of  his  duties  in  the  service. 

To  preserve  a  uniform  standard  in  such  qualifications  for  like  positions  and 
employments  in  the  several  institutions  and  offices  of  the  state  service,  the 
commission,  after  consultation  with  the  principal  officers  concerned,  may  by 
regulations,  prescribe  uniform  limitations  and  tests  for  the  government  of  the 
examiners. 

Rule  XX.  Reports  of  Appointing  Officers 

For  the  purpose  of  certification  to  the  comptroller,  or  other  fiscal  officer,  for 
the  payment  of  salaries  and  to  enable  the  commission  to  keep  an  official  roster 
of  the  classified  service  as  required  by  law,  each  appointing  and  employing 
officer,  from  time  to  time  after  the  date  of  the  promulgation  of  these  rules  and 
upon  the  date  of  the  official  action  in  or  knowledge  of  each  case,  shall  report 
to  the  commission  as  follows: 

(a)  Every  appointment  or  employment  whether  probationary,  temporary 
or  otherwise,  in  the  classified  service,  with  the  date  of  commencement  of  serv¬ 
ice  and  the  title  and  compensation  of  the  position. 

This  includes  every  employment  or  designation  of  any  person  to  render  any 
service,  whether  permanent,  temporary  or  special,  to  the  state  of  New  York 
or  any  of  its  civil  divisions  to  wTiich  these  rules  shall  be  extended,  in  any 
capacity  whatever,  compensation  for  which  is  to  be  made  to  the  person  em¬ 
ployed  or  designated,  except  in  the  military  service  and  the  unclassified  serv¬ 
ice  as  defined  by  law  and  by  section  2  of  rule  III. 

(b)  Every  failure  to  accept  an  appointment  under  him  by  a  person  entitled 
thereto,  with  copies  of  the  offer  or  notice  of  appointment  and  the  reply  thereto, 
if  any. 

(c)  Every  discharge  during  or  at  the  end  of  a  probationary  term,  with  the 
date  thereof. 

(d)  Every  vacancy  in  a  position,  whether  caused  by  dismissal,  resignation 
or  death,  with  the  date  thereof. 

(e)  Every  position  abolished,  with  the  date  of  such  abolition. 

(f)  Every  change  of  compensation  in  a  position,  with  the  date  thereof. 

(g)  Every  promotion,  giving  positions  from  which  and  to  which  made,  with 
the  salaries  and  date  thereof. 
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(h)  Every  transfer,  giving  the  positions  from  which  and  to  which  made, 
with  the  date  and  salaries  thereof. 

(i)  Every  reinstatement  in  a  position,  with  the  date  and  salary  theveof. 

Rule  XXI.  The  Official  Roster 

The  commission  shall  keep  in  its  office  an  official  roster  of  the  classified 
state  service,  and  shall  enter  thereon  the  name  of  each  and  every  person  who 
has  been  appointed  to,  employed,  promoted  or  reinstated  in  any  position  in 
such  service  upon  such  evidence  as  it  may  require  or  deem  satisfactory  that 
such  person  was  appointed  to,  or  employed,  promoted  or  reinstated  in  the 
service  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  law  and  of  these  rules.  The 
official  roster  shall  show  opposite,  or  in  connection  with  each  name,  the  date 
of  appointment,  employment,  promotion  or  reinstatement,  and  the  office  in 
which  and  the  compensation  of  the  position,  date  of  commencement  of  service, 
and  the  date  of  transfer  in  or  separation  from  the  service  by  dismissal,  resig¬ 
nation,  cancellation  of  appointment,  or  death. 

Rule  XXII.  Certification  for  Payment  for  Services 

For  the  purposes  of  certification  of  payrolls,  estimates  and  accounts  as  re¬ 
quired  by  section  nineteen  of  the  civil  service  law,  appointing  officers  and 
heads  of  departments  shall  furnish  the  commission  with  payrolls,  estimates, 
accounts  and  certificates  in  form  and  manner  as  follows: 

1.  Heads  of  departments,  offices  and  institutions  in  the  state  service,  whose 
employees  are  paid  individually  direct  from  the  treasury  of  the  state  or  any 
civil  division  thereof,  shall  furnish  the  commission,  at  least  five  days  before 
payment  is  to  be  made,  payrolls  in  duplicate,  showing  the  names  of  the  per¬ 
sons  to  be  paid,  the  title  of  the  position  held  or  kind  of  service  performed  by 
each  person,  the  rate  and  amount  of  compensation  to  which  he  is  entitled,  and 
the  period  for  which  he  is  to  be  paid,  and  shall  certify  that  the  persons  named 
therein  are  employed  solely  in  the  proper  duties  of  the  positions  and  employ¬ 
ments  indicated,  and  that  persons  described  as  or  proposed  to  be  paid  as 
“  laborers  ”  are  employed  at  ordinary  unskilled  labor  only,  and  that  each 
person  .employed  under  rule  VIIT,  subdivision  9,  is  actually  engaged  in  private 
business  and  that  the  services  rendered  by  him  are  expert  services  of  an  occa¬ 
sional  and  exceptional  character.  After  examination  and  certification  by  the 
commission  as  hereinafter  prescribed,  such  payrolls  shall  be  transmitted  by  it 
to  the  comptroller  or  fiscal  officer  of  such  civil  division  for  further  examina¬ 
tion  and  payment  as  required  by  lawT,  and  one  of  said  duplicates  shall  accom¬ 
pany  the  warrant  on  the  treasurer  or  other  disbursing  officer. 

2.  For  payments  for  irregular  or  occasional  services,  and  for  advances  of 
salary  to  regular  employees,  the  head  of  such  a  department,  office  or  institu¬ 
tion  shall  transmit  to  the  commission  the  original  account  or  a  special  payroll 
or  a  icquest  for  advance  payment,  bearing  his  written  approval,  vffiich  approval 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  certificate  of  the  facts  required  by  the  preceding  section 
to  be  certified  on  the  regular  payrolls.  Upon  examination  and  certification  by 
the  commission  such  account,  payroll  or  request  shall  be  fonvarded  to  the 
comptroller  or  other  fiscal  officer. 

3.  Heads  of  departments,  offices  or  institutions  whose  employees  are  paid 
directly  by  the  department  without  previous  detailed  estimate  to  the  comp- 
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troller,  shall  furnish  the  commission,  before  payment  is  made,  or  in  case  of 
employees  of  the  department  of  public  works  and  of  the  state  engineer  and 
surveyor  on  the  canals,  outside  of  Albany,  before  credit  is  claimed  from  the 
comptroller  on  such  payrolls,  the  payrolls  and  certificates  as  required  in  sec¬ 
tion  one  hereof,  and  except  in  the  case  noted,  disbursing  officers  of  such  de¬ 
partments,  offices  and  institutions  shall  not  pay  such  persons  until  the  com¬ 
mission  shall  certify  as  hereinafter  prescribed.  Heads  and  disbursing  officers 
of  such  departments,  offices  and  institutions  shall  file  the  payrolls  certified  by 
the  commission  as  vouchers  in  claiming  credit  from  the  comptroller  or  other 
fiscal  officer  for  such  payments. 

4.  The  estimates  for  payment  of  officers  and  employees,  and  for  services  of 
state  hospitals  and  charitable  institutions  required  by  law  to  render  detailed 
estimates  in  advance,  under  what  is  known  as  the  “  estimate  system,”  con¬ 
taining  the  names,  titles  of  positions  held  or  kind  of  service  performed  and 
rate  of  compensation  of  all  officers  and  employees  in  the  classified  service  with 
the  certificate  specified  in  section  one  hereof,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  com¬ 
mission  fo^-  certification  before  approval  by  the  comptroller  or  other  depart¬ 
ment  having  power  of  revision  of  such  estimates,  and  no  vouchers  for  pay¬ 
ments  for  services  shall  be  received  unless  in  accord  with  such  estimates,  and 
the  certificate  of  the  commission. 

5.  The  secretary  or  assistant  secretary  of  the  commission  shall  compare 
such  payroll,  estimate  or  account  for  services  with  the  official  roster  and 
shall  attach  thereto  or  place  thereon  a  certificate  in  form  substantially  as 
follows : 

I  hereby  certify  that  the  person  (or  persons)  named  in  this  (or  the  at¬ 
tached)  payroll  (or  estimate  or  account)  for  services  rendered  to  the  state 

of  New  York  in  the  .  containing  .  names, 

have  been  appointed  or  promoted  to  or  employed  in  the  positions  or  places 
and  at  the  rates  of  compensation  indicated  in  pursuance  of  the  civil  service  law, 
and  the  iules  made  in  pursuance  thereof  as  shown  by  the  official  roster  of  the 
state  service  except 

(Here  insert  names  in  regard  to  which  the  payroll,  estimate  or  account  dis¬ 
agrees  with  the  official  roster).  . 

Secretary  of  the  State  Civil  Service  Commission. 

To  provide  for  the  making  of  such  certifications  the  commission  may  desig¬ 
nate  an  employee  in  its  office  to  act  as  chief  clerk,  and  may  designate  an 
employee  in  its  office  to  act  as  assistant  secretary,  under  and  by  direction  of 
the  secretary  when  that  officer  is  on  duty  and  for  him  and  in  his  stead  in 
his  absence. 

6.  Upon  satisfactory  evidence,  that  with  intent  to  evade  the  provisions  of 
law  and  of  these  rules,  any  person  appointed  to  or  employed  in  any  position  in 
the  classified  service  has  been  assigned  to  perform  duties  other  than  those  for 
which  he  was  examined  and  certified,  or  under  any  title  not  appropriate  to 
the  duties  to  be  performed,  the  commission  will  refuse  certification  and  remove 
his  name  from  the  official  roster. 

7.  When  legal  proceedings  have  been  instituted  against  the  state  commis¬ 
sion,  attacking  the  classification  of  any  position  in  the  competitive  class,  and 
after  a  decision  has  been  rendered  in  the  lower  courts  adverse  to  the  state 
commission  on  the  merits,  and  when  the  commission  has  determined  by 
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unanimous  vote  that  a  reasonable  doubt  exists  as  to  the  correctness  of  its 
classification  of  such  position,  it  may,  in  its  discretion,  pending  the  settlement 
or  final  determination  of  such  legal  proceedings,  direct  the  certification  of  the 
payrolls  of  any  person  who  has  been  appointed  to  such  position,  without  regard 
to  the  existing  classification,  but  such  certification  shall  be  without  prejudice 
to  the  existing  classification  and  temporary  only.  In  all  such  cases  the 
secretary  shall  attach  to  such  payrolls,  in  addition  to  the  usual  certificate, 
the  following: 

“  This  certificate  is  attached  by  special  direction  of  the  commission,  pur¬ 
suant  to  the  provisions  of  Rule  XXII,  subdivision  7,  and  without  prejudice  to 
the  right  of  the  commission  to  withhold  same  in  the  event  of  the  favorable 
settlement  or  final  determination  of  litigation  now  pending,  involving  the 
correctness  of  its  classification.” 

Rule  XXIII.  Administrative  Regulations 

The  commission  shall  prescribe  and  enforce  suitable  regulations  for  carry¬ 
ing  into  effect  the  provisions  of  these  rules  and  those  of  the  civil  service  law 
and  of  section  9  of  article  V  of  the  constitution,  not  inconsistent  therewith; 
and  shall  prescribe  blank  forms  for  all  applications,  certificates,  reports, 
records  and  returns  required  under  these  rules  and  the  regulations  made  i* 
pursuance  thereof. 

Rule  XXIV.  Extension  of  Rules 

These  rules  shall  not  be  deemed  to  extend  to  the  offices,  places  and  em¬ 
ployments  in  the  civil  divisions  of  the  state,  until  after  due  inquiry  by  the 
commission  it  shall  be  found  practicable,  of  which  finding  proper  and  timely 
notice  shall  be  given. 

In  pursuance  of  the  foregoing  provision  these  rules  have  been  extended  to 
the  offices,  places  and  employments  in  the  civil  service  of  the  counties  of 
Erie,  Kings,  New  York,  Queens  and  Richmond,  to  take  effect  from  and  after 
June  16,  1900;  to  the  offices,  places  and  employments  in  the  civil  service  of 
the  counties  of  Albany,  Monroe,  Onondaga  and  Westchester,  to  take  effect 
from  and  after  November  1,  1905;  to  the  offices,  places  and  employments  in 
the  civil  service  of  the  counties  of  Chautauqua,  Nassau,  Niagara,  Oneida, 
Orange,  Rensselaer,  Suffolk  and  Ulster,  to  take  effect  August  1,  1909;  to  the 
offices,  places  and  employments  in  the  civil  service  of  Bronx  county,  to  take 
effect  Januarv  1,  1914. 

In  pursuance  of  the  foregoing  provision  these  rules  have  been  further 

extended  to  the  following  offices  in  all  counties,  tc  take  effect  on  January  1, 

1909:  County  superintendent,  as  established  by  the  highway  law,  chapter 
330,  Laws  of  1908;  county  engineer;  county  superintendent  of  highways. 

In  pursuance  of  the  foregoing  provision  these  rules  have  been  further 

extended  to  the  offices,  places  and  employments,  in  the  civil  service  of  the 
villages  of  Ossining,  Peekskill,  and  Port  Chester,  to  take  effect  from  and  after 
Marcli  31,  1910. 

In  pursuance  of  the  foregoing  provision  these  rules  have  been  further 

extended  to  the  office  of  count}7'  sealer  in  all  counties,  as  established  by 
chapter  187  of  the  Laws  of  1910,  to  take  effect  May  6,  1910. 

In  pursuance  of  the  foregoing  provision  these  rules  have  been  extended 
to  the  offices,  places  and  employments  under  the  commissioners  of  the  home 
of  the  city  and  town  of  Newburgh,  to  take  effect  from  and  after  April  1,  1913. 
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In  pursuance  of  the  foregoing  provision  these  rules  have  been  further 
extended  to  the  ollice  of  probation  officer  in  all  counties,  to  take  effect  from 
and  after  May  1,  1913. 

In  pursuance  of  the  foregoing  provision  these  rules  have  been  further 
extended  to  the  offices,  places  and  employments  in  all  county  tuberculosis 
hospitals  established  pursuant  to  chapter  11  of  the  consolidated  laws,  to  take 
effect  from  and  after  May  1,  1913. 

In  pursuance  of  the  foregoing  provision  these  rules  have  been  further 
extended  to  the  offices,  places  and  employments  in  the  office  of  the  commis¬ 
sioner  of  jurors  of  the  county  of  the  Bronx,  as  established  by  chapter  548, 
Laws  of  1912,  as  amended  by  chapter  2GG,  Laws  of  1913.  (Approved  July 
24,  1913.) 

In  pursuance  of  the  foregoing  provision  these  rules  have  been  extended 
to  the  offices,  places  and  employments  in  the  police  departments  of  the  villages 
and  towns  of  Westchester  county.  (Approved  June  10,  1913.) 

GENERAL  REGULATIONS 


Adopting  Order 

The  State  Civil  Service  Commission,  under  the  authority  conferred  by 
section  10  of  the  civil  service  law  and  rule  XXIII  of  the  rules  prescribed  pur¬ 
suant  thereto,  hereby  makes  the  following  regulations,  reserving  the  right 
to  modify  the  same  from  time  to  time,  and  to  prescribe  such  special  regula¬ 
tions  as  may  be  expedient  for  the  proper  enforcement  of  the  rules  aforesaid. 

Regulation  A.  The  President. 

The  president,  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  commission,  shall  have  such 
general  authority  and  responsibility  in  the  administration  of  the  law,  rules 
and  regulations  as  shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  the  powers  reserved  to 
the  commission  or  vested  in  some  other  officer. 

Regulation  I.  Secretary 

The  secretary  shall,  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  commission: 

1.  Keep  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  commission  and  have  charge 
of  the  books,  records,  papers,  official  seal  and  other  property  in  its  office. 

2.  Advertise  and  issue  authority  to  hold  all  examinations  and  grant  au¬ 
thority  to  candidates  to  enter  examinations.  Notify  candidates  of  the 
results  of  their  examinations  and  enter  the  names  of  successful  competitors 
upon  the  proper  register  of  eligibles. 

3.  Make  certification  to  appointing  officers,  upon  their  requisition,  of  those 
eligible  to  appointment  or  employment. 

4.  Keep  the  official  roster  and  have  charge  of  the  certification  of  payrolls 
and  estimates. 

5.  Observe  that  the  rules  and  regulations  are  complied  with,  and  bring 
any  case  of  their  infraction  to  the  attention  of  the  commission. 

6.  Receive  all  communications,  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  com¬ 
mission,  and  perform  such  other  appropriate  duties  as  it  may  assign  him. 
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Regulation  II.  Chief  Examiner 

The  chief  examiner,  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  commission,  shall  have 
charge  of  all  matters  pertaining  to  examinations,  and  in  connection  there¬ 
with  lie  shall: 

1.  Prepare  blank  forms  for  application  for  examination. 

2.  Prepare,  after  consultation  with  the  appointing  officers  concerned, 
schemes  of  examinations,  including  age  limits  and  other  preliminary  require¬ 
ments  for  candidates. 

3.  Receive  applications  for  examination  and  determine  all  questions  re¬ 
lating  to  eligibility  of  candidates. 

4.  Supervise  the  preparation  of  questions  and  other  preliminary  arrange¬ 
ments  for  examinations  and,  so  far  as  practicable,  attend  them. 

5.  Direct  the  work  of  examiners  and  take  care  to  secure  accuracy,  uniform¬ 
ity  and  justice  in  their  proceedings.  Whenever  the  qualifications  for  a 
position  are  of  professional,  scientific,  technical  or  expert  character,  the 
chief  examiner  may  obtain  such  advice  and  assistance  from  competent  sources 
as  may  be  expedient.  In  case  a  vacancy  occurs  in  any  position  of  examiner 
during  a  recess  of  the  commission,  the  chief  examiner  may,  when  necessary, 
select  a  person  to  fill  such  vacancy  temporarily,  pending  a  permanent  selection 
by  the  commission. 

6.  Approve  all  bills  for  traveling  expenses  incurred  by  employees  of  the 
examinations  division,  and  approve  all  bills  for  supplies  or  other  expenses 
charged  against  the  appropriations  for  the  examinations  division. 

Regulation  III.  Examiners 

1.  The  examiners  of  the  commission  are  classified  as  salaried  examiners, 
special  and  expert  examiners,  local  examiners,  institution  boards  of 
examiners. 

2.  The  salaried  examiners  shall  devote  their  whole  time  to  the  work  of  the 
commission  under  the  direction  of  the  chief  examiner. 

3.  Special  and  expert  examiners  shall  be  designated  and  employed  by  the 
commission  from  time  to  time  as  the  work  is  required  to  prepare  questions 
and  rate  candidates  in  competitive  examinations.  Such  examiners  shall  be 
paid  such  compensation  as  shall  be  agreed  upon  and  shall  be  subject  to  the 
general  direction  of  the  chief  examiner. 

4.  Local  examiners  shall,  so  far  as  practicable,  be  men,  and  shall  be 
appointed  in  the  various  cities  in  which  competitive  examinations  are  re¬ 
quired  to  be  held.  The  chief  examiner  shall  designate  the  examiner  or 
examiners  to  hold  each  examination.  The  number  of  local  examiners  to 
be  employed  shall  not  exceed: 

For  i  to  10  competitors,  one  examiner. 

From  11  to  50  competitors,  two  examiners. 

From  51  to  100  competitors,  three  examiners. 

For  more  than  100  competitors,  four  or  more  examiners. 

The  compensation  of  local  examiners  shall  be: 

In  New  York  city,  for  examiner  in  charge,  $7-50  per  day;  assistants,  $5  per 
day.  In  Buffalo  and  Rochester,  for  examiner  in  charge,  $5  per  day;  assistants, 
$3.50  per  day. 

In  second  class  cities,  for  examiner  in  charge,  $5  per  day;  assistants,  $3 
per  day. 
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In  other  places,  for  examiner  in  charge,  $5  per  day;  assistants,  $2.50  per 
day. 

The  local  examiners  in  any  place  where  more  than  one  is  required  shall 
not  all  be  adherents  of  one  political  party  when  other  persons  are  available 
and  competent  to  serve. 

Local  examiners  shall  not  incur  expenses  in  connection  with  examinations 
beyond  necessary  stationery  and  supplies  except  at  the  direction  of  the 
commission  or  the  chief  examiner. 

5.  Boards  of  examiners  shall  be  established  in  the  several  state  hospitals 
and  institutions  to  conduct  the  examination  of  persons  nominated  for  posi¬ 
tions  in  the  non-competitive  class  by  the  proper  appointing  officer.  Such 
boards  shall  consist  of  three  or  more  members,  one  of  whom  shall  act  as  secre¬ 
tary  and  two  or  more  of  whom  may  conduct  an  examination  in  the  absence 
of  the  others.  The  secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
board  and  of  the  examinations  held  by  it,  and  shall  report  to  the  commis¬ 
sion  the  names  of  persons  examined  and  the  results  of  their  examinations. 
The  application  and  examination  papers  of  candidates  shall  be  forwarded  to 
the  commission  with  the  report. 

6.  Examiners  shall  take  care  to  secure  uniformity  and  fairness  in  the  con¬ 
duct  of  examinations.  They  must  not  disclose  the  details  of  answers  of  can¬ 
didates.  No  examiner  or  other  person  serving  under  the  commission  shall 
attempt  to  influence  the  marking  or  grading  of  any  candidate,  or  the  selection, 
nomination,  appointment  or  employment  of  any  person  in  the  civil  service. 

Regulation  IV.  Application 

1.  All  applications  for  admission  to  examination  shall  be  made  upon  the 
blank  forms  prescribed  and  furnished  by  the  commission,  and  no  one  will  be 
admitted  who  has  not  made  such  application  in  satisfactory  form. 

2.  In  every  application  for  examination  for  original  appointment  in  the 
competitive  class,  the  applicant  must  state  on  oath  and  in  his  own  hand¬ 
writing:  (1)  the  position  or  kind  of  examination  desired;  (2)  his  full  name, 
residence  and  pestoffice  address;  (3)  his  term  of  residence  in  this  state;  (4) 
his  citizenship,  and  if  naturalized,  the  date  and  place  of  his  naturalization; 
(5)  the  date  and  place  of  his  birth;  (6)  his  previous  employment  in  the 
civil  service,  if  any;  (7)  his  business  or  employment  for  the  last  preceding 
five  years;  (8)  his  education;  (9)  if  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United 
States  in  the- late  civil  war  and  honorably  discharged  therefrom,  the  name  of 
organization  or  vessel  to  which  attached,  date  of  enlistment  or  commission, 
position  or  rank,  and  date  and  cause  of  discharge  from  the  service;  (10)  such 
other  information  as  the  commission  may  require  touching  his  eligibility  and 
fitness  for  the  public  service. 

3.  The  application  must  be  accompanied  (1)  by  the  certificates  of  not 
less  than  three  nor  more  than  five  reputable  citizens  that  they  have  been 
personally  acquainted  with  the  applicant  for  at  least  one  year  and  believe  him 
to  be  of  good  moral  character,  of  temperate  and  industrious  habits  and  in  all 
respects  fit  for  the  service  he  wishes  to  enter,  and  that  they  are  willing  that 
such  certificate  shall  be  published  for  public  information,  and  (2)  if  the  ap¬ 
plicant  is  an  honorably  discharged  soldier  or  sailor  of  the  late  civil  war,  by 
the  adjutant-general’s  certificate  of  his  honorable  discharge  or  other  satis¬ 
factory  evidence  of  the  same. 
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4.  In  addition  to  the  information  above  mentioned  applicants  for  positions 
requiring  special  qualifications  shall  furnish  the  evidences,  certificates  and 
licenses  required  under  the  provisions  of  section  5  of  rule  JX. 

No  person  shall  be  examined  who  has  any  of  the  following  defects: 
Insanity,  tuberculosis,  paralysis,  epilepsy,  blindness,  total  deafness,  loss  of 
speech,  loss  of  both  arms  or  both  legs,  loss  of  arm  and  leg,  badly  crippled 
or  deformed  arms,  feet  or  legs,  heart  disease,  locomotor  ataxia,  cancer, 
Bright’s  disease,  syphilis,  diabetes. 

5.  The  limits  of  age  at  the  time  of  examination  for  the  following  named 
positions  are  as  follows:  Stenographer,  telegrapher,  stenographer  and 
telegrapher,  typewriter  copyist,  messenger,  eliainman,  tracer,  library  assistant, 
druggist  and  assistant  clerk  at  the  Monroe  county  hospital,  minimum,  eighteen 
years;  page,  minimum,  fourteen  years  and  maximum,  eighteen  years;  junior 
clerk,  minimum,  sixteen  years;  prison  and  reformatory  guard,  minimum, 
twenty-five  years-  junior  bridge  draftsman,  rodman,  minimum,  twenty  years. 
For  all  other  positions  the  minimum  age  limit  is  twenty-one  years,  with  no 
maximum  limit.  Candidates  for  prison  or  reformatory  guard  must  be  at  least 
five  feet,  nine  inches  in  height. 

6.  Defective  applications  will  be  suspended  and  applicants  notified  to  amend 
the  same;  but  no  such  notice  will  be  given  or  opportunity  granted  a  second 
time. 

7.  Applications  shall  be  filed  at  least  seven  days  before  the  date  of  exami¬ 
nation  to  entitle  the  applicant  to  enter  the  same.  The  commission  or  its 
chief  examiner  may,  however,  waive  this  requirement  when  practicable. 

8.  The  date  of  the  reception  of  all  applications  shall  be  indorsed  thereon, 
and  entered  of  record  by  the  commission,  and  if  the  applicants  for  any  posi¬ 
tion  are  in  excess  of  a  number  that  can  be  examined  at  a  single  examination, 
they  will  be  notified  to  appear  in  their  order  on  the  respective  records,  pro¬ 
vided  that  veterans  shall  have  precedence  in  such  notification. 

9.  Applications  and  accompanying  certificates,  not  returned  for  correction, 
will  remain  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  commission,  and  under  no  circumstances 
will  be  returned  to  the  applicant. 

10.  Candidates  for  examinations  for  positions  in  the  non-competitive  class 
shall  file  applications  on  blank  forms  prescribed  by  the  commission  containing 
such  information  as  the  commission  shall  deem  necessary  in  regard  to  their 
eligibility  and  fitness  for  the  positions  applied  for.  Such  applications  may  be 
presented  at  the  time  of  examination  and  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  commis¬ 
sion  by  the  examiners  together  with  the  examination  papers. 

11.  No  letters  of  recommendation  or  indorsements,  other  than  those  re¬ 
quired  by  the  rules  and  regulations,  shall  be  received  and  filed  by  the  com¬ 
mission,  on  behalf  of  any  applicant  or  eligible,  unless  called  for  in  announce¬ 
ment  of  examination. 

Regulation  V.  Examinations 

1.  Competitive  examinations  will  be  held  from  time  to  time  for  such  posi¬ 
tions  as  shall  be  specially  requested  by  appointing  officers  and  for  those  for 
which  in  the  opinion  of  the  commission,  the  number  of  applicants  or  lack  of 
eligibles  renders  an  examination  desirable.  The  preliminary  requirements, 
subjects  of  examinations  and  relative  weights  for  positions  in  the  com¬ 
petitive  class  shall  be  published  from  time  to  time.  The  place  and  date  of 
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an  examination  for  any  position,  when  determined,  and  any  other  material 
information  in  regard  thereto,  will  be  posted  in  the  office  of  the  commission 
in  the  capitol  at  Albany  at  least  ten  days  before  the  date  of  such  examination. 

Announcements  of  all  examinations  of  a  public  and  general  interest  shall 
be  published,  so  far  as  practicable,  in  every  county  of  the  state  at  least 
ten  days  before  the  date  of  the  examination  in  one  or  more  prominent  news¬ 
papers  of  the  county;  examinations  of  a  professional  and  technical  nature 
shall  be  announced,  so  far  as  practicable,  in  suitable  periodicals  published 
in  this  state. 

2.  Notice  of  competitive  examination  will  be  mailed  previous  to  the  date 
thereof  to  each  applicant  entitled  to  enter  the  same.  If  an  applicant  fails  to 
receive  due  notice  of  an  examination,  or  gives  satisfactory  reasons  for  failure 
to  attend  an  examination,  he  shall  he  notified  to  attend  the  next  examination 
for  the  same  subdivision  and  group,  provided  such  examination  occurs  within 
one  year  from  the  date  of  filing  the  original  application. 

Notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  examination,  subjects  of  examination  and 
relative  weights  thereof  if  any  assigned,  shall  be  mailed  to  each  person  nomi¬ 
nated  for  any  position  in  the  non-competitive  class,  at  least  one  week  in 
advance  of  the  date  set  for  the  examination,  except  for  positions  in  state 
institutions  for  which  examination  is  to  be  conducted  by  a  local  board  of 
examiners. 

3.  Applicants  must  present  themselves  promptly  at  the  hour  and  place 
specified  in  their  official  notification  signed  by  the  secretary  of  the  com¬ 
mission,  and  no  one  will  be  admitted  to  an  examination  except  upon  the  pro¬ 
duction  of  such  notification. 

4.  In  order  to  properly  identify  competitors,  each  person  presenting  himself 
for  examination  shall  fill  out  a  “  Declaration  Sheet  ”  on  which  he  shall  state 
the  essential  facts  contained  in  his  application  paper.  Each  declaration 
sheet  shall  bear  a  different  number  which  shall  be  used  to  designate  the  ex¬ 
amination  papers  of  the  competitor.  The  name  of  the  competitor  shall  not 
appear  on  his  examination  papers  except  on  the  declaration  sheet. 

5.  For  the  further  identification  of  appointees  and  for  the  prevention  of 
impersonation  in  examinations,  every  person  appointed  after  a  competitive 
examination  shall  be  required  to  fill  out  an  identification  sheet  to  be  called 
“  Declaration  of  Appointee.”  Said  declaration  shall  require  a  reiteration  of 
the  essential  facts  of  the  application  and  declaration  sheet  and  the  statement 
of  such  other  facts  as  the  chief  examiner  shall  require,  and  shall  be  filled  out 
by  the  appointee  in  the  presence  of  the  appointing  officer  or  his  representa¬ 
tive  who  shall  attach  his  certificate  of  such  fact.  Such  declaration  shall  be 
forwarded  with  the  notice  of  appointment  to  the  state  civil  service  commis¬ 
sion  and  shall  be  liled  with  the  examination  papers  of  the  appointee. 

G.  The  relative  weights  given  to  the  several  subjects  or  qualifications  in  an 
examination  shall  be  fixed  before  the  date  thereof  by  the  chief  examiner  under 
the  direction  of  the  commission. 

7.  Non-competitive  examinations  for  provisional  appointments  under  the 
provisions  of  rule  VIII  shall  be  in  their  scope  and  character  the  same  as  com¬ 
petitive  examinations  to  fill  vacancies  in  the  same  positions. 

8.  Wh  enever  an  oral  examination  shall  be  prescribed  as  part  of  any  scheme 
of  examinations,  a  stenographic  record  of  the  oral  questions  and  answers  shall 
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be  made  and  the  transcript  thereof  shall  be  preserved  with  the  examination 
papers  or  report. 

Regulation  VI.  Marking  and  Grading  of  Examination  Papers 

1.  So  soon  as  practicable  after  an  examination  the  papers  of  the  competitors 
shall  be  marked  and  the  general  average  of  each  ascertained.  Such  marking 
and  ascertainment  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the  chief  examiner,  and,  so 
far  as  practicable,  shall  be  made  at  the  office  of  the  commission. 

2.  The  marking  of  each  competitor’s  papers  shall  be  made  on  the  scale  of 
100,  which  maximum  shall  represent  the  highest  attainable  accuracy,  and 
0  shall  represent  entire  ignorance.  The  average  of  the  marking  of  the  several 
answers  upon  any  one  subject  shall  be  the  standing  on  that  subject. 

No  person  shall  have  his  name  entered  upon  an  eligible  list  who  fails  to 
attain  an  average  percentage  of  75,  or  over,  on  all  the  obligatory  subjects  in 
the  examination,  and  a  percentage  of  60  or  over  on  every  such  obligatory 
subject. 

3.  The  absolute  or  general  average  standing  of  each  competitor  will  then 
be  made  up  in  form  substantially  as  follows,  in  accordance  with  the  re¬ 
spective  weights  accorded  to  the  subjects:

It  will  be  observed  that  the  standing  on  each  subject  is  multiplied  by  the 
weight  given  that  subject  and  the  product  placed  in  the  third  column,  and 
the  sum  of  these  products,  divided  by  the  sum  of  the  weights,  gives  the 
general  average  standing. 

4.  As  soon  as  practicable  after  the  filing  of  the  report  of  a  competitive 
examination,  the  secretary  shall  notify  each  candidate  therein  of  the  rating 
he  has  received  and,  if  such  rating  be  above  the  required  minimum,  of  liis 
comparative  standing.  Any  candidate  receiving  such  notice  may  personally, 
inspect  his  examination  papers  in  the  presence  of  any  representative  of  the 
commission. 

5.  No  examination  paper  or  any  part  thereof  and  no  record  of  the  results 
of  a  physical  test  or  any  other  record  or  statement  rated  as  part  of  an 
examination  or  in  connection  therewith  shall  be  subject  to  review,  alteration 
or  rerating  after  the  marks  of  the  examiners  have  been  registered  or  attested 
as  required  hereunder;  except  that  the  commission  at  any  time  within  a  year 
from  the  date  of  the  report  of  an  examination  may  correct  any  manifest  error 
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or  mistake  of  marking  or  rating  appearing  in  any  such  paper  or  record,  such 
correction  in  any  case  to  be  without  prejudice  to  the  status  of  any  person 
previously  appointed  as  a  result  of  such  examination. 

(i.  No  change  in  the  rating  as  indicated  in  paragraph  5  shall  be  made 
at  the  instance  of  any  competitor  except  upon  formal  written  appeal  sub¬ 
mitted  by  the  competitor  personally  whose  appeal  must  be  made  within 
thirty  days  after  date  of  his  notice  of  standing,  such  appeal  to  be  in  writing, 
specifying  particularly  the  cause  of  complaint.  The  commission  shall  ap¬ 
point  a  committee  on  appeals,  consisting  of  one  commissioner  to  whom  all 
appeals  shall  be  submitted  by  the  chief  examiner  Avith  his  recommendations, 
and  said  committee  shall  report  thereon  at  a  subsequent  meeting  of  the 
commission.  Such  appeal  shall  be  considered  as  opening  all  of  the  com¬ 
petitor’s  papers  for  review,  whether  resulting  in  a  higher  or  lower  average 
standing.  No  change  in  rating  shall  be  made  as  the  result  of  an  appeal 
unless  it  would  affect  the  competitor’s  relative  position  on  the  eligible 
register. 

Regulation  VII.  Eligible  Lists 

1.  After  an  examination  for  positions  in  any  grade  or  subdivision  in  the 
competitive  class,  the  names  of  such  competitors  as  are  eligible  under  the 
provisions  of  rule  XI  shall  be  entered  upon  an  eligible  list  for  such  position 
in  order  as  follows: 

First,  the  names  of  veterans  in  the  order  of  their  rating;  and,  second,  the 
names  of  other  eligibles  in  the  order  of  their  rating.  The  accuracy  of  all 
such  lists  shall  be  checked  by  two  officials  in  the  office  of  the  commission. 

2.  The  eligible  list  so  prepared  shall  be  entered  by  the  secretary  in  the 
proper  place  in  the  register  of  eligible  lists.  Whenever  there  remain  on  the 
register  any  eligibles  for  any  position  at  the  time  when  the  eligibles  as¬ 
certained  by  a  new  examination  are  to  be  entered  thereon,  the  names  of  all 
the  eligibles  shall  be  subject  to  the  above  regulation  as  to  the  order  in  which 
they  shall  be  entered. 

When  an  open  competitive  examination  produces  less  than  three  eligibles, 
any  eligibles  remaining  on  a  former  list  for  tbe  same  position  shall  be  con¬ 
tinued  on  the  new  list  until  its  expiration,  provided  that  no  individual  shall 
be  eligible  for  more  than  four  years  without  re-examination. 

3.  The  term  of  eligibility  shall  be  one  year  from  the  date  of  filing  of  the 
report  of  the  examination,  or  until  a  new  list  of  eligibles  for  the  same  posi¬ 
tions  shall  be  filed,  if  longer  than  one  year,  unless  otherwise  prescribed  by 
the  commission.  The  term  of  eligibility  shall  be  two  years  for  the  following 
positions:  Court  stenographer,  state  hospital  matron,  assistant  civil  engi¬ 
neer,  woman  physician,  regents’  examiner,  court  interpreter,  engineering 
draftsman,  architectural  draftsman,  apothecary,  examination  clerk,  technical 
and  trade  instructors,  chemist,  steward,  milk  expert,  butter  expert,  cheese 
expert,  vinegar  expert,  chief  engineer,  inspector  of  boilers  and  engines, 
building  inspector,  inspector  of  nurseries,  librarian  and  library  assistant; 
physiological  chemist,  department  of  health.  Whenever  a  person  whose  name 
is  on  an  eligible  list  for  any  position  shall  enter  a  new  examination  for  the 
same  position  within  his  term  of  eligibility,  his  eligibility  on  account  of  the 
former  examination  shall  cease  from  the  date  of  filing  of  the  report  of  the 
new  examination  in  case  he  is  found  qualified,  and  from  such  date  he  shall 
be  credited  with  the  mark  and  relative  position  obtained  in  the  new 
examination. 
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4.  Copies  of  eligible  lists  shall  not  be  furnished  by  the  commission  except 
to  the  appointing  officers  having  the  right  of  selection  from  such  lists.  The 
lists  will  be  open  to  public  inspection. 

5.  The  secretary  shall  certify  eligibles  upon  the  requisition  of  an  appoint¬ 
ing  officer  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  2  of  rule  VIII  in  such 
form  a3  the  commission  may  prescribe.  No  appointment  shall  be  made  from 
any  certificate  of  eligibles  after  the  expiration  of  the  eligible  list  from  which 
such  certificate  is  drawn,  nor  after  receipt  by  the  commission  of  a  report  of 
examination  providing  new  eligibles  for  such  list.  If  the  appointment  shall 
be  made  of  any  person  other  than  one  of  the  three  standing  highest  on  the 
eligible  list,  the  appointing  officer  shall  forward  to  the  commission  with  the 
notice  of  appointment  copies  of  all  correspondence  to  and  from  the  persons 
declining  such  appointment,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  rule  XX 
and  sectioTi  2  of  rule  VIII.  No  declination  of  an  appointment  will  be  ac¬ 
cepted  unless  made  in  writing  and  addressed  to  and  filed  with  the  commission. 
The  name  of  a  person  declining  appointment  shall  be  stricken  from  the 
eligible  list  unless  declination  is  for  one  or  more  of  the  following  reasons;  a. 
Insufficiency  of  compensation  offered;  b.  Location  of  employment;  c.  Tem¬ 
porary  inability,  phvsicial  or  otherwise,  which  must  be  satisfactorily  explained 
bv  the  candidate.

6.  Section  14  of  the  civil  service  law  requiring  appointments  to  positions 
in  the  state  service,  the  duties  of  which  are  confined  to  a  locality  outside  of 
Albany  county,  to  be  made,  so  far  as  practicable,  from  residents  of  the 
judicial  district  or  districts,  including  such  locality,  shall  be  applied  as 
follows : 

Certifications  from  the  eligible  lists  of  clerks,  junior  clerks,  bookkeepers, 
stenographers,  pages,  storekeepers,  messengers,  janitors,  chief  engineers,  assist¬ 
ant  steam  engineers,  assistant  electrical  engineers,  steam  firemen,  court  stenog¬ 
raphers,  court  attendants,  court  clerks,  building  inspectors,  housekeepers, 
nurses,  watchmen,  florists  and  gardeners,  telephone  operators,  supervising 
inspectors  of  nurseries  (department  of  agriculture),  foreman  of  laborers 
(department  of  highways),  veterinarians,  real  inspectors,  foremen  carpenters, 
file  and  index  clerks,  medical  inspectors  of  factories  (industrial  commission) 
shall  be  made  from  the  residents  of  the  judicial  district  in  which  the  vacancy 
exists,  except  that  from  the  eligible  lists  of  clerks,  junior  clerks,  bookkeepers, 
stenographers,  pages,  messengers,  inspectors  of  masonry,  watchmen,  telephone 
operators,  supervising  factory  inspectors,  typewriter  copyists,  foremen  car¬ 
penters,  file  and  index  clerks,  certifications  shall  be  made  of  names  of  residents 
of  the  first  and  second  judicial  districts  for  vacancies  in  state  departments 
or  institutions  with  offices  in  the  borough  of  Manhattan.  New  York  City. 

Subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  14  of  the  civil  service  law,  certifications 
from  the  eligible  list  for  position  of  special  investigator,  bureau  of  indus¬ 
tries  and  immigration,  industrial  commission,  shall  be  made  by  groups,  as 
follows : 

Group  I.  Residents  of  the  first,  second  and  ninth  judicial  districts. 

Group  II.  Residents  of  the  third  and  fourth  judicial  districts. 

Group  III.  Residents  of  the  fifth  and  sixth  judicial  districts. 

Group  IV.  Residents  of  the  seventh  and  eighth  judicial  districts. 
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Subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  14  of  the  civil  service  law,  certification 
from  the  eligible  list  for  the  position  of  superintendent,  bureau  of  employ¬ 
ment,  industrial  commission,  shall  be  made  by  groups  as  follows: 

Group  I.  Residents  of  the  first  judicial  district. 

Group  II.  Residents  of  the  second  judicial  district. 

Group  III.  Residents  of  the  third  and  fourth  judicial  districts. 

Group  IV.  Residents  of  the  fifth  and  sixth  judicial  districts. 

Group  V.  Residents  of  the  seventh  and  eighth  judicial  districts. 

Group  VI.  Residents  of ‘the  ninth  judicial  district. 


Subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  14  of  the  civil  service  law,  certification 
from  the  eligible  list,  men  or  women,  for  the  position  of  assistant  superintend¬ 
ent,  bureau  of  employment,  industrial  commission,  shall  be  made  by  groups  as 
follows : 

Group  I.  Brooklyn  office,  residents  of  the  first,  second  and  ninth  judicial 
districts. 

Group  II.  Syracuse  office,  residents  of  the  third,  fourth  and  fifth  judicial 

districts. 

Group  III.  Rochester  office,  residents  of  the  sixth  and  seventh  judicial 
districts. 

Group  IV.  Buffalo  office,  residents  of  the  eighth  judicial  district. 

Subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  14  of  the  civil  service  law,  certifica¬ 
tions  from  the  eligible  list  for  the  position  of  prison  guard  shall  be  made  by 
groups,  as  follows: 

Group  I.  Sing  Sing  prison.  Residents  of  the  first,  second  and  ninth  judi¬ 
cial  districts. 

Group  II.  Clinton  and  Great  Meadow  prisons.  Residents  of  the  third  and 
fourth  judicial  districts. 

Group  III.  Auburn  prison.  Residents  of  the  fifth,  sixth,  seventh  and 
eighth  judicial  districts. 


When  the  services  to  be  performed  in  any  position  for  which  eligibles  are 
to  be  certified  from  any  of  the  eligible  lists  mentioned  in  this  section,  are 
confined  to  a  locality  outside  of  Albany  county,  the  secretary  shall  certify 
from  the  proper  eligible  list  the  person  or  persons  standing  highest  who  are 
residents  of  the  judicial  district  or  districts,  in  which  the  service  is  located, 
but  if  there  be  no  eligibles  who  are  residents  of  such  judicial  district  or  dis¬ 
tricts,  or  if  all  such  eligibles  shall  decline  the  appointment,  the  person  or  per¬ 
sons  standing  highest  on  the  whole  eligible  list  shall  be  certified  unless  it 
appears  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  commission  that  it  is  not  practicable  to 
appoint  from  outside  of  the  judicial  district  or  districts,  in  which  case  the 
general  eligible  list  shall  not  be  deemed  a  list  of  persons  eligible  for  appoint¬ 
ment. 

For  the  purpose  of  certification  under  this  regulation,  the  residence  of  any 
person  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  place  stated  by  such  person  in  his  appli¬ 
cation  to  be  his  legal  residence  at  the  time  such  application  is  filed,  but  in 
case  any  person  has  removed  from  the  county  or  judicial  district  in  which 
he  resided  at  the  time  of  the  filing  of  his  application  for  examination,  such 
person  shall  no  longer  be  eligible  to  appointment  from  that  county  or  dis¬ 
trict,  but  shall,  after  four  months  from  receipt  of  notice  of  such  change,  be 
on  the  eligible  list  for  the  county  or  judicial  district  into  which  he  has  moved.

Report  of  State  Civil  Service  Commission 


The  state  civil  service  commission  may  at  any  time  investigate  concerning 
any  change  in  legal  residence  from  county  or  judicial  district,  and,  if  it  is  not 
satisfied  with  the  good  faith  of  such  change,  may,  upon  due  notice  to  the 
person  affected,  refuse  to  certify  his  name  or  to  continue  it  upon  the  eligible 
list. 


Regulation  VIII.  Accounts 

1.  All  accounts  for  compensation  as  examiners  or  for  preparation  of  ques¬ 
tions  or  marking  of  answers  and  papers,  or  other  expenses  of  examinations, 

shall  be  certified  by  the  chief  examiner. 

•/ 

2.  All  accounts  for  other  expenses  of  the  commission,  except  those  lor 
salaries  and  official  expenses  fixed  by  statute,  and  those  certified  as  above  by 
the  chief  examiner,  shall  be  certified  by  the  secretary. 

3.  All  accounts  certified  by  the  chief  examiner  and  secretary  shall  be  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  commission  before  payment. 

Regulation  IX.  Information 

1.  General  abstracts  from  the  provisions  of  the  law,  rules  and  regulations, 
and  other  pertinent  matter  will  be  published  by  the  commission  from  time  to 
time,  for  the  information  of  appointing  officers,  applicants,  candidates  and 
others  concerned. 

2.  The  commission  cannot  undertake  to  answer  inquiries  relating  to  cases 
which  are  not  officially  before  it  for  decision,  nor  can  it  decide,  except  in 
cases  of  actual  candidates,  questions  respecting  the  application  of  the  rules 
and  regulations. 

3.  Particular  answers  cannot  be  given  to  inquiries  which  are  answered 
expressly  or  by  implication  in  published  regulations  or  other  similar  docu¬ 
ments. 

4.  The  commission  cannot  give  any  information  upon  the  following  points: 
(a)  regarding  positions  in  the  unclassified  service  or  in  the  exempt  class  of 
the  classified  service;  (b)  regarding  vacancies  in  any  position  existing  or 
prospective;  (c)  regarding  the  duties  of  positions  except  as  indicated  by  their 
classification;  (d)  regarding  the  personal  interests  of  any  intending  or  actual 
applicant,  candidate  or  eligible. 

5.  The  examination  papers  of  a  competitor  will  be  exhibited  only  to  the 
competitor  or  his  duly  authorized  representative,  or  to  the  appointing  officer 
to  whom  his  name  is  certified. 

G.  Copies  of  questions  used  in  examinations  cannot  be  furnished  except  in 
cases  where  they  are  published  by  the  commission  for  general  information. 

7.  The  qualifications  of  applicants  and  subjects  of  examination,  as  pre¬ 
pared  from  time  to  time,  will  be  published,  but  in  regard  to  certain  positions 
in  which  vacancies  are  rare  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  examinations  may 
not  be  determined  until  vacancies  occur. 

8.  Eligible  lists  may  be  published  with  the  standing  of  the  persons  named 
in  them,  but  under  no  circumstances  will  the  names  of  persons  passing  below 
the  minimum  standing  be  published  nor  will  their  examination  papers  be 
exhibited  or  any  information  given  about  them,  except  as  provided  in  the 
fifth  section  of  this  regulation.

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Regulation  X.  Residence  and  Citizenship. 

The  restrictions  of  section  5  of  rule  IV  and  section  2  of  rule  IX  as  to  resi¬ 
dence  and  citizenship  may  he  waived  in  the  following  cases: 

(a)  On  account  of  low  compensation: 

Attendants,  nurses  and  orderlies  in  asylums  and  hospitals  and  similar 
institutions. 

(b)  On  account  of  professional  or  scientific  requirements: 

Positions  as  scientists,  technical  and  trade  instructors  and  positions  requir¬ 
ing  special  training  and  education. 

Regulation  XI.  Commutation  for  Board  and  Lodgings 
The  commutation  for  board  and  lodgings  under  section  12  of  rule  I  shall 
be  as  follows:

month,  apportioned  at  the  rate  of  $3  per  month  for  each  meal  and  $3  per 

month  for  lodging.

Regulation  XIII.  Municipal  Inspection 

The  state  civil  service  commission  shall,  by  one  or  more  of  its  members,  or 
its  secretary,  or  its  chief  examiner,  officially  visit  each  city  in  the  state  at 
least  once  in  two  years,  and  inquire  into  the  method  of  the  administration  of 
the  civil  service  law  in  such  city,  and  ascertain  whether  the  municipal  com¬ 
missioners  and  other  city  officials  faithfully  discharge  their  duties  in  respect 
to  compliance  with  said  law. 

Regulation  XIV.  Temporary  Appointments 

Whenever  an  appointing  officer  desires  to  make  a  temporary  appointment 
for  a  period  exceeding  one  month,  he  shall  notify  the  commission  of  the 
nature  of  the  service  required,  term  of  employment  and  rate  of  compensation 
to  be  paid,  and  the  commission  shall  certify  to  the  appointing  officer  the 
names  of  the  three  persons  standing  highest  upon  the  general  eligible  list, 
who,  upon  inquiry,  are  found  willing  to  accept  such  temporary  appointment, 
from  whom  a  selection  shall  be  made  for  the  temporary  service  required. 

Regulation  XV.  Leave  of  Absence 

Any  person  holding  a  position  in  the  competitive  class  for  a  period  of  at 
least  three  months  may  be  granted  a  leave  of  absence  without  pay  for  a 
period  not  to  exceed  six  months.  A  person  who  resigns  or  is  removed  from 
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the  service  while  on  leave  of  absence,  or  at  the  end  of  the  six  months  period, 
shall  not  be  eligible  for  reinstatement  except  within  a  period  of  one  year  from 
the  date  the  leave  of  absence  was  granted.  A  person  who  has  been  out  of  the 
service  on  leave  of  absence  within  five  months  immediately  preceding  an  ex¬ 
amination  for  promotion  will  not  be  eligible  to  compete  therein,  unless  other¬ 
wise  ordered  by  the  Commission,  or  to  receive  promotion  within  six  months.
